THE  HARRISON  MEMORIAL 


ON  Sunday,  December  3,  at  noon  there 
occurred  one  of  the  most  memorable 
ceremonies  in  the  history  of  the  Olympic 
Club,  in  the  unveiling  and  dedication 
of  the  Haig  Patigian  bust  of  its  never  to  be  for- 
gotten late  President,  William  Greer  Harrison.  A 
large  number  of  interested  Olympians  thronged 
about  the  Club  portal  to  do  honor  to  the  occasion, 
and  the  ceremonies,  although  brief,  were  singularly 
touching  and  marked  by  a  spirit  of  eloquent  regard 
for  the  memory  of  one  who  guarded  the  destinies 
of  our  organization  for  so  many  years  with  singu- 
lar courage  and  ability. 

Philip  J.  Fay,  as  Chairman  of  the  Day,  after  a 
selection  by  the  Club  Orchestra,  stated  the  object 
of  the  gathering  and  introduced  Hother  Wismer, 
who  gave  "Meditation"  on  the  violin,  and  then  fol- 


lowed the  introduction  of  John  Elliott,  a  life  long 
friend  of  Mr.  Harrison,  who  after  paying  a  touch- 
ing tribute  to  his  memory,  unveiled  the  bust  and 
formally  presented  it  to  the  Club  on  behalf  of 
the  donors. 

President  William  F.  Humphrey  accepted  the 
gift  in  the  name  of  the  Olympic  Club,  and  in  a 
fine  forensic  effort  outlined  the  striking  career  of 
his  beloved  predecessor,  when  Vogel  sang  the  new 
Club  Anthem,  "For  Fair  Olympia,"  for  the  first 
time,  and  Clay  M.  Greene  read  his  poem,  "Ex 
Umbra,"  written  for  the  occasion.  This  closed  the 
impressive  ceremonies  so  well  outlined  by  the 
Committee,  and  after  "The  Star  Spangled  Banner" 
by  the  Club  Orchestra,  the  audience  dispersed, 
deeply  gratified  that  the  memory  of  a  great  Olym- 
pian and  sterling  example  of  manhood  had  been 
so  fittingly  perpetuated.

Golf  A  Boon  to  Humanity

STATISTICIAN  has  computed  that 
2,000,000  people  in  the  United  States 
play  golf.  I  saw  the  figures  in  a 
magazine  while  vibrating  in  a 
railroad  car.  I  may  therefore  have 
been  mistaken  in  the  number,  because  the  car  had 
a  flat  wheel  and  the  roadbed  was  terrible.  It 
may  have  been  20,000,000,  but  what  is  a  cipher 
between  friends. 

Assuming  that  the  number  was  2,000,000  and 
that  the  average  size  of  an  American  family  is  five, 
there  were  four  people  in  2,000,000  families  who 
have  had  their  problems  of  Christmas  shopping 
solved.  Think  of  it!  Eight  million  people  in  the 
United  States  have  been  saved  from  the  effects 
of  worrying  about  what  to  give  2,000,000 
people  for  Christmas.  Golf  is  truly  a  boon  to 
humanity. 

The  golfer  is  notoriously  easy  to  select  gifts 
for.  There  are  so  many  things  one  can  choose. 
Look  through  any  golf  magazine  and  you  will  find 
dozens  of  things  that  optimistic  inventors  and 
manufacturers  think  a  golfer  cannot  do  without. 
To  have  enumerated  them  last  month  would  have 
made  me  1,999,999  enemies,  and  I  might  even  have 
fallen  into  a  pit  of  my  own  digging. 

The  long  list  of  golf  accessories  might  safely 
be  printed  now,  but  never  early  in  December. 
There  are  too  many  eyes  and  ears  attuned  to  even 
the  remotest  suggestion  for  a  possible  Christmas 
gift.  There  are  many  things  a  golfer  would  wel- 
come as  a  Christmas  gift,  but  the  undesirable 
things  are  in  the  majority.  The  margin  for  error 
is  too  great.  The  golfer's  Christmas  has  been  safe 
in  my  hands. 

Let  me  cite  one  instance  of  how  a  chance  word 
spoken  thoughtlessly  very  nearly  wrecked  a 
Christmas.  A  golfer  of  my  acquaintance  has  a 
charming  wife.  She  listens  to  the  interminable 
descriptions  of  his  various  rounds  with  ideal 
patience.  Sympathy  or  congratulation  are  always 
on  tap,  according  to  the  result  of  the  day's  play. 
My  friend  has  been  playing  golf  for  years,  but 
his  wife  knows  little  about  the  game  or  much  of 
what  pertains  thereto.  But  she  is  the  essence  of 
love  and  kindness  and  consideration. 

One  evening  while  at  dinner  he  had  gotten 
as  far  as  the  fifteenth  hole  on  that  day's  round. 
Plates,  cutlery,  salt  cellers,  pepper  shakers,  bread, 
fruit,  napkins  and  goblets  were  arranged  to  repre- 
sent  the   green,   traps   and   the   hazards.      He   had 


driven  a  long,  low  one — you  know  the  kind — but 
the  darn  thing  got  a  terrible  kick  and  rolled  into 
one  of  the  traps.  He  took  out  his  niblick — ("Oh, 
John,  what  a  funny  name  for  a  golf  stick,"  this 
from  friend  wife) — and  got  a  fairly  good  out  —didn't 
have  a  good  lie,  you  know — and  was  just  short 
with  his  mashie  iron. 

Here  comes  the  critical  point  in  the  story. 
Oh,  if  he  had  been  contented  with  a  five  on  the 
fifteenth!  But  not  he,  for  he  had  gotten  a  four 
there  once.  So  he  went  on,  "and  if  I  had  only  had 
a  Sammy  I  might  have  gotten  my  four,  because 
I  just  missed  holeing  my  approach.  If  I  had  been 
on  the  green  I  could  have  holed  my  putt,  the  way 
I  was  putting.  Isn't  that  tough  luck?  Now  on 
the  sixteenth,  etc." 

The  mischief  is  done.  Remember,  it  is  near 
Christmas  and  she  has  heard  him  express  his 
desire  for  a  Sammy.  The  next  morning  she  went 
downtown  to  do  some  Christmas  shopping  early. 
She  asked  the  floor  walker  in  a  large  department 
store  where  she  might  find  the  Tommies. 

"I  doubt  whether  we  carry  them,  Madame," 
said  the  floor  walker.     "Just  what  is  a  Tommy?" 

Well,"  said  the  wife,  "I  don't  exactly  know. 
My  husband  said  he  wanted  one,  but  he  may  have 
said  Dicky  or  Harry.  It  was  one  of  the  three.  Do 
you  have  any  Dickies   or   Harries?" 

"Harries,  no,  Dickies,  yes,"  said  the  floor  walker. 
"You  will  find  them  in  the  shirt  department,  three 
aisles  over  and  turn  to  your  left." 

So  she  selected  three  lovely  striped  dickies, 
and  when  Christmas  came  she  handed  her  husband 
a  tissue  wrapped  package,  tied  with  ribbon  and 
decorated  with  holly. 

"Here  you  are,  my  dear,"  she  said,  "I  wish 
you  a  Merry  Christmas,  and  just  the  happiest 
New  Year  possible,  and  I  hope  that  this  will  help 
you  to  cut  those  strokes  off  your  games.  I  am 
afraid  you  will  be  disappointed,  they  don't  seem 
like  anything  at  all,  but  you  said  you  wanted 
one, " 

By  this  time  my  friend  had  opened  the  package 
and  was  staring  at  the  dickies,  striving  hard  to 
supplant  the  look  of  perplexity  on  his  face  by  a 
mixed  expression  of  happiness  and  satisfaction. 

"Just  what  I  wanted,  my  dear,"  he  said;  "but — 
but — would  you  mind  telling  me  what  they  are 
for?" 

"Why,  they  are  for  your  golf  game,  dear.  You 
said  you  wanted  one."

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The  Olympic  Club  Golf  Championship 


IF  the  almost  irrisistable  desire  to  prophesy  the 
outcome  of  a  golf  tournament  steals  over  me 
again    as    it    did    while    preparing    material    for 
last    month's    Olympian,    I    shall    read    six    or 
seven  books  on  Will  Power,  resist  the  impulse  as 
strongly  as  possible  and  go  on  about  my  regular 
business. 

Prognosticating  golf  matches  is  not  my  regular 
business.  Any  one  who  wishes  to  verify  that 
statement  can  refer  to  page  seven  of  the  issue  of 
The  Olympian  above  mentioned.  If  the  passion 
for  truth  should  cause  anyone  to  go  to  the  trouble 
of  doing  that  the  searcher  will  discover  the  evi- 
dence of  purely  amateurish  efforts  at  golf  prophecy 
— and  other  things.  But  before  going  definitely 
out  of  business  I  should  like  to  remark  that  com- 
ing within  three  of  saying  what  would  happen  to 
four  men  is  not  so  bad  for  an  amateur. 

The  splendid  qualifying  performance  of  James 
Ritchie  and  Eddie  Twiggs  showed  a  brand  of  golf 
that  seemed  likely  to  give  little  hope  to  Harry 
Irving  and  Paul  Carroll,  the  respective  first-round 
opponents  of  the  first  mentioned  gents.  But  they 
were  not  even  fazed  by  it.  In  fact,  it  seemed 
to  spur  them  on  to  golf,  the  like  of  which  their 
handicaps  say  they  do  not  play  very  often.  Irving 
had  a  medal  score  of  78  in  his  match  with  Ritchie 
and  certainly  the  brand  of  golf  that  this  score 
indicates  entitles  Irving  to  take  "Babe"  Ritchie 
to  the  seventeenth  any  day  in  the  week  and  to 
win  at  that  stage  six  times  out  of  ten.  Harry 
probably  is  not  worrying  over  the  other  five  times 
since  one  win  over  Ritchie  in  this  tournament 
was  all  that  was  necessary.  The  score  of  two 
up  and  one  to  go  indicates  that  for  all  his  78 
Harry  had  no  easy  time  of  it. 

Paul  Carroll  gave  Eddie  Twigs  a  private  ex- 
hibition of  putting.  His  medal  score  was  77,  all 
putts  holed  out  except  one  "sitter."  Of  these  77 
strokes  27  were  putts.  Hagen,  Hutchinson, 
Sarazen  and  Kirkwood,  please  note.  Twenty-seven 
putts  in  one  round  means  one  and  one-half  putts 
per  hole.  Half  putts  are  numerous  enough  in 
any  round  of  golf,  but  when  a  man  can  sink 
eighteen  half  putts  it's  enough  to  disconcert  any 
opponent.  And  Twiggs  certainly  was  discon- 
certed, or  lost  in  admiration  or  something,  as  the 
score  sheet  will  show,  and  Paul  Carroll  brought 
home  the  bacon  from  the  region  of  the  sixteenth. 


Paul's  putting  eye  deserted  him  in  the  after- 
noon match  with  Stanton  Haight,  a  promising 
young  golfer  who  swings  a  wicked  club  for  his 
Alma  Mater,  the  University  of  California. 
Haight's  victory  in  that  match  was  a  very  definite 
thing,  but  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  variation 
in  a  man's  golf  within  an  hour  or  two.  Carroll  won 
in  the  morning,  shooting  a  77.  He  lost  to  a  man 
in  the  afternoon  who  made  an  85.  Medal  scores 
don't  count  in  match  play,  but  they  tell  a  lot. 

Johnny  McHugh  was  also  to  have  been  in  the 
semi-finals.  And  he  nearly  was.  We  don't  know 
just  how  near,  as  those  nineteen-hole  matches  are 
always  problematical.  Johnny's  match  with  Sam 
Conlon  didn't  even  start  for  the  nineteenth  to 
be  sure,  but  when  McHugh  stepped  up  to  ap- 
proach the  eighteenth  green  after  having  driven 
"shop  high,"  Sam,  being  on  in  three,  with  a 
five  for  the  hole  staring  him  in  the  face  and  being 
one  up  and  a  very  possible  four  from  his  oppo- 
nent in  the  offing,  he  wasn't  at  all  certain  about 
that  extra  hole.  But  the  stage  is  all  set  for 
tragedy.  Just  as  Johnny  took  his  swing  someone 
almost  walked  over  him,  the  shot  was  dubbed 
and  the  hole  was  halved  in  fives  and  Sam  took 
his  place  in  the  semi-finals.  This  match  was 
bound  to  be  a  close  one,  because  there  are  many 
old  scores  to  be  settled  between  these  two  in  a 
golfing  way.  Despite  the  lack  of  practice,  for 
Sam  hasn't  quite  reached  the  point  in  his  banking 
business  where  golf  doesn't  interfere  with  it,  Con- 
lon can  always  be  depended  upon  to  make  it 
interesting  for  any  of  the  higher-ups.  His  up- 
setting the  dope  sheet  is  quite  explainable  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  his  own  title  was  at  stake  and 
that  he  did  not  retain  it  is  not  so  much  his  fault 
as  it  was  George  Ritchie's. 

I  can  point  with  pride  to  the  fact  that  George 
got  into  the  semi-finals.  I  can  say  "I  told  you  so" 
and  "Wasn't  I  right,  huh?"  and  get  all  puffed 
up  over  having  made  a  25  per  cent  perfect  prog- 
nostication. Yes,  George  justified  the  prognos- 
tication and  for  that  reason,  and  because  he  won 
his  match  against  Conlon,  and  won  the  tournament 
and  beat  all  his  opponents  and  was  not  defeated 
in  a  single  match  we  can  shake  his  hand  and 
call   him   "Olympic   Club   Champion." 

There  were  several  other  matches  in  the  tourna- 
ment. If  one  wants  to  know  about  them  in  all 
their  detail  all  one  has  to  do  is  casually  ask  any 
of  the  players  in  them  how  they  came  out  in  the 
championship  and  the  long-distance  Congressional 
talking   record   gets   busted   right   then  and   there. 
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Olympic  vs.   Multnomah 


OLYMPIC  CLUB,  13;  MULTNOMAH 
CLUB,  9.  That  tells  the  story  of  the 
Club's  football  dessert  of  the  season's 
menu,  and  likewise  tells  the  story  of 
where  the  Pacific  Coast  club  championship  belongs. 

Thirteen  to  nine  might  also  tell  a  little  story 
of  one  of  the  closest,  if  not  the  closest,  and  most 
exciting  game  of  the  year.  But  mere  figures  and 
mere  words  fail  in  an  attempt  to  recount  what 
happened  in  Portland  on  Thanksgiving  Day. 

Imagine,  if  you  can,  a  team  with  less  than  one 
minute  to  play  and  a  score  of  9  to  6  against  them. 
That  was  the  Olympians.  Then  "Rabbit"  Brad- 
shaw  forward  passed  the  ball  from  midfield  and 
standing  on  the  25-yard  line  caught  a  flaw  in 
Multnomah's  secondary  defense. 

Hauser  at  end  saw  the  same  opening  and 
sped  through.  On  the  Winged  "M's"  goal  line  he 
turned  and  snatched  the  oval  which  "Rabbit"  had 
left-handed  with  the  accuracy  of  a  marksman. 

Clyde  King  kicked  goal  and  from  all  appear- 
ances the  game  was  practically  over. 

But  it  wasn't.     Not  by  forty-seven  seconds. 

Imagine,  if  you  can,  a  team  playing  in  despera- 
tion and  shooting  twelve  open  plays  in  forty-seven 
seconds !  Imagine  more ;  picture  a  team  apparently 
defeated  working  the  ball  from  her  own  25-yard 
line  to  her  opponent's  12-yard  line  in  that  forty- 
seven  seconds.  And  if  you  can  conceive  that,  then 
picture  in  your  mind's  eye  a  ball  sailing  from  the 
accurate  hand  of  the  great  Bill  Steers  to  his  team- 
mate and  coach,  who  was  standing  squarely  under 
the  Winged  "O"  goal  posts. 


Make  no  mistake,  that  was  some  game,  and 
probably  a  more  exciting  contest  than  was  seen 
by  those  of  you  who  have  followed  the  Olympians 
through  their  season  in  the  bay  cities. 

It  was  during  that  last  minute  that  the  Olympic 
gridders  jumped  into  the  lead  for  the  first  time 
in  the  game,  and  it  was  in  the  remaining  forty- 
seven  seconds  that  they  were  rushed  off  their  feet 
by  the  desperate  aerial  maneuvers  of  the  Mult- 
nomah clan. 

When  that  ball  reached  the  12-yard  line  Coach 
Ted  Faulk  of  the  Portland  clubmen  went  in  per- 
sonally to  see  that  the  pigskin  was  carried  over. 
He  chose  an  end  position  for  himself,  and  it  was 
he  who  waited  with  outstretched  arms  under  the 
goal,  and  just  as  he  was  about  to  close  his  hands 
on  the  pass  which  would  have  turned  the  Olym- 
pians' last-minute  victory  into  a  last-second  defeat 
"Rabbit"  came  hurtling  through  the  air  from 
nowhere. 

"Rabbit"  couldn't  catch  the  ball  or  even  knock 
it  down,  but  up  he  jumped  and  barely  touched  the 
spheroid  with  the  tips  of  his  fingers.  A  slight 
deflection  was  caused.  Not  much  of  a  deflection, 
but  sufficient  to  make  Faulk  miss  what  was  ex- 
pected to  be  a  perfect  pass  and  .  .  .  the  game 
was  over. 

At  the  outset  the  Multnomah  men  took  the 
lead.  They  scored  a  safety  right  after  the  kick- 
off,  and  in  the  second  period  Steers  completed  a 
long    pass    to    Bobby    Pelouse,    who    crossed    the

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This  Business  of  Shooting  At  a  Target 

By  *W.  F.  Blasse 


ONE  who  stands  on  the  outside  and  has 
not  been  initiated  into  the  details  and 
niceties  of  target  shooting  fails  to  see 
where  the  fun  can  come  in  "shooting  holes 
through  a  piece  of  paper."  In  any  game  the 
personality  of  your  fellow  competitor  goes  a  long 
way  in  making  that  day  a  pleasant  day  for  you, 
and  it  has  always  seemed  to  me  that  a  man  who 
loves  a  gun  as  well  as  a  dog  is  just  a  little  bit 
better  than  the  other  fellow.  I  am  positive  that 
this  applies  strongly  to  rifle  lovers  in  general. 

When  a  man  owns  a  rifle  you  might  say  that 
his  troubles  are  ahead  of  him,  but  he  will  soon 
catch  up  with  them,  for  the  woods  are  full  of  diffi- 
culties for  the  man  who  aspires  to  good  work  with 
the  rifle  or  any  small  arm  capable  of  being  culti- 
vated for  extreme  accuracy,  which  is  only  to  be 
attained  by  close  work  and  actual  study  of  first 
himself,  secondly  the  gun.  I  mean  by  this  that 
the  finest  rifle  ever  made  in  the  hands  of  a  man 
who  will  not  handle  it  correctly  is  no  better  than 
a  broomstick  with  a  hole  bored  in  the  end  and 
loaded  with   flea  powder. 

There  is  called  for,  perfect  accord  between  the 
man  and  the  gun  he  shoots.  He  must  be  sure 
that  if  he  does  a  certain  thing  the  gun  will  back 
him  up  and  not  fail  him  at  a  critical  moment.  If 
the  shooter  once  gets  it  into  his  head  that  there 
is  erraticism  on  the  part  of  his  rifle  it  might  just 
as  well  have  a  knot  in  the  barrel,  for  he  has  lost 
confidence  in  its  reliability  and  never  will  shoot 
that  gun  to  good  effect.  Right  here  is  where  the 
individuality  of  the  man  comes  to  the  front,  where 
he  gets  his  thinker  going  good  and  strong,  and 
where  he  gets  the  real  taste  of  the  sport  that 
willkeep  him  interested  and  guessing  as  long  as  he 
shoots  a  rifle.  He  will  find  that  there  are  all  sorts 
of  combinations  to  be  thought  of  in  getting  good 
scores. 

The  passing  of  the  full-fledged  target  rifle,  upon 
which  one  could  experiment  to  his  heart's  content 
to  get  that  which  he  desired  from  his  pet  gun,  has 
in  one  way  been  too  bad,  for  the  individual  could 
experiment  with  sights,  bullets,  powders,  this 
weight  and  the  other,  length  of  barrel,  triggers, 
stock,  the  telescope  and  its  mountings,  and  get  a 
kick  from  each  and  every  one  of  them  in  his  efforts 
to  solve  the  problem  of  getting  nearer  to  the  center 
on  the  next  shoot — and,  what  is   more   important,

the  ability  to  keep  all  of  the  shots  within  a  given 
area  and  have  no  bad  stragglers  ruining  his  score ; 
in  other  words,  good  average  work,  which  is  what 
counts. 

These  guns  were  and  are  wonderfully  accurate, 
for  I  have  seen  one  of  them  shot  from  arest,  put- 
ting ten  shots  at  200  yards  into  the  area  of  a 
ten-cent  piece — one  hole  of  that  size  and  all  ten 
shots  through  it.  This  means  absolute  accuracy 
in  the  work  upon  the  gun,  the  bullet,  powder 
charge  and  even  the  primer,  and  uniformity  in 
handling  all  these  factors. 

These  rifles  are  muzzle  loading,  for  the  reason 
that  no  accumulation  of  burnt  powder  is  possible 
in  the  barrel,  for  each  bullet  pushed  down  to  the 
shell  and  stopped  just  short  of  its  mouth  carries 
all  the  deposit  of  the  preceding  shot  at  its  base 
and  cleans  the  barrel  for  the  next  shot,  the  shell 
with  its  powder  load  having  been  put  into  the 
breech  of  the  gun  separately.  There  are  other 
reasons  giving  this  increase  of  accuracy  from  this 
method  of  loading  the  rifle,  but  to  explain  all  this 
would  be  going  too  much  in  detail  in  this  article. 

This  type  of  gun  has  been  the  means  of  devel- 
oping many  a  good  shot,  for  the  system  was  one 
that  permitted  no  excuse  for  a  bad  shot,  and  the 
rifle  could  not  be  blamed  for  the  bad  action  of  the 
shooter  in  not  holding  it  properly.  It  is  possible 
with  one  of  these  weapons  to  shoot,  turn  your 
back  to  the  target  and  tell  within  three-quarters 
of  an  inch  where  the  shot  should  be  and  to  be 
absolutely  certain  of  it,  for  if  the  rifle  was  well 
held,  the  loading  properly  done  and  the  trigger 
properly  pulled  but  one  error  could  creep  in,  that 
being  the  influence  of  the  wind. 

The  allowance  of  the  telescope  made  it  possible 
for  a  man  of  advanced  years  to  cope  with  the 
younger  generation,  for  eyesight  deficiencies  were 
corrected  by  the  telescope,  and  if  one  can  see  he 
can  shoot;  if  not,  he  might  as  well  experiment 
with  the  before  mentioned  broomstick. 

The  army  gun  has  come  to  stay,  with  the 
masses  as  well  as  with  the  crank,  and  it  has  de- 
veloped outdoor  work,  which  is  good  for  the  man 
and  at  distances  which  were  unattainable  with  the 
target  rifle.  The  development  of  this  arm  has 
been  wonderful,  for  it  has  not  been  so  very  long 
ago  that  the  old  45  70  with  its  boom  and  black 
powder  answered  the  trigger's  pull,  with  its  low 
velocity  and  rooting  ability  as  well  and  from  point 
of  accuracy  the  lead  is  taken  by  the  later  gun. 
The  difficulty  that  keeps  many  from  the  use  of

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WINNERS    OF    ANNUAL    HANDBALL    SINGLES    TOURNAMENT 
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Handball  Chroniclings

The  Greatest  Game  Ever  Played" 


THE  Annual  Singles  Tournament  reached  its 
conclusion  when  the  finals  were  decided 
Sunday,  November  the  26th. 

The  results,  however,  made  it  necessary 
to  stage  matches  in  three  of  the  classes,  the  fol- 
lowing Tuesday  evening,  the  undefeated  men  in 
each  suffering  a  severe  reversal  when  the  runner 
up  scored  a  victory.  These  three  were  the  fifth, 
the  fourth,  and  the  second.  Although  a  match  was 
scheduled  to  be  played  in  the  championship  class, 
the  outcome  was  of  no  materiality,  since  the  win- 
ner had  already  been  determined,  the  honors  going 
to  Dr.  Mervyn  Friedenberg,  who  survived  tbe  com- 
petition therein,  without  the  loss  of  a  single 
contest. 

THE  FIFTH  CLASS 

The  finals  in  this  class  brought  together  Jack 
Brady  and  Dave  Phennig,  the  latter  the  undefeated 
man.  These  two  had  met  in  one  of  the  prelimi- 
nary rounds,  with  Brady  the  loser  after  an  ex- 
citing engagement  that  required  three  hard-fought 
games  before  Phennig  emerged  the  winner. 

In  their  second  encounter,  another  sensational 
battle  ensued,  also  of  three  games'  duration. 
After  seventeen  innings  of  play  in  the  first  game, 
Brady  secured  the  verdict  by  the  score  of  21-15. 
In  the  second  game,  Phennig  jumped  into  the  lead 
from  the  start  and  was  never  headed,  the  game 
going  to  him  by  the  score  of  21-13.  Brady  was 
not  to  be  denied  in  the  third  game,  his  reserve  of 
stamina  and  endurance  militating  strongly  against 
the  efforts  of  Phennig,  who  betrayed  evidences 
of  weakening  after  his  exertions  in  the  second 
game.     Brady  won  21-3. 

In  the  play  off  that  occurred  Tuesday  evening. 
both  boys  were  alive  to  the  possibilities  of  defeat, 
with  the  consequence  that  each  fought  with  un- 
usual aggressiveness.  The  first  game  from  the 
outset  resolved  itself  into  an  exceedingly  close 
one,  with  the  score  practically  on  an  even  basis 
throughout.  In  the  fourteenth  inning,  the  score 
arrived  at  16  all.  In  the  fifteenth,  Brady  was 
held  to  one  point,  while  Phennig  added  4,  thus 
bringing  his  total  to  20,  with  the  win  apparently 
in  sight.  But  Brady,  fighting  with  greater  deter- 
mination, ran  out  when  he  rolled  up  4,  blasting 
the  hopes  of  his  adversary  by  breasting  the  wire. 


21-20.  The  second  game  was  just  as  bitterly  con- 
tested, which  Brady  won  after  sixteen  innings, 
21-18,  thus  capturing  the  first  honors  of  the  class, 
while  Phennig  was  compelled  to  satisfy  himself 
with  second  place.  The  third  in  the  class  was  won 
by  George  Schweitzer.

THE  FOURTH  CLASS 

This  class  was  productive  of  just  as  keen  com- 
petition as  the  fifth  when  the  undefeated  contender, 
Gerald  Donovan,  faced  the  runner  up,  Chester 
Ohlandt,  and  not  unlike  the  result  thereof,  saw  the 
runner  up  eventually  capture  the  preliminary 
honors.  In  the  first  contest,  Ohlandt  appeared 
to  outclass  his  adversary,  when  he  established  a 
lead  of  19  to  6  in  the  twelfth  inning.  At  this 
juncture  Donovan  made  a  strong  bid  for  victory, 
when  he  succeeded  in  holding  his  man  for  four 
successive  innings  at  that  mark,  while  in  the  mean- 
time he  increased  his  total  to  15.  In  the  next 
inning,  however,  Ohlandt  went  out  by  laying  the 
ball  low  for  the  requisite  two,  winning,  21-15. 
The  second  game  was  a  veritable  battle  royal,  the 
lead  varying  from  one  to  the  other.  Ohlandt  was 
the  first  to  attain  the  20  mark,  which  he  accom- 
plished in  the  fifteenth  inning.  But  Donovan,  in 
emulation  of  Chester's  performance  in  the  pre- 
ceding game,  garnered  the  two  points  that  spelled 
victory  for  him.  The  third  game  gave  indications 
of  a  repetition  of  the  others,  when  the  score  in  the 
seventh  inning  remained  at  6  to  5  in  favor  of  Dono- 
van. After  that  the  deluge,  for  Ohlandt  piled  up 
10  points  in  the  eighth  inning,  followed  by  6 
more  in  the  ninth,  earning  him  the  win  by  21-6. 
The  play  off,  the  following  Tuesday  evening,  re- 
sulted in  victory  for  Chester  after  three  games,  in 
which  the  scores  of  all  three  were  almost  identical 
—21-11,  21-12,  21-11— with  Chester  on  the  long 
end  in  the  first  and  in  the  third.  The  third  prize 
in  the  class  was  won  by  Bill   Hunt. 

THE  THIRD  CLASS 
Once  more  did  Henry  Buckley  measure  his 
prowess  against  Howard  Herrington,  with  the 
resolve  to  reverse  the  verdict  when  Herrington 
administered  defeat  in  an  earlier  round.  Both  boys 
are  of  the  dashing  sort,  Buckley  with  his  exhaust- 
less  store  of  energy  coping  with  the  superior  form 
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possessed  by  his  bulkier  antagonist.  He  made  a 
gallant  effort  to  stem  the  tide  of  defeat  that  im- 
pended almost  from  the  inception  of  the  play,  but 
Herrington,  who  has  proved  a  revelation  with 
the  semi-hard  ball,  at  all  times  dominated  the  situ- 
ation, and  could  not  be  stayed,  try  as  Buckley 
would,  victory  inclined  his  way,  21-14.  The  second 
game  was  peculiar  in  that  it  reauired  twenty-one 
innings  before  victory  was  achieved,  although  at 
no  time  close.  After  Herrington  had  secured  a 
lead  in  the  eleventh  inning  of  17  to  4,  he  could  not 
better  the  mark  for  seven  consecutive  innings 
thereafter.  But  holding  his  opponent  did  not  avail 
Buckley  one  whit,  since  he  during  the  same  period 
was  unable  to  add  more  than  4  points,  thus  mak- 
ing his  total  but  8.  In  the  twentieth  inning  Her- 
rington once  more  started  to  score,  making  3,  and 
in  the  next  inning,  made  the  final  point  that  was 
responsible  for  victory  and  the  championship  of 
the  class.  The  third  prize  was  won  by  Tommy 
Smith.

THE  SECOND  CLASS 

The  two  contenders  in  this  class  in  the  finals 
were  Jerry  Villain  and  Howard  Nowland,  who  had 
also  met  in  one  of  the  preliminary  rounds  to  the 
chagrin  of  the  former.  A  much  improved  player 
was  in  evidence  when  Villain  displayed  his  wares 
in  the  second  contest,  for  he  accomplished  the 
undoing  of  Nowland  without  in  any  way  being 
extended,  in  two  auick  games,  21-9,  21-7.  In  the 
play  off  the  following  Tuesday,  Villain  encountered 
more  stubborn  resistance.  He  captured  the  first 
game,  21-13.  In  the  second  game,  after  securing 
what  would  ordinarily  be  regarded  as  a  winning 
lead,  16  to  7,  he  faltered,  permitting  his  opponent 
almost  to  breast  him,  when  Nowland  ran  his  total 
to  15  points.  He  was  then  blanked  in  the  next 
inning,  Nowland  making  one  that  brought  the 
score  16  all.  The  ensuing  inning  netted  two  for 
Villain,  while  Nowland's  efforts  were  fruitless. 
Then  came  another  blank  for  Villain,  with 
Nowland  increasing  his  total  to  19.  Then 
Villain  scored  1  bringing  the  score  to  19  all,  after 
which  Nowland  made  two,  winning  21-19.  In  the 
third  game,  Villain  assumed  the  lead  from  the  start, 
and  was  never  seriously  menaced  thereafter.  After 
sixteen  innings  of  play,  he  was  returned  the  win- 
ner, 21-11.  The  third  prize  in  the  class  was 
won  by   Morse   Erskine. 

THE  FIRST  CLASS 
When  Larry  Granfield  and  Prentiss  Orr  met 
in  the  finals  in  this  class,  it  was  known  that  a 
desperate  struggle  would  prove  to  be  the  outcome, 
and  there  was  no  disappointment  in  the  expectancy, 
for  never  did  two  players  exhibit  more  aggres- 
siveness than  characterized   their   endeavors.     Orr 


seemed  certain  of  a  win  in  the  first  game,  when 
the  ninth  inning  saw  him  in  the  lead  by  15  to  5. 
The  fact  that  neither  could  score  a  point  for  five 
innings  in  succession  affords  some  indication  of 
the  tensity  that  marked  their  efforts.  The  break 
came  in  the  thirteenth  inning  when  Larry  counted 
five.  Orr  continued  to  be  blanked  for  four  innings 
more,  while  Larry  slowly  crept  up  to  him,  the 
score  then  standing  15  to  13.  When  Orr  took  four 
in  a  row,  making  his  total  19,  it  looked  like  the 
curtain  was  about  to  descend,  but  Larry  made 
another  stand  by  making  three  and  bringing  the 
score  to  19  to  16.

The  third  game  was  won 
by  Larry,  Orr  tiring  fast,  and  unable  to  withstand 
the  resistless  ardor  of  his  unyielding  opponent. 
The  score,  21-8,  tells  the  story.  The  third  prize 
in  the  class  was  won  by  Bill  Joyner. 

THE  CHAMPIONSHIP  CLASS 
Dr.  Mervyn  Friedenberg,  as  was  announced  at 
the  opening  of  this  article,  was  invested  with  the 
championship  title  when  he  laid  low  all  of  his  oppo- 
nents. Donovan  and  McMillan  each  suffered  defeat 
twice  at  his  hands,  Murrav  succumbing  the  one 
time  they  met.  Although  the  complexion  of  the 
result  would  in  no  wise  be  changed,  another  en- 
counter between  the  two  was  eagerly  awaited,  but 
it  was  not  to  be,  Murray  having  sustained  an 
injury  that  precluded  competition  on  his  part. 
Friedenberg  has  once  more  come  into  his  own,  the 
form  displayed  by  him  in  this  tournament  estab- 
lishing unmistakably  that  the  laurels  won  by  him 
were    well    earned    and    deserved.

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THE  NEW  YEAR 

AS  outlined  in  the  message  from  our  Presi- 
dent, and  prominently  displayed  in  the 
Christmas  issue  of  the  Olympian,  the 
New  Year  opens  with  abundant  promise 
for  the  progress,  advancement  and  eventual  com- 
pleted greatness  of  the  Olympic  Club. 

Probability  is  no  longer  an  element  in  the 
contemplating  of  this  more  than  substantial  prog- 
ress, for  what  has  already  been  done  vastly  more 
than  epitomizes  the  solution  of  what  was  once  a 
somewhat  difficult  problem,  into  what  must,  at  no 
very  distant  day  culminate  into  a  concrete  fact.

To  epitomize,  however,  let  them  be  reminded 
that  before  another  New  Year's  issue  of  The 
Olympian  has  gone  to  press,  the  new  golf  courses 
at  Lakeside  will  be  in  operation,  the  country  club- 
house well  under  way,  and  the  projected  improve- 
ments of  the  city  home  either  fully  determined 
upon  or  definitely  begun,  making  the  equipment 
of  the  Olympic  Club  as  a  whole,  the  equal,  if  not 
the  superior  of  any  similar  organization  in  this  or 
any  other  country. 

The  future  of  that  accomplishment  rests  entire- 
ly in  the  hands,  not  only  of  the  Club  officials  yet 
to  be  elected,  but  in  the  membership  as  a  unified 
whole,  with  the  year  1922  as  its  starting  point,  and 
its  ultimate  lasting  perfection  at  some  period  in 
which  many  of  us  will  not  be  actively  interested, 
for  the  reign  of  Olympia  in  Western  athletics  is 
destined  to  be  eternal. 


NEW  YEAR'S  RESOLUTIONS 

The  turning  over  of  some  new  leaf  or  other  on 
New  Year's  Day  has  from  time  immemorial  been 
an  established  custom  in  the  minds  of  those  who 
are  uncertain  as  to  the  entire  wisdom  or  correct- 
ness of  the  year  just  finished.  But  these  turnings 
over  are  generally  as  trivial  as  the  sometime  ebul- 
litions of  wine,  or  else  meaningless  sallies  of  in- 
sincere humor   intended  to  excite  a  laugh. 

Again  they  are  seriously  meant,  carefully  ob- 
served and  carried  out  to  the  letter.  These  are  of 
the  kind  that,  it  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped,  will 
characterize  the  resolutions  made  by  earnest  Olym- 
pians, in  connection  with  their  Club  duties,  and 
there  are  several  of  these  leaves  that  should  be 
turned  over  for  both  sides  of  them  to  remain  for- 
ever green. 

It  is  not  enough,  for  instance,  and  not  at  all  in 
the  line  of  duty,  for  Olympians  to  use  the  Club  as 
a  restaurant,  or  a  natatorium  or  a  billiard  and  card 
room.  They  should  make  resolutions  to  be  strictly 
carried  out,  in  respect  to  loyally  abiding  by  the 
decisions  of  the  governing  body;  to  not  only  be 
interested  in  its  athletic  features,  but  to  support 
them  either  with  their  money  or  their  moral  back- 
ing, to  the  end  that  those  who  waste  their  enthus- 
iasm and  their  brawn  in  keeping  them  alive  may 
not  become  indifferent  or  discouraged,  and  there 
are  several  don'ts  that  might  be  here  interposed 
with  possible  profit  to  the  Club  at  large. 

Don't  make  up  your  mind,  because  you  affect 
golf  as  an  exercise  or  a  pastime,  that  you  should 
be  part  only  of  a  golf  gallery.  There  are  plenty 
of  other  games  well  worth  your  patronage,  which 
although  less  polite  and  circumscribed,  are  infinite- 
ly more  exciting. 
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Don't  regard  American  football  as  the  only  field 
game  worth  wasting  a  couple  of  hours  over.  If 
you  have  not  done  so  already,  attend  a  soccer 
game,  and  although  it  is  only  occasionally  that  a 
limb  is  broken  or  a  spine  twisted,  you  will  find  it 
a  battle  full  of  punches  and  thrills. 

Don't  continue  to  jolly  yourselves  into  the 
notion  that  sitting  in  the  occasional  stuffiness  of 
the  handball  court  is  superior  to  the  relaxing  at- 
mosphere of  the  ball  field  or  the  cinder  track. 

Don't  forget  that  many  of  you  have  never  taken 
the  trouble  to  sit  through  a  game  of  water  polo  or 
basketball,  for  they  are  quite  as  exciting  as  any  of 
them,  and  what  is  intended  by  this  implied  list  of 
rules  is — 

Don't  forget  that  all  of  these  activities  should 
be  supported  by  your  personal  interest,  your  pride 
in  your  organization,  and  either  your  contributions 
or  the  purchase  of  admission  tickets  when 
requested. 


JUST  SUPPOSE 

Have  you  properly,  carefully  and  understand- 
ing^, Olympians,  studied  the  plans  in  the  Club 
lobby,  setting  forth  the  glorious  future  that  awaits 
your  beloved  organization  when  the  day  shall  come 
for  them  to  be  fruited  into  completion. 

Just  suppose  what  the  Olympic  Club  would  be 
then  among  the  athletic  organizations  of  the  world, 
when  that  splendid  ambition  shall  have  met 
fulfillment. 

Just  suppose  how  few  Christmases  may  come 
between  the  hopeful  now  and  the  fulfillment  of 
that  ambition  that  is  in  your  hands,  and  everyone 
knows  what  hands  are  expected  to  do  when  some 
great  advancement  is  in  prospect. 

Just  suppose  what  the  helping  hands  of  your 
governing  body  will  do  when  you  have  given  your 
consent,  and  the  more  unanimous  your  consent 
the  more  expeditiously  will  the  Olympic  Club  be- 
come what  it  ought  to  be  and  what  in  your  hearts 
you  want  it  to  be. 


A  NEW  STADIUM 

Those  few  members  who  entertain  the  notion 
that  the  Olympic  Club  should  include  a  stadium 
among  its  expenditures  for  the  future,  are  informed 
that  such  an  extravagance  will  not  be  necessary 
during  the  lives  of  any  of  them.

arise.  There  will  also  be  a  clubhouse  with  numer- 
ous dressing  rooms,  and  John  McLaren  may  be 
safely  depended  upon  to  soon  transform  the  im- 
mediate surroundings  into  a  garden  spot  such  as 
only  he  knows  how  to  make. 

Transportation  to  the  Stadium  will  be  found  in 
nearly  every  street  car  line  that  runs  to  the  Park 
limits.  In  point  of  fact,  the  new  Park  Stadium 
will  be  an  ideal  home  of  athletics,  and  such  mem- 
bers of  the  Club  as  may  be  further  interested,  are 
informed  that  tentative  ground  and  perspective 
plans  will  be  on  exhibition  for  a  short  time  only 
in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent.

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Report  of  1922  Swimming 
Season

IN  a  detailed  statistical  report  for  the  aquatic 
season  of  1922  to  the  Olympic  Club's  Athletic 
Committee  by  Swimming  Commissioner  Louis 
McLane  it  is  observed  that  Clarence  Pinkston 
won  the  National  Senior  High  Diving  Champion- 
ship and  Al  White  the  National  Senior  Fancy 
Diving  Championship,  while  Lester  Smith  was  the 
local  swimming  star  of  the  Club.

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Basketball  Department

TALKING  of  basketball  W.  H.  Ball,  chair- 
man of  the  joint  rules  committee  on  basket- 
ball, says: 
"The  game  of  basketball  had  its  best 
season  during  1921-22.  This  is  clearly  indicated 
by  the  much  larger  number  of  amateur  teams 
playing  the  game  and  the  marked  increased  at- 
tendance at  important  contests  throughout  the 
country.  In  addition,  the  Joint  Committee  Rules 
are  now  officially  translated  into  Chinese,  Japanese 
and  Spanish,  and  are  being  used  in  China,  Japan 
and  South  America." 

One  of  the  most  important  changes  that  the 
committee  has  made  in  the  rules,  is  the  change 
relating  to  fouls  committed  by  a  team  defending 
its  goal  within  a  newly  created  seventeen-foot 
zone.  This  zone  is  but  an  extension  of  the  free 
throw  line  to  either  side  of  the  court.  If,  in  ward- 
ing off  an  impending  goal,  a  defending  guard  or 
other  player  commits  a  foul  within  this  zone,  the 
opposing  team  is  given  two  free  throws.  That  is, 
it  is  given  a  better  chance  to  make  as  many  points 
as  it  would  have  made  had  the  field  goal  been 
made.  The  reason  for  this  new  rule  lies  primarily 
in  the  intense  desire  of  the  exponents  of  the  game 
to  eliminate  the  number  of  fouls  that  are  com- 
mitted in  almost  every  game.  The  rule  is  calcu- 
lated to  bring  about  this  result.  Heretofore,  a 
crafty  guard  might  deliberately  engage  a  penalty. 
This,  however,  could  not  amount  to  more  than  one 
point,  whereas  the  threatened  field  goal  would 
amount  to  two  points.  In  a  close  game  the  un- 
sportsmanlike alternative  has  frequntly  become 
the  rule.  Now  to  foul  is  just  as  costly  as  to  allow 
the  goal  to  be  made,  and  in  fact  even  more  so, 
for  the  throws  are  free. 

Olympia  is  going  to  have  a  rival  a  great  deal 
nearer  her  door  than  Los  Angeles  or  Portland. 
In  fact  the  adversary  will  be  but  across  the  bay 
in  the  fair  city  of  Oakland.  This  new  competitor 
is  the  Athens  Athletic  Club,  an  organization  fos- 
tered by  the  business  men  of  Oakland,  to  be  run 
on  much  the  same  lines  as  the  Olympic  Club. 
The  color  of  its  money  (to  coin  a  phrase)  will  be 
exhibited  when  the  Club  unlimited  basketball  team 
hooks  up  with  it  in  a  two-game  series.  One  game 
is  to  be  played  in  Oakland  and  one  in  our  own 
building.  The  first  game  is  scheduled  for  January 
26th.     On  January   13th  the  unlimited  plays  Stan- 


ford at  Stanford.  For  these  three  games  both 
the  forty-fives  and  the  unlimited  will  be  used  as  a 
single  team.  Later,  when  the  P.  A.  A.  starts  the 
two  Club  enteries  will  reassume  their  identity. 
On  February  the  8th  the  Club  will  measure  its 
strength  with  California  Varsity.  The  playing 
dates  for  Santa  Clara  and  St.  Marys  are  not  as 
yet  definite,  but  such  games  are  on  the  schedule. 

This  boy  Tiernan  looks  like  a  fine  prospect. 
He  plays  a  robust  game.  To  watch  him  on  the 
floor  one  cannot  but  be  impressed  with  the  fact 
that  for  him  the  best  means  of  defense  is  offense. 
Holding  off  his  guard  with  one  hand,  he  bobp 
his  wav  quite  definitely  towards  his  goal,  and 
when  there  he  knows  how  to  pass. 

Jeff  Walsh  has  the  fixn's  also.  He  and  Tiernan 
team  up  well  together,  and  as  many  a  quintet  has 
learned  to  its  sorrow,  a  duet  is  mighty  ominous  in 
basketball. 

But  speaking  of  new  comers,  we  have  old  man 
experience  himself  with  us  personified  in  Dick 
Berndt.  It  some  times  looks  strange  to  see  Berndt 
go  flying  off  to  some  apparently  unoccupied  corner 
of  the  court,  but  surer  than  gun's  iron,  he  has 
doped  the  play  and  is  right  there  to  do  his  bit. 
Berndt  is  undeniably  one  of  the  fastest  men  in  the 
game.  He  has  played  in  National  championship 
contests  and  has  much  in  his  favor  when  it  comes 
to  an  all-round  knowledge  of  the  tenchnic  of 
basketball. 

Talking  of  National  championships  and  Berndt, 
one  almost  simultaneously  thinks  of  Wally  Barnes. 
He  is  to  be  seen  every  practice  night  down  on  the 
gym  floor  putting  his  charges  through  their  paces. 

"Follow  your  shot,"  he  warns,  and  they  follow, 
not  only  their  shots,  but  Wally.  He  not  only 
knows  the  game  from  a  player's  standooint,  but 
also  can  impart  his  knowledge,  a  rare  combination 
of  abilities.

AGAIN  Olympia  will  be  represented  in 
foreign  territory.  The  Winged  "O"  is 
already  known  to  followers  of  athletics 
the  world  over,  and  that  reputation  is  a 
most  enviable  one.  It  has  been  earned  in  years  of 
competition,  by  representatives  of  this  Club  who 
have  always  given  the  very  best  in  them.  Olym- 
pia sets  a  true  example  of  the  high  standard  of 
amateur  athletics  in  this  district. 

Regardless  of  the  sport,  one  may  always  be 
certain  that  an  athlete  wearing  this  emblem  will 
perform  to  the  utmost  of  his  ability,  never  show- 
ing ego  in  victory  or  malice  in  defeat. 

This  time  three  track  and  field  athletes  from 
the  Olympic  Club  have  been  selected  to  represent 
the  Pacific  Association  of  the  Amateur  Athletic 
Union  in  a  series  of  meets  and  exhibitions  in  New 
Zealand.  This  invitation  came  to  the  headquarters 
of  the  local  organization  from  the  Athletic  Asso- 
ciation of  New  Zealand,  and  left  the  selecting  of 
the  team  to  the  officials  of  the  P.  A. 

In  choosing  Jack  Merchant,  George  Krogness 
and  Morris  Kirksey  to  make  the  trip,  a  well- 
balanced  team  of  Olympic  stars  was  organized. 
These  three  athletes  have  been  conspicuous  in 
local  athletics  for  some  time  and  no  better  choice 
could  be  made.  They  sailed  on  December  8th, 
and  return  the  early  part  of  March,  in  time  to  rep- 
resent the  Olympic  Club  during  the  1923  track 
season. 

Merchant  was  the  outstanding  star  on  tue  1921 
California  track  team,  which  won  the  I.  C  A.  A. 
A.  A.  championship.  He  was  the  highest  point  win- 
ner in  that  meet  and  was  also  the  most  consistent 
performer  of  the  year.  He  is  an  all-round  cham- 
pion, though  his  best  record  has  been  in  the  ham- 
mer throw,  and  he  now  holds  tbe  intercollegiate 
mark  in  that  event.  He  has  also  earned  his  spurs 
in  the  broad  jump,  shot  put,  discus  and  javel:n 

Merchant  is  one  of  the  best  tributes  to  Walter 
Christie,  track  coach  at  the  State  Univeisit"  and 
his  work  under  Frank  Foster,  Olympic  CI  b 
mentor,   has  also   been   of  the   highest   order 

Krogness  has  not  been  in  this  section  o".  the 
country  as  long  as  the  other  two,  but  has  made  a 
host  of  admirers  during  his  two  years  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. A  former  Harvard  hurdler,  who  was  a 
Chicago  boy,  and  received  his  first  athletic  train- 
ing under  Martin  Delanev,  Krogness  has  now 
reached  his  highest  point  of  ascendancy  in  his 
chosen  sport.  While  ?t  Harvard  he  won  the 
hurdles     in     the     Yale-Harvard-Oxford-Cambridge 


meet,,  and  also  showed  to  wonderful  advantage  in 
the  I.  C.  A.  A.  A.  A.  as  well  as  the  National 
Championships.  He  was  unfortunate  in  that  his 
college  career  came  at  the  same  time  as  that 
of  Earl  Thompson,  the  greatest  hurdler  of  all 
time.  He  does  not  confine  his  entire  attention  to 
the  hurdles,  however,  but  has  also  done  some  fine 
work  in  the  high  jump  and  broad  jump. 

He  has  had  little  opportunity  to  do  much  in 
open  competition  since  coming  to  the  Coast,  but 
has  proven  his  class  at  every  turn  and  is  expected 
to  be  one  of  the  mainstays  of  the  Olympic  Club 
track   team   when  he   returns   from   the   Antipodes. 

Kirksey  needs  no  introduction  to  track  follow- 
ers in  any  part  of  the  globe.  For  years  he  has 
been  regarded  as  the  second  fastest  human,  and 
lived  up  to  these  claims  at  the  Olympic  Games  in 
Antwerp  in  1920,  when  he  came  second  to  Charlie 
Paddock  in  the    100   meters. 

He  wore  the  colors  of  Stanford  Universitv  for 
three  years,  and  is  probably  the  best  sprinter  who 
has  ever  represented  this  vicinity.  He  has  been 
troubled  for  some  time  by  an  injured  muscle  in  his 
right  leg,  which  has  handicapped  him  on  several 
occasions,  so  that  his  showing  is  not  always 
consistent. 

But  when  he  is  rii^ht,  there  are  mighty  few 
men  in  this,  or  anv  other  country,  who  can  lead 
him  to  the  tape  in  the  sprints.  It  is  thought  that 
his  muscle  will  hold  vp  during  this  trip,  though, 
as  he  has  given  it  a  rest  for  several  months  and 
his  last  performance  at  the  Far  Western  meet  at 
Sacramento,  when  he  led  Eddie  Sudden  in  the 
220-yard  race,  is  proof  of  this  statement. 

The  tour  will  be  a  wonderful  progressive  step 
in  amateur  athletics  and  will  do  mrch  to  cement 
the  relationship  between  New  Zealand  and  the 
United  States.  It  is  very  similar  to  the  tour  that 
was  made  in  1913,  when  George  Parker,  Rick 
Templeton,  Jim  Powers  and  Reg  Caughev  showed 
their   skill  in   the   "land   down  under." 

The  Pacific  Association  and  the  Olvm-v'c  Club 
are  proud  of  this  representation  and  fee!  confide-r 
that  the  trio  will  leave  a  lasting  impression  upon 
their  hosts.

THERE  have  been  two  fencing  meets  since 
the  last  Olympian  went  to  press.  One  of 
these,  on  the  20th  of  November,  was  held 
at  the  Olympic  Club,  the  other,  on  the  4th 
of  December,  was  held  at  the  Unione  Sportiva  Itali- 
ana.  These  two  meets  closed  the  fencing  for  1922, 
and  marked  the  half-way  post  in  the  cumulative 
bouts.  The  fencers  have  all  been  classified  and 
their  scores  in  the  various  classes  up  to  date  have 
been  calculated. 

The  meet  on  the  20th  of  November  was  at- 
tended by  some  fifteen  competitors.  Leicester  and 
Taylor  of  the  Olympic  Club  both  did  very  well, 
Leicester  having  the  highest  score  of  the  evening, 
while  Taylor  finished  third.  The  bouts  were  as  a 
whole  run  off  smoothly  and  the  contests  were 
close. 

On  the  4th  of  December  the  U.  S.  I.  were 
the  hosts  of  the  fencing  league,  and  a  very  fine 
host  they  made.  Having  a  large  gymnasium  with 
no  restrictions  as  to  guests,  the  place  is  an  ideal 
one  for  a  fencing  meet.  There  were  many  visitors 
present,  all  of  whom  showed  great  interest  in 
the  bouts.  Frequent  applause  greeted  the  con- 
testants as  they  made  some  particularly  good 
play,  and  on  the  whole  it  was  one  of  the  most 
interesting  meets  the  league  has  had.  Leicester, 
the  sole  Oylmpian  present,  made  the  best  score 
of  the  evening,  winning  seven  bouts  and  losing 
none,  while  Duccini  of  the  U.  S.  I.  and  Lewis  of 
Stanford  got  no  little  applause  for  their  part  in 
the    evening's   competition.

The  Building  of  Men 


TO  be  a  real  man,  a  man  with  plenty  of  pep 
and    strength,   is   the   desire   of   every   boy, 
whether  he  be  white,  or  black,   or  brown. 
As  soon  as  the  little  fellows  are  old  enough 
to  think  about  something  else  besides  eating  and 
sleeping  they  begin  to  test  their  muscles  and  vie 
in  feats  of  strength  with  their  companions. 

As  the  boy  grows  into  manhood  he  chooses 
the  path  he  is  to  follow  throughout  his  future  life. 
Some  choose  the  right  route,  others  do  not.  Some 
are    willing    to    work    to    better    their    condition, 


others  take  what  is  given  them.  The  result  is  that 
we  have  three  classes  of  men.  The  first  is  com- 
posed of  the  narrow  chested  variety,  who  begin 
the  use  of  cigarettes  at  ten  years  of  age,  of  those 
with  poor  health  and  worse  physique.  The  second 
class  is  made  up  of  mediocre  men  who  are  neither 
strong  nor  weak.  The  third  type  is  made  of  the 
real  men  of  the  nation,  the  big,  husky  fellows, 
with  the  health  and  strength  that  every  real  man 
should  possess. 

Ask  the  broad-shouldered  fellow  where  he  got 
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his  development.  Three  times  out  of  five  he'll  tell 
you  he  is  a  member  of  the  Olympic  Club  and 
proud   of  it. 

The  Olympic  Club  is  a  builder  of  men,  and  no 
branch  of  the  organization  does  more  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  this  standard  than  do  the  Juve- 
nile  and  Junior   Departments. 

The  Juvenile  Department  takes  the  boys  in 
hand  when  they  are  eight  years  of  age  and  teaches 
them  the  fundamental  principles  of  physical  de- 
velopment, swimming,  self-defense,  track  and  of 
every  branch  of  athletics.  It  instills  into  the  little 
fellows  all  the  rudiments  of  true  sportsmanship 
and   discipline. 

After  sixteen  years  of  age  the  boys  are  trans- 
ferred to  Junior  membership.  The  older  fellows 
are  looked  up  to  as  good  examples  by  the  Juve- 
niles. To  be  a  Junior  is  the  desire  of  every  boy 
in  the  Club,  and  the  sooner  he  gets  there  the 
better. 

The  Junior  Departments  are  under  the  able 
leadership  of  Tom  Bunyan.  Although  this  gentle- 
man has  a  certain  way  of  obtaining  obedience  with 


the  aid  of  a  strip  of  sole-leather,  there  is  not  a 
boy  in  the  Club  who  does  not  consider  Mr. 
Bunyan  his  friend  and  adviser.  A  little  enforced 
discipline  won't  hurt  anybody.  It  teaches  a  boy 
to  be  a  man  and  not  a  coward. 

The  Olympic  Club  has  turned  out  some  of  the 
best  athletes  in  the  world.  But  these  men  were 
made  and  not  born  to  be  great  athletes.  They 
began  their  work  as  Juveniles  and  Juniors  and 
made  themselves  what  they  are  today.  And  so 
the  boys  of  the  present  are  working  to  be  better 
men. 

The  Senior  members  of  the  Club  are  the  High 
and  Mighties  now,  but  they  also  began  as  Juve- 
niles and  Juniors..  They  worked  hard  so  that  they 
might  be  of  some  importance  in  Club  circles.  And 
thus  the  bovs  of  the  Club  are  doing.  They  are 
working  and  trying  to  be  of  some  benefit  to  the 
Olympic  Club,  which  has  done  so  much  for  them. 

Think  it  over,  gentlemen,  and  then  give  due 
consideration  to  our  big  instructor  and  his  bunch 
of  boys.

What  It's  All  About

SOMETIMES,  in  the  heat  of  a  campaign 
through  the  football  league  season,  for  it 
really  is  a  campaign  so  far  as  the  executives 
are  concerned,  one  almost  loses  sight  of  the 
object  of  football  in  a  Club  like  this.  Strict  train- 
ing rules;  the  irksomeness,  at  times,  of  being 
obliged  to  show  up  at  regular  playing  time;  the 
"bossing"  by  Commissioner,  Trainer,  Coach,  and 
Athletic  Committee,  all  combine  to  make  playing 
football  for  the  Olympic  Club  look  like  an  obliga- 
tory duty.     Yet  the  opposite  is  true. 

The  means  for  playing  football  are  provided 
by  the  Club  solely  with  the  object  of  providing 
recreation,  fun  and  health  activity  for  those  of 
its  members  who  enjoy  that  kind  of  effort  in 
athletic  competition.  The  team  is  formed  by  the 
voluntary  association  of  members  who  desire  to 
play,  and,  because  considerably  more  than  eleven 
members  (the  number  of  fit  men  required  to  make 
a  "team")  desire  to  play,  and  also  in  order  to 
provide  the  two  universities  (which  are  not  per- 
mitted to  play  in  the  Sunday  league),  with  games, 


the  Club  sponsors  two  teams,  requiring,  with  re- 
serves and  injured  players  laying  off  for  recuper- 
ation— about  thirty-five  men.  The  rollicking  dare- 
deviltry  and  love  of  effort  for  it's  own  sake  in- 
herent in  healthy  young  males  thus  finds  it's  safe 
and   sane  outlet. 

Why,  then,  the  necessity  for  training  and  dis- 
cipline?. Such  necessity  arises  from  the  fact  that 
a  game  of  football  requires  an  opposing  team  and 
there  would  be  no  fun  in  the  games  if  the  Olym- 
pians were  not  worthy  competitors,  nor  could  an 
athletic  club  of  the  Olympic  Club's  rank  afford  to 
be  a  joke  in  the  competition. 

The  majority  of  players  intend  to  keep  fit,  but 
in  a  bundle  of  men  there  are  various  tempera- 
ments, dispositions  and  strength  of  will. 

So,  for  the  good  of  the  whole  team  and  for 
the  reputation  of  the  Club,  we  have  Commissioner, 
Coach  and  Trainer  who,  in  "bossing,"  are  simply 
SERVING  players  and  Club.  The  "bosses"  are 
really  servants. 

Players  are  only  required  to  train  for  games 
they  delight  in  and  to  turn  out  for  the  games. 
The  Commissioner  arranges  for  the  outfit,  replace- 
ment of  used  up  or  resigned  players,  make  up  of

the  team  and  does  the  Janitor  work  before  and 
after  games;  the  trainer  keeps  a  watchful  eye  on 
condition,  attends  to  injuries  and  gives  expert 
advice  to  Commissioner  and  Coach  as  to  the 
physical  fitness  of  candidates  for  the  team;  the 
Coach  must  himself  have  been  an  expert  football 
kicker  and  must  know  how  to  impart  his  expe- 
rience to  others.  He  watches  the  playing,  not  in 
enjoyment,  but  as  a  critic  looking  for  errors  which 
he  corrects  at  the  following  weekly  meeting. 

There  is  an  additional  reason  why  the  mem- 
bers, having  made  up  their  minds  to  play  foot- 
ball, cannot,  in  justice  to  themselves  or  the  Club, 
be  permitted  to  play  an  indifferent  game;  the  foot- 
ball league  annual  eliminates  from  its  membership 
the  two  bottom  teams  at  the  end  of  the  season, 
to  make  room  for  new  members. 

The  Olympic  players  do  not  want  to  be 
eliminated. 

Nevertheless  the  prime  object  of  all  the  rumpus 
is  to  provide  football  games  for  members  who  love 
to  play.

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Playing  Soccer  Foot  Ball 


By  John  Young 


THIS  article  is  inspired  by  the  interest 
being  shown  by  the  youngsters  in  the 
game  of  Soccer,  or  Association  football. 
Many  of  the  boys  show  a  wonderful  knowl- 
edge of  the  duties  required  of  the  certain  positions 
played  by  them.  Others  just  chase  the  ball 
around  with  the  idea  of  getting  it  away  from  their 
own  goal  towards  that  of  the  opposing  side.  This, 
of  course,  is  the  main  object  of  any  team,  but  it 
will  be  admitted  that  method  in  Soccer  as  in 
anything  else  attains  more  success  than  haphazard 
effort. 

Each  of  the  eleven  positions  on  the  team  calls 
for  some  special  study  on  the  part  of  the  player, 
but  the  qualities  most  essential,  after  one  has 
obtained  an  elementary  knowledge  of  the  game, 
are  coolness,  quick  thinking 
and   good  judgment. 

GOALKEEPER 

The  position  of  goalkeeper, 
as  the  last  line  of  the  defense, 
is  one  of  the  most  vital  on  the 
team.  This  can  be  readily  un- 
derstood from  the  fact  that 
he  has  a  space  of  twenty-four 
feet  long  by  eight  feet  high  to 
guard,  and  as  the  ball  is  only 
ten  inches  in  diameter,  the 
keeper  must  be  constantly  on 
watch  to  save  his  citadel.  To 
be  a  success  in  this  position 
one  must  be  quick  and  alert  at 
all  times;  agility,  in  preference 
to  solidity  or  even  height,  is 
the  requisite. 

One  of  the  first  things  a 
goalkeeper  should  learn  is  the 
difference   between   saving  his  john  n.  youn 

goal  and  clearing  it.  Many  players  in  this  position 
are  of  the  opinion  that  if  they  stop  the  ball  on  its 
way  through,  they  have  done  their  part.  They  for- 
get that  they  often  place  their  goal  in  further  danger 
by  failing  to  put  the  ball  in  a  position  where  an 
opponent  may  not  readily  get  hold  of  it.  The 
goalkeeper  should  remember  that  he  is  privileged 
to  handle  the  ball,  and  take  advantage  of  that 
privilege  whenever  possible,  in  preference  to  kick- 
ing at  the  ball  with  his  feet,  unless  in  emergency. 
One  of  the  advantages  a  player  of  medium  size 
has  over  a  taller  one  is  that  he  can  more  readily 
get  down  to  a  ball  coming  in  along  the  ground; 
at  the  same  time,  if  he  is  fitted  to  fill  the  place, 
he  can  easily  jump  for  high  shots. 


FULLBACK 
The  position  of  fullback  is  practically  that  of 
an  outer-guard  to  the  goalkeeper.  Players  hold- 
ing down  this  part  of  the  team  should  endeavor 
to  meet  their  opponents  as  far  out  from  the  goal 
as  possible.  By  doing  so,  they  keep  from  ham- 
pering their  goalkeeper,  thus  leaving  him  free 
to  use  his  judgment  as  to  the  best  way  to  meet 
the  on  coming  ball.  Also  in  event  the  back  is 
outplayed  by  an  opponent,  he  has  more  chance  to 
recover  himself,  to  say  nothing  of  the  possibility 
of  tricking  the  forward  into  an  offside  position. 
Never  place  your  goal  in  danger  by  assuming  that 
an  opponent  is  offside.  The  referee  may  not  see 
it  as  you  do. 

When  your  goalkeeper  is  in  possession  of  the 
ball  always  place  yourself  in  a 
position  where  he  can  throw 
the  ball  to  you  and  enable  you 
to  clear  the  lines.  Protect 
your  goalkeeper  at  all  times. 
Do  not  endanger  your  goal  by 
dribbling  the  ball  in  a  scrim- 
mage. Place  it  well  out  of  an 
opponent's  reach.  If  compelled 
to  dribble  in  maneuvering  for 
position,  make  it  a  point  to 
turn  away  from  the  middle 
line  of  the  field  instead  of 
toward  it. 

HALFBACK 
Halfback  is  the  pivotal  po- 
sition of  the  team,  and  the 
three  players  comprising  this 
division  can  either  make  or 
break  any  team,  according  to 
their  ability  to  fill  the  bill. 
'•  so""  Coach  A     team     may     be     fortunate 

to  possess  a  good  pair  of  backs,  but  if  the  half- 
backs are  unable  to  assist  them  by  holding  the 
opposing  forwards,  the  backs  will  eventually  give 
way  under  the  pressure.  If  the  forwards  of  any 
team  are  denied  backing  by  their  halves,  they  will 
not  find  it  easy  to  make  openings  for  themselves. 
It  can  easily  be  understood  that  a  halfback 
called  upon  more  often  than  a  player  in  any  other 
position,  because  he  forms  part  of  both  the  attack 
and   the  defense. 

He  should  take  up  position  slightly  behind  the 
inside  wing  forwards,  so  as  not  to  leave  too  big 
a  gap  between  them  in  case  the  opposing  backs 
punt  the  ball  well  out  over  the  heads  of  the  for- 
wards.    He   should   always  be   ready  to  place  the 
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ball  to  his  outside  wingman  at  an  angle  that  will 
allow  him  to  catch  the  ball  on  the  run,  keeping 
the  ball  as  near  the  ground  as  circumstances 
will  permit.  Otherwise,  the  opposing  defense  has 
a  much  greater  chance  to  intercept  the  pass  than 
his  own  teammate  has  to  get  it.  One  of  the  most 
heady  and  useful  passes  that  a  center  halfback  can 
give  to  his  center  forward  is  to  glide  the  ball 
along  the  ground.  This  enables  the  forward  to 
pick  up  the  ball  on  the  run,  without  having  to 
look  over  his  head  for  it. 

When  defending,  the  halfbacks  should  play 
close  on  to  the  opposing  forwards,  forcing  them 
to  part  with  the  ball,  always  alert  to  anticipate 
in  what  direction  they  intend  to  put  it.  This 
will  save  them  covering  much  ground  during  the 
course  of  the  game,  and  thus  keep  their  energies 
for    emergencies. 

A  center  halfback,  who  can  use  head  or  feet 
on  the  ball  with  equal  cleverness,  is  a  big  asset 
to  any  team  and  such  a  player  is  usually  the  most 
conspicuous  man  on  the  field.  It  is  admitted  by 
recognized  Soccer  authorities  that  it  is  more  diffi- 
cult to  secure  an  efficient  player  for  the  position 
of  left  halfback  than  any  other  place  on  the  team. 
Many  reasons  are  given  for  this.  Whatever  may 
be  the  real  reason  it  appears  natural  for  a  player 
to  use  his  right  side  in  preference  to  his  left.  Add 
to  this  the  fact  that  a  halfback  has  to  meet  the 
ball  and  act  almost  on  the  impulse  and  it  will 
be  found  to  confirm  the  above  statement.  Happy 
then  is  the  team  Dossessed  of  a  good  halfback  line, 
particularly  centei  half,  and  happy  also  is  the  man- 
ager who  is  able  to  pick  up  a  good  left  half. 
There  are  many  things  that  a  halfback  has  to  be 
careful  of  during  a  hot  game.  One  to  be  men- 
tioned is  that  he  co-operates  with  his  fullbacks, 
L'sing  caution  not  to  spoil  their  well-meant  efforts 
to  play  an  opponent  off-side  bv  running  behind 
them  at  the  critical  moment,  thus  deceiving  his 
own  defense.  This  does  not  mean  that  he  is  not 
expected  to  be  readv  to  cover  up  the  fullback 
when  he  goes  out  to  tackle  the  wing  player. 

FORWARDS 

Coming  to  the  forwards  it  should  be  noted  that 
the  proper  formation  of  the  line  is  for  the  center 
and  the  outside  wing  players  to  be  in  advance 
of  the  inside  men,  who  ought  to  be  about  midway 
between  the  halfbacks  and  the  other  three  for- 
wards. This  formation  correctly  carried  out  gives 
a  team  practically  seven  forwards  with  the  center 
halfback  having  ?.  roving  commission,  enabling  the 
inside  players  to  act  as  foragers  for,  and  feeders 
of  the  ball,  which  are  reallv  the  proper  duties 
of  a  player  occupying  this  position.  Of  course, 
many  inside  wing  forwards  adoot  a  different  style 
and  keep  closer  to  their  outside  men,  with  success 
too,  but  this  gives  the  halfbacks  more  running  to 


do  when  the  opposition  breaks  down  the  efforts 
of  the  wing. 

The  most  difficult  position  in  this  division  is 
that  of  center,  because  as  a  rule,  he  has  less 
room  in  which  to  operate  and  more  opponents  to 
beat  on  his  way  to  goal  than  any  of  the  others. 
Really  good  center  forwards  are  hard  to  find, 
although  many  players  are  quite  successful  in  this 
position,  owing  to  the  assistance  received  from  the 
others  of  the  team  in  placing  the  ball  so  that  he 
has  an  equal  chance  to  get  it. 

Many  recognized  first-class  center  forwards 
have  proven  failures  on  certain  teams  simply  be- 
cause they  were  not  in  harmony  with  their  sur- 
roundings and  did  not  get  the  proper  passes  to 
enable  them  to  make  ground.  The  ball  should  be 
given  to  him  as  near  the  ground  as  possible,  and 
he  should  always  be  in  position  to  pick  it  up  and 
go  straight  ahead;  not  as  we  see  some  of  our 
centers  facing  towards  their  own  goal  looking  for 
the  ball,  or  out  interfering  with  the  wing  player 
in  their  anxiety  to  be  doing  something.  Wait  for 
the  chances,  they  will  come  if  your  mates  play 
the  proper  game.  When  they  do  come,  don't  make 
the  goalkeeper  your  target.  You  have  lots  of 
space  to  shoot  at. 

When  a  corner  kick  is  being  taken,  pay  no 
attention  to  anyone;  the  opposing  center  half  will 
pay  all  the  attention  to  you.  Your  dutv  is  to 
keep  your  eye  on  that  ball  and  get  it  into  the 
goal  if  it  comes  within  your  scope.  This  remark 
applies  also  to  the  inside  forwards,  who  should  be 
stationed  about  ten  yards  out  from  the  goal  instead 
of  being  clustered  close  in.  When  an  inside  wing 
player  is  in  possession  of  the  ball  he  should  en- 
deavor to  draw  his  opponent  away  from  the  out- 
side man  before  parting  with  the  ball  to  him.  This 
gives  him  a  free  field  to  travel  in,  and  allows  him 
to  get  the  proper  angle  on  his  cross  into  goal. 

WING    PLAYERS 

Many  wing  players  make  the  mistake  of  travel- 
ing too  near  to  the  corner  before  parting  with 
the  ball.  This  should  be  avoided,  as  it  gives  the 
opposing  defense  time  to  gather  around  their  goal 
to  protect  it.  Get  the  ball  across  the  goal  well 
in  front  of  the  line,  or  give  your  center  forward 
a  chance  to  get  in  his  work.  Notice  the  term 
across  the  goal;  not  like  the  majority  of  players 
do  when  shooting  for  goal.  They  cut  it  too  fine, 
and  the  ball  goes  past  the  line  on  their  own  side 
of  the  field :  whereas,  if  they  aim  for  the  farther 
post  they  give  their  forwards  a  chance  to  catch 
up  the  pass  and  at  the  same  time  they  keep  the 
goalkeeper  guessing  as  the  ball  is  going  away 
from  him  all  the  time  instead  of  coming  toward 
him.  It  is  not  good  policy  to  burden  a  young 
player  with  too  many  instructions;  he  is  apt  to 
take  them  as  meaning  that  there  is  only  one  way

"Well,  you  see,  my  dear,"  said  the  husband, 
"I  just  thought  I'd  give  myself  a  Christmas  present 
so  I  went  and  bought  one   yesterday." 

Oh,  Mr.  Golfer,  were  you  careful  of  your  words 
and  actions  as  and  actions  as  Christmas  drew  near? 

Around  the  holidays  it  is  never  wise  to  bring  a 
dirty  golf  ball  home  from  the  links.  You  will 
surely  get  one  of  those  cute  little  sponges  in  a 
folding  rubber  case  so  you  can  always  keep  the 
balls  white  and  clean,  and  you  will  be  expected  to 
carry  it  every  time  you  go  out  to  play.  If  you 
show  that  you  have  any  difficulty  in  keeping  count 
of  your  strokes,  some  member  of  your  family  is 
sure  to  give  you  one  of  those  wristlet  strokes 
meters  that  you  have  to  wind  up  like  a  watch 
after  each  shot  is  made.  Or  one  of  those  little 
pigskin  covered  score  cards  made  out  of  celluloid 
that  you  write  on  with  a  special  kind  of  telescope 
pencil  and  that  you  wash  off  after  each  round, 
and  you  will  have  to  carry  that  with  you. 

If   you   tell   anyone    you    cannot   putt,    you   are

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likely  to  get  a  putting  disc  for  home  practice,  and 
it  is  sure  to  be  just  the  kind  you  never  had  any 
use  for.

WITH  THE  SWIMMERS 

By  Ernest  M.  Smith 

SOME  sage  compounder  of  wise  cracks  once 
remarked,  "Youth  will  be  served."  Youth 
vs.  Crabbed  Age  was  the  menu  at  Stanford 
University  on  Saturday,  December  9th, 
when  the  junior  water  polo  team  of  the  Olympic 
Club  and  the  Stanford  Varsity  met  in  the  finals 
of  the  National  A.  A.  U.  Junior  Championship. 
Youth  won  7  to  1.  And  the  Olympians  v*ce  the 
Methusalems. 

It  was  a  bitter,  bitter  pill  for  the  Club  boys  to 
swallow.  As  a  Club  historian  of  the  battle  I  can- 
not emulate  some  of  my  more  experienced  con- 
temporary scribes  and  find  in  defeat  a  grain  of 
hope  for  better  things.  This  seven  to  one 
plastering  that  the  Cardinal  paddlers  administered 
was  something  at  once  s^aro  and  final,  dishearten- 
ing and  drear.  And  because  this  journal  is  edited 
by  a  venerable  gentlemen  who  demands  truth  un- 
varnished by  sentiment  from  his  sub-editors,  I  am 
forced  to  declare  without  flourish  or  deception  that 
we  were  unmercifully  mauled,  splashed,  drowned, 
outplayed,  and  beaten  by  Ernie  Brandensten's 
school  of  young  man-eating  sharks. 

One  of  the  reasons  why  the  defeat  is  all  the 
more  indigestible  is  that  the  Club  fellows  smashed 
out  a  great  victory  against  the  Stanford  bunch  in 
the  opening  game  of  what  was  to  have  been  tbe 
championship  series,  but  which  degenerated  into 
a  school  of  argumentation  when  it  was  found  that 
the  schedule  was  improperly  drawn  up.  This  vic- 
tory must  have  made  our  seven  cocky,  or  else  the 
fresh  water  in  the  Stanford  tank  must  have  upset 
our  salt  water  swimmers,  for  only  once  did  the 
Winged  "O"  team  appear  to  advantage.  That 
was  when  Lincoln  V.  Johnson,  veteran  with  eleven 
service  stripes  on  his  suit,  and  a  long  distinguished 
record  of  Club  swimming  service  behind  him, 
threw  the  Winged  "O's"  lone  goal. 

But  whether  the  gang  was  overconfident  or 
water-logged,  the  score  tells  the  sorry  tale  of  a 
good  team  gone  wrong.  On  paper  the  Club  boys 
looked  good  for  the  gold  medals.    Jerry  Wtt,  Lin- 
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coin  Johnson,  Sven  Tesson,  Unk  Shaw,  Al  Stoll, 
Eddie  Luster  and  George  Bond  are  all  old,  ex- 
perienced players,  but  at  Stanford,  against  a  group 
of  boys,  they  acted  as  though  they  didn't  know 
what  it  was  all  about. 

The  only  good  that  the  game  can  do  is  to  stir 
up  among  the  boys  the  idea  that  the  Winged  "O" 
emblem  itself  will  not  win  a  water  polo  game — 
an  idea  that  has  gained  prevalence  on  account  of 
the  repeated  victories  gained  by  Olympic  Club 
tanksters  in  the  water  polo  field  on  the  Pacific 
Coast. 

The  game  does  not  mean  that  the  Olympic 
Club  loses  its  hold  on  Western  polo  honors,  for 
only  the  Club's  Junior  team  was  defeated — but  it 
does  mean  that  Sid  Cavill  and  Louis  McLane  will 
have  to  make  the  first  team  train  faithfully  to  re- 
tain   its   laurels. 

The  swimming  year  just  closed  has  been  a 
very  satisfactory  one  for  the  swimmers,  notwith- 
standing the  water  polo  anti-climax,  for  the 
Winged  "O"  paddlers  won  the  Pacific  Association 
championship  honors  by  a  score  of  120  to  20,  with 
Pacific  City  in  the  trailing  second  position.  There 
was  no  competition.  It  was  really  an  exhibition 
season  with  the  Olympic  Club  taking  whatever 
event  it  desired. 

The  biggest  and  finest  victory  of  the  year  was 
at  Coronado,  where  the  Club  boys  won  the  Pacific 
Coast  championships  from  a  formidable  team  rep- 
resenting the  Los  Angeles  Athletic  Club. 

Al  White  won  both  the  National  indoor  and 
outdoor   springboard   titles. 

The  individual  star  of  the  season  was  Lester 
Smith,  who  won  more  points  in  the  Pacific  Asso- 
ciation championships  than  any  other  person,  and 
who  set  a  new  Pacific  Coast  220-yard  record 
of  2.26. 

Jack  Robertson,  who  starred  at  Coronado,  and 
George  Schroth  was  conspicuous  in  the  result  col- 
umns during  the  season. 

Next  season  the  Club  swimmers  are  looking 
forward  to  a  most  successful  season,  and,  though 
we  can  only  whisper  it  now,  possibly  a  plunge 
into  National  swimming  circles.

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NEW  YEAR'S  RUN-1923 

By  Frank  J.  Foran 


PURSUANT  to  the  call  of  President  William 
F.  Humphrey  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
sturdy  Olympians  assembled  at  the  down- 
town Clubhouse  at  9  a.  m.,  where  they  en- 
trained in  two  United  Railroad  cars  and  proceeded 
to  the  crossroads,  marked  by  the  Lincoln  Way  and 
the  Great  Highway  (Ocean  Boulevard).  Along 
the  line  of  route  a  few  stragglers  joined  the  main 
body  and  when  we  disembarked  at  the  starting 
point  there  were  probably  two  hundred  or  more 
on  the  ground. 

The  run  was  lead  by  Directors  T.  I.  Fitzpatrick 
and  Frank  J.  Foran,  who  were  greatly  aided  and 
abetted  by  the  popular  brother  of  our  beloved 
President,  John  H.  Humphrey,  and  the  almost  as 
popular  Dr.  Leo  McMahon.  John  H.  Humphrey, 
who  had  been  in  training  for  this  run  for  the 
past  two  months  (a  yearly  custom  suggested  by 
Brother  Bill),  helped  set  a  wonderful  pace,  so 
strenuous  that  several  of  the  boys,  of  whom  much 
was  expected,  due  probably  to  the  previous  night's 
celebration,  dropped  out  early  along  the  line  of 
march. 

The  distance  was  reached  in  the  unprecedented 
time  of  forty-eight  minutes  flat,  better  by  twenty 
minutes  than  on  any  run  heretofore. 

Manager  McLeod  had  arranged  splendid  accom- 
modations on  the  beach  for  the  reception  of  the 
trampers  and  a  spacious  tent  was  erected  over  a 
carpet  of  straw,  and  in  the  tent,  well  warmed  with 
charcoal,  the  eager  athletes  disrobed  and  prepared 
for  the  dip  in  Mother  Ocean. 

While  the  day  was  beautifully  bright  and  sunny 
there  was  a  real  nip  in  the  air  and  in  the  water, 
but  it  did  not  prevent  our  boys  from  skylarking 
on  the  beach,  breasting  the  breakers  and  doing  the 
stunts  for  which  Olympians  are  famous  the  world 
over. 

After  the  usual  posing  for  photographs,  the 
gang  donned  their  street  clothes  and  repaired  up 
the  side  of  the  bluff  to  the  large  tent  adjacent  to 


the  Golf  Clubhouse,  which  had  been  prepared  in 
a  manner  similar  to  that  provided  on  the  beach. 
A  splendid  luncheon  was  served,  including  every- 
thing which  is  dear  to  the  appetites  of  those  who 
can  stand  such  vigorous  treatment  on  what  has 
usually  been  considered  a  most  unfavorable  day, 
i.  e.,  the  New  Year's  morning  after  the  night 
before. 

Music  in  quantity  as  well  as  quality  wa&  fur- 
nished by  the  Olympic  Club  Orchestra,  under  the 
direction  of  Walter  King,  and  the  fun  fest  by  Bill 
Larue  and  his  cohorts.  Charles  (Tiv)  Kreling 
had  prepared  the  song  sheets,  and  after  these  had 
been  distributed  Tiv  led  some  three  hundred  and 
fifty  lusty  voices  which  made  the  welkin  ring. 

Sol  Vogel  contributed  greatly  to  the  enjoyment 
of  all  present  by  singing  a  new  composition  dedi- 
ated  to  Olympia  and  Olympians,  the  liberetto  from 
the  gifted  pen  of  Clay  M.  Greene  and  the  music 
by  Sol  himself. 

Dave  Phennig  contributed  a  violin  solo  and 
Dr.  Leo  McMahon  indulged  the  crowd  in  his 
inimitable  Italian  impersonations,  greatly  assisted 
by  Dr.  C.  R.  Bricca  and  Louis  Ferrarri. 

A  few  remarks  were  made  by  Secretary  Foran, 
who  presided  in  the  absence  of  President  William 
F.  Humphrey.  Secretary  Foran  read  a  radiogram 
from  President  Humphrey,  which  stated  in  effect 
that  he  would  take  a  dip  in  the  Atlantic  Ocean  at 
the  same  time  as  the  Olympians  were  plunging 
into  the  Pacific.  It  was  the  first  time  in  President 
Humphrey's  regime  of  over  fifteen  years  that  he 
has  missed  the  Annual  New  Year's  Run,  but  in 
the  present  instance  it  was  unavoidable,  as  he  was 
detained  in  New  York  beyond  the  date  of  his 
intended  departure.

Gymnastic  Commissioners  Report

Dear  Sir:  Following  is  a  report  on  the  gym- 
nastic activities  of  the  Club  during  1922: 

Our  men  have  been  handicapped  by  want  of 
competition.  In  November  last  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Gymnastic  Club,  formerly  the  German  Turn 
Verein,  tried  to  hold  a  Pacific  Association  Gym- 
nastic Championship  meet,  but,  as  there  was  only 
one  entry,  that  of  the  Olympic  Club,  they  called 
the  meet  off. 


May  13th  the  University  of  Southern  California 
held  a  State  Gymnastic  Championship  with  102 
entries.

I  turned  to  wither  this  man  with  scorn,   but   I 
couldn't  get  my  breath  quickly  enough,  and  while 
the  old  lungs  were  throttling  down  to  where  they 
idled  without  racing,  I  restrained 
this  uncharitable  impulse  and  en- 
deavored  to   enlighten   this   man, 
for  perhaps  here  was  the  last  of 
the  Mohicans,  the  only  Olympian 
who   had    not   become    interested 
in  golf. 

"Sir,"  I  said  between  heaves,

Some  of  them 
alternate,  but  this  can  be  consid- 
ered as  pure  ostentation,  however 
much  they  depreciate  their  abil-

CLASS  will  tell!     Upsets  are  quite  frequent 
in  athletic  circles,  but  the  law  of  averages 
holds    true    that    quality    wins    out    in    the 
-  long  run.     The  Olympic  Club  keeps  pace 
with  the  progress  in  athletics  and  there  is  seldom 
a  branch  of  sport  in  which  the  Winged  "O"  colors 
do  not  stand  out  at  the  head  of  the  field. 

This  is  due  to  the  high  standard  that  has  been 
set  for  many  years  and  the  manner  in  which  the 
various  sports  are  conducted.  A  stone  is  never 
left  unturned  in  the  developing  of  potential  cham- 
pions and  the  fruits  of  these  efforts  are  very  sweet 
indeed. 

Coach  Frank  Foster  and  Trainer  William  Poell- 
nitz  did  themselves  proud  in  The  Bulletin's  Twelfth 
Annual  Cross-City  Race,  which  was  held  on  New 


Year's  morning.  Rarely  in  the  history  of  Olympic 
Club  athletics  has  such  a  complete  victory  been 
scored. 

The  Club  emblem  was  in  the  front  from  the 
very  start  of  the  race  until  the  tape  had  been 
broken.  Not  only  did  an  Olympian  carry  off  the 
first  honors,  but  the  next  three  men  to  finish  also 
wore  the  Winged  "O",  while  the  three  other  Club 
stars  landed  in  tenth,  eleventh  and  twenty-sixth 
places,  out  of  fifty-two  who  finished  the  seven  and 
five-eights  miles'  grind. 

Bill  Churchill  breasted  the  tape  after  one  of  the 
most  gruelling  battles  in  the  history  of  this  great 
event.  His  wonderful  stamina  placed  him  in  good 
stead  over  his  chief  rival  and  team  mate,  Charlie 
Hunter.     The  time  of  the  race,  41  minutes  and  56 
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seconds,  does  not  do  Churchill  justice,  as  this 
would  have  been  bettered  considerably  had  his 
speed  not  been  checked  toward  the  finish  because 
of  the  traffic  congestion  due  to  an  automobile 
wreck  on  the  great  Highway. 

When  Chief  of  Police  Dan  O'Brien  fired  the 
gun  that  sent  the  runners  on  their  way  from  the 
Ferry  to  the  Beach,  Churchill  and  Hunter  stepped 
out  in  front  of  the  field  and  were  never  headed 
from  then  on.  The  lead  oscillated  until  the  last 
mile  when  the  reserve  strength  of  Churchill  told 
the  tale. 

Hunter's  gameness  was  one  of  the  outstanding 
features  of  the  race,  but  he  could  not  hold  the 
pace  in  this  final  spurt.  It  was  a  marvelous  duel, 
though,  and  equalled  the  battles  of  the  past  when 
Oliver  Millard  and  Bobby  Vellou  used  to  fight  it 
out  for  the  first  honors.  Hunter  has  scored  more 
points  than  any  other  Olympic  Club  athlete,  his 
total  for  the  season  being   111. 

This  victory  of  Churchill's  was  the  third  that 
he  has  achieved  in  The  Bulletin  races,  while  Hunter 
was  returned  the  winner  in  1920,  and  Eddie  Stout, 
the  veteran  Olympian  who  finished  third,  led  the 
field  to  the  tape  in  1918.  Oliver  Millard's  record 
of  40  minutes  46  3-5  seconds,  made  in  1914  is  still 
untouched,  but  many  critics  believe  that  Churchill 
would  have  broken  this  mark  if  it  had  not  been 
for  the  hard  luck  on  the  home  stretch. 

Stout's  feat  in  grabbing  third  place  was  one 
of  the  biggest  surprises  of  the  day.  Little  had 
been  heard  of  this  "little  giant"  through  the  year, 
as  he  had  been  working  in  the  lumber  camps.  But 
he  had  taken  good  care  of  himself  and  proved 
that  he  is  far  from  a  "has  been." 

Bert  Hooper,  the  youngster  of  the  Olympic 
team,  trailed  Stout  over  the  course  and  finished 
just  behind  him.  He  had  shown  remarkable  promise 
of  developing  into  a  future  champion,  and  Foster 
is  going  to  be  careful  with  him  so  that  there  will 
be  no  chance  of  his  "burning  himself  out"  before 
he  reaches  the  peak. 

The  team  prize  was  secured  for  the  Olympic 
Club  when  E.  A.  Fuller  came  tenth,  after  putting 
up  a  wonderful  race  over  the  entire  course.  His 
team  mate,  W.  Maghetti,  ran  at  his  elbow  almost 
all  of  the  way  and  crossed  the  finish  line  just 
behind  him,  while  J.  Lobig,  the  other  Olympian, 
finished  twenty-sixth,  which  placed  all  of  the 
Winged  "O"  runners  in  the  upper  half. 

This  event  has  now  become  traditional  in  local 
athletic  circles  and  was  a  wonderful  success  in 
every  respect.  The  interest  was  higher  than  ever 
and  there  was  a  great  crowd  of  Olympians  gath- 
ered at  the  finish  to  greet  their  champions.

The  Telescope  in  Military  Rifle  Shooting 


By  W.  L.  O'Donnell 


THE  general  run   of  riflemen  have   no   par- 
ticular need  for  a  high  powered,  expensive 
spotting    telescope    as    pictured    herewith. 
When  a  certain  degree   of  proficiency   has 
been  obtained,  such  a  scope  is  absolutely  necessary 
to    successfully    compete    against    an    opponent    of 
equal  skill  and  equipped  with  a  scope. 

The  Olympic  Club  Rifle  Team  has  been  beaten 
several  times  in  the  past  by  the  crack  Coast  Artil- 
lery Corps  team  of  Fort  Scott,  made  up  principally 
of  riflemen  who  represented  that  branch  of  the 
Army  at  the  National  rifle  matches  held  yearly  at 
Camp  Perry,  Ohio  Last  year  the  Coast  Artillery 
team  finished  in  third  place  at  Camp  Perry  and 
was  leading  until  the  very  last  stage  of  the  match. 


They  broke  several  world's  records  in  their  firing, 
which  will  give  the  reader  an  idea  of  the  quality 
of  their  shooting. 

The  Coast  Artillery  Corps  Team  is  equipped 
with  a  Government  Azimuth  instrument,  part  oi 
the  Coast  Defense  material,  whose  technical  use 
we  are  not  concerned  with,  other  than  to  state  il 
is  a  telescope  of  such  power  that  they  are  enabled 
to  spot  instantly  each  shot  hole  in  a  target  up  tc 
600  yards  and  over. 

Their  advantage  over  a  team  not  so  equippec 
is  instantly  apparent.  At  rapid  fire,  where  ter 
shots  have  to  be  fired  in  a  minute  or  a  minute  anc 
ten  seconds,  depending  on  whether  the  range  h

his  sights  before  he  commences  firing.  He  has  not 
time  to  change  them  in  the  short  time  limit  for 
firing  his  ten  shots.  With  the  scope  each  shot 
is  seen.  After  the  first  shot  the  observer  can  cor- 
rect the  shooter's  aim  by  telling  him  whether 
he  is  shooting  high  or  low,  to  the  right  or  left. 
This  saves  many  points  for  a  team,  especially  in 
case  of  error  in  the  sight  setting,  which  often 
happens. 

At  the  longer  ranges,  600  yards  and  over,  the 
flight  of  the  bullet  is  greatly  affected  by  the  wind 
blowing  the  bullet  out  of  its  course  to  the  right 
or  left,  depending  on  the  wind's  direction.  This 
deviation  from  the  point  aimed  at  is  corrected  by 
moving  the  sights  to  the  right  or  left.  The  amount 
moved  depends  on  the  velocity  of  the  wind.  With 
a  good  scope  it  is  possible  to  actually  "see"  the 
wind. 

We  have  all,  at  one  time  or  another,  through 
necessity  or  otherwise,  walked  the  ties  of  a  railroad. 
If  it  was  a  hot  day  we  could  see  the  heat  boiling 
up  from  the  rails  and 
roadbed.  These  heat 
waves  are  called  "mi- 
rages." The  wind  blows 
these  heat  waves  to  the 
right  or  the  left  and, 
when  viewed  through  a 
high  powered  scope,  they 
seem  to  "flow"  across 
the  glass  in  the  direction 
of  the  wind.  After  a 
little  practice  an  observer 
can  judge  the  force  and 
direction  of  the  wind 
from  this  "mirage."  By 
giving  this  "dope"  to  the 
shooter    a    correct    sight 

setting  is  possible  and  a  "bullseye"  results 
a  closely  contested  rifle  match,  where  every 
point  counts,  this  kind  of  information  means  the 
winning  or  losing  of  the  match.  The  above  ex- 
planation is  necessary  in  order  to  understand  the 
need  and  the  uses  of  the  scope. 

The  Olympic  Club  Rife  Team  has  been  en- 
deavoring for  over  a  year  to  secure  a  suitable  in- 
strument that  would  serve  our  requirements  and 
still  be  within  reach  of  our  pocketbook.  We  finally 
got  in  touch  with  J.  W.  Fecker  of  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
who  was  one  of  the  Government  optical  experts 
during  the  war.     We  described  the  Coast  Artillery 


In 


Corps'  instrument  to  him  and  it  developed  that 
this  instrument  was  designed  and  built  by  Warner 
&  Swasey,  his  father  being  the  designer  and  build- 
er. There  were  only  575  of  these  instruments 
built  and  they  cost  the  Government  $575  each. 

The  lenses  in  our  scope  are  cast  from  his  fath- 
er's formula,  the  objective  glass  being  three  inches 
in  diameter  and  an  inch  and  three-eights  wide 
prism,  giving  a  large,  brilliant  field.  This  glass 
is  hand  corrected  so  as  to  obtain  the  very  finest 
definition,  a  procedure  which  heretofore  has  only 
been  done  with  large  astronomical  objectives. 
There  are  three  interchangeable  eyepieces  of  15 
power,  25  power  and  35  power. 

The  telescope  tube  is  of  aluminum  with  in- 
terior ribbing  for  stiffening.  All  focusing  sleeves, 
nuts  and  bearing  parts  are  of  bronze.  The  tube 
is  attached  to  an  alti-azimuth  mounting  to  allow 
it  to  swing  in  vertical  and  horizontal  directions. 

As  shown  in  the  accompanying  pictures,  the 
scope  fits  into  a  compact,  light  carrying  case  with 
special  bushings  into 
which  are  screwed  the 
extra  eyepieces.  The 
scope  and  case  weigh 
only  sixteen  pounds.  The 
trypod  is  of  the  telescop- 
ing type,  rigidly  built  of 
metal  and  hard  wood, 
and  is  braced  to  insure 
rigidity.  It  is  fitted  with 
leather  cans  at  each  end 
and  a  carrying  handle  in 
the  middle.  All  these 
fixings  are  riveted  to  the 
trypcd  so  they  cannot  be 
lost  or  misplaced.  The 
trypod  weighs  nine 
pounds,  making  a  total  weight  for  the  instrument 
of  only  25  pounds.  The  Government  instrument 
and  trypod  weighs  something  over  100  pounds. 

The  scope  we  have  secured  is  about  the  very 
best  that  can  be  obtained.  Placed  side  by  side 
with  the  Government  instrument  it  will  outclass  it 
in  such  particulars  as  clearness  of  vision,  brilliancy 
of  field,  lightness  and  compactness.  The  Olympic 
Club  Rifle  Team  will  be  on  a  par  with  any  team 
in  the  country  in  the  matter  of  equipment.  We 
hope  to  prove,  by  our  winning  scores,  the  advant- 
ages and  the  absolute  necessity  of  such  a  scope  to 
a  rifle  team  of  good  shots.

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Handball  In  Futuro

The  Greatest  Game  Ever  Played'1 


THE  year  1923  will  mark  the  attainment  of 
what  has  been  the  goal  and  the  objective 
of  those  deeply  interested  in  the  sport  of 
handball,  and  that  is  representation  in  the 
national  championship,  to  be  staged  this  year  in 
the  month  of  March,  at  St.  Paul,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  St.  Paul  Athletic  Club. 

This  will  mean  the  dawn  of  a  new  era,  in  that 
it  will  place  before  the  handball  world  the  name 
of  the  Olympic  Club,  and  thereby  afford  it  the 
opportunity  to  achieve  the  fame  and  the  renown 
that  it  well  and  justly  deserves. 

Thus  far  four  national  tournaments  have  been 
decided,  but  with  none  of  them  has  the  name  of 
the  Olympic  Club  been  in  any  way  linked  or  asso- 
ciated, verily  an  anomalous  position  for  this  Club. 
when  one  stops  to  consider  that  it  has  been  its 
undeviating  aim  and  policy  to  strive  for  honors 
in  athletics,  wherever  and  whenever  the  occasion 
was  presented,  and  in  so  doing  to  concede  a  place 
to  no  one.  For  some  inexplicable  reason,  it  has 
remained  lethargic  and  seemingly  indifferent  to 
the  honors  that  are  possible  to  be  gained  in  hand- 
ball from  competition  abroad.  It  has  at  last 
awakened  to  the  realization  of  what  may  be  ac- 
complished, and  this  apparent  indifference  is  now 
to  be  succeeded  by  the  true  Olympian  spirit  of 
determination  to  win  and  to  maintain  the  standing 
and  to  enjoy  the  recognition  in  the  handball  world 
that  of  right  belongs  to  it.

A  TRY-OUT  TOURNAMENT 
In  no  way  dissimilar  from  any  other  national 
tournament,  the  national  handball  tournament  is 
conducted  on  an  elimination  basis,  one  loss  re- 
sulting in  the  effacement  of  a  player  from  further 
competition  therein.  Furthermore,  a  round  is 
decided  each  day,  in  consequence  of  which  a 
player  is  required  and  expected  to  play  each  day, 
so  long  as   he  continues   a   contender. 

In  order,  therefore,  that  those  who  have  aspira- 
tions to  represent  the  Club  may  undergo  the  same 
test  and  be  subjected  to  the  same  strenuosity  of 
play  that  obtains  in  a  national  tournament,  it  is 
purposed  to  inaugurate  a  try-out  tournament,  in 
which  each  contender  will  vie  with  the  other 
twice  on  a  round  robin  basis,  instead  of  by  a 
process  of  elimination.  Matches  will  be  played 
every  day,  without  intermission.   The  three  highest 


will  be  determined  according  to  percentage  of 
victories.  The  first  matches  are  scheduled  for 
Sunday,  January  the  28th,  to  commence  at  12 
o'clock  noon,  to  be  followed  during  the  week  by 
play  each  evening,  beginning  at  8  o'clock.

NEW  HANDBALL  COURTS 
Ever  since  the  adoption  of  the  semi-hard  ball, 
it  soon  became  obvious  that  the  courts  were  in- 
adequate to  meet  its  requirements.  For  the  soft 
or  tennis  ball,  light  in  material  and  in  weight,  they 
were  admirably  adapted,  but  not  so  for  the  new 
ball  which  demands  a  front  wall  that  will  offer  the 
proper  resistance  with  every  impact.  There  was 
needed  a  front  wall  constructed  of  material  that 
would  present  an  unyielding  surface,  preferably 
of  cement.  After  surveying  the  situation  the  use 
of  cement  was  deemed  inadvisable,  and  instead,  a 
reinforcement  of  the  front  wall  and  of  the  back 
wall  was  determined  upon  by  surfacing  each  with 
another  layer  of  tongue  and  grove  pine  of  a  thick- 
ness of  one  inch.  A  new  flooring  was  also  decided 
upon,  to  consist  of  everlasting  maple,  and  to  be 
layed  directly  over  the  old  floor,  with  the  boards 
running  longitudinally,  instead  of  horizontally,  as 
before.  In  addition,  the  back  wall  was  to  be  ele- 
vated to  a  further  height  of  ten  inches,  serving  to 
confine  the  ball  more  to  the  court,  and  also  to 
enlarge  the  scope  of  play  therefrom.  The  appear- 
ance of  the  gallery  was  also  to  be  altered.  Instead 
of  the  sombre  aspect  that  it  has  offered  with  its 
coat  of  dull  gray  color,  it  was  decided  to  paint  it 
anew  in  white,  and  thus  accomplish  the  two-fold 
purpose  of  giving  it  a  new  dress  that  it  very  much 
needed  as  well  as  to  make  it  by  contrast  a  re- 
flecting background  for  the  ball.  Of  course,  the 
courts  themselves  were  to  receive  a  new  coat  of 
paint. 

And  so  it  has  come  to  pass.  A  transformation 
has  taken  place  after  a  period  of  ten  days,  with 
the  result  the  Club  can  now  boast  of  two  courts 
that  will  challenge  comparison  with  any  extant. 

THE  ANNUAL  DOUBLES  TOURNAMENT 
The  annual  doubles  tournament  will  be  inaugu- 
rated Sunday,  February  the  25th,  and  will  com- 
prise six  classes,  including  the  championship  class. 
Three  sets  of  prizes  will  be  awarded  in  each  class, 
save  in  the  championship,  in  which  only  one  will 
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be  offered.  A  notice  will  be  displayed  in  the 
lobby  of  the  Club  in  due  course,  but  every  one  is 
urged  who  expects  to  compete  to  bestir  himself  in 
finding  a  partner  and  not  wait  until  the  last  mo- 
ment, and  perhaps  suffer  a  disappointment  in  being 
unable  to  secure  one.  There  is  no  reason  at  all 
why  the  entry  list  should  not  eclipse  any  previous 
one,  if  the  present  interest  counts  for  anything. 
It  is  the  hope  and  the  wish  of  the  Commissioner 
that  it  will  prove  a  record  breaker. 

In  passing,  just  one  word  anent  the  subject  of 
defaults.  It  is  a  most  reprehensible  practice  from 
the  standpoint  of  athletics,  for  the  true  athlete 
prefers  to  go  down  to  honorable  defeat  rather  than 
to  suffer  the  imputation  of  submitting  without  a 
struggle,  because  of  a  lack  of  courage.  There  is 
a  moral  obligation  resting  on  each  and  every  one 
who  enters  the  tournament  to  comply  with  the 
conditions  that  govern  it,  one  of  which  is  to  put 
in  an  appearance  when  you  are  scheduled  to  play. 
No  engagement  should  be  permitted  to  conflict, 
since  it  is  known  in  advance  that  you  may  be 
required  to  play  either  on  Sundays,  on  Tuesday 
evening,  or  on  Thursday  evenings.  It  is,  there- 
fore, earnestly  requested  that  each  player  resolve 
at  the  outset  not  to  permit  himself  to  default,  and 
the  success  of  the  tournament  will  be  proportion- 
ately enhanced.

GLEANINGS    FROM    THE    COURTS 


The  last  game  of  the  year  was  indulged  in  be- 
tween Jerry  O'Connor  and  Frank  Foran.  Jerry 
should  accommodate  himself  quite  readily  to  the 
new  ball,  for  he  has  the  style  and  the  stroke  that 
should  bring  the  best  results.  But  against  the 
crafty  Frank,  he  was  unable  to  make  any  head- 
way, defeat  overtaking  him  in  all  three  games.  He 
may  console  himself  in  the  knowledge  that  he  is 
only  one  of  many  who  have  succumbed  to  Frank's 
superiority. 

The  first  game  of  the  year  consisted  of  a 
doubles,  in  which  the  participants  were  Prentiss 
Orr  and  Russell  Adams  paired  against  Arthur  Muhl 
and  Jerry  Villain.  All  four  performed  in  great 
style,  and  three  rattling  games  were  produced. 
Muhl  and  Villain  make  a  formidable  duo,  and  the 
odds  were  with  them  from  the  start  that  they 
would  take  the  deciding  game,  which  they  did. 
Arthur  has  now  mastered  the  ball,  showing  up  as 
well  with  it,  if  not  better,  than  he  was  known  to 
do  with  the  old  ball. 

If  you  really  want  to  enjoy  a  performance  in 
the  court,  it  is  to  witness  Frank  Foran  and  Al 
Hennessy    having    one    of    their    frequent    battles. 


And  you  don't  enjoy  it  half  as  much  as  Frank, 
who  appears  to  derive  the  keenest  of  pleasure, 
particularly  when  Al  will  appeal  to  the  gallery 
against  some  alleged  infraction  of  the  rules  on  the 
part  of  Frank.  Frank  delights  in  offering  a  liber- 
able  handicap  to  Al,  who  feels  so  humiliated  there- 
at that  he  claims  it  seriously  affects  his  play, 
thereby  accounting  for  so  many  of  the  victories 
standing  to  the  credit  of  Frank,  which  Al  asserts 
were  not  legitimately  gained,  and,  consequently, 
afford  no  true  index  to  their  respective  abilities 
Frank's  merriment  only  evokes  remonstrances 
from  Al,  who  refuses  even  to  smile  not  alone 
joining  in  the  fun. 

It  is  with  real  regret  that  we  chronicle  the 
departure  of  John  Humphrey  from  our  midst  for 
the  Eastern  shore,  where  he  will  remain  for  an 
indefinite  period.  There  is  no  greater  enthusiast 
of  the  game,  and  he  will  be  missed  by  the  many 
who  frequent  the  courts.  John  had  just  arrived  at 
that  stage  of  physical  condition  that  enabled  him 
to  play  game  after  game,  without  exhausting  his 
reserve  or  endurance  or  stamina.  He  was  con- 
ditioning himself  for  the  approaching  doubles  tour- 
nament, and  would  have  been  a  worthy  partner 
for  any  one  in  the  second  class,  where  he  ranks 
close  to  the  top.  The  athletic  achievements  of 
John  are  not  alone  confined  to  the  courts.  He 
was  also  one  of  the  Club's  best  hikers,  setting 
the  pace  and  remaining  in  the  van  of  the  several 
hundred  members  who  took  the  annual  hike  New 
Year's  morning  to  Lakeside.  It  was  mainly  due 
to  the  fast  pace  set  by  him  that  the  time  record 
for  the  distance  was  shattered.  While  his  visit 
to  the  Atlantic  seaboard  is  intended  to  benefit  him 
financially,  the  hope  is  none  the  less  expressed. 
selfish  as  it  may  seem,  that  it  will  not  be  of 
too  long  duration,  and  that  we  may  see  John 
disporting  himself  in  the  courts  again  before  the 
year   book  has   turned   another   page. 

A  very  interesting  doubles  was  played  when 
Dr.  Friedenberg  and  Henry  Hellwig  clashed  with 
Larry  Granfield  and  Howard  Nowland.  Four 
games  was  the  route,  with  Granfield  and  Nowland 
the  winners  throughout. 

Joe  Murray  and  Larry  Granfield,  who,  by  the 
way,  expect  to  team  in  the  annual  doubles,  took 
three  straight  from  Dr.  Friedenberg  and  Howard 
Nowland.  All  three  games  were  bristling  with 
action,   with   Nowland  right   in  front   at   all  times.

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The  Crawl  Stroke 

A  Chat  On  a  Much-Discussed  Subject

SID  CAVILL — yes,  the  same  Cavill  who  daily 
promenades  the  walk  about  the  Club  nata- 
torium,  brought  over  with  him  from  Aus- 
tralia a  little  over  twenty  years,  what  was 
then  a  novel  idea  in  swimming;  to  wit:  a  double 
overarm  stroke,  in  which  the  legs  executed  a  little 
thrash,  not  the  wide  scissors  kick  that  all  the  world 
of  paddlers  had  always  used  before. 

Sid  started  something  so  big  that  even  he  and 
his  brothers,  Dick  and  Turns,  who  also  came  to 
spread  the  gospel  of  the  crawl  stroke  in  this  coun- 
try, had  no  conception  of  its  consequences.  They 
started  one  of  the  greatest  movements  in  the  popu- 
larization of  a  sport  that  the  world  has  ever  known. 

Twenty  years  ago  swimming  was  a  laborious 
business.  The  fastest  a  man  could  swim  100  yards 
was  1  minute  flat,  and  that  was  flying.  Scott 
Leary,  who  by  the  way  was  an  Olympian,  did  it 
in  1904,  I  think  it  was,  and  earned  the  plaudits 
of  the  world.  It  was  a  word's  record,  60  seconds 
for  100  yards,  amazing  time,  wonderful!  Incident- 
ally, Scott  was  one  of  the  first  men  in  the  world 
to  adapt  the -crawl  style  to  competitive  swimming. 

A  few  weeks  ago  an  eighteen-year-old  boy  in 
Chicago,  John  Weissmuller,swam  100  yards  in  50  4-5 
seconds!  Nearly  10  seconds  faster  than  Scott 
Leary's  60  seconds  flat  record.  And  note  that  this 
tremendous  cut  in  the  100  yards'  mark  comes  all 
at  once,  one  might  say,  on  account  of  the  crawl 
stroke. 

What  has  happened  in  the  100  yards  is  only  an 
indication  of  what  has  occurred  to  the  records 
in  all  swimming  events.  For  instance,  C.  M. 
Daniels  of  New  York  swam  220  yards  in  2  min- 
utes and  30  seconds  in  1908.  Wonderful  time. 
C.  M.  Daniels  used  a  semi-crawl,  called  the  trudg- 
eon  crawl.  Then  came  Duke  Kahanamoku  using 
the  Hawaiian  crawl,  which  is  a  slight  variation 
from  the  Australian  crawl  used  by  Cavill,  and  he 
did  220  yards  in  Honolulu  Harbor  in  2  minutes 
and  28  seconds.     Wonderful ! 

A  couple  of  weeks  ago  an  eighteen-year-old  boy 
in  Chicago  by  the  name  of  John  Weissmuller  swam 
220  yards  in  2  minutes  and  11  seconds! 

"When  will  these  birds  stop?"  asks  Norman 
Ross,  referring  to  John's  last  record-crashing  swim 
of  the  furlong. 

And  while  the  competing  swimmers  are  engaged 
in  these  inconoclastic  activities  in  the  record  book, 


the  average  swimmer,  who  only  takes  the  water 
for  his  exercise,  is  enjoying  swimming  as  never 
before.  Why?  Because  swimming  is  only  half  the 
work  now  that  the  crawl  stroke  is  being  generally 
understood  than  it  was  before  it  came  into  vogue. 
WHAT    IS    THE    CRAWL? 

At  the  risk  of  saying  what  several  thousand 
able  critics  of  water  sports  have  said  before,  I  shall 
here  set  forth,  briefly,  an  exposition  of  the  crawl 
stroke. 

First  of  all  the  crawl  stroke  is  the  easiest  way 
to  progress  through  the  water.  It  is  the  easiest 
swimming  style,  because  it  reduces  to  a  minimum 
all  friction  between  the  moving  human  body  and  the 
water,  and  at  the  same  time  allows  the  swimmer 
to  utilize  to  maximum  efficiency  his  muscular 
energy. 

The  crawl  stroke  is  a  double  over-arm  style, 
with  the  legs  executing  a  vigorous,  up  and  down 
thrash  of  narrow  scope — 16  inches  separate  the 
toes  of  the  two  feet  at  their  widest  opening  of  the 
kick,  with  the  knees  as  nearly  stiff  as  possible. 

In  swimming  the  crawl  the  body  lies  flat  on 
top  of  the  water,  face  down  and  half  submerged. 
Breathing  is  accomplished  by  rolling  the  body,  so 
that  as  one  of  the  arms  is  being  "recovered" — 
which  simply  means  being  drawn  from  the  water 
after  executing  the  under  water  pull — the  face  rolls 
clear  of  the  water  and  a  quick  full  inhalation  of 
air  accomplished. 

In  this  connection  it  might  be  well  to  interpo- 
late a  bit  of  instruction  on  the  subject  of  breathing. 
One  of  the  first  complaints  a  novice  in  the  water 
gives  air  to  is  this — "My  wind  is  so  short,  that  I 
cannot  swim  very  far."     Bosh — triple  bunkum! 

One's  wind  is  no  "shorter"  in  the  water  than 
on  the  land.  If  your  ordinary  lung  capacity  can 
sustain  you  in  a  spirited  dash  after  a  trolley,  that 
same  lung  capacity  can  see  you  through  a  relatively 
hard  bit  of  swimming.  The  difficulty  lies  in  this 
fact — that  in  the  water  your  whole  system  of  mus- 
cular co-ordination  is  put  on  a  different  plane. 
Until  you  "get  used"  to  the  water  this  lack  of 
co-ordination  of  muscle  with  muscle  tends  to  im- 
pair the  whole  efficiency  of  your  breathing. 

Whenever  a  muscle  or  a  set  of  muscles  meets 
with  an  unexpected  condition  the  natural  thing  for 
it  and  its  associates  to  do  is  to  contract.  Hence

"The  Test  of  a   Boy"

ALTHOUGH  the  championship  of  the  San 
Francisco  Football  League  cannot  be  de- 
cided   for    almost    two    weeks    from    this 
writing    it    will    nevertheless    be    history 
by   the   time   this    is   printed    and    published.      We 
are    hoping    for    Olympic    supremacy;    we    almost 
expect  it. 

"It's  a  long  way  to  Tipperary,"  or,  in  other 
words,  a  long  way  from  October  22nd  to  January 
28th,  with  a  league  game  every  week  and  extras 
in  the  way  of  five-a-side  tournaments,  "Inter- 
nationals'' and  outside  city  games  thrown  in;  and 
it  is  likely  to  wear  out  a  team.  Casualties,  tem- 
peramental conditions,  vocational  changes  can  raise 
havoc  with  any  amateur  organization  in  a  pro- 
tracted campaign;  and  the  Olympic  team  has  had 
quite  a  share  of  each  of  the  conditions  mentioned 

Then,  why,  in  spite  of  these  things — which 
dropped  the  team  from  three  to  four  rungs  down 
the  league  ladder — has  the  Club  eleven  been  able 
to  climb  up  to  the  top  again;  a  feat  that  required 
considerably   more  effort  than  just  staying  there? 

The  answer  is:  Cheerful  co-operation  with  each 
other  and  with  the  Coach  and  Commissioner ;  in- 
creasing intelligence  in  field  maneuvers;  more 
faithful  training  than  ever  known  before  in  Club 
history  of  the  Association  game ;  and  gobs  of  indi- 
vidual pluck. 

You  can  sum  all  of  it  up  in  two  outstanding 
qualities :  An  almost  affectionate  comradship 
among  the  players  and  intense  pride  in  and 
loyalty  to  the  Olympic  Club. 

Many  a  party  has  been  curtailed  and  many 
an  attractive  engagement  declined — even  the 
chances  of  getting  to  the  top  again  after  the  acci- 
dent of  Wigton  looked  too  remote  to  be  practical 
— because  no  Dlayer  was  willing  that  a  repetition 
of  1918-19  should  be  brought  to  pass  by  any  action 
of  his.  That  season  a  league  championship  almost 
won  was  lost  by  some  of  the  best  footballers  taking 
their  opponents  too  cheaply  on  two  different  oc- 
casions and  taking  a  holiday  therefore. 

Coach  Young,  leaving  his  home  in  Berkeley  to 
come  over  and  lecture  the  boys  until  late  at  night ; 
Bill  Von  Poellnitz  giving  up  Sunday  noons  and 
afternoons  to  keep  his  men  fit;  the  players  report- 
ing regularly  for  an  hour  and  a  half  evening's 
practice    in    the    gym    has    produced    a    team    and 


physical  condition  that  has  worn  down  other  teams 
in  the  long  tournament.  The  older  players  have 
renewed  their  youth  (and  reduced  their  over- 
weight) and  the  youngsters  have  absorbed  football 
intelligence  and  gained  experience;  indeed,  perhaps 
the  most  remarkable  achievement  of  the  season 
has  been  the  ability  and  adaptability  of  any  of  the 
youngsters  of  the  second  eleven  who  have  been 
"called  to  the  colors"  in  emergencies;  for  instance, 
Asay,  Rice,  Aceret,  Garry  and  Wegner. 

Next  month  we  propose  to  give  the  Olympic 
Club  history  of  the  boys  who  have  "carried  on" 
for  us  this  season.

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GREAT  GOLF  FUTURE 

THE  Olympic  Club  is  entering  on  a  great 
new  golfing  era. 
On  February  1  the  winner  of  the  compe- 
tition among  architect  members  for  the  best 
design  of  a  new  $200,000  golf  clubhouse  at  Lakeside 
will  be  announced  by  Lewis  P.  Hobart,  the  Club's 
advisory  architect. 

The  new  "lake  course"  of  eighteen  holes  has 
been  completed,  and  will  be  playable  late  this  fall. 
Work  has  commenced  on  the  new  eighteen-hole 
"ocean  course." 

A  new  well  has  been  put  down,  and  by  March 
15  the  danger  of  water  shortage  at  Lakeside  will 
be  eliminated. 

Finally,  the  Club  now  owns  the  wonderful  golf- 


ing property  at  Lake  Merced,  which  has  proven 
such  an  asset  to  us  all.  A  deed  of  conveyance 
has  been  executed  to  the  Olympic  Club  by  the 
Spring  Valley  Water  Company  and  W.  B.  Bourn, 
whereby  the  Club  comes  into  possession  of  321 
acres  at  a  cost  of  $350,000.  Payment  is  to  be 
completed  by  1941. 

Negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  this  splendid 
golfing  tract  began  early  in  1921,  when  the  Olympic 
Club  initiated  the  matter  with  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  and 
with  Mr.  Bourn.  Both  the  Spring  Valley  Water 
Company  and  Mr.  Bourn  took  the  position  that 
the  welfare  of  the  Olympic  Club  should  be  con- 
sidered from  the  viewpoint  of  civic  progress,  and 
the  negotiations  proceeded  on  this  basis,  with  the 
result  that  the  Club  has  acquired  a  bargain.  We 
are  paying  $1200  an  acre  to  Spring  Valley  for  187 
acres  and  are  getting  the  Bourn  holding  of  134 
acres  at  cost. 

In  the  early  stages  of  the  negotiations  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company  asked  for  an  interest  rate 
of  6  per  cent  on  deferred  payments  and  insisted 
on  reserving  the  right  to  extract  silica  from  a  mine 
on  the  property  which  the  Water  Company  has 
worked  profitably  for  a  number  of  years.  The 
Company  took  the  position  that  this  reservation 
was  a  reasonable  term  of  the  purchase  agreement 
in  view  of  the  low  price  at  which  it  was  selling  its 
acreage.  In  the  finals,  however,  the  Water  Com- 
pany waived  its  right  to  mine  silica  when  it  was 
plain  that  mining  operations  would  interfere  with 
the  use  of  the  Lakeside  golf  course.  It  also  agreed, 
as  did  Mr.  Bourn,  to  reduce  the  interest  rate  on 
certain  deferred  payments  from  6  to  5  per  cent. 

Members  will  be  interested  in  the  method  by 
which  the  low  purchase  price  was  arrived  at.  The 
Directors  of  the  Club,  led  by  President  Humphrey, 
had  formulated  estimates  providing  for  additions  to 
the  Lakeside  Clubhouse  and  for  construction  of  addi- 
tional links  on  the  lands  sought,  also  for  the  installa- 
tion of  amusement  features  for  Club  members  not 
interested  in  golf.  The  amount  of  money  the  Club 
could  afford  for  all  these  purposes  was  carefully 
estimated.  This  left  a  remainder  for  the  purchase — 
a  sum  far  less  than  the  property  was  worth. 
Nevertheless,  the  Water  Company  and  Mr.  Bourn 
were  urged  to  make  a  sacrifice  for  civic  considera- 
tions. After  some  discussion  the  figure  of  $350,000 
was  arrived  at.  Mr.  Bourn  agreed  to  put  his  land 
in  at  the  actual  cost  to  him,  the  remainder  to  be 
compensation  for  the  Water  Company. 

Shortly  before  the  Olympic  Club  negotiation, 
the  San  Francisco  Golf  and  Country  Club  pur- 
chased their  golf  course  of  144  acres  from  Spring 
Valley.  The  price  was  arrived  at  by  the  usual 
proceeding    in    arbitration.      Philip    Paschel   repre- 
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sented  the  Club,  Duncan  McDuffie  the  Water 
Company,  and  H.  M.  Wright,  former  Master  in 
Chancery  to  the  Federal  Courts,  acted  as  umpire. 
The  price  fixed  was  approximately  $2720  per  acre. 
This  land,  as  real  estate,  is  worth  something  more 
than  the  Olympic  Club  land,  but  the  latter  is  more 
valuable  for  golf  purposes. 

Many  months  after  the  negotiations  with  the 
Olympic  Club  started,  the  Water  Company  sold 
to  the  Lake  Merced  Club  a  course  of  150  acres  at 
the  extreme  southeasterly  corner  of  the  Lake 
Merced  Rancho  for  $1850  per  acre  upon  terms  of 
payment  considerably  more  attractive  to  the  Water 
Company.  Although  this  Club  purchased  at  a 
reasonable  price,  the  land  is  less  valuable  as  real 
estate  than  our  property. 

The  United  States  Government  bought  from 
Spring  Valley  in  1917  a  tract  of  150  acres  adjoin- 
ing our  property  for  $1504  an  acre.  As  a  great 
deal  of  this  Fort  Funston  property  is  waste  land, 
it  is  less  valuable  as  real  estate  than  the  Olympic 
Club  property. 

It  is  quite  safe  to  say  that  at  any  time  during 
the  negotiations  between  our  Club  and  Spring 
Valley,  the  latter  could  have  sold  the  property 
we  have  acquired  for  a  price  in  excess  of  $2000 
per  acre. 

Contrast  these  figures  with  the  average  price 
of  $1115  per  acre  which  we  are  paying.  Great 
credit  is  due  to  President  Humphrey  and  the 
Directors  who  co-operated  with  him  in  the 
negotiations. 


THEY  WANT  IT  NOW 

The  foreword — or  policy  outlining  prospectus  is 
what  it  really  was — which  was  printed  on  the  first 
page  of  the  rejuvenated  Olympian,  in  SeDtember 
last,  promised  a  Club  magazine  that  would  be  the 
equal  if  not  the  superior  of  any  similar  publication 
in  the  country. 

The  editorial  committee  has  been  congratulating 
itself  that  the  advancement  made  in  form,  make-up 
and  general  tone  was  a  step  in  the  right  direction, 
and  that  a  few  more  steps  forward  would  make 
The  Olympian  what  it  aimed  eventually  to  be. 

But  there  are  Olympians  who,  interested  in  it 
from  the  first,  have  regretted  that  for  a  long  time 
it  was  not  getting  any  better;  they  claim  t'nat  the 
rejuvenated  Olympian  is  not  exactly  what  the 
foreword  referred  to  promised  for  it,  and,  to 
employ  a  favorite  vulgarism,  they  want  their 
doughnut  now. 

Why  should  not  the  Olympic  Club  have  as 
good  a  magazine  as  the  Detroit  Athletic  Club  for 
instance,  which  has  something  in  it  to  read  aside 
from  long  personal  articles  on  athletics,  never  read 
by  anyone  but  active  participants  in  the  particular 


branch  or  class  in  which  he  is  active,  for  no  other 
branch  is  of  the  slightest  interest  to  him.  The 
golfer  reads  only  of  golf,  the  swimmer  never  more 
than  merely  glances  at  any  article  that  does  not 
deal  with  water  sports,  and  it  is  the  same  with  all 
other  classes  of  athletics,  for  it  is  true  that  there 
is  seldom  anything  else  to  read. 

While  some  of  these  objections  are  not  alto- 
gether true,  their  partial  support  by  existing  facts 
gives  them  a  standing  and  they  will  be  discussed 
in  rebuttal,  in  the  hope  that  the  arguments  may 
bring  about  that  co-operation,  without  which  the 
desired  result  cannot  be  attained. 

This  means  co-operation  that  is  constructive 
and  not  academic  or  instructive;  active  co-opera- 
tion and  not  the  questionable  wisdom  of  those 
whose  arguments  are  not  based  upon  actual  ex- 
perience. Good  conversation  and  sound  advice  are 
twin  elements  in  securing  progression,  but  both 
are  to  be  had  for  nothing  on  every  hand,  and 
soon  becomes  of  small  value  in  comparison  with 
the  advice  that  is  backed  by  generous  offers  to  co- 
operate along  the  lines  of  production. 

The  "something  to  read  besides  athletics"  has 
not  been  printed  because  no  contribution  has  been 
received  that  was  not  either  sent  in  by  Athletic 
Commissioners  or  contributors  secured  by  them. 
Versifiers  have  so  far  offered  more  than  enough 
of  their  effusions  to  fill  a  page,  but  no  short  story, 
bit  of  romance,  or  narration  of  an  adventure  has 
even  been  vaguely  promised,  although  several  who 
could  have  written  them  have  received  invitations 
to  do  so  that  were  accepted  tentatively  only. 

It  is  here  confided  that  a  special  committee 
from  the  Board  of  Associate  Editors,  composed 
of  experts  in  the  line  of  magazine  making,  have 
outlined  a  policy  and  prepared  a  "dummy"  for  just 
such  a  magazine  as  has  been  sighed  for  by  those 
who  want  their  doughnut  now.  If  sufficient  sup- 
port can  be  shown  to  be  available,  this  still  greater 
Olympian  will  be  issued,  with  a  guarantee  that  it 
will  be  better  than  any  Club  organ  yet  issued  and 
quite  the  equal  of  any  of  the  standard  periodicals. 

But  this  much  to  be  desired  even  better  Olym- 
pian cannot  become  a  fact  unless  the  somewhat 
meager  support  that  the  present  one  has  received 
can  be  largely  augmented  by  co-operation  that  is 
definite  and  not  theoretical,  material  and  not  vision- 
ary. The  Board  of  Directors  would  be  very  glad 
to  support  a  publication  that  would  be  worthy 
of  distribution  anywhere,  and  will  give  such  a 
publication  its  financial  support  whenever  the 
membership  has  expressed  its  willingness  to  con- 
tribute theirs.  The  nature  of  this  supporting  co- 
operation may  be  classified,  as  follows:

STANFORD    OUTPOINTS    CLUB 

IN  a  fast  game  Saturday,  January  13th,  Stanford 
Varsity  beat  the  Olympic  Club  unlimited 
basketball  team.  This  was  the  Club's  opening 
game.  Last  year  Stanford  turned  the  same 
trick  under  similar  circumstances.  But  that  is  not 
all.  Both  games  belonged  to  anybody  until  the 
last  minute  of  play.  The  score  sheet  for  the  last 
game  read:  Stanford  18,  O.  C.  14.  The  interesting 
feature  of  these  numbers  is  that  in  the  eighteen 
points  garnered  by  Stanford  only  five  field  goals 
are  represented.  Club  players  incurred  more  than 
twelve  penalties  and  Rogers  made  eight  of  these 
good.  While  not  indicative  of  intentional  dis- 
regard for  rules,  or  lack  of  playing  knowledge,  it 
would  seem  that  the  new  organization  of  fouls 
means  that  basketball  must  be  played  as  basket- 
ball, and  not  as  an  approximation  thereof.  That 
is  a  team  must  make  its  points,  or  keep  its  oppo- 
nents from  scoring,  by  means  within  the  rules. 
In  this  connection  it  seemed  very  apparent  Satur- 
day that  the  practice  of  a  player's  holding  onto 
his  man  is  very  objectionable.  It  appears  that 
this  sort  of  thing  cannot  be  readily  detected  by  the 
referee,  who  must  of  necessity  follow  the  ball,  so 
that  the  "tagging"  goes  on  behind  his  back.  It 
constitutes  an  infraction  of  the  rules  and  should 
be  checked  from  the  score  bench.  Several  of  the 
Club  guards  were  worried  bv  this  species  of 
tenacity  as  demonstrated  by  a  certain  Stanford 
forward.  The  game  as  a  whole  was  cleanly  fought 
and  showed  a  high  grade  of  skill.  Stanford's 
offensive  is  fine  for  working  the  ball  down  the 
floor.  It  uses  a  formation  much  like  the  old  Rugby 
backfield;  the  forwards  dribbling  until  blocked, 
when  they  immediately  pivot  and  pass  to  a  team 
mate  directly  in  the  rear.  But  the  capable  guard- 
ing of  Frank  Jensen  and  George  Schweitzer  pre- 
vented these  dribbling  rushes  from  culminating. 
Their  work  was  scientific  and  well  executed.  At 
forward  Berndt  and  Ludar,  time  after  time,  worked 
the  ball  to  within  scoring  distance  of  the  basket 
only  to  have  it  turned  down  by  that  treacherous 
goal.  Individually  the  Club  stood  out  above  the 
Crimson  players,  but  the  maxim,  "The  whole  is 
greater  than  any  of  its  parts,"  does  work  in 
athletics,  for  the  team  work  of  Stanford  was 
superior  to  that  of  the  Club.

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Bees  Are  Anarchists 

For  the  Juveniles 

By  Clay  M.  Greene 


THIS  may  seem  a  strange  statement  to  make, 
considering  that  all  along  we  have  supposed 
bees  to  be  an  insect  nation,  wisely  and 
tenderly  governed  by  a  recognized  queen. 
Recent  reading  on  the  subject,  however,  has  caused 
me  to  believe  that  a  beehive  is  the  seat  of  the  only 
well  organized  anarchy  in  existence.  Of  course 
there  is  a  queen,  who  is  in  many  ways  the  head 
of  the  nation,  but,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  she  is 
queen  only  so  long  as  she  can  perform  her  duties 
to  the  satisfaction  of  her  subjects,  after  which,  in 
case  of  any  failure,  she  is  duly  assassinated  and 
another  queen  appointed  in  her  place. 

Nevertheless,  whether  it  be  anarchy,  or  Bol- 
shevism, or  monarchy,  a  colony  of  bees  is  the  most 
interesting,  complete  and  systematic  government 
in  the  world.  It  is  orderly  too,  except  when  the 
workers  organize  for  an  expedition  of  violence  and 
murder,  which,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  happens  quite 
frequently.  My  authority  for  this  statement  is 
Mr.  Bonnier,  one  of  the  best  authorities  on  bee 
culture,  and  his  writings  on  the  subject  have  made 
me  feel  quite  sure  that  he  knows  what  he  is  talking 
about. 

In  this  "organized  anarchy,"  as  this  writer  calls 
the  beehive,  the  queen  really  has  no  authority 
whatsoever,  and,  excepting  at  swarming  time,  when 
it  becomes  her  duty  to  select  a  swarming  place 
for  her  colony  to  gather,  her  only  other  duty  is 
the  laying  of  eggs  to  provide  for  future  generations 
of  her  kind.  She  herself  is  from  the  same  kind  of 
egg  that  produces  the  workers,  but  is  given  a  par- 
ticular sort  of  food  that  after  a  time  raises  her  to 
the  position  of  queen,  but  in  name  only. 

After  her  birth  she  goes  outside  of  her  hv>~e 
only  once,  for  she  is  a  perpetual  prisoner  until 
she  goes  out  to  lead  a  swarm  She  is  pampered 
and  faithfully  waited  upon  only  on  condition  that 
she  does  exactly  what  is  expected  of  her,  which  is, 
at  certain  seasons  of  the  year,  to  deposit  3000  eggs 
in  as  many  cells  and  deposit  them  properly.  If 
at  any  time  she  should  cease  to  lav  the  proper 
number  of  eggs,  her  anarchistic  subjects  begin  to 
prepare  for  another  queen  to  take  her  place.  She 
herself  must  lay  the  egg  for  her  successor,  in  a 
special  cell  prepared  for  the  purpose.  Then  the 
larvae,  as  the  baby  bee  is  called,  is  fed  with  the 
food  made  only  for  queens,  and  when  she  is  ready 
to  begin  the  laying  of  eggs  for  her  successors,  the 
old  queen  is  ruthlessly  fallen  upon  by  her  former 
devoted  subjects  and  bitten  to  death. 


The  only  privilege  the  queen  has  that  is  better 
than  that  of  any  of  her  subjects,  is  living  longer. 
The  summer  workers  live  only  six  or  eight  weeks, 
the  winter  ones  four  or  five  months,  while  the 
queen,  if  she  shall  continue  to  be  busy  always  with 
the  laying  of  eggs,  may  continue  to  live  on  through 
four  or  five  years.  It  is  not  only  the  queen  against 
which  the  murderous  assaults  are  directed,  but 
often  for  reasons,  the  drones  are  slaughtered  by 
hundreds.  The  duties  of  the  drones  have  not,  I 
believe,  been  satisfactorily  described,  but  the  main 
service  they  are  supposed  to  perform  that  is 
real  service,  is  to  act  as  nurses  and  feed  the  young 
bees  while  the  workers  are  out  after  their  loads 
of  honey. 

But  in  spite  of  their  easy  lives,  when  winter 
comes  the  drones  begin  to  grow  serious,  for  it  is 
known  that  all,  or  at  least  a  great  many  of  them, 
will  soon  be  under  sentence  of  death.  The  work- 
ers count  their  store  of  honied  cells,  and  if  the 
summer's  yield  has  not  been  large  enough,  the 
drones  are  cowardly  murdered.  I  say  cowardly, 
because  the  drones  have  no  stingers,  which  leaves 
them  with  no  weapon  to  defend  themselves,  and 
after  a  slight  resistance  in  a  corner  of  the  hive,  they 
are  slain  and  their  bodies  carried  out  by  organized 
companies  of  corpse  bearers. 

The  duties  of  workers  are  not  confined  to  the 
gathering  of  honey  alone,  for  there  are  many  offices 
in  the  hive  which  must  always  be  well  filled,  and 
the  gentlemanly  drones  cannot  be  depended  upon 
to  perform  any  of  them.  So  such  workers  as  cam 
be  spared  are  divided  into  classes  to  perform  inside 
work,  which  is  quite  as  important  as  the  gathering 
of  honey,  although  perhaps  not  so  interesting  or 
healthful.  There  are  always  several  industrious 
workers  at  or  near  the  door  of  the  hive.  These 
are  the  guards,  whose  duties  are  to  keep  enemies! 
from  entering,  such  as  wasps,  death's  head  moths! 
and  robber  bees  from  other  hives.  It  often  hap-! 
pens  that  there  are  more  intruders  than  guards  j 
in  which  case  the  latter  are  justified  in  calling 
for  help  from  the  inside,  so  that  the  intruders  maji 
be  killed  or  driven  away. 

After  the  guards,  the  next  in  importance  an 
the  ventilators.  These  place  themselves  at  th< 
doors,  and  by  the  constant  movement  of  theii 
wings  ventilate  the  hive,  so  that  dampness  maj! 
not  enter  it  and  destroy  the  honev.  Then,  too 
there  are  scavengers  who  clear  the  hive  of  all  dir| 
or   waste  matter,   remove   the  bodies   of  bees   thaj 
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have  died  during  the  night,  and  take  away  badly 
formed  eggs  or  larvae.  Bees  who  become  so  sick 
as  to  be  unable  to  perform  the  duties  required  of 
them  are  never  nursed  or  doctored,  and  it  is  also 
the  duty  of  the  scavengers  to  put  these  to  death 
and  remove  them  at  once. 

The  workers  are,  of  course,  the  most  important 
personages  in  the  hive,  for  each  of  them  has  a 
particular  kind  of  work  to  do  and  does  nothing 
else.  Some  gather  the  nectar  from  flowers,  others 
the  pollen  or  dust  like  substance,  also  gathered 
from  flowers,  and  which  is  mixed  with  the  nectar 
to  form  proper  honey.  Some  times  these  earnest 
workers  "water  their  stock,"  and  workers  there  are 
whose  duty  it  is  to  bring  in  the  water,  which, 
mixed  with  the  nectar  and  pollen,  gives  the  honey 
the  proper  thickness  or  thinness,  whichever  hap- 
pens to  be  necessary  at  the  time.  It  has  been 
discovered  that  the  workers  can  perform  any  of 
these  services  if  necessary,  but  it  is  generally  the 
custom  to  confine  each  bee  to  some  particular 
line  of  work. 

Referring  again  to  the  drones,  there  is  much 
speculation  as  to  what  use  they  are  in  the  hive, 
and  it  is  not  always  they  that  are  called  upon  to 
act  as  nurse  girls.  This  work  is  often  done  by 
young  bees  who  are  not  old  enough  for  exploring, 
and  also  by  the  old  ones,  who  cannot  travel  far 
from  the  hive,  but  are  very  industrious  in  warming 
the  young  and  keeping  them  from  being  disturbed. 
I  have  spoken  of  robber  bees  from  other  hives 
whom  the  guards  must  fight  away-  Instances  of 
this  kind  are  very  numerous,  and  organized  warfare 
against  a  colony  that  has  offended  in  this  way 
has  been  noticed  by  bee  students  over  and  over 
again.  Much  might  be  repeated  here  about  what 
I  have  just  finished  reading  of  bees,  but,  aside  from 
lack  of  soace,  it  would  not  make  auite  so  good 
a  story  if  there  were  too  much  of  the  science  of 
bee  culture  about  it. 

It  is  really  a  most  interesting  subject  to  study, 
and  the  most  curious  phase  of  it  all  to  me  is  the 
fact  that  while  the  p-overnment  of  a  beehive  is 
most  wonderful  in  organization  and  execution,  it 
is  really  what  must  be  known  as  downright 
anarchy,  which  is  the  greatest  curse  that  can  befall 
any  government.

EXHIBITION    GOLF 

( Continued  from  Page  p) 
because  he  drove  into  the  trap  on  the  right  of  the 
green  for  a  little  variety,  but  he  pitched  out  and 
got  his  three  just  the  same.  What  would  the 
average  golfer  do?  Just  get  out,  if  he  got  out  at 
all,  and  then  spend  a  lot  of  fancy  shots  getting 
on  to  the  green,  and  then  he  would  see  how  close 
he  could  come  to  dropping  it  without  actually 
holing  the  putt,  merely  to  justify  his  contention 
that  golf  is  difficult. 

Consider  Sarazen  on  the  seventh.  One  shot 
and  he  was  six  inches  from  the  pin.  The  average 
golfer  would  fuss  and  fume  and  try  a  parabolic 
hook  or  slice,  and  after  all  his  showing  off  prob- 
ably wouldn't  get  within  twenty  feet  of  the  green, 
let  alone  the  pin.  The  average  golfers  go  in  for 
too  much  technique,  but  in  golf,  as  in  art,  sim- 
plicity is  the  thing. 

Once,  a  long  time  ago,  I  made  a  score  so  low 
that  I  never  could  get  away  from  the  idea  that  I 
had  left  out  a  hole  in  adding  it  up,  and  the  impres- 
sion that  has  remained  is  that  it  was  ridiculously 
easy.  Many  a  galleryist  felt  the  same  way  about 
golf  when  these  champions  of  three  continents 
showed  us  golf  as  she  is  played.  And  what  the  golfer 
in  the  gallery  thought  was  that  for  all  the  distance 
obtained  by  these  terrific  hitters,  there  was  not  a 
single  thing  done  that  he  too  hadn't  done  at  some 
time  or  other.  The  only  difference  was  that  the 
exhibitors  did  the  things  consecutively  and  con- 
sistently, while  the  average  golfer  does  them  only 
in  his  lapses  from  his  everlasting  efforts  to  score 
well  and  at  the  same  time  make  the  game  just  as 
difficult  as  he  possibly  can. 

Take  the  matter  of  driving.     Simplest  thing  in 
the  world.     I    watched    all    four    of    these    inter- 
nationally   famous    golfers    drive    them   time    after 
time  and  every  last  one  of  them  swung  the  club 
around    the    neck    both    ways    and    somewhere    in 
between  gave  the  ball  a  good  poke.    And  that's  all 
there  was  to  it.     No  trick  stuff  here.     They  even 
watched  the  ball  while  they  hit   it.     The  average 
golfer  does  approximately  the  same  thing,  but  he 
is    not    content    to    do    it   simply.      He   has   to    get 
his   hands   in  some  interesting  position,  his   knees 
or  his  elbows  into   a  picturesque  posture,   and  he 
swings  the  club  in  a  way  that  looks  hard,  and  is  | 
hard,  and  on  top  of  that  he  scorns  so  common  a  | 
thing  as  looking  at  the  ball.     The  average  golfer 
doesn't  even  try  to  simplify  matters.     If  one  thing 
he  does  turns  out  to  be  too  easy  he  is  not  satisfied  j 
until  he  makes  it  difficult,  and  if  his  experiments  j 
produce  a  swing  that  allows  him  to  miss  the  ball  i 
entirely  he  is  more  than  e  :er  convinced  that  golf  | 
is  a  hard  game.     Nothing  makes  for  high  scoring  j 
so  much  as  a  swing  that  misses  the  ball  altogether. 

Neither   Sarazen,   or   Hutchinson,   or   Kirkwood  | 
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were  attending  as  strictly  to  business  as  Hagen 
was,  and  they  indulged  in  some  pretty  trick  stuff 
occasionally,  but  we  couldn't  have  a  better  example 
of  what  intricate  shots  will  do  to  a  man's  golf  than 
what  happened  to  Hagen  on  the  seventeenth  hole 
of  the  last  round.  He  was  doing  nicely  up  to  this 
point  with  four  under  par,  having  shot  a  conserva- 
tive game  with  no  frills  or  anything  except  a  long 
succession  of  pars  and  birdies.  From  the  seven- 
teenth tee  he  had  a  simple,  long,  straight  drive, 
and  it  would  have  been  easy  for  him  to  get  the 
course  record,  but  no,  the  temptation  was  too 
great.     He  said  to  himself,  no  doubt: 

"These  people  have  been  nice  to  be  so  interested 
in  my  simple  offering  and  I  would  like  to  show 
them  something  of  the  spectacular.  I  will  make 
a  run-up  shot  of  my  second  to  this  hole,  and  I 
will  bounce  this  ball  off  this  little  rise  in  front 
of  my  ball,  and  they  will  get  a  thrill." 

The  ball  bounced  alright,  but  it  bounced  too 
short  and  the  British  Open  Champion  lay  at  the 
foot  of  the  hill.  But  that  was  nothing.  He  knew 
of  a  trap  up  by  the  green  that  he  could  get  into 
and  still  provide  a  little  spectacle.  His  third  short 
did  find  the  trap,  but  the  simple  thing,  the  obviovs 
thing,  to  do  evidently  did  not  occur  to  him.  In- 
stead of  chipping  out  of  the  trap  for  his  four,  ?s 
any  one  would  have  done  who  wanted  an  easy 
four,   he   overplayed   the   green   and   finally   took   a 


seven.  If  there  is  any  harder  way  of  getting  a 
four  than  taking  a  seven  I  dont  know  of  it. 

The  seven  cost  Hagen  the  record,  but  his 
seventy-one  and  &e  morning  round  of  63  was  satis- 
factory to  every  one  concerned.  He  and  Kirkwood 
won  the  match  by  a  margin  of  8  and  7  over  36 
holes,  which  might  give  the  erroneous  impression 
that  Sarazen  and  Hutchinson  were  playing  poorly, 
but  two  men  could  hardly  have  been  found  in  all 
the  world  to  successfully  cope  with  the  Hagen- 
Kirkwood  best  ball  rounds  of  65  and  66. 

The  exhibition  was  a  treat,  for  which  we  have 
to  thank  the  Olympic  Club  Golf  Committee,  the 
individual  subscribers  and  the  Olympic  Club

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THE  CRAWL  STROKE 
[Continued  from  Page  16) 
when  a  novice,  or  a  person  who  swims  infrequently 
gets  into  the  water  and  off  his  feet,  the  ordinary 
co-ordiation  of  the  body  muscles,  which  is  based 
on  the  business  of  standing  on  something  firm  with 
his  feet,  is  thrown  off,  and  most  of  the  muscles 
immediately  tend  to  become  rigid  and  contract. 
Applied  to  breathing  this  is  what  happens — that 
group  of  muscles  listed  in  books  on  anatomy  as 
the  intercostals,  which  run  in  between  the  ribs 
and  with  the  diaphragm  control  the  action  of  the 
lungs,  all  pull  in  and  contract  thereby  reducing 
the  air  space  in  the  lungs.  Here,  Mister  Novice, 
is  the  source  of  your  "shortage  of  wind."  Short- 
ness of  breath  or  wind  is  nothing  more  than  an 
unnatural  contraction  of  the  air  area  in  the  lungs. 

To  overcome  this  RELAX.  Relax  when  you 
get  into  the  water,  and  you  will  find  your  problem 
of  swimming  greater  distances  suddenly  resolve 
itself  into  a  simple  task,  indeed. 

To  get  back  to  the  crawl  stroke — the  arms  are 
the  true  and  main  source  of  propulsive  power.  The 
legs  are  secondary.  Get  a  good  arm  stroke, 
^he  arm  stroke  is  really  very  simple.  To  illus- 
trate put  your  arm  straight  up  in  the  air,  palm 
forward,  stiff  at  the  elbow.  Swing  the  arm  straight 
3own  until  it  is  along  side  your  body  with  the 
oalm  facing  to  the  rear.  That  is  the  arm  stroke 
|:o  the  crawl.  Both  arms  alternately  pull  straight 
down  and  back  on  a  line,  executing  a  half  circle 
arc  in  a  plane  at  right  angles  to  a  line  running 
:hrough  the  body  which  is  lying  flat  on  the  water. 

We  have  spoken  of  the  roll  of  the  body.  The 
Dody  rolls  as  if  upon  a  rod  which  may  fancifully 
oe  said  to  run  straight  through  it  from  the  head 
:o  a  point  between  the  two  ankles. 

Some  of  these  instructions  may  seem  rather 
echnical.  I  have  attempted  to  simplify  as  much 
is  possible.    Read  then  over  and  then  try  them  out. 

That  swimming  tank  downstairs  is  wonderful 
un  if  you  can  get  a  little  grip  on  the  crawl  stroke.

It  can  hardly  be  said  that  luck  favored  the 
Club  team  this  season,  though  at  least  one  of  the 
clubs  that  came  uncomfortably  close  to  putting  us 
out  calls  us  "always  lucky."  As  a  matter  of 
fact  we  were  not  lucky;  when  Captain  Tom 
Wigton  had  his  leg  broken  in  the  third  game  of 
the  series  we  didn't  feel  lucky,  and  when  Jack 
O'Connor  joined  him  at  the  Lane  Hospital  De- 
cember 3rd  we  felt  a  very  unlucky  lot.  When  the 
vesatile  Drury  went  to  New  York,  Washauer 
transferred  to  the  Thistles  and  Armstrong,  after 
showing  his  wares  in  two  good  games,  had  to  go 
to  sea  because  no  position  ashore  could  be  found 
tor  him,  some  of  us  felt  that  we  had  been  climb- 
ing uphill  since  October  the  22nd. 

What  had  we  to  offset  these  adversities? 
Enough  to  do  the  trick  as  it  proved :  An  excellent 
:oach,  whose  personality  is  winning,  whose  ex- 
Derience   has   been   in   the    professional    ranks    and 


whose  coaching  lectures  were  interesting  enough 
to  attract  a  full  attendance  each  week;  loyal  and 
systematic  training  on  the  part  of  the  players, 
whose  confidence  never  wavered  but  increased  as 
they  felt  themselves  acquiring  knowledge  of  how 
to  use  the  ball,  through  the  efforts  of  the  coach; 
unremitting  zeal  and  attention  on  the  part  of  trainer 
Billie  Von  Poehlnitz,  and  proper  backing  and  at- 
tention to  comfort  by  the  Athletic  Committee,  the 
manager  and  the  assistant  manager.  One  cannot 
leave  out  fatherly  Tom  Bunyon  as  a  contributor  to 
success,  for  Tom  insisted  on  proper  publicity  for 
the  game  in  the  Olympian,  and  publicity  is  dear  to 
the  heart  of  "young"  America. 

It  WAS  an  unhill  fight  and  the  Olympic  Club, 
through  its  Athletic  Committee  and  the  Board  of 
Directors,  have  generously  recognized  the  team's 
work  in  winning  the  championship  by  supplement- 
ing the  gold  medals  presented  by  the  league  with 
gold  footballs  presented  by  the  Club. 

The  handsome  solid  silver  cup  with  the  winged 
footballs  on,  won  for  the  Club  by  the  team,  will 
be  presented  to  the  winners  in  public  and  the 
gold  footballs  and  league  medals  are  to  be  pre- 
sented at  a  dinner  to  be  given  the  team  by  the 
Athletic   Committee. 

It  took  seventeen  men  to  carry  the  team  to  vic- 
tory; the  smallest  number  we  have  ever  used  in 
a  season..  Six  of  them  are  decided  veterans;  four 
near  veterans:  six  recent  promotions  from  the 
second  or  "reserves,"  and  one,  Frank  Armstrong, 
a  new  comer  from  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted 
Folice,  secured  through  correspondence:  a  vlgorous 
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young  man  of  only  22  years  of  age  and  good  for 
many  years  yet. 

The  battles  for  the  Club's  fame  and  glory  that 
some  of  them  have  waged  tops  the  hundred  mark. 
In  fact,  a  summary  of  what  they  have  done  may 
prove  interesting. 

Taking  only  senior  league  games  played,  and 
therefore  omitting  all  friendly  games  against  vis- 
iting teams,  all  cup-tie  games  and  all  out-of-town 
games,  we  find  the  following  individual  history  of 
the  men  who  played  on  the  victorious  team  this 
closed  season: 

Lieut.  Charles  D.  Hudson,  in  spite  of  war  ab- 
sence in  Siberia,  has,  since  joining  the  Club  team 


Bert  Aceret,  a  reservist,  goalkeeper,  16  games; 
Herbert  Wegner,  a  reservist,  now  a  fixture  on  the 
senior  eleven  since  the  beginning  of  the  1922-23 
season,  15  games;  William  Hay,  a  veteran  from 
local  teams  around  the  bay,  12  games,  7  goals;  H. 
R.  Garry,  recently  brought  up  from  the  reserves, 
6  games;  Frank  Armstrong,  mentioned  above,  2 
games,  3  goals;  E.  G.  Asay,  a  reservist,  1  game, 
and  William  Rice,  a  reservist,  1  game,  1  goal. 

What  is  this  team's  chances  for  the  State  cham- 
pionship?    Oh!  Not  so  bad! 

To  sum  up:  Our  team,  formed  in  1914,  has,  up 
to  date,  won  the  league  championship  of  1915-16 
and  1922-23;  the  State  championships  of  1920  and

in  1914,  played  111  games  and  scored  19  goals; 
Charles  A.  Anderson,  since  1915,  101  games,  19 
goals;  William  (Billie)  O'Connor,  since  1915,  87 
games,  65  goals;  John  F.  O'Connor,  since  1916, 
63  games,  16  goals;  Elbert  A.  Singer,  since  1914, 
78  games;  Tom  Wigton,  since  1914  and  in  spite 
of  his  return  to  China  from  1915  to  1918,  60 
games,  and  although  a  back  and  therefore  not 
expected  to  score,  7  goals;  John  Holbert,  taken 
from  the  reserves  in  1919,  47  games;  Clarence 
Dixon,  who  came  up  from  the  reserves  with  Bois- 
seree  and  Bob  Foster  also  in  1919,  41  games,  7 
goals;  Victor  Boisseree,  31  games,  8  goals;  Mau- 
rice  Foox,  from  the  reserves,    17   games,   6   goals; 


of  1921,  and  five  of  the  annual  five-a-side  tourna- 
ments. 

It  is  only  just,  now,  that  we  should  note  what 
our  reserves  are  doing.  They  supply  our  seniors 
with  new  men  to  fill  the  inevitable  gaps,  and  un 
less  the  reserves  are  properly  cultured  the  gaps 
would  be  inadequately  filled.     . 

What  grief  the  reserves  came  to  when  Wegner, 
Foox  and  sometimes  Aceret,  were  called  upon  to 
take  their  places  on  the  field  for  the  seniors  (and, 
later  on,  Carry,  Rice  and  Asay)  is  best  shown  in 
the  following  games  and  their  results..  The  re- 
covery of  the  reserves  is  also  shown  in  the  latter 
half    of    the    season    when    the    senior    ceased   to: 
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call  for  more  help  and  "new  blood"  had  been 
found  to  fill  the  reserve  gaps  and  the  reserves 
themselves  better  educated  by  the  calling  of  the 
veteran  Balmain  to  play  and  coach,  all  at  the 
same  time.  Jack  Balmain,  who  played  for  the 
Club  for  years,  came  out  of  his  retirement  on  his 
farm  in  Los  Altos,  when  called  and  notified  of  the 
necessity,  and  cheerfully  took  his  place  amongst 
the  youngsters.  He  is  doing  for  them  what  John 
Young  is  doing  for  the  seniors.

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Handball  Comments

The  Try-Out  Tournament 


THE  try-out  tournament  to  determine  who 
would  represent  the  Club  in  the  National 
Handball  Tournament  at  St.  Paul  in  the 
month  of  March  took  place,  as  had  been  an- 
nounced, with  the  first  matches  played  Sunday,  Jan- 
uary the  28th.  There  were  only  four  entrants,  Joe 
Murray,  Jack  Donovan,  Lane  McMillan  and  Milton 
Coleman.  Because  of  illness,  Larry  Granfield  was 
unable  to  enter  the  competition,  to  his  keen 
chagrin  and  disappointment,  as  he  was  enthusiastic 
about  the  tournament,  and  confident  of  his  chances 
to  place. 

The  four  contestants  are  to  be  commended  for 
the  sacrifice  each  one  made  in  complying  with  the 
conditions  governing  the  contest,  requiring  a  con- 
tinuance of  play  for  six  consecutive  days  on  the 
part  of  each. 

Murray  emerged  from  the  conflict  with  the 
highest  percentage  of  victories,  with  five  wins  and 
one  loss,  sustained  at  the  hands  of  Jack  Donovan, 
who  accomplished  the  feat  in  two  straight  games, 
21-18,  21-16.  The  next  in  order  to  finish  was 
Jack  Donovan,  with  four  wins  and  two  losses,  fol- 
lowed by  Lane  McMillan,  with  three  wins  and 
three  losses.  Although  Coleman  finished  in  fourth 
place,  he  none  the  less  gave  a  good  account  of 
himself,  and  will  be  more  of  a  contender  in  the 
future. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Athletic  Com- 
mittee and  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
it  was  decided  to  send  three  players  to  the  National 
Tournament,  the  selection  to  constitute  the  players 
to  finish  one,  two,  three,  in  the  try-out  tournament. 
Consequently,  these  three  players  are  Joe  Murray, 
Jack  Donovan  and  Lane  McMillan,  who  finished 
in  the   order   named. 

The  National  Tournament  will  be  held  in  the 
St.  Paul  Athletic  Club  from  March  19th  to  the 
24th,  inclusive.

Intelligence  received  from  Chairman 
Weinhagen  of  the  St.  Paul  club  is  to  the  effect 
that  the  courts  are  practically  the  same  in  dimen- 


sions as  ours,  that  is,  22  feet  wide,  50  feet  in 
length  and  25  feet  at  the  front  wall. 

The  Commissioner,  through  the  courtesy  and 
consideration  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  will  also 
make  the  trip,  accompanying  the  three  players  on 
the  date  already  designated. 

This  National  Tournament  will  mark  the  debut 
of  the  Club  in  competition  for  handball  honors, 
and  while  the  caliber  and  ability  of  the  Eastern 
contingent  is  to  a  certain  extent  speculative,  we 
express  the  opinion  that  they  must  be  of  an  ex- 
ceptionally high  order  if  they  are  enabled  com- 
pletely to  frustrate  the  efforts  of  the  three  boys 
that  will  represent  the  Club. 

We  do  not  regard  ourselves  as  unduly  opti- 
mistic when  we  assert  that  when  the  smoke  of 
battle  has  cleared,  the  banner  of  the  Club  will  be 
found  flaunting  to  the  breeze.

Creating  a  Tradition  Out  of  a  Precedent" 

Home  and  Home  Match   With  the  California  Golf  Club

T  was  four  years  ago  when  the 
golf  consciousness  of  the  Olympic 
Club  was  budding  into  being,  a 
bronze  and  silver  shield  was  pro- 
vided as  the  outward  and  visible 
sign  of  superiority  of  the  side  that 
would  win  the  most  points  in  the  Home  and  Home 
match  between  the  California  Golf  Club  and  the 
Olympic  Club  golfers. 

That  outward  and  visible  sign  was  won,  taken, 
engraved,  hung  up,  gloated  over  and  otherwise 
appropriated  by  the  California  gents  after  the  first 
match  was  played,  and  for  a  whole  year,  while 
the  gall  of  defeat  was  bitter  in  the  mouths  of 
Olympians,  the  aforesaid  California  clubbers 
feasted  on  the  sight  of  what  they  have  seen  neither 
hair  nor  hide  of  since.  The  following  year  the 
shield  found  a  place  at  Lakeside,  and  there  it  has 
remained,  and  will  remain  until  it's  first  possessors 
can  come  and  get  it. 


It  is  safe  for  another  year  at  least,  but  a  year 
is  what  puts  addition  in  tradition,  and  next  year 
may  see  the  selected  forty  of  Olympians  kneeling 
before  the  shield  in  an  all  night  vigil,  clasping 
mashie  niblicks  in  their  hands  and  taking  oath  to 
battle  until  life  doth  depart,  rather  than  let  any 
California  golfer  get  so  much  as  a  sniff  of  the 
bacon. 

On  February  4th  the  Olympic  Club  A  team, 
led  by  Dudley  Sales,  descended  from  their  Lake- 
side stronghold  and  did  things  to  the  first  team  of 
the  Californians.  They  did  these  things  thorough- 
ly, systematically  and  with  malice  toward  none 
The  California  golfers  also  did  some  things  to 
their  Olympic  guests,  but  not  so  thoroughly  or 
systematically,  for  twelve  single  matches  went  to 
the  Olympians  and  but  eight  to  the  Californians, 
In  the  afternoon  four-ball  matches'  honors  were 
equally  divided,  and  Olympic  As  ended  the  day 
with  four  points  to  the  good. 
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In  the  meanwhile  Dr.  Mervy's  cohorts  were 
defending  themselves  from  the  onslaught  of  the 
visiting  California  Bs,  and  they  did  it  thoroughly, 
systematically  and  with  malice  toward  none.  The 
morning  singles  gave  them  eight  points,  the  after- 
noon four-ballers  two  points. 

Thus,  at  the  half-way  point  the  Olympic  golfers 
had  good  reason  to  be  cocky.  Fourteen  points  is 
a  generous  lead,  but  all  credit  must  be  given  to 
the  Californians  when  hostilities  were  resumed  on 
February  11th,  and  especially  to  the  B  team.  In 
a  Home  and  Home  match,  where  the  teams  are 
anywhere  nearly  equally  matched,  fourteen  points 
is  a  tremendous  margin.  But  in  spite  of  this 
almost  hopeless  handicap,  the  Californians  made 
a  valiant  effort  to  regain  the  ground  they  had 
lost  during  the  previous  encounter. 

In  the  singles  the  California  As  lost  but  one 
point,  their  Bs  winning  two.  It  was  in  the  four- 
ball  matches  that  both  the  California  A  and  B 
teams  made  their  final  stand.  And  it  was  here 
that  they  regained  six  points,  a  total  of  seven 
points  on  the  day's  play,  thus  cutting  down  the 
Olympians'  lead  to  the  final  score  of  seven  points. 

There  were  many  splendid,  close  matches  and 
same  sumrises  in  results.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  all  of  the  four-ball  matches  that  the  Olympian 
As  won  at  California  were  decided  at  the  home 
green      A  change  in  line-urj  was  necessarv  for  the 


second  half  of  the  match,  which  had  the  effect  of 
weakening  our  B  team.  The  big  surprise  of  the 
match  was  the  defeat  of  Eddie  Twiggs  and  Johnnie 
McHugh  by  W.  R.  Winstead  and  Milton  Latham 
in  the  last  days'  four-ball  matches.  Twiggs  had 
beaten  Winstead  in  the  morning  by  three  and  two 
and  McHugh  had  defeated  Latham  by  five  and 
four.  Yet,  these  Olympians,  who  are  two  of  the 
best,  if  not  the  best,  at  Lakeside,  succumbed  to 
the  tune  of  four  and  three  in  the  afternoon. 

One  of  the  aftermaths  of  these  Home  and 
Home  matches  is  how  the  A  team  saved  the  B 
B  team,  or  vice  versa.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  both  the  A  and  B  teams  each  won  31  points 
in  the  Home  match.  It  is  also  interesting  to  note 
as  an  indication  of  how  evenly  the  four  bailer? 
were  matched,  that  all  of  the  Olympic  Club  A 
team  matches  which  they  won  in  the  afternoon 
at  California  went  to  the   18th  green  for  decision. 

These  Home  and  Home  matches  make  the  most 
interesting  competition,  and  there  should  be  more 
of  them.  Perhaps  we  shall  have  a  Home  and 
Home  match  with  San  Jose,  which  was  played 
last  year,  and  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  a  part  of 
our  annual  golf  program. 

But  for  real  competition  what  could  be  better 
than  a  league  formed  among  the  golf  clubs  of  the 
bay  region,  each  one  being  represented  by  a  team

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Another  Act  of  Prohibition

CHESTER  ROWELL  and  others  want  to 
make  it  unlawful  to  own  a  pistol,  think- 
ing to  reduce  crime. 

Take  away  the  automobile  and  you  will 
also  reduce  crime,  but  to  prohibit  owning  pistols 
you  would  have  bootlegging  in  pistols  where  the 
law  abiding  would  "abide"  and  crooks  would  not. 

A  uniform  law  has  been  provided  as  follows 
from  the  United  States  Revolver  Association  re- 
port: 

"With  a  view  to  providing  effective  legislation 
which  will  minimize  the  use  of  pistols  and  re- 
volvers by  criminals,  and  at  the  same  time  permit 
law-abiding  citizens  to  obtain  such  weapons  for 
protection  and  other  legitimate  uses,  under 
proper  restrictions,  the  United  States  Revolver 
Association  has  prepared  a  Uniform  Law  and  is 
recommending  its  enactment  in  all  of  the  States. .  . 

"This  Uniform  Law  is  based  on  the  Capper 
Bill  (S.  4012),  which  was  introduced  in  the  United 
States  Senate  by  Senator  Arthur  Capper  of  Kan- 
sas and  recently  favorably  reported  by  the  Senate 
District  of  Columbia  Committee. 

WHAT    THE     UNIFORM     LAW     PROVIDES 

"Briefly,  the  Uniform  Revolver  Law  provides 
that: 

"None  but  citizens,  personally  known,  or  prop- 
erly identified  to  a  licensed  dealer  in  firearms,  are 
permitted  to  purchase'  pistols  or  revolvers.  Each 
purchaser  and  seller  must  sign  a  record  of  sale, 
each  in  the  presence  of  the  other,  and  a  copy  of 
such  record  must  be  filed  with  the  police. 

"No  pistol  or  revolver  may  be  delivered  to  the 
purchaser  until  the  day  after  the  sale. 

"Owners  of  such  firearms  are  not  permitted  to 
carry  them  on  their  persons  or  in  a  vehicle  with- 
out a  license  from  the  police. 

"Dealers  are  not  permitted  to  display  pistols 
or  revolvers,  or  imitations  thereof,  where  they  can 
be  seen  from  the  outside  of  the  store. 

"Possession  of  a  pocket  firearm  by  a  person 
committing  or  attempting  to  commit  a  felony,,  is 
regarded  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  criminal  intent, 
and  is  punishable  by  a  mandatory  sentence  to  five 
years'  extra  imprisonment. 

"Heavy  penalties  are  prescribed  for  second  and 
third  offenders.  Fourth  offenders  may  be  sen- 
tenced to  life  imprisonment. 

"Manufacturers'  seriel  numbers  or  other  identi- 


fying markes  on  pistols  or  revolvers  must  not  be 
altered  or  erased. 

"Aliens,  minors  and  persons  who  have  been 
convicted  of  a  felony  are  not  permitted  to  possess 
a  pistol  or  revolver."

This  invitation  was 
accepted,  but  since  that  time  there  have  been  many 
changes  in  Lakeside  and,  from  what  our  Golf 
Committee  informs  us,  this  will  be  the  last  trap 
shoot  over  the  present  traps,  owing  to  the  new 
fairway  being  in  front  of  the  traps.

The  30th  Infantry  Trophy  Match,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  California  Rifle  and  Pistol 
Association  on  Sunday,  February,  18th,  was 
replete  with  thrills.  The  Olympic  Club  won 
the  trophy  from  a  field  of  twenty-seven  teams, 
comprising  167  individuals,  with  a  score  of  1383 
points  out  of  a  possible  1500.  The  United  States 
Naval  Training  Station  team  tied  the  Club  for 
first  place,  the  cup  going  to  the  Olympic  team  by 
reason  of  their  higher  score  at  the  rapid  fire  stages. 
The  match  was  in  doubt  until  the  last  shot  was 
fired,  providing  the  closest  and  most  exciting  finish 
to  any  match  yet  held.  Third  place  went  to  the 
Roberts  Island  Rifle  Club  of  Stockton,  the  crack 
Coast  Artillery  Corps  aggregation  of  Fort  Scott 
had  to  be  content  with  fourth  place. 

Not  satisfied  with  winning  the  team  trophy  an 
Olympic  Club  man,  McVey,  made  the  high  score 
of  the  day,  239  out  of  a  possible  250,  and  only 
three  points  under  the  Association  record  for  this 
course.  Still  another  feature  was  the  fact  that 
Lieutenant  Palmer  of  the  Navy  team  made  a  "pos- 
sible" at  600  yards  slow  fire.  In  other  words, 
he  made  twenty  consecutive  "bullseyes,"  which  is 


truly  remarkable  shooting,  especially  under  the 
very  bad  weather  conditions  due  to  an  extremely 
high  and  variable  wind. 

The  new  spotting  telescope  which  the  rifle 
team  has  just  acquired  (described  and  illustrated 
in  the  last  issue  of  The  Olympian)  was  the  de- 
ciding factor  in  the  team's  victory.  It  saved  us 
many  points  and  demonstrated  beyond  the  shadow 
of  a  doubt  that  it  is  a  vital  part  of  the  equipment 
of  every  first-class  rifle  team.  Without  it  we  would 
have  been  badly  beaten.

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LEARN  TO  READ 

PERHAPS  this  heading  should  have  been 
written,  "Read  to  Learn,"  but  either  will 
serve  in  stating  the  purpose  of  this  editorial 
since  both  are  pleas,  injunctions  or  requests 
to  acquire  the  habit  of  reading  The  Olympian  in 
order  to  learn  what  is  in  it.

that  a  large  majority  of  the  busy  professional 
men  tuck  their  mailed  copies  in  a  desk  pigeonhole, 


intending  to  read  them,  and  finally  they  accumu- 
late into  a  mass  of  waste  paper  that  is  destroyed. 
The  advertisers  apparently  read  only  what  they 
are  paying  for,  and  there  are  dozens  who  never 
even  open  the  wrappers  but  consign  them  to  the 
indignity  of  the  waste  basket  "unhonored  and 
unsung." 

It  is  not  claimed  that  there  is  often  material 
in  The  Olympian  of  such  eminent  distinction  as 
to  merit  being  set  to  music,  but  it  is  claimed 
that  there  is  none  which  is  not  deserving  of  the 
honor  of  at  least  a  careful  inspection. 

If  the  above  paragraphs  be  understood  by  those 
who  read  them  as  being  intended  to  voice  a  com- 
plaint, then  the  intent  of  this  writer  is  clearly  indi- 
cated, for  he  is  answering  complaint  with  com- 
plaint, which  is  the  fairest  way  of  getting  anywhere 
in  respect  to  the  compilation  of  The  Olympian, 
the  material  it  should  print  and  what  it  should 
print  most  of. 

It  is  often  complained  by  caustic  critics  that 
something  should  have  been  printed  in  The  Olym^ 
pian  about  so  and  so.  One  of  these  complaints 
was  to  the  effect  that  something  should  have  been 
said  in  the  last  number  about  the  proposed  Stadium 
in  Golden  Gate  Park.  The  listener  replied  that 
in  the  last  number  the  Stadium  was  discussed 
editorially,  and  the  reply  was,  "Oh,  I  never  read 
editorials."  There  was  another  complaining  query 
asking  why  it  was  that  so  much  space  in  the  Feb- 
ruary issue  was  devoted  to  a  scientific  discussion 
of  the  lives  and  habits  of  bees,  and  this  was 
met  by  another  equally  good  Olympian  at  the  same 
table  by  the  assertion  that  he  hoped  to  see  many 
more  articles  of  the  same  nature. 

It  is  always  the  policy  of  the  Editorial  Com- 
mittee to  meet  all  objections,  and  adopt  such  sug- 
gestions as  may  make  the  Olympian  most  accept- 
able to  both  its  readers  and  those  who  receive 
from  other  readers  their  knowledge  as  to  its  value. 
It  has  often  been  urged  in  these  columns  that  if 
readers  will  only  express  their  desires  in  writing 
to  the  editors  they  will  be  gratified  to  as  full  an 
extent  as  may  be  possible. 

No  claim  has  yet  been  made  by  any  member 
of  the  editorial  staff  that  The  Olympian  has 
reached  a  degree  of  excellence  that  should  be  con- 
sidered permanent  and  there  should  be  co-ordina- 
tion between  readers  and  staff  in  order  that  it 
may  be  made  good  enough  to  appeal  even  to  the 
most  critical.  The  majority  of  our  readers  under- 
stand this  and  encourage  those  directly  interested 
with  assurances  to  the  effect  that  the  paper  has 
been  much  improved  and  is  showing  some  improve- 
ment with  each  issue. 

Improvement  to  the  hoped  for  degree  of  ex- 
cellence will  be  attained  beyond  any  doubt,  if 
such  readers  as  prefer  certain  kinds  of  reading  will 
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indicate  their  preference;  if  those  who  possess  the 
gift  of  description  or  story  telling  will  become 
contributors;  and,  above  all,  it  should  be  distinctly 
understood  that  the  perfect  Olympian  can  be 
secured  only  by  the  capital  that  will  come  through 
advertisements  plentifully  scattered  through  its 
pages.  In  this  respect  we  are  far  behind  other 
athletic  clubs  of  the  country.  Their  business  men 
advertise  in  the  club  publications,  but  our  own 
have  not  yet  made  up   their  minds.

Then,  too,  those  members  who  do  not  play 
this  most  alluring  and  best  patronized  game  of  all

Club  spirit,  if  nothing  else,  should  justify  a 
jaunt  to  Lakeside,  if  for  no  other  reason  than  to 
inspire  members  with  renewed  pride  in  a  Club  that 
will  devise  and  perfect  such  a  notable  achievement 
of  official  enterprise.  Such  a  jaunt  will  amply 
repay  the  energy  necessary  to  undertake  it,  for  it 
will  require  no  expert  to  visualize  the  splendid  pos- 
sibilities of  the  Ocean  Course  and  to  create  the 
conclusion  that  when  finished,  it  will  not  be  sur- 
passed in  scenic  splendor,  horticultural  beauty  and 
golfing  sportiness  by  any  course  in  the  State,  and 
those  whose  visions  are  clear  as  to  its  possibilities, 
refuse  even  to  except  the  splendid  picturesque  one 
Jt  Pebble   Beach. 

Roughened  as  it  is  at  present  by  scrapers, 
;tump  pullers  and  gangs  of  shovelers,  some  imagi- 
lation  is  required  to  picture  the  perfection  of  the 
greens  and  fairways  of  a  year  hence;  but  the  hills, 
he  swales,  the  valleys  and  the  wondrous  shore 
Irives  are  there  now  in  all  their  glory  and  invite 
/our  approbation,  for  there  can  be  no  criticism.

BASEBALL  and  spring  are  synonymous  and 
when  this  time  of  the  year  rolls  around  the 
call  of  the  diamond  can  be  heard  in  every 
quarter.  Each  sport  in  its  season  holds  the 
attention  of  the  sport  loving  public,  but  after  all 
there  is  none  like  the  great  American  game  when 
it  comes  to  attracting  undivided  interest. 

When  King  Football,  the  reigning  monarch  of 
the  winter  months  was  finally  laid  at  rest  on  New 
Year's  Day  and  the  baseball  boys  started  boning 
their  bats  and  oiling  their  gloves,  the  Olympic  Club 
was  not  caught  unawares.     Not  by  a  long  shot. 

A  new  commissioner  had  been  appointed  in  the 
person  of  Burt  Larkins,  an  old-time  player  for  the 
Winged  "O".  Now  Larkins  confines  his  own  ac- 
tivities to  the  handball  court,  but  his  first  love, 
baseball  remains  uppermost  in  his  thoughts. 

While  the  Club  lobby  was  filled  with  talk  of 
the  wonderful  showing  that  was  made  by  the  foot- 
ball team,  under  such  able  leaders  as  Commissioner 
"Babe"  Hollingbery  and  Coach  Bob  Evans,  Larkins 
was  doing  a  lot  of  thinking. 

If  the  Club  could  make  such  a  fine  record  in  a 
game  that  was  played  almost  exclusively  by  col- 
leges, why  could  not  the  same  thing  be  done  in  a 
sport  that  is  as  universal  as  baseball? 

He  realized  that  a  team  of  any  kind  is  only  as 
strong  as  its  individual  material.  Teamwork  plays 
a  great  part,  of  course,  but  first  one  must  have  the 
men. 

So  Larkins  got  busy  with  a  pencil  and  paper. 
There  was  much  "dead  timber"  in  baseball  that  had 
been  carried  along  year  after  year,  with  players 
who  had  outlived  their  usefulness  or  had  their 
interests  divided  amono-  other  semi-professional  or- 
ganizations. True  they  played  for  the  Club  when 
requested  to  do  so,  but  their  whole-hearted  interest 
was   lacking. 

The  solution  of  the  problem  was  easy.  What 
the  Club  needed  was  new  blood. 

With  this  thought  in  mind  Larkins  set  about 
laying  plans  for  the  1923  season.  That  he  has 
succeeded  in  rounding  together  an  aggregation  that 
will  give  a  verv  p'ood  account  of  itself  may  be 
evidenced  bv  glancing  over  the  personnel  of  the 
squad. 

There  is  an  old  saying  that  "Youth  must  be 
served,"  and  never  a  truer  word  was  spoken.  What 
the  majority  of  the  players  lack  in  experience  is 
more  than  made  up  in  aggressive  spirit. 

Three  stars  of  the  University  of  California  nine 
of  last  season  are  wearing  Winged  "O"  uniforms 
this  year.    Mike  Morrow,  who  pitched  the  Bears  to 


a  victory  over  Stanford;  "Crip"  Toomey,  the  main- 
stay of  the  Bruin  catching  department  for  three 
years,  and  "Bud"  McHenry,  substitute  pitcher,  out- 
fielder and  pinch  hitter,  are  the  trio  of  college  stars 
who  are  now  making  good  for  the  Club. 

A  substitute  catcher  for  the  Bears  while  "Crip" 
was  on  the  job  was  about  as  useful  as  a  second 
string  receiver  on  the  White  Sox  team.  His  fiery 
personality  and  natural  leadership  are  as  valuable 
as  his  ability  to  get  the  utmost  out  of  a  pitcher. 
It  is  very  likely  that  he  will  be  chosen  as  captain 
of  the  Olympic  Club  nine,  as  he  seems  the  logical 
man  for  the  job. 

McHenry  will  always  be  remembered  in  college 
circles  as  the  man  who  broke  up  the  second  Stan- 
ford game  in  the  twelfth  inning,  after  things 
looked  mighty  blue  for  California. 

Ed  Hanley,  third  baseman  for  the  Keneally 
Seals,  is  expected  to  do  good  work  for  the  Club. 
He  is  a  natural  hitter  and  is  regarded  as  the  best 
third  sacker  in  the  Winter  League.  His  teammate, 
"Hap"  Harrigan,  will  also  be  seen  in  the  line-up. 
"Hap"  is  a  small  player  of  the  "Rabbit"  Maranville 
type,  who  uses  his  remarkable  speed  to  great 
advantage. 

"Wee"  Ludolph  and  Gene  Camozzi,  who  need 
no  introductions  to  the  local  fans,  will  also  be  seen 
on  the  mound  for  the  Clubmen.  Ludolph  is  a 
former  Lowell  High  School  boy,  who  has  made  a 
splendid  record  in  baseball,  while  Camozzi  holds 
the  strike-out  record  in  the  Winter  League.  Ed 
Geiger  of  the  Bankers'  League  and  "Jazz"  Rabcke 
of  the  Winter  League  will  also  be  used  on  the 
twirling  st?.ff. 

Ollie  Burns,  who  led  the  Winged  "O"  batters 
last  season,  will  be  seen  again  on  first  base.  He  is 
a  big,  fast  Dlayer  who  covers  the  initial  bag  to  per- 
fection. He  also  played  in  the  Industrial  Athletic 
Association  last  year  and  was  the  best  batter  in 
that  organization. 

Pete  Starisinich,  who  is  regarded  as  a  very  good 
all-around  player,  may  be  used  at  second  base, 
though  Eddie  Benn  will  play  this  position  a  great 
portion  of  the  time.  Benn  is  one  of  the  best  in- 
fielders  seen  around  these  parts  in  many  years  and 
is  the  veteran  of  the  team. 

"Imp"  Bagley  of  basketball  fame,  who  is  also 
a  fine  little  ballplayer,  will  be  used  as  a  utility  in- 
fielder.  as  will  Jeff  Anfinson,  "Bull"  Croll  and 
George  Maloney. 

Sammy  Markowitz,  second  baseman  on  the  J.  H. 
Newbauer  nine,  is  another  infielder  who  is  expected

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A  TALK  ABOUT  ANTS 


By  Clay  M.  Greene 


ANTS  belong  to  the  same  class  of  animal 
life  as  the  bees  and  wasps,  according  to 
the  authorities,  but  the  only  semblance 
that  the  unscientific  mind  can  notice  is 
their  habit  of  living  in  swarms  or  communities  and 
dividing  themselves  into  bands  that  perform  cer- 
tain branches  of  work.  These  communities  are 
divided  into  all  three  genders,  masculine,  feminine 
and  neuter,  the  latter  apparently  performing  the 
outside  work,  while  the  males  and  females  remain 
at  home  to  attend  to  the  rearing  of  the  young 
and  plan  the  countless  rooms  and  passageways  in 
their  curious  residences.  The  neuters,  in  fact,  are 
the  slaves  of  the  males  and  females,  for  they  do 
all  the  digging,  boring  and  carrying  away  of 
rubbish,  as  well  as  hunting  for  food  and  bringing 
it  home  to  feed  their  superiors  and  the  children. 
These  masters  and  mistresses  of  the  ant  com- 
munities are  larger  than  the  workers  and  have 
wings,  which  are  of  very  little  use  to  them,  since 
they  can  fly  only  a  short  distance,  and  whenever 
they  do  it  does  not  seem  to  be  for  any  useful 
purpose. 

When  the  breeding  season  arrives  the  females 
lose  their  wings  and  are  carefully  waited  upon  until 
the  eggs  are  laid  and  the  new  families  under  way. 
In  fact,  to  show  how  little  they  care  for  these 
wings,  and  that  they  are  really  very  often  in  the 
way,  it  is  known  that  if  the  nest  is  suddenly  broken 
up  and  the  swarm  or  colony  of  ants  left  home- 
less on  the  ground,  nearly  all  of  the  winged  ones 
will  calmly  raise  their  strong  hind  legs,  pull  off 
the  wings  and  join  the  workers  in  search  of  a 
new  home. 

The  ant  is  the  most  ingenious  of  all  insect 
life,  except  the  bee.  He  also  excels  all  the  other 
insects  in  strength,  it  having  been  proven  that 
he  can  lift  nearly  five  hundred  times  his  own 
weight.  The  popular  idea  that  he  lays  away  large 
stores  of  grain  and  other  food  for  winter  use, 
must  have  originated  from  Aesop's  fable  of  the 
"Grasshopper  and  the  Ant,"  for  the  claim  cannot 
be  traced  to  /any  scientific  source.  On  the  con- 
trary, except  in  tropical  countries  the  ants  remain 
dormant  in  winter  and  neither  work  nor  eat. 
There  is  another  popular  idea,  however,  which 
seems  difficult  of  belief,  and  yet  it  has  been  de- 
clared by  writers  who  ought  to  know  that  some 
ants  actually  keep  cows!  The  favorite  food  of 
these  particular  ants  is  "honey  dew,"  which  is  a 
deposit  left  on  leaves  and  twigs  by  the  aphides 
or  plant  lice,  and  in  terms  which  I  dare  not  con- 
tradict, a  book  I  have  just  read  declares  that  they 


confine  those  aphides  in  their  cells  and  secure  the 
"honey  dew"  from  them  in  much  the  same  way 
that  we  milk  our  cows. 

The  most  remarkable  of  this  group  of  insects 
is  the  Honey  Ant  of  Arizona  and  Mexico,  and 
their  "honey  dew"  is  stored  in  a  decidedly  more 
curous  way.  A  group  of  ants  will  discover  that 
some  of  their  number  have  stored  away  in  their 
stomachs  so  much  of  this  food  that  they  have 
grown  very  fat,  so  these  are  selected  and  watched 
to  satisfy  the  future  appetites  of  their  less  in- 
dustrious companions.  The  fat  ones  are  im- 
prisoned in  cells  of  the  galleries  set  apart  for 
that  purpose,  fed  by  the  others,  and  when  they  are 
full  to  the  point  of  bursting,  they  are  set  upon  and 
devoured  in  a  most  brutal  and  cannibalistic  way. 

There  are  many  varieties  of  ant  nests  or  habi- 
tations. The  great  ants  of  Africa  and  South 
America  build  tremendous  hills  that  are  often  as 
much  as  fifteen  feet  high,  and  the  interiors  of  them 
are  a  wonderful  labyrinth  of  passages,  halls,  cells, 
and  store  rooms,  such  as  no  human  architect  would 
ever  attempt  to  design  or  build.  The  carpenter 
ants  are  those  that  bore  their  homes  out  of  the 
trunks  of  trees,  fence  posts  or  the  woodwork  of 
houses,  while  those  who  tunnel  their  habitations 
out  of  clay  are  known  as  mason  ants.  Although 
the  material  out  of  which  these  homes  are  con- 
structed are  entirely  different,  their  general  plans 
are  practically  the  same  and  there  is  no  difference 
in  the  government  of  the  colony  or  the  division  of 
the  work. 

The  most  interesting  ants'  nests  I  ever  ex- 
amined so  carefully  were  made  up  of  a  combina- 
tion of  clay  and  some  secret  vegetable  material  in 
the  trees  of  the  West  Indies.  The  main  castle  or 
residence  is  built  high  from  the  ground  among  the 
tallest  branches,  and  spreading  out  from  this  are 
dozens  of  covered  roadways  of  the  same  materials 
that  seem  to  traverse  each  branch  of  the  trees 
and  then  join  in  a  great  main  arched  road  or 
tunnel,  which  runs  down  the  main  trunk  into  the 
ground.  No  doubt  here  there  is  some  secret 
opening  to  the  main  air,  but  I  examined  several 
of  these  nests  very  carefully,  I  was  never  able  to 
find  any  true  front  door  or  main  entrance  to  any 
of  these  wonderful  systems  of  road  ways  that  were 
as  hard  as  baked  clay  and  yet  as  porous  as  wood. 

I  once  witnessed  an  experiment  which  seemed 

to  prove  beyond  a  doubt  that  ants  must  have  some 

means  of  communicating  news  to  one  another.     A 

place  was  found  in  the  neighborhood  of  a  nest  in

A    TALK    ABOUT    ANTS 

( Continued  from  Page  24) 
full  operation,  where  some  of  the  ants  were  carry- 
ing  dirt   from   tunnels   they   were    building,   while 
others    came    from    afar    with    loads    of    food,    and 
each  class   traveled   by   an  entirely   different  road. 

It  must  be  understood  that  ants  never  "cut 
across  lots,"  but  build  distinct  pathways  in  all 
directions  from  their  homes,  and  each  of  the  roads 
is  used  for  a  separate  purpose.  Two  ants  were 
killed  and  laid  across  the  path  they  had  been 
traveling.  The  next  ant  came  along  with  a  bit  of 
gravel  in  his  mouth,  but  when  he  arrived  at  the 
dead  bodies  of  his  comrades,  instead  of  walking 
around  them  and  going  about  his  business  of 
taking  his  load  to  the  dumping  ground,  he  laid  it 
to  one  side,  then  turned  and  intercepted  the  pro- 
cession of  ants  coming  his  way.  These  he  ap- 
proached, one  by  one,  and  it  actually  seemed 
as  though  he  whispered  into  the  ears  of  each  that 
the  roadway  was  closed  by  bodies  of  the  dead 
and  they  must  go  to  their  destinations  by  another 
road.  At  any  rate,  the  entire  line  of  insects  turned 
about,  selected  a  path  that  led  away  from  the  dead 
bodies,  and  then  their  work  went  on  as  though  it 
had  never  been  interrupted. 

The  Swiss  naturalist,  Huber,  has  written  sev- 
eral works  on  the  habits  of  the  many  varieties 
of  ants,  and  furnishes  evidence  that  there  is 
one  kind  so  lazy  that  it  will  not  feed  itself,  but 
has  a  large  body  of  captured  slaves  to  hunt  food 
and  bring  to  him.     If  through  any  cause  he  were 


to  be  deprived  of  these  slaves  he  would  starve, 
and  his  aversion  to  work  or  action  is  so  bitter  that 
he  will  not  even  walk,  but  depends  upon  his  slaves 
to  carry  him  wherever  he  wants  to  go.  This  au- 
thority also  states  that  armies  of  ants  often  fight 
pitched  battles  with  each  other,  and  gives  an  ac- 
count of  one  of  them  which  is  quoted. 

"I  shall  not  say  what  lighted  discord  between 
these  two  republics,  the  one  as  populous  as  the 
other.  The  two  armies  met  midway  between  their 
respective  residences.  The  serried  columns  reached 
from  the  field  of  battle  to  the  nests  and  were  near- 
ly two  feet  in  width.  The  struggle  began  between 
two  ants,  probably  generals,  who  locked  them- 
selves together  in  deadly  conflict,  and  then  the  1 
whole  forces  of  the  two  columns  fell  upon  each 
other  and  fought  until  the  field  of  battle,  which 
was  in  a  space  of  two  or  three  square  feet,  was 
strewn  with  dead  and  wounded." 

It  is  difficult  to  say  whether  ants  are  a  benefit 
or  a  nuisance  to  mankind,  for  the  same  colony 
may  act  as  scavengers  by  devouring  a  dead  animal, 
or,  because  they  want  to  use  the  material  in  some 
way,  entirely  strip  a  valuable  orange  tree  of  its 
leaves  in  a  single  night.

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The  National  Handball  Championship 

The  Win   By  Murray  a  Signal  Achievement 

Bit  John  L.  A.  Jaiinet 


THE  national  handball  championship  tourna- 
ment for  the  titular  honors  for  the  year 
1923  was  held  and  decided  at  Saint  Paul, 
Minn.,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Saint  Paul 
Athletic  Club,  during  the  week  beginning  Mon- 
day, March  19th,  and  ending  Saturday,  March  24th. 

From  the  standpoint  of  the  number  of  players 
engaged,  sixty-four  in  all,  as  well  as  from  its  repre- 
sentative character,  twelve  cities  of  the  United 
States  sending  participants,  this  national  tourna- 
ment, the  fifth  in  order,  is  unquestionably  para- 
mount to  and  supersedes  any  of  its  forerunners. 
Judged  by  the  caliber  of  the  contenders,  it  can  un- 
controvertibly  be  stated  that  there  was  mustered 
at  Saint  Paul  the  greatest  aggregation  of  handball 
stars  ever  assembled  at  any  one  time  in  any  one 
place.  In  addition  to  the  presence  of  those  stal- 
warts whose  prowess  has  shed  luster  and  reflected 
glory  and  renown  on  former  national  tournaments, 
to  cite  only  a  few,  Schinner,  Haedge,  Saackman, 
Gold,  Laswell,  there  appeared  in  the  arena  such 
redoubtable  warriors  as  McDonaugh,  Walsh, 
Bathey,  Hobleman,  Murray,  Donovan  and  Mc- 
Millan, marking  the  initial  attempt  of  each  to 
strive  for  the  laurel  wreath. 

It  has  well  been  said  that  comparisons  are 
invidious,  but  one  cannot  escape  the  conviction 
that  these  new  aspirants  compelled  recognition  as 
in  every  way  worthy  to  vie  with  the  quondam 
stars  of  yesterday  and  fittingly  to  succeed  to  the 
crown  once  worn  by  them. 

Not  having  attended  any  of  the  tournaments 
prior  to  the  one  of  1923,  the  writer  is  consequently 
in  no  position  to  comment  on  the  interest  or  the 
enthusiasm  associated  with  any  of  them.  But  if 
more  was  aroused  or  exhibited  than  was  identified 
with  the  tournament  at  Saint  Paul,  then  must  he 
needs  confess  his  imagination  is  wholly  unable  to 
picture  it.  From  the  very  inception  of  the  tourna- 
ment, and,  for  that  matter  even  before  that  time. 


the  atmosphere  in  the  Saint  Paul  Club  was  electric 
and  vibrant  with  excitement,  which  at  no  time 
abated,  but,  which,  on  the  contrary,  became  inten- 
sified from  day  to  day  as  the  tournament  prog- 
ressed to  the  climatic  finals.

THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  SAINT  PAUL 
CLUB  PROVE  ADMIRABLE  HOSTS 

Before  proceeding  to  a  narration  or  recital  of 
the  events  connected  with  the  tournament,  it  is 
only  meet,  proper  and  salutary  that  due  praise 
be  accorded  the  members  of  the  Saint  Paul  Ath- 
letic Club  for  the  really  regal  manner  in  which 
they  entertained  and  provided  for  the  comfort  and 
pleasure  of  the  visiting  players  and   guests. 

San  Francisco,  and  the  Olympic  Club  as  an 
integral  part  thereof,  have  each  attained  a  repu- 
tation for  hospitality,  world-wide  in  its  extent.  It 
was  no  less  a  personage  than  William  Howard 
Taft,  ex-president  of  the  United  States  and  now 
Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  who  delivered  himself  of  the  memorable 
tribute  that  San  Francisco  is  the  city  "that  knows 
how."  This  eulogistic  allusion  can  appropriately 
be  applied  to  the  Saint  Paul  Club  and  to  the 
members  constituting  it,  for  they  left  nothing  un- 
done and  spared  no  exertion  to  contribute  to  the 
enjoyment  and  satisfaction  of  those  attending  the 
tournament. 

FRED  WEINHAGEN,  THE  CHAIRMAN 
OF  THE  HANDBALL  COMMITTEE,  genial, 
affable,  meticulously  courteous,  and  radiating  good 
nature,  conducted  the  tournament  with  a  degree 
of  efficiencv  that  would  be  difficult  of  improve- 
ment. Every  detail  was  systematically  attended 
to,  and  nothing  in  connection  with  his  man- 
agement of  the  tournament  was  susceptible 
of  one  iota  of  criticism.  His  fairness  and 
absolute     impartiality     constituted     the     passports 
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and  credentials  that  stamped  him  as  eminently 
qualified  for  the  somewhat  onerous  duties  of  his 
position.  Fred  was  ably  assisted  and  abetted  by 
his  cohorts  on  the  Committee,  who  labored  un- 
ceasingly and  unremittingly  with  him  to  insure 
in  every  way  the  success  of  the  tournament,  chief 
among  whom  may  be  mentioned,  Jack  Ahern,  Fred 
Saam,  George  Thomas,  A.  Goodman,  the  score 
keeper  without  a  peer,  and  George  Sudheimer.

SAINT    PAUL    ATHLETIC    CLUB    COURTS 

It  was  found  that  the  courts  of  the  Saint  Paul 
Athletic  Club  were  practically  similar  to  those  of 
the  Olympic  Club.  The  only  difference,  but  that 
one  exceedingly  important,  were  the  walls  of  the 
courts,  all  four  of  which  were  surfaced  with 
cement,  rendering  the  play  much  faster,  and  elimi- 
nating those  eccentricities  imparted  to  the  ball 
when  employed  in  a  court  the  walls  of  which  are 
of  wood. 

Without  any  previous  experience  in  courts  of 
this  character,  Murray,  Donovan,  and  McMillan, 
readily  adapted  themselves  to  its  requirements. 
They  found  them  to  be  a  revelation  when  com- 
pared with  the  courts  they  had  been  accustomed 
to,  and  they  were  unanimous  in  declaring  their 
preference  for  those  of  cement  instead  of  wood. 

THE  TOURNAMENT   AND   ITS 
ACCOMPLISHMENTS 
The  first  round  of  the  tournament  was  inaugu- 
rated Monday,  March  the  19th,  at  9  o'clock  a.  m., 


with  Schinner,  the  champion  of  1922,  and  Murray, 
each   playing   in   adjoining   courts. 

The  first  and  second  round  drawings,  it  cannot 
be  denied,  were  more  favorable  to  Murray  than 
either  to  Donovan  or  to  McMillan.  Murray's 
opponents  on  these  two  rounds,  indicative  of  the 
scores  by  which  they  were  beaten,  were  in  no  way 
a   match  for  him. 

With  Donovan,  it  was  different.  His  first 
opponent,  Cooke  of  Saint  Paul,  proved  to  be  one 
of  no  mean  ability.  Possessed  of  a  wonderful  left 
hand  with  which  he  could  kill  with  adroitness  and 
almost  unfailing  accuracy,  he  was  not  to  be  trifled 
with.  It  is  true  that  Jack  disposed  of  him  in  two 
straight  games,  21-5,  21-14,  but  the  scores  in  no 
way  disclose  his  caliber  as  a  player..  On  the 
second  round,  Jack  clashed  with  Sorenberg  of 
Detroit,  another  player  with  a  good  left  hand. 
Although  Jack  won  in  two  straight,  the  ability 
cf  Sorenberg  must  not  be  discredited. 

McMillan  experienced  no  difficulty  in  handling 
his  adversary  on  the  first  round.  On  the  second 
round,  however,  he  was  called  upon  to  face  Shea 
of  New  York,  a  seasoned  player  of  national  tour- 
nament experience,  with  two  good  hands.  Lane 
took  the  first  game,  21-12,  working  his  side  arm 
kill  in  the  right-hand  corner  very  effectively  to  the 
admiration  of  the  onlookers.  Shortly  after  the 
second  started,  he  received  a  bone  bruise  of  such 
severity  as  to  make  him  wince  with  pain  every 
time  he  hit  the  ball.  This  compelled  him  to 
change  his   tactics   by  adopting   a   slugging   game, 
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which  meant  that  he  was  meeting  the  ball  with 
his  clenched  fist,  destroying  his  accuracy  and  dis- 
counting his  killing.  The  game  went  to  Shea, 
21-10,  after  a  desperate  struggle,  in  which  rallies 
were  frequent  and  prolonged.  Lane  showed  his 
gameness  in  the  third  game  when  he  decided  ta 
return  to  the  open-hand  killing,  although  to  do  so 
caused  him  to  undergo  and  to  endure  no  little  pain 
and  suffering.  After  auite  a  struggle,  he  was  re- 
turned the  winner,  21-12. 

THE  THIRD  ROUND 

At  this  stage  the  showing  made  by  the  Olympic 
Club  representatives  in  surviving  the  first  two 
rounds  as  a  team  began  to  excite  favorable 
comment. 

On  the  third  round,  Murray  confronted  Art 
Schinner,  the  title  holder.  The  adherents  of  the 
latter  naturally  forecasted  his  victory,  so  their  sup- 
prise  and  disappointment  can  well  be  imagined 
when  he  offered  no  opposition,  Murray  defeating 
him  two  straight,  21-1,  21-8.  This  feat  of  Joe's  sent 
his  stock  soaring,  several  of  those  present  ap- 
proaching the  writer  to  express  their  conviction 
that  they  regarded  Murray  as  a  more  than  likely 
finalist. 

On  this  round  Donovan  encountered  Schaufel- 
berg,  also  of  Detroit,  another  sensational  left- 
hander, of  which  there  was  certainly  a  plethora  to 
be  found  among  those  entered.  Jack  dispatched 
him  in  two  straight,  21-7,  21-7,  but  it  was  more 
than  apparent   that   Schaufelberg  was  a  victim   of 


extreme  nervousness,  and,  therefore,  unable  to  do 
himself  full  justice.  Naturally  a  right-hander,  his 
execution  with  the  left  hand  was  beautiful  to  be- 
hold, particularly  from  the  back  court,  from  which 
place  he  would  send  the  black  pellet  whizzing  to 
the  bottom  board  with  nice  precision. 

It  must  be  said  for  Jack  that  never  had  he 
acquitted  himself  so  well  in  all  his  career  as  he  did 
in  this  match.  His  driving  from  the  back  wall 
was  remarkable,  the  ball  speeding  to  its  destina- 
tion with  dazzling  velocity.  His  killing  was  su- 
perb, the  bottom  board  being  attained  again  and 
again  with  unerring  accuracy. 

McMillan's  adversary  on  this  round  was  Fred 
Saam,  acknowledged  to  be  the  second  ranking 
player  of  the  Saint  Paul  Club. 

Lane's  right  hand  was  still  exceedingly  tender 
and  sore,  despite  every  effort  expended  the  previous 
day  and  night  to  relieve  its  condition  by  mas- 
saging. But  with  Spartan  fortitude  and  dauntless 
courage,  he  uncomplainingly  met  the  foe,  handi- 
capped as  he  was  with  a  right  hand  on  which  he 
wore  a  bunion  plaster  placed  over  the  tender  spot. 

A  beautiful  contest  was  evolved  of  three  games 
duration,  during  which  both  participants  at  times 
performed  sensationally.  Saam  is  another  player 
who  possesses  a  left  hand  that  is  a  dangerous 
member,  which  he  employs,  when  permitted,  with 
telling  effect.  The  first  game  went  to  Lane,  21-19, 
and  the  second  was  captured  by  Saam,  21-17. 
Before  the  start  of  the  third  game,  Lane  announced 
to  the  Commissioner  that  Saam  would  be  held  to 
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ten  points.  The  result  all  but  bore  out  his  pre- 
diction, as  Saam  had  to  be  satisfied  with  twelve 
points.  i 

This  achievement  of  Lane's,  accomplished  as  it 
was  under  the  adverse  conditions  alluded  to,  re- 
dounds to  his  imperishable  glory,  for  it  stamps 
him  as  the  possessor  of  incomparable  grit  and 
gameness,  as  well  as  of  a  fighting  heart,  attributes 
that  only  the  true  athlete  can  boast  of.  The  heart 
of  the  Commissioner  was  swelled  with  pride  and 
he  experienced  a  transport  of  delight  in  the  reali- 
zation that  his  judgment  was  more  than  vindi- 
cated in  his  selection  of  McMillan  to  constitute 
one  of  the  three  to  represent  the  Club.

THE  FOURTH  ROUND 
By  surviving  the  third  round,  and  maintaining 
their   team   intact,   the    Olympic     Club    trio    had 
achieved    a    record    unparalleled    in    any    previous 
national  tournament. 

One  of  the  local  newspapers  in  commenting  on 
this  fact,  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  San  Fran- 
ciscans had  proven  their  worth,  and  would  not 
surprise  if  all  three  succeeded  in  making  the  semi- 
finals. 

On  the  fourth  round,  the  vis-a-vis  of  Murray 
was  Albert  Hobleman,  fresh  from  his  successes 
at  Pittsburg,  where  he  gained  the  junior  national 
title.  In  stature,  over  six  feet,  and  with  arms  of 
proportionate  length,  fleet  of  foot,  and  able  to  work 
as  well  with  the  left  hand  as  with  the  right  hand, 
he  offered  a  resistance  that  well  nigh  carried 
him  to  victory.     The  superior  condition  and  stay- 


ing powers  of  Murray  were  the  preponderant 
factors  that  inclined  victory  his  way. 

In  the  first  game,  Murray  employed  every 
ounce  of  strength  in  an  effort  to  drive  the  ball 
past  Hobleman,  all  to  no  avail,  for  those  long 
arms  would  describe  an  arc  and  effect  the  return, 
when  recovery  appeared  to  be  impossible.  After 
a  struggle  replete  with  brilliant  exchanges  and 
rallies,  Hobleman  won  the  first  game,  21-18.  Un- 
dismayed by  this  reverse,  Joe  set  to  his  work 
with  redoubled  ardor,  and  soon  acquired  a  lead 
that  Hobleman  wisely  decided  was  useless  to  en- 
deavor to  overcome,  preferring  instead  to  husband 
his  resources  for  the  crucial  test  in  the  third  game. 
Murray  won  the  game,  21-4. 

Oh,  that  third  game!  Will  the  writer  ever 
forget  it?  Verily,  does  he  answer  in  the  negative. 
He  feels  that  it  will  haunt  him  forever.  Fighting 
point  for  point,  the  score  remaining  on  an  even 
basis  practically  throughout,  a  battle  was  staged 
that  aroused  the  spectators  to  the  highest  pitch 
of  frenzied  excitement.  When  the  score  stood  at 
13  all,  Hobleman,  by  a  succession  of  beautiful 
placement  shots  and  kills,  forged  to  the  front  with 
a  lead  of  18  to  13,  that  to  most  of  those  present 
appeared  to  be  decisive.  But  McMillan,  Donovan, 
and  the  writer,  who  knew  the  stuff  that  Joe  was 
made  of,  did  not  regard  the  situation  as  irretriev- 
ably lost,  though  the  aspect  was  gloomy.  Mar- 
shalling all  his  forces,  Joe  carried  the  fight  to 
the  very  door  of  his  opponent,  assuming  the  op- 
position by  the  sheer  weight  of  his  attack.  Slowly 
but  surely,  Hobleman  fighting  gamely  to  stem  the 
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tide,  Joe's  onrush  secured  for  nim  the  needed 
points  until  he   eventually  won   21-18. 

That  concluding  game  will  always  afford  a 
fruitful  topic  of  conversation  for  those  who  were 
fortunate  enough  to  have  viewed  it.  As  for  the 
two  brave  contestants,  it  has  immortalized  them, 
for  never  was  there  a  gamer  exhibition  or  a  more 
sensational  struggle. 

It  was  on  this  round  that  Donovan  encountered 
the  redoubtable  Dr.  Carl  Haedge.  The  doctor  is 
a  type  who  combines  everything  that  is  expected 
of  a  really  great  player — two  good  hands,  a  power- 
ful stroke,  poise  and  intuition,  a  nice  co-ordination 
oi  mind  and  muscle,  and  the  ability  to  appraise  a 
situation  and  to  derive  the  most  advantage  from 
;t.  He  succeeded  in  accomplishing  the  defeat  of 
Jack  in  two  straight  games,  but  only  after  em- 
jloying  every  artifice  and  strategy  known  to  the 
'jame,  and  only  after  being  extended  to  the 
;xtremest  limit.     The  scores  were  21-17,  21-19. 

McMillan  and  Laswell  of  Los  Angeles  fought 
t  out  on  this  round.  Lane's  hand  was  still  sore 
md  tender,  but  his  gameness  did  not  desert  him. 
Laswell  took  the  first  game,  21-19,  Lane  coming 
ight  back  to  win  the  second,  21-12.  By  this  time 
he  bone  sore  was  aggravated  anew,  and  though 
le  made  a  determined  stand,  he  was  unable  to 
vithstand  the  onslaught  of  Laswell,  who  took  the 
inal  game  21-6.  In  the  second  game,  the  exhi- 
)ition  of  killing  on  the  part  of  the  two  contestants 
tands  unsurpassed. 


THE  FIFTH  ROUND,  OR  SEMI-FINALS 
With  Donovan  and  McMillan  eliminated  from 
competition,  the  hopes  of  the  Olympic  Club  were 
centered  on  its  one  surviving  candidate,  Joe 
Murray,  who  was  to  meet  Haedge,  the  winner  over 
Donovan. 

Those  who  are  acquainted  with  Joe,  know  that 
he  is  proverbially  a  slow  starter.  We  who  had 
been  studying  the  Doctor,  realized  that  he  was 
almost  unbeatable  in  a  match  that  would  be  de- 
cided in  two  games.  Consequently,  we  impressed 
upon  Joe  that  he  must  at  all  hazards  capture  the 
first  game. 

Picture  our  despair,  when  the  Doctor  secured 
a  lead  in  the  first  game  of  IS  to  7,  that  all  but 
spelled  success  for  him.  But  Murray  never  shows 
to  greater  advantage  than  when  he  appears  to  be 
beaten,  for  he  simply  refuses  to  recognize  the  pos- 
sibility of  defeat  until  his  adversary  has  actually 
scored  the  twenty-first  point.  Alive  to  the  danger, 
Joe,  like  the  Scipio  of  old,  carried  the  war  to 
Africa,  launching  an  attack  that  frustrated  every 
design  and  effort  of  the  doctor,  and  eventually 
won  the  game,  21-18.  The  Doctor  came  back 
strong  in  the  second  game,  which  he  annexed 
by  the  score  of  21-15,  but  in  doing  so  he  was 
compelled  to  exhaust  every  bit  of  his  reserve, 
the  futility  of  which  was  demonstrated  in  the 
third  game,  which  Murray  won  with  hardly  any 
opposition,  21-11.

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Olympic  Club   Boxers  In  National  Boxing 

Championships

IT  is  not  the  winning  of  a  championship  that  is 
the  greatest  achievement  in  athletics,  but 
rather  the  true  sportsmanship  that  is  symbolic 
of  amateur  athletics.  The  Olympic  Club  sent 
two  boxers,  Jack  McPartland  and  Ray  Fee,  to  the 
National  Championships,  which  were  held  in  Bos- 
ton, on  April  9  and  10,  and  although  the  Winged 
"O"  was  not  flaunted  at  the  close  of  the  tourna- 
ment the  showing  made  by  the  two  boys  filled 
Olympia  with  pride. 

Frank  Foster  had  the  boxers  under  his  wing 
on  the  trip,  and  says  that  the  reception  given  the 
boys  in  Boston,  as  well  as  by  the  Illinois  Athletic 
Club  of  Chicago  and  the  New  York  Athletic  Club, 
is  proof  of  the  fine  reputation  that  the  Olympic 
Club  has  throughout  the  country. 

In  Chicago,  Charles  Dean  of  the  I.  A.  C, 
could  not  do  enough  for  the  boys,  and  they  trained 
in  the  gymnasium  during  their  visit  in  the  Windy 
City,  taking  with  them  the  well  wishes  of  the 
members  of  that  organization.  Paul  Pilgrim  of 
the  N.  Y.  A.  C,  also  made  their  stay  in  New  York 
a  very  pleasant  one,  and  they  were  taken  to  shows 
and  given  a  fine  reception  by  the  officials  of  the 
Winged  Foot.  McPartland  boxed  in  an  exhibition 
in  New  York  and  both  he  and  Fee  were  given 
traveling  bags  as  tokens  of  admiration  for  the 
Olympic   Club. 

The  tournament  at  Boston  could  hardly  be 
called  a  great  success,  as  the  boys  had  to  box 
under  such  adverse  conditions,  and  in  the  future 
it  would  be  better  to  have  only  a  limited  number 
of  entrants  from  each  section  of  the  country. 
This  would  avoid  such  instances  as  boys  having 
to  go  into  the  ring  as  many  as  three  times  a  nig'nt 
and  being  forced  to  wait  until  the  small  hours  ot 
the  morning  for  their  turn. 

McPartland  reached  the  semi-finals  in  the  135- 
pound  division  after  beating  two  opponents.  He 
knocked  out  his  man  in  the  first  bout  and  then 
received  a  decision  over  an  ex-national  champion. 
In  the  semi-final  he  was  matched  with  Landers 
of  Boston,  and  after  three  rounds  of  fast  going, 
in  which  McPartland  seemed  to  have  the  best  of 
it,  the  decision  was  given  by  the  referee  in  favor 
of  the  home  boy,  as  the  judges  disagreed  as  to  th^ 
winner.  The  crowd  at  the  ringside  was  strongly 
in  favor  of  the  Olympic  boxer  and  the  decision 
was  received  with  "hisses." 


Fee  also  got  as  far  as  the  semi-finals  by  beat- 
ing two  boys  in  the  112-pound  class.  The  first 
boy  was  stopped  in  one  minute  and  twelve  seconds, 
while  the  next  bout  ended  in  a  decision  for  Fee. 
In  this  go,  however,  the  Winged  "O"  boxer  re- 
ceived a  badly  split  eye,  which  greatly  handicapped 
him  in  the  semi-finals,  and  he  was  beaten  to  a 
close  decision. 

Even  though  the  Olympic  Club  failed  to  annex 
a  title  this  year,  the  great  work  of  Fee  and  Mc- 
Partland is  well  appreciated  by  the  Club  members.

AS  someone  tritely  remarked,  there  never 
was  anything  like  this  before,  therefore 
why  do  it  for  the  handball  players,  and 
and  not  for  every  branch  of  sports  where 
Club  representatives  have  gone  abroad  and  re- 
turned crowned  with  laurels  or  at  least  accredited 
with   honors? 

Lest  our  members  be  not  fully  informed  let  it 
be  said  here  and  now  that  the  reception  incidental 
to  the  return  of  Handball  Commissioner  John  L. 
A.  Jaunet,  National  Handball  Champion  Joe 
Murray  and  players  Jack  Donovan  and  Lane  Mc- 
Millan, ranking  five  and  six  of  the  ten  best  players 
in  the  United  States,  was  provided  for  and  by  the 
handball  enthusiasts  within  the  Club,  and  while  it 
smacked  of  an  official  reception,  because  of  so 
many  participating  who  were  not  actually  hand- 
ball players  or  followers,  it  was  more  a  personal 
greeting  in  which  many  of  the  Directors  and 
Athletic  Commissioners  were  happy  and  proud 
to  join. 

The  committee  of  arrangements  was  fortunate 
in  having  Hon.  Andrew  J.  Gallagher  as  its  Chair- 
man, and  included  Harry  H.  Cosgriff,  Lawrence 
J.  Granfield,  Chief  Thomas  R.  Murphy,  W.  R. 
Larzelere,   Fred  J.   Sherry,   Hugh  Johns. 

This  committee,  in  conjunction  with  the  man- 
agement of  the  Club,  worked  indefatigably  to  make 
the  reception  a  memorable  one,  and  how  well  they 
succeeded  was  best  exemplified  by  the  results 
which  must  have,  indeed,  been  gratifying  to  those 
returning  as  well  as  to  those  who  were  fortunate 
enough  to  participate. 

The  committee  met  the  boys  at  the  Oakland 
Mole  and  crossed  on  the  ferry  with  them.  Half 
way  across  the  bay  Chief  Thomas  R.  Murphy  had 
stationed  one  of  the  fire-boats  which  moved  up 
alongside  the  ferry  and  with  the  usual  three 
whistle  salute,  belched  forth  its  full  quota  of  fire 
streams,  making  a  most  engaging  sight.  The  fire- 
boat  was  decked  with  Olympic  colors  and  a  bugler 
stationed  on  the  bridge  gave  a  marshal  and  an 
official   tone    to    the    welcome. 

At  the  ferry  the  real  fire  works  commenced. 
Bill  Larue  had  marshaled  about  300  lusty  lunged 
Olympians  ranged  on  either  side  of  the  ferry  nave. 
Through  these  parallel  lines  Champion  Murray 
with  his  father,  Patrick  Murray,  and  Jaunet,  Dono- 
van and  McMillan  laboriously  made  their  way. 
Laboriously  is  used  advisedly,  in  that  every 
member  lined  up  insisted  upon  shaking  the  hand 
of  our  returning   Olympians. 


At  the  outer  portals  of  the  ferry  building 
Acting  Mayor  Ralph  McLeran,  an  enthusiastic 
Olympian,  officially  welcomed  the  party,  and  with 
the  assistance  of  Miss  Peggy  O'Neill  placed  over 
the  shoulders  of  each  a  laurel  emblematic  of 
their   victories. 

After  the  usual  photographing  for  the  news- 
papers the  party  entered  handsomely  decorated 
automobiles,  which  were  in  waiting,  and  preceded 
by  a  band  of  thirty  pieces,  fell  into  line  behind 
a  cordon  of  mounted  police  and,  with  the  rooters 
bringing  up  the  rear,  proceeded  up  Market  street 
to   Post  street  and   up   Post   to  the   Club. 

The  police  arrangements,  personally  attended 
to  by  Chief  of  Police  Dan  O'Brien,  himself  an 
old-time  handball  player  and  an  Olympian,  were 
most  excellent,  and  all  along  the  route  there  were 
fire  trucks  aligned  with  every  conceivable  noise- 
making   instrument   to   add   to   the  volume. 

Upon  alighting  from  the  automobiles  at  the 
Clubhouse  the  party  entered  the  Club  gymnasium, 
where  an  informal  hand-shaking  and  general 
jollification  was  held,  culminating  in  the  singing 
of  the  "Star  Spangled  Banner,"  followed  by  the 
"Marseillaise,"  the  latter,  needless  to  say,  in  honor 
of  the  mother  country  of  Handball  Commissioner 
Jaunet. 

In  the  Club  dining-room  Manager  McLeod  had 
made  ample  provision  for  the  inner  man,  for  the 
breakfast  luncheon  was  most  excellent  and 
satisfying. 

Chairman  Andrew  J.  Gallagher  opened  the 
formal  program  with  an  address  of  welcome  and 
eloquent  tributes  were  paid  to  the  athletes  and  to 
the  Commissioner  by  those  of  the  members  who 
were  fortunate  enough  to  be  called  upon. 

McMillan,  Donovan  and  Murray  all  responded 
and  each  gave  a  personal  expression  incidental 
to  the  tournament.  One  of  the  hits  of  the  morn- 
ing was  a  talk  by  Champion  Murray's  father,  who 
had  come  down  from  Vallejo  to  be  present  at 
the  welcome  home  to  Joe.  Of  course  everybody 
waited  for  and  listened  most  interestedly  to  Com- 
missioner Jaunet's  half  hour  talk  of  the  incidents 
of  the  tournament  and  from  the  attitude  of  his 
hearers  John  could  still  be  narrating  and  we  would 
all  be  there  to  listen. 

A  real  tribute  is  due  to  the  handball  contingent 
who  conceived  the  idea  of  the  reception  and  the 
committee  which  worked  out  the  details  so  ad- 
mirably. It  is  just  such  incidents  as  these  which 
pron-ote    the    true    Olympian    spirit. 
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Stanford  Triumphs  Over  Olympians

ERNIE  BRANDSTEN'S  Cardinal  paddlers 
invaded  the  Club's  natatorium  on  Friday 
night,  April  21st,  and  took  the  major  share 
of  the  winner's  booty  back  to  the  "Farm" 
with  them.  Of  the  six  events  on  the  program, 
five  first  places  went  to  the  Stanford  swimmers, 
while  Lester  Smith,  the  Winged  "O"  ace  saved 
a  shut  out  by  scoring  a  splendid  triumph  in  an 
open  150-yard  backstroke  race. 

A.  "Ginger"  Austin,  who,  by  the  way,  becomes 
a  member  of  the  Olympic  Club  this  month,  flipped 
a  frothy  pair  of  heels  in  the  faces  of  his  opponents 
in  the  100-yard  free  style  Junior  Pacific  Associa- 
tion championship  race.  "Ginger"  did  the  century 
in  1  minute  flat,  which  is  by  the  way  of  saying 
that  he  ran  100  yards  in  10  flat.  The  best  Del 
Fredericks,  who  gardnered  the  silver  medal  in  the 
event,  could  do  was  1  minute  2  seconds.  Stuart 
Ross,  the  new  sprinter,  slipped  into  third  place. 

In  the  220-yard  breast  stroke  event  Kreamer, 
the  tall  Stanford  sailor  style  swimmer,  took  the 
laurels  only  after  Jimmy  Hanley,  one  of  the  Club's 
"younger  set,"  gave  him  a  pretty  race.  However. 
Brandsten's  man  had  the  strength  and  form  to 
finish  a  length  to  the  good. 

Arden  Allen,  a  Stanford  Freshman,  came  into 
his  senior  classification  by  way  of  a  win  in  the 
500-yard  junior  championship.  Allen  took  the  lead 
at  the  gun,  and  was  not  headed.  Don  Gilson,  a 
Club  boy,  took  second,  and  Sid  Glasson  of  Neptune 
Beach  third.     It  was  a  good  race  to  watch. 

Al  White  easily  won  the  diving  exhibition, 
which  was  very  spectacular. 

The  100-yard  medley  race,  which  was  run  as 
follows — one  lap  breast  stroke,  one  lap  backstroke, 
and  one  lap  free  style — went  to  Wallace  O'Connor 
of  Stanford.  George  Schroth — the  "beeg,  strong 
fellar"  of  wrestling  fame — placed  first,  but  the 
officials,  whose  eyes  can  detect  a  misplaced  bubble 


in  the  breast  stroke  style,  adjudged  that  Schroth 
had  imprudently  introduced  the  offensive  scissor 
kick  in  his  stroke.  Now  this  is  doom  to  the 
swimmer  whom  the  argus  eyed  officials  detect 
using  it.  So  George  nearly  won  another  gold 
medal  to  add  to  his  hoard  of  ten  and  fourteen- 
karat  discs. 

The  meet  was  seasoned  with  interesting  events 
by  the  Midgets,  Juveniles  and  Juniors,  who  showed 
a  remarkable  proficiency  in  the  crawl  stroke. 
Frank  Rivas,  the  Club's  capable  new  coach,  showed 
a  wealth  of  Junior  material  in  these  events.  Club 
members  who  have  youngsters  will  do  well  to 
consult  Rivas  about  the  boys'  aquatic  instruction. 

The  meet  showed  rather  well  that  the  Olympic 
Club  would  have  a  most  successful  season  again 
this  year.  Stanford's  swimming  team,  almost  to  a 
man,  will  compete  for  the  Club  during  the  summer 
months.  The  boys,  already  members  of  the  Club, 
can  take  first,  second  and  third,  in  any  event, 
excepting  possibly  the  breast  stroke,  that  the 
Pacific  Association  will  hold  this  year.  It  looks 
like  a  clean  sweep  for  the  boys.

PICURUS  lived  centuries  before 
his  time.  In  those  days  he  may 
have,  to  be  sure,  gratified  his  de- 
sires and  appetite  for  tasty  eats 
with  lark's  tongue  pie  and  prime 
ribs  of  giraffe  au  jus  and  other 
Roman  delicacies,  but,  I  ask  you,  did  he  ever  have 
a  dinner  at  the  hands  of  Maylie — of  N'  Yawlings, 
Luzianna,  where  the  favorite  indoor  sport  is 
eating?  There  are  more  restaurants  there  to  the 
square  block  than  there  are  bootleggers.  Both 
are  popular  and  are  quite  often  found  intimately 
associated   with  each   other. 

A  friend  and  I  went  to  Maylie's  on  Easter 
Sunday.  The  street  door  opens  into  a  bar.  A 
young  lad  disburses  pop  over  its  shining  surface 
to  the  few  who  wait  for  the  announcement  of 
dinner.  As  the  hour  of  6  approaches  the  bar- 
room fills  with  men  of  good  point,  only  the  points 
are  rounded  off  into  bay  windows.  They  speak 
lowly  to  the  large  man  who  takes  the  place  of 
the  boy  and  the  words  bring  bottles  of  tea — it 
looks  like  tea — from  hidden  places.  These  men 
seem  to  like  the  tea.  They  do  not  seem  to  be  able 
to  get  enough  of  it.  But  even  tea  looses  its  in- 
terest when  Mme.  Maylie  pokes  her  head  in  the 
door  at  the  back  of  the  bar  and  tells  us  in  French 
that  dinner  is  served,  and  the  way  to  the  dining 
room  is  blocked  by  men  with  a  mighty  purpose. 

There  are  never  women  in  the  restaurant. 
Madamme  is  the  only  woman  who  has  eaten  there 
for  fifteen  years. 

I  asked  an  old  stager  why  and  he  said  that 
Monsieur  wished  his  guests  to  eat  well  and  ladies 
proved  too  distracting.  Furthermore,  they  em- 
barrassed the  male  in  his  feeding. 

We  sat  down  at  a  long  table.  There  were 
mounds  of  bread  at  intervals.  Every  one  dove 
for  a  piece  of  bread  and  the  seltzer  bottle.  My 
friend  was  charmed  with  the  bread.  It  was  truly 
French,  and   has   great  fascination  for   him. 

The  waiters  at  Maylie's  must  be  sprinters. 
They  placed  soup  bowls  before  the  eager  throng 
in  9  4-5  seconds.  There  was  the  sound  of  a 
thousand  gurgles.  This  soup  is  enjoyed.  It  is 
inhaled.  No  one  spoke.  Time  is  too  precious  for 
words  when  Maylie  serves  his  soup.  This  dis- 
appeared with  rapidity  and  eyes  were  turned 
anxiously  to  the  door  that  would  soon  frame  the 
next  course. 


There  is  little  time  for  reflection,  once  dinner 
is  launched.  Serving  is  done  by  the  clock.  The 
next  course  was  boiled  beef. 

A  common  dish,  you  say.  Yes,  a  common  dish 
as  we  know  it;  but  the  Gods  of  Olympias  with 
their  nectar  were  eating  "ham  and"  in  comparison 
with  this  beef.  It  was  tender;  it  melted  in  the 
mouth. 

One  makes  a  sauce  for  this  out  of  horse- 
radish and  catsup.  The  oldsters  at  the  game  mix 
the  sauce  with  a  ritualistic  care.  The  uninitiated 
imitate  and  give  fervent  thanks  for  the  sum  total. 
The  man  from  Chicago,  who  sat  opposite,  wanted 
to  go  no  further.  As  course  followed  course  he 
moaned  for  the  beef  that  had  gone.  He  grieved 
with  the  shrimps ;  he  cried  into  his  pattie  and, 
tempted  as  he  was  by  the  treasures  that  followed, 
he  could  not  and  would  not  be  reconciled  for  the 
loss  of  his  first  love — the  boiled  beef. 

A  neighboring  Frenchman  tried  to  console  him 
with  the  visualization  of  shrimps  to  follow,  but 
when  they  came  on  the  Frenchman  forgot  the 
man's  trouble.  He  forgot  everything  but  his 
shrimps.  These  are  larger  than  ours  of  San 
Francisco.  One  peels  them  with  one's  teeth.  At 
least  the  Frenchman  did.  The  rest  of  us  watched 
him  carefully,  but  the  trick  was  too  intricate  and, 
of  course,  one's  hands  reek  of  shrimps  after  that. 

The  next  course  was  a  rag-out  of  some  sort  of 
meat.  Some  said  it  was  lamb;  others  paid  pork; 
the  rest  said  nothing,  but  just  ate.  What  cared 
they  what  it  was?  They  were  not  there  to  argue 
as  to  WHAT.  All  they  cared  about  was  WHEN 
and  HOW  MUCH. 

Then  came  a  pattie,  with  a  crust  like — like — oh, 
what's  the  use?  It  was  a  crust.  A  real  crust, 
the  like  of  which  is  found  once  in  a  life  time.  The 
pattie  was  filled  with  liquid  music.  One  ate  and 
gave  thanks  for  life. 

There  was  a  peal  of  joy  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  pattie,  but  the  Frenchman  polished  his  plate 
with  sang  froid  and  a  piece  of  bread  and  said, 
"Wait!" 

No  French  dinner  is  complete  without  its 
pullet  roti,  and  while  eyes  were  rolling  helplessly 
toward  the  still  lifes  on  the  walls  and  vest  buttons 
were  popping  off  in  a  veritable  barrage,  the 
chicken  came.  They  roast  it  with  garlic  at 
Maylie's.  I  think  of  the  countless  chickens  in  the

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State  Basketball  Champions

BY  defeating  the  Marysville  American  Legion 
by  a  score  of  47  to  25,  the  Olympic  Club 
Unlimited  basketball  team  annexed  the 
State  Championship,  this  making  the  tenth 
consecutive  year  that  the  Club  has  had  a  cham- 
pionship team  in  this  branch  of  athletics. 

In  the  game  with  the  American  Legion  of 
Marysville,  before  approximately  1800  fans,  the 
Winged  "O"  basketers  gave  such  an  exhibition 
of  pass  work  and  accurate  basket  shooting  that 
before  ten  minutes  of  the  game  had  elapsed  more 
than  one  quarter  of  the  fans  were  rooting  for  the 
Olympians. 

As  is  the  custom  in  all  branches  of  athletics 
the  team  is  tied  up  to  a  directing  force  or  a 
captain.  In  this  regard  the  Olympic  Club  team 
was  particularly  fortunate  in  having  the  competent 
guidance  of  Frank  Jensen  in  their  playing.  Frank 
has  a  wonderful  personality,  is  entirely  cool  and 
self-possessed  while  playing,  and  directs  the  play 
with  a  level  head.  He  has  represented  the  Club 
on  State  championship  teams  for  the  past  four 
years,  this  year  having  been  the  best  one  of  his 
career. 

While  the  team  work  and  co-operation  was  the 
outstanding  feature  of  this  season,  if  there  was 
any  man  that  approached  individual  ability,  it 
was  Dick  Berndt,  who  played  the  running  guard 
position  "to  perfection."  To  watch  Dick  on  the 
floor  it  is  almost  impossible  to  discern  what 
position  he  plays,  as  he  is  all  over  at  the  same 
time,  and  has  been  pronounced  by  competent 
basketball  critics  as  the  fastest  piece  of  competent 
machinery  ever  seen  on  a  basketball  court.  Dick 
has  been  playing  for  the  Club  since  1914,  having 
played  on  the  National  Championship  team  of  the 
Club  in  1915,  is  most  conscientious  and  a  student 
of  the  game. 

Sam  Ladar,  around  whom  the  real  team  work 
was  centered,  was  the  moving  force  in  the  ma- 
jority of  games  played.  He  plays  the  floor  with 
astonishing  ability,  is  almost  a  perfect  offense 
man,  and  is  capable  of  going  through  with  his 
share  of  the  defense  work.  Sam  is  one  of  those 
unassuming  boys  who  says  very  little,  but  is  pos- 
sessed of  an  abundance  of  ability ;  he  is  one  of  the 
quickest  thinkers  and  is  the  coolest  calculator  that 
the  Club  has,  is  a  most  likeable  boy  and  would 
be  an  asset  to  any  team  in  the  country.  Sam  has 
been  playing  for  the  Club  for  the  past  four  years. 

Leo  Boyle,  who  plays  the  center  position,  prob- 
ably gets  less  recognition  for  the  great  work  that 


he  goes  than  any  other  player  on  the  team;  in  the 
nature  of  his  position  he  does  not  finish  many  of 
the  plays,  but,  however,  it  is  almost  unnecessary 
to  say  that  no  one  of  the  many  successful  plays 
would  ever  be  consummated  were  it  not  for  the 
good  starts  that  Boyle  gives  it.  Leo  plays  both 
a  defensive  and  an  offensive  game  and  is  in  a  class 
with  the  best  centers  in  these  parts.  He  has  been 
playing  for  the  Club  for  the  past  six  years,  was 
the  regular  center  on  the  famous  Olympic  Club 
45s'  and  an  athlete  of  much  note. 

George  Hibbett  plays  a  strictly  offensive  game 
in  which  the  drive  and  the  smash  are  the 
main  factors.  George  has  the  distinction  of  having 
consummated  the  prettiest  play  seen  on  a  basket- 
ball court  this  year  in  the  game  with  the  Uni- 
versity of  California.  He  has  been  playing  for 
the  Club  for  three  years. 

Fred  Bonney,  who  is  the  "Duke  Morrison"  of 
the  squad,  did  the  greatest  part  of  the  heavy  work, 
and,  believe  me,  "with  competency."  Fred  is  built 
along  the  lines  of  "Jimmy  Londos"  and  was  the 
drive  man  on  the  team.  This  was  Fred's  first 
year  with  the  Club,  is  an  ex-Stanford  man,  and 
from  all  reports  will  be  much  heard  from  on  the 
Club  football  squad.  As  to  his  personality,  his 
smiling  countenance  will  speak  for  itself.  He  has 
made  himself  popular  with  the  others  members  of 
the  Club,  and  I  personally  hope  that  he  will  be 
with  the  team  for  many  years  to  come. 

Milt  Lautewasser,  who  needs  no  introduction, 
has  played  on  championship  teams  in  the  Club  for 
the  past  five  years,  having  been  a  member  of  the 
famous  45s  who  took  second  place  in  the  National 
Championships  of  1919.  Milt  has  been  credited 
with  having  pulled  the  game  against  the  Athens 
Club  out  of  the  fire. 

George  Schweitzer  and  George  Gavin  were 
brought  up  from  the  145  pound  team  to  strengthen 
the  Unlimited  team  in  their  respective  positions. 
Schweitzer  played  the  running  guard  position  and 
is  the  running  mate  of  Dick  Berndt,  and  on  all 
occasions  played  his  position  in  his  usual  effective 
style.  Schweitzer  has  been  playing  for  the  Club 
for  the  past  seven  years,  having  also  played  on 
the  Olympic  Club's  45s. 

George  Gavin,  who  played  the  forward  position, 
knows  the  technique  of  basketball  thoroughly. 
He  has  been  playing  for  the  Club  for  the  past 
six  years,  was  a  member  and  regular  on  the 
famous  O.  C.  45s,  and  was  the  most  conscientious 
man  on  the  team.

The  parading  groups  were  augmented  by  a 
number  of  others  at  the  Club  entrance,  and  after 
a  brief  ceremony  in  front  of  the  Club  adjourn- 
ment was  made  to  the  gymnasium  where  the 
wreath-bedecked  heroes  were  serenaded  and  hand- 
shaked  into  a  sharp  appetite  for  a  combination 
breakfast-luncheon  party,  presided  over  by  the 
grand  old  man  of  handball,  Hon.  Frank  Foran. 

After  the  intestinal  knawing  had  been  appeased 
the  boys  gathered  in  the  lobby  and  told  in  gesture 
and  in  word  how  "Red's"  victory  was  gained. 
Chaperon  Jaunet's  spirited  explanations  were 
heard  at  frequent  intervals  above  the  noise  of  the 
rabble,  and  finally  along  toward  dusk  the  party 
broke  up  and  the  boys  left  their  admiring  friends 
to  seek  welcome  and  rest  with  wives  and  sweet- 
hearts.

GOLDEN  GATE  PARK  STADIUM 

It  should  be  a  matter  of  deep  interest  to  those 
who  may  be  concerned  in  promoting  or  approving 
the  future  building  activities  of  the  Club,  as  well 
as  to  the  general  membership,  to  learn  that  the 
construction  of  the  great  Stadium  in  Golden  Gate 
Park,  will  render  the  great  expense  of  an  elaborate 
athletic  field  at  Lakeside  not  only  inadvisable  but 
altogether  unnecessary  from  any  reasonable  point 
of  view. 

Many  Olympians  will  recall  a  set  of  plans  dis- 
played some  months  ago,  pursuant  to  a  request 
made  by  the  Park  Commission  of  a  well  known 
firm  of  Eastern  architects.  Elaborate  as  they 
were  these  plans  did  not  call  for  a  Stadium  that 
the  Park  Commission  considered  of  sufficient 
beauty  for  the  great  San  Francisco  of  the  future, 
and  Willis  Polk  of  this  city  was  invited  to  test 
his  well  known  genius  in  the  preparation  of  others, 
that  should  be  not  only  imposing  and  ornate  in 
architecture,  but  affording  ample  space  in  which 
to  accommodate  to  the  fullest  extent  all  possible 
athletic  demands  of  the  future. 

Mr.  Polk  has  already  prepared  a  perspective 
plan  of  a  great  Stadium  which  is  highly  artistic 
in  execution  and  design,  and  when  these  have  been 
added  to  after  exhaustive  conference  with  local 
athletic  bodies  in  order  to  be  certain  as  to  their 
needs  or  requirements,  they  will  doubtless  be 
unanimously  approved  by  the  Park  Commission 
and  the  work  of  excavation   at  once  begun. 

The    Polk    plans    contemplate    a    highly    ornate 

Stadium,  with  a  seating  capacity  of  45,000,  mostly

COLLIER

IT  is  a  vain  thing  for  man  to  attempt  to  write 
a  few  words  about  so  beautiful  a  subject.  My 
pen  runs  dry  as  I  falteringly  try  to  re-create  some 
of  the  hopes  that  here  began.  I  dip  it  again  in 
the  well  of  tears  and  still  it  writes  not.  Then  let 
this  be  enough.  Not  with  ink  shall  these  things 
be   written,   but   with    the    fire    of   love    they    shall

be  burnt  in  the  heart.  Not  from  the  print  of  pages 
shall  this  message  spring,  but  through  the  hand 
that  clasps  the  hand  shall  it  flow;  from  the  light 
that  glances  from  the  eye  to  the  light  of  the  eye 
shall  it  be  sped.     Together  we  weep. 

Winston  Collier  was  born  in  Seattle  May  30, 
1907,  the  only  son  of  Harry  D.  Collier  and  May 
Collier.  He  soon  removed  to  San  Francisco,  where 
he  grew  from  bright  childhood  to  early  youth. 
He  received  his  preliminary  education  at  Sutro 
Grammar  School  and  then  entered  Lowell  High 
School.  Here  he  took  an  active  part  in  school 
affairs.      He     played     forward     on    the    110-pound 


soccer  team.  To  Winston,  it  is  one  of  the  most 
glowing  tributes  we  may  pay,  that  he  reckoned 
his  friends  at  Lowell  by  the  scores.  He  is  re- 
called as  having  made  his  journey  down  one  of 
the  corridors  of  the  school,  but  by  a  series  of  salu- 
tations and  fond  callings  from  friend  to  friend 
rejoicing  as  he  went  in  the  warm  sunlight  of  per- 
sonal regard  and  attachment. 

Miss  Gertrude  C.  Peckham,  Winston's  class 
teacher  at  Lowell,  sent  me  the  following  beautiful 
eulogy: 

"Winston  Collier's  untimely  death  brought 
grief  to  many  outside  his  own  family.  His 
teachers  and  classmates  were  shocked  at  the 
sad  news.  Their  grief  was  a  real  tribute  to 
the  sterling  character  of  their  student  and 
classmate. 

Winston's  friends  were  counted  by  the 
hundreds.  His  thoughtfulness  of  others,  his 
willingness  to  be  hehoful  and  his  lovable  dis- 
position had  drawn  them   to  him. 

His  standards  of  integrity  were  high,  his 
cheerfulness  was  fairly  radiant,  his  spirituality 
marked,  so  that  he  enriched  the  lives  of  all 
those  with  whom  he  came  in  contact. 

We  of  the  faculty  of  Lowell  High  School, 
who  had  watched  Winston  developing  into 
a  splendid  type  of  young  manhood  have  a 
keen  realization  of  what  his  loss  means  to  his 
parents  and  our  sympathy  is  with  them  in 
their  great  grief." 

It  was  his  keen  delight  to  sport  and  flash 
through  the  green  water  of  the  Club  tank.  Among 
other  sports,  tennis  and  football,  Winston  was 
very  fond  of  swimming.  Tom  Bunyan  says  he 
was  one  of  the  most  gentlemanly  and  manly  boys 
he  had  in  his  care;  every  ready  to  obey  his  in- 
structors and  full  of  boyish  life.  Like  a  true 
Olympian  he  was  devoted  to  out-of-door  sports. 
He  loved  hunting  and  fishing.  In  fact,  these  were 
his  hobbies,  which  kept  him  in  the  open  and  close 
to  Nature. 

We  can  do  no  more  than  make  a  poor  endeavor 
to  tell  the  bereaved  parents  of  this  dear  boy  that 
they  have  our  sympathy  and  deep  grief.  Truly 
may  it  be  said  their  loss  is  ours.  Olympia  has 
lost  a  son.

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TRACK  and  FIELD

WINNING  the  majority  of  honors  in  the 
track  events,  but  failing  in  the  hurdles 
and  in  the  jumps  and  pole  vault,  the 
Olympic  Club  track  team  lost  to  the 
University  of  California  Bears  on  March  24th. 
There  are  many  considerations  to  be  mentioned 
in  this  defeat.  First,  it  must  be  remembered  that 
Walter  Christie's  team  is  the  Intercollegiate  cham- 
pions of  the  United  States.  Secondly,  the  Olym- 
pians were  terribly  weakened  by  the  absence  of 
such  men  as  Jack  Merchant,  Morris  Kirksey, 
George  Krogness  and  Charley  Hunter,  a  quartet 
of  the  best   athletes  to   be   found   anywhere. 

The  latest  stellar  performer  for  the  Winged 
"O",  Bill  O'Brien,  covered  himself  with  glory, 
winning  the  440-yard  run  from  the  Bears  in  the 
sensational  time  of  50  4-5  seconds.  Eddie  Sudden 
took  both  the  100-yard  dash  and  the  furlong  for 
the  Winged  "O",  and  far  outclassed  the  field. 

In  the  half  mile  Seimans,  wearing  the  Winged 
"O",  took  second  place,  losing  a  close  race  to  Al 
Bauman  of  California.  Bill  Macgurn,  our  husky 
weight  tosser,  had  things  just  about  as  he  pleased 
in  the  shot  put  and  discus  throw.  Bill  also  took 
second  place  to  Jim  McEachern  in  the  hammer 
throw  and  was  the  high  point  man  of  the  meet 
with  a  total  of  thirteen  markers. 

The  most  sensational  race  of  the  day  was  the 
relay,  and  the  Winged  "O"  came  home  in  victory 


in  this.  In  the  first  lap,  George  Williams  of  the 
Club  and  Blemmer  of  the  Blue  and  Gold  ran 
just  about  even.  The  veteran  Joe  Pyne  took  up 
the  Olympic  burden  against  Whiteside  of  Cali- 
fornia in  the  second  lap.  Joe  ran  the  race  of  his 
career  and  gave  Waterman  a  two-yard  lead  for 
the  Club  in  the  third  lap.  But  Waterman  was 
up  against  a  good  man  in  Saxby,  and  when  "the 
third  lap  was  completed,  California  led  by  a  yard. 
Bill  O'Brien  took  up  the  last  lap  against  Clif 
Goeftz  of  California,  and  after  a  sensational  race 
down  the  back  stretch,  passed  the  California  man, 
and  breasted  the  tape  a  winner  by  a  yard.  The 
time  was  very  fair,  3  minutes  28  seconds.

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Olympic  Club  Rifle  Team 
Ties  With  Navy 


THE  Rifle  Match  for  the  Navy  Cup,  pre- 
sented by  the  Naval  Training  Station,  San 
Francisco  Bay,  was  fired  at  Leona  Heights 
rifle  range  on  Sunday,  April  15th,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  California  Rifle  and  Pistol  Asso- 
ciation. 

The  match  resulted  in  a  victory  for  commander 
Palmer's  Navy  Team  in  a  tie  with  the  Olympic 
Club.  Under  the  Rifle  Match  rules,  ties  are  decided 
by  the  highest  scores  at  the  rapid  fire  stages, 
and  the  Olympic  Club  lost  the  match  on  this 
ruling. 

This  was  the  second  consecutive  match  in 
which  the  Olympic  Club  and  the  Navy  team  have 
tied  for  first  place,  as  our  team  won  the  Thirtieth 
Infantry  Cup  from  the  Navy  team  in  February 
on  just  such  a  tie.  The  crack  Coast  Artillery 
Corps  team  of  Fort  Scott  took  third  place,  in  spi+.e 
of  the  fact  that  they  had  four  of  the  members 
of  the  Coast  Artillery  Corps  National  Match 
team,  which  took  third  place  in  the  National 
Team  Match  at  Camp  Perry,  Ohio,  last  year,  in 
competition  with  the  best  rifle  shots  in  the  United 
States.  This  speaks  highly  for  the  class  of  rifle 
shooting  on  this  coast,  demonstrating  that  the 
Pacific  Coast  can  hold  its  own  with  the  riflemen 
of   any  section   of   the   country. 

The  match  was  an  extremely  close  one,  the 
issue  in  doubt  until  the  very  last  shot  had  been 
fired.  Some  remarkably  high  individual  scores 
were  made,  when  the  disadvantages  of  a  very 
difficult  rifle  range  are  taken  into  consideration. 
Major  Stanley  of  the  Coast  Artillery  Corps  was 
high  man  with  a  total  of  241  out  of  a  possible 
250  and  within  one  point  of  the  Association's 
record    for     this     course.

Flemming  of  the  Navy  was  second  with  a  total  of 
240  and  Mr.  Hansen  of  the  Roberts  Island  Rifle 
Club,  Stockton,  was  third  with  239.

THE  SIXTH   ROUND,   OR  THE  FINALS 

The  sixth  round  or  the  finals  brought  together 
Laswell  and  Murray,  both  from  California.  Las- 
well  on  the  previous  round  had  disposed  of  Bathey 
of  Detroit.  He  has  a  style  and  form  closely  analo- 
gous to  Donovan's,  killing  in  the  same  manner 
from  the  back  wall,  but  not  with  so  much  driving 
power.  He  has  a  right  hand  kill  from  the  short 
line  that  seldom  fails  him,  and  he  is  equally  deadly 
in  dropping  for  the  kill  a  fly  ball  sailing  over  the 
short  line  on  the  right  side. 

In  the  first  game,  Laswell  played  Joe  perfectly, 
crossing  him  and  seizing  the  opportunity  for  the 
kill  when  it  was  presented.  On  the  other  hand, 
Joe's  returns  were  chiefly  to  the  right  side,  where 
Laswell  is  virtually  impregnable.  At  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  first  game,  which  Laswell  won,  21-9, 
the  advice  given  to  Joe  was  to  confine  the  play 
as  much  as  possible  to  the  left  side. 

Then  came  that  second  game  which  developed 
into  the  most  enthralling  and  heart-rending  of  the 
entire  tournament,  and  which  was  provocative 
of  enthusiasm  galore.  Battling  with  furious  ardor, 
first  one  and  then  the  other  would  assume  the 
lead,  until  the  score  arrived  at  14  all.  Murray  on 
his  next  hand  garnered  five  points,  bringing  the 
score  to  19  to  14,  apparently  a  safe  and  a  win- 
ning lead.  Laswell  on  his  next  attempt,  secured 
two  points  on  his  serve,  which  inspired  him  to 
renewed  effort  to  win.  His  first  impression,  as  he 
explained  afterwards,  was  to  conserve  his  strength 
for  the  third  game,  as  he  considered  his  chances  to 
take  the  second  game,  after  the  commanding  lead 
established  by  Murray,  remote  and  practically  negli- 
gible. Seeing  Murray  take  two  long  breaths  pro- 
duced the  conviction  that  Joe  was  tiring,  so  he  de- 
cided to  make  a  bold  bid  for  that  second  game,  the 
winning  whereof  would  mean  the  coveted  cham- 
pionship. Fighting  like  a  lion  just  awakened, 
Laswell  bore  down  on  what  he  supposed  was  a 
tiring  Murray,  luring  him  into  the  in  court,  and 
then  sending  him  galloping  into  the  back  court 
by  volleying  the  ball  in  that  direction.  He  reck- 
oned, however,  without  his  host,  for  Murray  is 
one  man  who  does  not  tire,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
plays  as  hard,  if  not  harder,  in  the  last  as  in  the 
first  game.  He  finally  caught  Murray  at  19,  and 
passed  him  by  making  20,  where  he  was  held. 
Then  Murray  made  one,  when  his  hand  was  put 
out,  thus  evening  the  score  at  20  all.  Here  en- 
sued and  was  enacted  the  tensest  and  most  dra- 
matic situation  in  the  entire  tournament.  Only 
one  point  intervened  between  Laswell  and  the 
victor's  crown,  while  one  point  was  all  that 
Murray  needed  for  another  chance  in  the  third 
game.     Each  retired  the  other  without  a  point  for 


four  successive  hands,  in  several  instances,  after 
long  rallies.  Neither  one  essayed  to  kill,  each 
one  resorting  to  the  aerial  attack,  and  hoping  for 
the  other  to  miss.  On  the  fifth  hand,  after  sev- 
eral exchanges,  Laswell  made  a  return  to  thei 
deep  left  court,  which  Murray  recovered  by  a 
remarkable  get  with  the  left  hand  for  a  kill  in  the 
right  corner,  resulting  in  the  twenty-first  point  and 
the  game.  The  play  in  these  five  innings  consumed 
all  of  five  minutes  and  held  one  breathless  with 
suppressed  excitement. 

The  exertions  of  Laswell  in  his  effort  to  seize 
that  second  game  told  against  him  when  he  tried 
conclusions  with  Murray  in  the  third  game.  Joe 
returned  to  the  fray  full  of  ardor  and  fight,  while 
Laswell  found  himself  spent  of  energy  and  barren 
of  reserve.  In  consequence,  Joe  made  quick  work 
of  the  game,  smothering  his  opponent  by  21-6,1 
thereby   winning   the   national   title. 

JOE  MURRAY,  CHAMPION  OF  CHAMPIONS 

When  one  pauses  to  reflect  on  the  feat  ac- 
complished by  Murray  in  the  acquisition  of  the 
national  title,  he  cannot  arrive  at  any  other  con- 
clusion, save  that  Murray  is,  in  deed  and  in  truth, 
a  champion  of  champions.  Four  champions  ob- 
structed the  pathway  of  Joe  in  his  march  toward 
the  victor's  goal,  and  each  one  succumbed  to  his 
superior  prowess.  First  it  was  Schinner,  national 
champion  last  year;  next  it  was  Hobleman,  this 
year's  junior  champion;  followed  by  Haedge, 
national  champion  two  years  ago,  and,  lastly,  Las- 
well, junior  and  senior  doubles  champion  last  year. 

Murray  demonstrated  conclusively  that  the 
element  of  fear  does  not  enter  into  his  composition; 
that  he  fights  harder  and  with  greater  energy 
when  victory  resists  his  grasp ;  that  he  refuses 
to  resign  himself  to  defeat;  that  he  is  un- 
dismayed when  conditions  appear  adverse;  that 
in  fine  he  has  the  fighting  spirit  to  a  superlative 
degree,  something  that  only  a  real  champion  is 
endowed  with.  All  hail  to  him!  Olympia  rejoices 
in  her  newly  crowned  champion.

THE  Olympic  Club  football  team  (Associa- 
tion rules)  is  a  veritable  Polyhedron. 
Buffeted  and  bumped,  the  solid  front  of  the 
eleven  withstood  all  attacks  and  marched 
steadily  onward  and  upward  until  the  pinnacle  of 
its  1922-23  season  was  reached  on  March  18th,  in 
the  stirring  defeat  of  the  McKinley  Park  Club  by 
6  goals  to  1 ;  after  that  the  team  showed  a  different 
character,  steadily  retreating,  fighting  in  a  some- 
what indifferent  manner;  in  a  word,  going  flat. 

A  week,  after  smashing  the  McKinley  eleven 
6  to  1,  the  Club  only  managed  to  beat  an  inferior 
Sacramento  team,  Riverside,  by  2  goals  to  1 ; 
failed  on  April  8th  to  even  score  against  the  Bar- 
barians— whom  they  previously  defeated  4  to  1 — 
and  permitted  the  Barbarians  to  score  one  on 
them;  played  a  pretty  but  ineffective  game  against 
the  Sons  of  St.  George  at  San  Pablo  Park,  Berke- 
ley, on  April  15th,  before  an  immense  and  en- 
thusiastic crowd  that  had  come  out  to  see  the 
famous  Olympic  team,  and  went  home  defeated 
by  2  goals  to  1,  the  lone  Olympic  goal  being 
scored  by  the  poorest  player  on  the  team  that  day, 
J.  C.  Templeton,  playing  his  first  game  for  the 
Club. 

The  strangest  thing  about  it  all  is  the  bigoted 
conviction  of  the  general  public  that  the  Olympic 
Club  team  is  still  the  greatest  eleven  on  the  Coast 


this  season;  and  capable  of  turning  the  tables  on 
both  of  its  recently  successful  adversaries. 

If  you  ask  people  why  they  are  so  firm  in  this 
conviction  they  will  tell  you  that  they  have 
watched  the  Olympic  team  in  action  since  the 
practice  games  in  August  to  the  finals  in  April  and 
have  seen  that  team,  with  practically  the  same 
personnel,  weakened  here  and  there  by  accidents, 
stand  firm  for  eight  months,  and,  when  it  did  play 
its  best,  surpassed  anything  on  the  Coast. 

They  say  that  the  Olympic  Club  is  a  poly- 
hedron, and  I,  who  have  entrance  to  the  inner 
circle  of  this  celebrated  conglomeration  of  eleven 
young  gentlemen,  say  that  the  public  is  right  in 
its  conclusion. 

We'll  go  through  with  this  team  next  season 
(which  we  hope  will  not  be  another  eight  months 
of  contests)  and  clean  up  both  association  and 
league  and,  perhaps,  also  the  Five-a-Side. 

Sounds  like  bragging;  but  its  not!  Next  sea- 
son the  eleven  will  be  a  team  of  veterans.  The 
ability  of  Coach  Young,  the  skill  of  Trainer  Von 
Poehlnitz,  the  sterling  characters  of  the  men  on 
the  team  plus  the  prestige  acquired  in  the  long 
league  season  of  1922-23  will  make  an  invincible 
team. 

Remember  this  next  season  when  you  see  us  go. 

The  foregoing  is  the  real  stuff.  Now  for  the 
generally  given  alibis  for  the  Final  Cup  Tie  game 
and  the  Sons  of  St.  George.  Well,  for  the  Final 
we  had  to  play  without  Goalkeeper  Singer,  whose 
attack  of  flu  was  followed  by  a  bad  attack  of 
erysipelas,  and  without  Vice  (and  acting)  Captain 
Anderson),  who  twisted  his  knee  at  practice  three 
days  before  the  game. 

The  Sons  of  St.  George  game  was  played  on  a 
fine  turf  field,  fifteen  yards  wider  and  fifteen  yards 
longer  than  we  were  used  to.  Singer  and  Ander- 
son were  still  unfit  and  Bobbie  Foster  was  unablet 
to  play,  his  place  being  taken  by  Templeton,  whci 
refused  to  mix  it  in  the  scrimmages,  although!

(An  Appreciation)

OLYMPIA,  strike  your  colors  and  drop  the 
wings  of  the  flying  "O",  for  'tis  4:30 
o'clock  on  the  afternoon  of  May  the  6th, 
marking  the  first  anniversary  of  the  day 
and  hour  when  two  of  your  stalwart  sons  John 
Ryder  Hanify  and  Edwin  Axel  Christenson,  came 
to  their  untimely  end  that  fateful  Saturday  after- 
noon on  San  Francisco  Bay. 

"Organized  May  6,  1860,"  reads  the  inscription 
carved  on  the  pillars  of  stone  at  the  entrance  of 
your  Post  street  home.  Thus  a  whim  of  Fate, 
May  6,  1923,  likewise  marks  your  sixty-third  birth- 
day. 

To  do  it  honor,  your  colors  fluttered  in  the 
morning  breezes  from  their  mast  head,  but,  as 
even-tide  approaches,  we  strike  them  to  the  half 
while  yet  the  receding  sun  stands  well  within  the 
western  sky,  reluctantly  keeping  pace  with  the 
departing  day. 

Now  let  us  journey  to  the  grove  at  Lakeside, 
for  'tis  the  time  appointed  when  Olympia  should 
foregather  to  witness  the  ceremony  as  it  was 
written  in  blank  verse  by  Clay  M.  Greene,  and 
directed  right  worthily  by  Commissioner  Earle 
Caldwell. 

We  tread  the  winding  path  from  the  Club- 
house to  where  the  lupine  rears  his  golden  crown; 
where  the  blue-bell  flowers  on  either  hand  mod- 
estly adorn  the  grassy  way.  You  enter  the  sylvan 
glade,  "Memoriae  Dedicata"  and  you  have  arrived 
to  find  beneath  its  sheltered  pines,  enconced,  a 
natural  grove  theater  in  rustic  seats  arrayed. 
There,  too,  you  find  that  Time  has  preceded  you, 
as  he  always  has  and  always  will.  So  spake 
Charles  Kendrick  with  august  mein  and  dulcet 
tones,  bearing  the  while  his  implacable  scythe, 
haltingly  followed  by  age,  portrayed  by  none  other 
than  the  author  (Clay  Greene)  himself,  who  sup- 
plicates changeless  Time  that  he  might  tarry  idly 


for  a  while  to  hold  converse  with  Gratitude  and 
Memory,  and  Friendship,  too. 

As  does  Time  seemingly  in  nature  pause  while 
journeying  onward  with  unrelenting  pace,  so  did 
the  Time  of  Kendrick  halt  to  greet  Olympian 
Memory — of  Hanify  and  Christenson — regally  de- 
livered by  William  H.  McCarthy,  while  the  lasting 
gratitude  for  their  kindly  deeds  are  sincerely 
spoken  by  Chauncey  Tramutolo,  and  a  tribute  to 
their  friendly  attitude  to  mankind  in  general,  ex- 
emplified in  the  incisive,  soft  toned  delivery  of 
James  F.  Brennan. 

Now  comes  Harold  Pracht  imbued  with  the 
undaunted  spirit  of  Youth,  symbolic  of  Olympia's 
courage,  to  sustain  their  precepts  of  virile  man- 
hood throughout  this  age  and  ages  to  come, 
then  appears,  with  becoming  grace,  and  tripping 
fittingly  upon  the  scene,  Franklin  Lyons  in  care- 
free Childhood's  way,  bearing  the  sweet  roses 
Memory  gave  him  yesterday  in  testimony  of  their 
good  deeds  and  good  intents  of  John  and  Edwin. 
A  shout  from  all:  "The  Chieftain!"  ends  this 
delightful  allegory  as  ends  a  blissful  reverie  when 
awakening  to  find  that  the  characters  of  fancy 
have  each  their  counterparts  in  Nature. 

With  impressive  dignity  and  great  depth  of 
feeling,  L.  M.  Hoefler,  Olympia's  worthy  Vice- 
President,  sustained  the  part  of  Chieftain,  for  in- 
deed it  was  a  part  requiring  courage  to  assume 
on  short  notice,  due  to  the  fact  that  Olympia's 
Chieftain,  William  F.  Humphrey,  who  perhaps 
more  than  any  other,  was  John  Hanify's  and  Ed- 
win Christenson's  closest  friend,  had  been  called 
to  Washington.  Chieftain  Hoefler,  ably  fortified 
by  his  Lieutenants,  Directors  Philip  Fay,  Joseph 
J.  Tynan,  Judge  Timothy  I.  Fitzpatrick,  Dr.  E.  G. 
McConnell,  Treasurer  George  Tourny,  the  hard 
working,  indefatigable  Secretary  Frank  J.  Foran,

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Pacific  Amateur  Association  Meet

OLYMPIA'S    colors    were    flaunted    to    the 
four    winds     at    the     conclusion     of    the 
Pacific     Association     meet     at     Berkeley 
on    May   5th.     This   meet   marked   Frank 
Foster's     last    official    act    for   the    Club    and   the 
splendid  victory  was  a  real  tribute  to  him. 

There  have  been  few  men  who  could  inspire 
athletes  as  could  the  late  coach  of  the  Olympic 
Club.  They  love  him  and  always  gave  better  than 
their  best,  when  they  knew  it  would  bring  satis- 
faction to  Frank. 

On  this  day  the  spirit  was  manifested  greater 
than  ever,  and  when  the  final  count  was  made  the 
Winged  "O"  had  piled  up  one  of  the  largest  mar- 
gins that  has  been  scored  in  many  years. 

Seventy-eight  points  were  chalked  up  by  the 
Club  athletes,  while  the  best  that  Stanford,  the 
second  team,  could  make  was  46,  while  California 
landed  in  third  position  with  44. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  meet  was  the 
wonderful  sprinting  of  Eddie  Sudden,  who  carried 
the  Club  colors  to  victory  in  both  dashes.  In  the 
century,  a  tape  was  stretched  across  the  track  at 
the  75-meter  mark  and  Sudden  broke  it  in  8  2-5, 
which  tied  the  world's  record  made  by  Charlie 
Paddock  a  few  days  ago  in  Paris. 

Eddie  is  a  living  example  of  the  coaching  of 
Frank  Foster,  and  owes  every  bit  of  his  success  to 
him.  Whatever  Sudden  accomplishes  on  the  cinder 
track  will  commemorate  the  work  of  Foster,  who 
made  one  of  the  greatest  sprinters  in  the  country

out  of  a  youngster  who  knew  nothing  about  the 
game. 

A  surprise  came  in  the  quarter-mile,  when  Bill 
O'Brien  of  the  Olympic  Club  was  beaten  by  Storie 
of  San  Jose  and  Van  Judah  of  Stanford.  Bill  was 
a  favorite,  but  had  worked  too  hard  and  was  over- 
trained on  the  day  of  the  meet. 

The  Club  took  one-two  in  the  half  mile,  with 
Smith  winning  and  Siemans  landing  in  second 
place,  while  Hunter  broke  the  tape  in  the  five 
miles.  Bierbaum  added  to  the  points  in  the  mile, 
Krogness  took  a  second  in  the  high  hurdles  and 
Hooper  came  next  to  Hunter  in  the  long  grind. 

It  was  in  the  weight  events,  however,  that  the 
real  advantage  of  the  Olympic  Club  was  shown. 
Foster  had  groomed  a  number  of  weight  men,  who 
far  excelled  anything  that  the  colleges  had  to  offer. 
Macgurn,  Merchant,  McEachren,  Dooling,  Han- 
ner  made  a  pretty  "tight"  combination  and  car- 
ried off  most  of  the  honors  in  the  weights.  Neu- 
feld  and  Sorrenti  of  California  were  the  only  men 
to  cut  in  to  any  extent  in  the  weights. 

The  field  events  were  also  well  taken  care  of 
by  Kelly,  Merchant  and  Phillips.  There  was  not 
an  event  in  which  Foster  did  not  have  men  to  cut 
into  the  points.  It  was  the  best  balanced  team 
that  has  been  seen  in  these  parts  in  several  sea- 
sons, and  too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  the 
coach  who  gave  everything  that  he  had  to  build 
up  track  athletics  at  the  Olympic  Club. 

He  succeeded  in  his  life  work — and  this  great 
victory  can  stand  as  a  monument  to  his  name.

THERE  is  an  old  story  which  tells  about  a 
scholar  who  was  being  taken  across  a  river 
on  a  ferry.     The  scholar,  so  the  story  goes, 
asked    the    ferryman    if    he    knew    anything 
about  astronomy.     The  ferryman  answered  that  he 
did    not    and    the    scholar    remarked :    "One    third 
of  your  life  is  lost." 

After  a  while  the  scholar  again  asked  the  ferry- 
man if  he  knew  anything  about  anthropology. 
The  ferryman  said  he  did  not,  and  the  scholar 
remarked :  "Another  third  of  your  life  is  lost." 

A  little  later  the  boat  upset  and  both  of  them 
were  thrown  into  the  water.  "Can  you  swim?" 
the  ferryman  asked  of  the  scholar.  "Alas,  no," 
said  the  scholar.  "Then,"  the  ferryman  remarked 
as  he  started  for  the  shore,  "All  your  life  is  lost." 
No  matter  what  other  accomplishments  a  man 
may  have,  if  he  does  not  know  how  to  swim  his 
education  is  not  complete.  Not  only  does  his 
inability  to  swim  expose  him  to  many  unnecessary 
hazards,  but  his  helplessness  prevents  him  from 
participating  in  various  recreations,  on  and  in  the 
water,  that  would  be  of  great  value  to  him. 

Swimming  is  generally  conceded  by  men  of 
authority  to  be  one  of  the  best  exercises  known. 
It  brings  into  play  more  muscles  than  any  other 
Dne  sport  without  the  danger  of  straining  oneself. 
Enough  cannot  be  said  about  the  effects  of  swim- 


ming on  one's  physical  condition,  especially  in 
salt  water.  Could  anything  be  better  for  the  tired 
business  man  after  a  hard  day's  work  than  a  good 
swim? 

There  is  no  reason  why  any  member  of  the 
Olympic  Club  should  be  unable  to  swim.  The 
Olympic  Club  possesses  what  is  acknowledged  to 
be  the  most  beautiful  swimming  pool  in  America, 
if  not  in  the  world.  The  pool  has  the  added  ad- 
vantage of  being  filled  with  nice,  invigorating 
ocean  water  filtered  and  warmed  to  a  comfortable 
temperature.  And  yet  this  delightful  pool,  with 
its  refreshing  salt  water  which  many  people  would 
travel  miles  to  plunge  into,  is  used  only  by  a  com- 
paratively small  number  of  our  active  members, 
outside  of  the  athletic  and  juvenile  members. 

Swimming  instructions  in  the  Club  are  abso- 
lutely free,  facilities  are  always  at  hand,  and  in 
Coach  Frank  Rivas,  than  whom  there  is  none 
whomer,  we  have  one  of  the  best  instructors  in  the 
country. 

You  men  who,  with  the  advent  of  these  warm, 
summer  days,  are  tired  and  warm,  get  the  two 
or  three  laps  a  day  habit.  Join  in  the  happy 
throng  that  goes  paddling  along.  Don't  be  in  the 
same  predicament  as  the  scholar  in  the  story. 
Cheat  the  great  reaper  of  a  few  years.  Don  the 
suit  and   wade   in. 


Amateur  Sport  and  the  A.  A.  U.

NEVER  before  in  its  history  has  the  Ama- 
teur Athletic  Union  of  the  United  States 
needed  more  the  faithful  co-operation  and 
support  of  all  of  its  constituent  members 
ind  of  all  those  interested  in  the  furtherance  of 
imateur  athletics  in  the  country  than  it  does  now. 
While  a  rising  tide  of  largely  unfounded  oppo- 
■ition  is  flooding  the  country,  the  A.  A.  U.  faces 
i  number  of  perplexing  problems  and  herculean 
asks.  These  problems  include  the  organization 
)f  the  American  team  to  the  1924  Olympiad  at 
3aris,  the  administrative  difficulties  caused  by  the 
remendous  forward  strides  of  all  amateur  sports, 
he  proper  direction  and  handling  of  womens' 
ithletics,  the  matter  of  rival  bodies  of  athletic 
urisdiction,  and  the  problem  of  covering  adequate- 
y  the  vast  territory  of  the  United  States. 


The  American  press,  so  prone  to  generalize 
hastily  from  particular  and  conspicuous  cases,  has 
created  and  is  creating,  the  popular  idea  that  the 
A.  A.  U.  is  an  oppressive  and  czarish  body. 

The  Charlie  Paddock  case — greatly  overplayed 
because  of  the  prominence  of  the  principal  actor — 
has  served  to  further  this  misconception  of  the 
A.  A.  U.  This  case,  and  many  others,  local  in 
character,  have  been  seized  upon  by  the  opponents 
of  the  A.  A.  U.,  and  by  newspaper  men  whose 
interests  in  the  matter  at  hand  has  been  confined 
to  the  "news  value"  of  the  affair,  as  indicating  that 
the  A.  A.  U.  is  due  for  a  fall  from  its  supreme 
position  in  the  amateur  athletic  world.

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MILITARY  RIFLES 

By  CAPT.  W.  C.  PRICHARD,  Ord.  0.  R.  C. 


THE  military  rifle  shooting  of  our  Olympic 
Club  team  with  the  U.  S.  rifle,  model  1903, 
familiarly  known  as  Springfield,  leads  natur- 
ally to  a  comparison  of  that  arm  with  other 
military  rifles,  especially  those  used  in  the  World 
War. 

The  accompanying  illustration  shows  the  prin- 
cipal rifles  in  the  following  order  from  top  to 
bottom:  Lebel,  France;  Nagant,  Russia;  Mauser, 
Germany;  Enfield,  United  States;  Short  Enfield, 
Great  Britain,  and  Springfield,  United  States,  the 
last  two  being  shown  without  bayonets. 

The  U.  S.  Enfield,  or  U.  S.  rifle,  model  1917, 
is  a  modification  of  a  British  design  which  we 
used  during  the  World  War  to  supplement  the 
Springfield,  which  we  were  unable  to  manufacture 
in  sufficient  quantities,  while  there  were  three  fac- 
tories in  this  country  equipped  to  manufacture 
the  Enfield.  The  largest  of  these  factories  reached 
a  production  of  6000  rifles  a  day  before  the 
armistice. 

All  these  rifles  are  bolt  operated  as  dis- 
tinguished from  the  lever  operated  and  slide  oper- 
ated rifles  generally  used  by  American  sportsmen 
in  deer  and  big  game  hunting. 

They  all  have  box  magazines,  as  distinguished 
from  the  tubular  magazines  in  many  sporting  rifles. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Short  Enfield  the 
stock  is  of- one  piece  of  wood,  extending  from  the 
butt  plate  to  a  point  near  the  muzzle. 

All  are  equipped  with  bayonets. 

The  reasons  for  the  use  of  the  bolt  action  is 
that  it  is  simpler  and  stronger  than  the  lever 
or   slide  actions,   and  is   much  easier  to   dismount

for  cleaning  or  for  the  replacement  of  broken 
parts,  and  is  better  adapted  to  use  with  the  box 
magazine. 

Great   strength   is    necessary    to   withstand    the 


back  thrust  from  the  military  cartridges,  which 
develop  chamber  pressure  of  from  40,000  to  over 
50,000  pounds  per  square  inch. 

The  box  magazine  is  superior  to  the  tubular, 
because  it  is  simpler,  lighter  and  quicker  to  load. 
It  has  the  added  advantage  that  the  balance  of  the 
rifle  is  less  affected  as  the  successive  cartridges  are 
fired    than    is    the    case    with    a    tubular    magazine

rifle,  which  is  muzzle  heavy  when  the  magazine 
is  full  and  keeps  growing  lighter  as  the  cartridges 
are  removed. 

A  glance  at  the  picture  of  the  >  rifles  will  dis 
close  a  great  divergence  in  length,  the  extremes 
being  the  French  rifle,  which  is  52  inches  long, 
and  the  Springfield,  which  is  only  42  inches. 
When  the  bayonets  are  attached  these  differences 
become  even  greater.  The  advantage  is  all  in 
favor  of  the  short  rifles,  as  they  balance  better 
and  are  much  handier  than  the  longer  ones. 

In  the  days  of  slow-burning  black  powder  the 
long  barrels  were  necessary  to  obtain  the  desired  : 
velocities,  but  with  the  present  fast-burning  smoke-  - 
less  powders  any  addition  to  the  Springfield  barrel 
length,    24    inches,    make    little    difference    in    the 
velocity. 

The  bolt  actions  of  the  French  and  Russian 
rifles  are  clumsy,  the  Russian  being  extremely 
poor. 

The  bolts  of  the  Mauser,  American  Enfield 
and  Springfield  are  very  similar  and  have  great 
strength,  due  to  the  large  locking  lugs  placed  on 
the   forward   end. 

The    bolt    of    the    Short    Enfield,    with    locking 
lugs    on    its    rear    end,    is    not    as    strong    as    the 
others,  nor  does  it  support  the  cartridge  sufficient- 
ly firm  to  obtain  the  greatest  accuracy,  but  it  is

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Mexico,  the  Land  of  Enchantment

RICH    in    wonderful    scenery,    brim-full    of 
interesting   and   quaint   places,   with    lofty 
mountains,  famous  mines,  immense  farms, 
exceptional  cities  boasting  of  great  cathed- 
rals and  public  buildings  and  inhabited  by  a  cour- 
teous and  hospitable  people,  Mexico,  as  it  is  today, 
is  a  country  to  enthuse  over. 

This  is  the  impression  I  gained  on  my  recent 
trip  to  Mexico  City  with  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  excursion,  which  left  San  Fran- 
cisco April  11  and  returned  April  29.  And  it  is 
the  impression  gained,  I  believe,  by  every  other 
member  of  the  party.  Among  those  who  took 
advantage  of  the  excursion  to  obtain  a  first-hand 
idea  of  what  exists  below  the  Rio  Grande  were 
several  Olympians.  Included  in  the  list  were  Dr. 
Asa  W.  Collins,  George  L.  Riccomi,  J.  T.  Brown, 
Dr.  Frank  E.  Frates,  Dr.  F.  W.  Ross,  City  Engi- 
neer O'Shaughnessy,  Leo  Bourke,  Clarence  A.  Fay, 
E.  W.  Irwin,  J.  C.  Berendsen,  Frank  E.  Carroll 
and  Frank  E.  Carroll  Jr.  I  believe  they  will  bear 
with  me  in  correcting  the  general  impression  of 
Mexico  and  Mexicans,  which  I  believe  is  the  result 
of  the  long  period  of  rebellion,  and  which  does 
not  do  justice  to  our  sister  country.  Mexico  today 
is  both  friendly  and  peaceful,  and  the  people  of 
that  country  made  us  feel,  at  least,  that  they  were 
anything  but  antagonistic. 

The  minute  we  entered  Mexican  territory  we 
were  greeted  with  very  wonderful  hospitality  and 
every  courtesy  was  shown  us.  Everywhere  we 
went,  regardless  of  the  hour  of  our  arrival,  we 
were  met  with  bands  and  reception  committees 
of  Chambers  of  Commerce,  public  officials  and 
delegations  from  clubs.  Dinners,  automobile  rides, 
fiestas,  bull  fights  and  banquets  were  provided  in 
our  honor. 

One  of  the  outstanding  features  of  our  trip 
was  the  State  luncheon  in  our  honor  on  the  Ter- 
'  race  of  the  Castle  of  Chapultepec  by  President 
Obregon.  From  this  terrace  the  view  was  mag- 
nificent, overwhelming.  In  the  foreground  were 
beautiful  trees  and  the  "bosque"  surrounding  the 
castle,  with  fountains  playing  in  the  distance  and 
city  lying  at  our  feet.  The  lights  and  shadows 
and  ever  changing  colors  brought  forth  continued 
exclamations  of  surprise  and  delight  from  the 
guests,  who  numbered  more  than  200.  The  music 
for  the  luncheon  was  furnished  by  the  President's 
band  and  the  famous  Marimba  Band,  which  thrilled 
us  at  the  Panama-Pacific  World  Fair  held  in  San 
Francisco   in    1915. 


I  might  add  that  a  very  sumptuous  repast  was 
served,  including  wines  of  the  finest  vintage. 

Mexico  is  a  country  of  sports  and  sportsmen. 
Of  course  the  bull  fight  is  the  big  thing  with  all 
sport  loving  Mexicans  and  during  the  bull  fight 
season — it  has  a  season  much  the  same  as  our 
grand  opera — all  the  dignitaries  attend.  The 
matadors  are  the  heroes  of  the  occasion  and  quite 
resplendent  figures  they  make  in  their  gorgeous 
costumes.  The  matador,  who  finally  kills  the  bull, 
is  the  chief  hero  of  the  event. 

Although  bull  fights  were  out  of  season  when 
we  arrived  in  Mexico  City  a  special  fight  was 
staged  for  our  benefit  which  proved  very  interest- 
ing and  exciting,  but  I  could  not  but  feel  sorry 
for  the  bull.

Another  sport  very  common  in  Mexico  is  the 
cock  fight.  In  fact,  in  Mexico  City  one  is  held 
every  afternoon  at  5:15.  The  admission  charge 
to  a  cock  fight  is  $2.50  Mex.  or  $1.25  gold.  An 
extra  dollar  Mex.  is  charged  for  a  ring-side  seat. 
Ladies  are  free.  Very  few  of  us  had  ever  wit- 
nessed a  cock  fight  before  and  it  is  doubtful  if  any 
of  us  ever  want  to  again. 

The  Mexicans,  however,  go  to  a  great  deal 
of  trouble  in  getting  ready  for  the  fights  and  when 
the  birds  really  get  to  fighting  it  is  all  over  in  a 
few  moments.  The  manner  in  which  cock  fights 
are  carried  on  is  rather  interesting  and  the  betting 
which  takes  place  is  exciting.  Of  course  the 
dialogue  between  the  betters  was  all  in  Spanish 
and  rather  difficult  to  catch  on  to  by  those  of  us 
who  did  not  understand  the  language. 

The  prize  fight  game   is  getting  to  be  quite  a 

thing   in   Mexico.      Our   old   friend   Sam   Langford 

is   a  feature  of  the  fights  which  are  being  staged 

weekly  in  the  bull  ring  where  the  bull  fights  take

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The  Influence  of  Golf  on  the  Man 
in  Business 

By  DR.  HUBERT  E.  LAW 


OLF  was  played  for  the  first  time 
in  the  United  States  some  time 
prior  to  1894.  In  the  short  time 
— short  as  compared  to  the  four 
hundred  and  seventy  years  record- 
ed existence  of  golf — the  few  en- 
thusiasts who  formed  the  first  club  have  become 
legion.  Millions  of  people  now  profess  golf.  Mil- 
lions of  dollars  are  invested  in  and  spent  for  golf. 
A  city  is  known  by  its  golf  courses. 

The  bulk  of  golfers  are  business  men.  What 
influence  has  golf  on  them  and  their  business? 
We  must,  I  think,  consider  both  the  general  effect 
that  golf  has  on  everyone  who  plays  it,  and  the 
particular  effect  of  the  individual's  own  game. 

The  contemplation  of  hordes  of  golfers  flocking 
to  the  links  on  Saturday  and  Sunday,  for  the 
American  business  man  is  for  the  most  part  a 
week-end  golfer,  walking  six  or  more  miles  in  the 
sunlight,  open  air,  soft  turf  underfoot,  absorbed  in 
the  most  exacting  of  pastimes,  in  company  usually 
with  men  he  likes,  can  lead  one  only  to  the  con- 
clusion that  golf  is  good  for  the  business  man. 
It  is  teaching  him  to  play,  and  the  value  of  play 
to  him  and  his  business. 

A  large  banking  concern  in  an  Eastern  city 
insists  that  its  employes  take  one  afternoon  a 
week  at  golf  or  tennis  or  indulge  in  some  form  of 
pleasant  physical  exercise.  This  concern  has  found 
that  the  "mens  sana"  is  dependent  to  a  large  de- 
gree on  the  "corpore  sano,"  and  so  has  decreed 
the  mid-week  recreation  from  the  standpoint  of 
efficiency.  From  a  materialistic  viewpoint  alone, 
the  saving  of  years  in  men's  lives  through  the 
playing  of  golf  must  be  tremendous.  The  oppor- 
tunity to  keep  on  playing  golf  is  in  itself  no  in- 
considerable reason  for  living  as  long  as  possible. 

Golf  has  often  been  called  an  old  man's  game. 
It  is  truly  one  of  the  few  outdoor  games  that  old 
men  can  play  without  injuring  their  health  through 
over  fatigue.  They  can  make  golf  just  as  strenu- 
ous as  they  see  fit,  and  just  as  gentle  as  their 
hearts,  arterties,  livers,  or  legs  dictate.  But  as 
far  as  golf  being  the  sole  property  of  the  aged  men 
is  concerned,  one  is  apt  to  find  on  any  municipal 
course  in  the  land  that  the  old  men  golfers  are 
sandwiched  in  between  serious  four-ballers  made 
up  of  boys  of  14  or  16. 

The  usual  effect  of  golf  on  the  oldsters  is  that 
it  permits  them  to  stay  in  business  and  enjoy  their 
comfortable    offices.      Old   men    are    not   so   old   as 


they  used  to  be,  that  is  to  say,  they  seem  more 
capable  of  productive  and  sustained  effort  than 
the  men  of  equal  age  in  former  years.  Even  when 
they  leave  active  business  life,  there  is  always  golf 
to  save  them  from  that  lethal  boredom  that  usually 
followed  retirement. 

Thus  golf  helps  the  business  man  to  grow  older 
usefully  by  slowing  down  the  business  pace.  When 
a  high  speed  American  business  man  goes  to 
England,  for  example,  to  transact  business  he  is 
at  first  astounded,  then  maddened,  then  disgusted 
and  finally  reconciled  to  the  slowness  of  the 
foreign  business  pace,  and  transactions  that,  at 
home,  would  consume  a  few  minutes  over  the  tele- 
phone, many  consume  a  week  in  London.  If  he 
stays  there  long  enough  he  becomes  accustomed 
to  it  and  puts  in  his  leisure  between  appointments 
having  a  good  time.  He  does  what  the  English 
do.  He  stops  by  the  wayside  and  plays  a  bit. 
He  may  not  become  wealthy  so  rapidly,  but  he  has 
a  better  time  doing  it.  And,  incidentally,  he  is 
no   longer  the   "tired   business   man." 

Far  be  it  from  me  to  suggest  that  golf  will 
soon  be  responsible  for  a  like  condition  in  Ameri- 
can business,  but  it  is  letting  the  business  man 
play  a  bit,  it  gives  him  a  great  deal  more  pleasure 
in  living,  and  living,  not  business,  is  the  prime 
object  of  life. 

The  particular  effect  of  golf  on  the  individual 
golfer  is  apt  to  depend  on  the  brand  of  golf  he  is 
playing.  I  have  seen  golfing  business  men  living 
in  a  rarefied  atmosphere  of  the  superman  after  a 
round  of  78.  Conversely,  a  poor  score  on  a  Sunday 
afternoon  is  capable  of  spoiling  everything  for  a 
■week. 

I  have  had  an  opportunity  of  watching  the 
growth  of  the  golf  interest  in  a  small  group  of 
Olympians.  At  first  there  were  just  a  few  golfers 
among  us.  One  by  one  others  became  infected 
with  the  golf  bug.  The  process  was  always  the 
same.  The  initiated  would  inveigle  the  uninitiated 
to  Lakeside  and  there  let  him  take  one  swipe  at  a 
ball.  A  week  or  so  later  we  would  have  another 
full  fledged  golfer  in  our  midst.  A  full  fledged 
golfer  is  one  who  never  gives  you  a  chance  to  tell 
him  what  you  did  on  the  16th,  last  Saturday. 
He  is  too  busy  telling  you  what  he  did  on  the  13th. 
One  can  tell  from  the  individual  golf  enthusiasm 
just  the  kind  of  golf  each  played  on  Sunday. 

There  are  still  one  or  two  who  do  not  play.

THE  annual  doubles  tournament  was  brought 
to  a  finality  with  the  match  decided  Tues- 
day, May  8th,  in  the  second  class,  in  which 
Howard  Herrington  and  R.  B.  Adams  were 
opposed  to  E.  J.  Mitchell  and  Frank  Loney,  ren- 
dered necessary  in  order  to  determine  which  team 
would  be  entitled  to  second  prize  and  which  one 
to  third  prize. 

The  tournament  was  unusually  long  in  dura- 
tion principally  because  of  the  absence  of  Murray, 
Donovan  and  McMillan  for  a  period  of  three  weeks, 
due  to  their  participation  in  the  National  Tourna- 
ment in  Saint  Paul.  In  consequence,  matches  in 
the  championship  class,  in  which  all  three  were 
entered,  were  held  in  abeyance  until  their  return. 
In  addition  thereto,  the  first  and  the  second 
classes,  each  of  which  was  decided  on  the  round 
robin  basis,  produced  a  situation  that  required 
extra  matches,  before  all  of  the  winners  were 
determined. 

THE   CHAMPIONSHIP    CLASS 

In  this  class,  four  teams  were  entered,  com 
posed  of  L.  J.  Granfield  and  National  Champion 
Joe  "Red"  Murray,  Prentiss  Orr  and  Jack  Donovan, 
the  fifth  ranking  player  of  the  United  States,  Milt 
Coleman  and  Lane  McMillan,  the  sixth  ranking 
player  of  the  United  States,  Dr.  Mervyn  Frieden- 
berg  and  Hugh  McPhee. 


The  round  robin  system  also  prevailed  in  this 
class,  each  team  being  called  upon  to  meet  the 
other  once.  Naturally,  the  fans  were  all  eager 
to  see  the  three  national  heroes  in  action  after 
their  triumphal  return  from  the  East. 

As  a  result  of  the  first  round  drawings,  Gran- 
field and  Murray  faced  Coleman  and  McMillan, 
while  Donovan  and  Orr  were  to  try  conclusions 
with  Friedenberg  and  McPhee. 

Granfield  and  Murray  were  victorious  over 
Coleman  and  McMillan,  but  only  after  three 
games,  the  latter  taking  the  second  game,  21-20, 
10-21,  21-14.  Donovan  and  Orr  won  from  Fried- 
enberg and  McPhee,  in  two  straight,  21-17,  21-14, 
the  back  wall  killing  by  Donovan  being  the  out- 
standing feature. 

On  the  next  round,  Friedenberg  and  McPhee 
took  the  odd  game  from  Coleman  and  McMillan, 
6-21,  21-6,  21-11.  Coleman,  after  playing  phenomi- 
nally  in  the  first  game,  went  to  pieces  utterly  in 
the  second  game,  and  was  responsible  for  its  loss 
as  well  as  the  third  game.  McMillan  performed 
very  consistently  and  very  creditably,  handicapped 
as  he  was  by  the  bone  bruise  on  his  right  hand, 
deprived  him  to  a  certain  extent  of  his  kill.

"LITTLE  BILL"  JOHNSTON  WINS  WORLD'S 
HARD-COURT  TENNIS  CHAMPIONSHIP

THERE  are  mighty  few  places  in  this  world 
where  the  Winged  "O"  is  not  symbolic  of 
the  very  best  in  athletics.     In  every  branch 
of    sports,    representatives    of    the    Olympic 
Club   may   be   found   among   the   leaders,    whether 
the    scene    be    laid    in    San    Francisco,    New    York, 
New  Zealand  or  Paris. 

The  latest  victory  was  in  the  latter  place,  where 
"Little  Bill"  Johnston  wore  the  Club  colors  in 
the  world's  hard-court  championship  tournament 
held  last  month.  He  defeated  the  best  racquet 
stars  from  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic  and  added 
another  notch  to  Olympia's  athletic  fame.

He  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  brilliant 
players  in  the  history  of  the  game  and  the  Olympic 
Club  is  proud  of  his  wonderful  record. 
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CONCERNING  ENTERTAINMENT 

ON  the  3rd  of  this  month  The  Olympic 
Club  Serenaders  again  demonstrated  thai 
we  have  in  our  midst  comedy  and 
musical  talent  second  to  those  of  no 
other  social  organization  in  the  city,  and  it  is  with- 
in bounds  of  entire  safety  to  assert  that  none  of 
them  can  produce  a  program  so  novel,  entertaining 
and  well  directed  as  that  played  at  the  Columbia 
Theater. 

But  until  the  Hanify-Christenson  ceremonies, 
held  at  Lakeside  on  the  6th  of  May,  it  had  never 
before  been  suspected  that  serious  talent  of  no 
mean  order  can  be  easily  recruited  for  the  asking, 
and  that  Olympians  and  their  families  will  gladly 
make  pilgrimages  to  the  beautiful  Memorial  Grove 
at  Lakeside  to  listen  to  them.

has  created  a  wide  spread  sentiment  among  the 
membership  and  several  members  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  have  expressed  a  willingness  to  en- 
courage any  movement  that  may  lead  to  the  pro- 
duction of  original  out-door  plays  in  the  beautiful 
grove  at  Lakeside  at  least  once  a  year. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  before  the  6th  of  May 
not  5  per  cent  of  the  membership  knew  that  such 
a  promising  asset  existed  among  the  Club  pos- 
sessions. Since  that  time,  however,  there  has 
been  a  general  desire  to  exploit  this  newly  dis- 
covered asset  to  its  fullest  extent,  for  it  is  singu- 
larly well  adapted  to  all  manner  of  al  fresco  func- 
tions as  well  as  offering  all  of  the  natural  advan- 
tages for  the  production  of  sylvan  plays,  and  plans 
are  already  under  discussion  to  provide  such 
mechanical  improvements  as  will  make  it  even1 
better  fitted  for  that  purpose.

electric  supply  wires  already  run  past  the  Grove 
and  the  Club's  own  mechanics  would  make  the 
necessary    lighting    installations. 

A  subject  has  already  been  chosen  for  the  first 
performance  of  the  new  movement,  which  will 
enlist  a  large  number  of  hitherto  unrevealed  Club 
actors,  while  our  Juniors  and  Juveniles  would  be 
utilized  as  supernumeraries,  ballet  dancers  and 
choristers. 


CLUB  IMPROVEMENTS 

Golfing  members  are  already  waxing  commend- 
ably  enthusiastic  over  the  many  glorious  possibil- 
ities of  the  new  Ocean  Course  at  Lakeside.  Expres-

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FRANK  FOSTER

FRANK  FOSTER  is  dead.     The  Ruler  of  the 
Universe  has  seen  fit  to  call  him,  this  great 
Olympian,  who  was  loved  and  respected  by 
all  who  knew  him.     It  was  on  the  morning 
of  May  9,  that  Olympia  was  shocked  beyond  words 
to  learn  of  the  sudden  death  of  their  beloved  ath- 
letic coach. 

The  Olympic  Club  has  lost  one  of  its  greatest 
assets,  and  the  athletes  in  particular  have  lost  a 
man  whom  each  one  considered  his  best  friend.     In

the  minds  of  the  boys  who  have  competed  on  the 
Club  athletic  teams  under  Frank,  he  can  never  be 
replaced. 

There  are  coaches  and  coaches.  Some  of  the 
driving  kind,  and  others  who  always  have  an  en- 
couraging word  for  a  man,  whether  he  trail  the 
field,  or  be  a  champion.  Frank  was  of  the  latter 
kind.  He  was  more  than  a  coach  to  the  athletes. 
He  was  a  real  friend — a  pal — and  to  say  that 
Frank  Foster  will  be  missed  is  not  even  expressing 
the  true  sentiment. 


He  always  had  a  friendly  handclasp  and  slap 
on  the  back  for  every  one.  His  radiant  personality 
won  for  him  the  nickname  of  "Sunshine,"  and 
this,  perhaps,  expresses  Frank's  personality  better 
than  any  other  word  or  phrase. 

Frank  did  not  have  an  enemy.  The  Olympic 
Club  might  sign  up  some  great  athletic  authority, 
but  no  man  can  mean  as  much  to  the  athletes  as 
did  Frank  Foster. 

In  his  day  Frank  was  considered  one  of  the 
best  athletes  in  the  country.  In  1892,  as  a  Club 
Junior  member  he  made  a  great  record,  and  his 
performances  would  be  of  the  highest  caliber  even 
in  this  day.  He  could  broad  jump  more  than  23 
feet,  and  forced  Henry  of  California  to  set  a  world's 
record   in   the   high   hurdles   to   beat   him. 

Frank  could  also  put  the  shot  around  the  40- 
foot  mark,  despite  the  fact  that  he  weighed  only 
145  pounds  at  the  time,  and  could  pole  vault  12 
feet  and  run  100  hundred  yards  in  10  1-5  seconds. 
These  marks  made  Frank  one  of  America's  greatest 
all-around    athletes. 

Sunday  track  practices  at  the  Park  Stadium 
will  not  be  the  same  without  Frank  on  hand  to 
supervise  things.  Aside  from  his  winning  person- 
ality, and  his  encouraging  spirit,  Frank  was  a  coach 
of  the  highest  ability.  He  could  take  a  young 
athlete  and,  in  the  course  of  time,  develop  him 
into  a  champion. 

He  was  a  lover  of  clean  amateur  sports,  and 
Olympic  Club  teams  under  Foster  were  respected 
for  their  strength  and  clean  sportsmanship. 

Frank  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  only 
coach  who  has  led  a  track  team  to  junior  and 
senior  national  championships  in  the  same  year. 
This  happened  in  1915,  when  the  Winged  "O"  first 
and  second  teams  won  the  two  championships  of 
the  United   States. 

When  Olympic  teams  were  sent  away  from  the 
city,  it  was  always  Frank  who  was  in  charge  of 
them,  whether  they  were  track,  boxing  or  basket- 
ball teams.  He  was  an  organizer,  and  was  wel- 
comed wherever  he  went. 

Mere  words  cannot  express  the  true  sentiment 
we  feel  in  Frank's  death.  A  true  sportsman,  a 
coach  of  the  greatest  ability  and  in  his  day  one 
of  the  best  athletes  in  the  country — such  was 
Frank  Foster.  He  leaves  behind  him  hundreds 
of  friends,  who  know  that  the  gap  left  by  "Sun- 
shine" Frank  Foster  will  never  be  filled.

a  state  or  city,  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the 
A.  A.  U.  is  always  the  target  of  those  who  cannot 
be  pleased.  This  criticism,  if  confined  to  fair 
channels,  is  as  wholesome  and  desirable  as  the 
opposition  of  any  minority  in  any  society,  as  re- 
vealing the  weaknesses  and  challengeable  policies 
and  institutions  of  the  body  politic.  If,  however, 
the  criticism  takes  the  aspect  of  a  revolt  against 
the  established  authority,  the  critics  class  them- 
selves with  those  who  seek  the  overthrow  of  con- 
stituted government,  and  are  therefore  undesirable. 

One  of  the  most  appalling  thoughts,  especially 
to  an  athlete  in  the  Far  West,  is  that  of  the  coun- 
try without  the  A.  A.  U.  to  promote,  standardize 
and  administer  amateur  sport. 

The  burdens  and  problems  of  the  A.  A.  U.  are 
big  ones,  and  they  are  borne  by  men  who  serve 
gratuitously,  because  of  their  love  of  sport. 
Though  many  may  differ  with  the  decisions  of  the 
A.  A.  U.  in  certain  cases,  the  realization  of  the 
International  and  nation-wide  considerations 
which  may  furnish  the  basis  for  such  decisions, 
should  deter  dissenters  from  opposing  the  A.  A.  U. 
as  an  organization.  Support  and  co-operation  is 
the  need  of  the  A.  A.  U.

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VOLLEY  BALL 


ONE  of  the  most  novel  and  enjoyable  events 
of  the  season  was  the  outing  of  the  Busi- 
ness Men's  Volley  Ball  Teams  at  the  home 
of  Dr.  E.  W.  Westphal  on  Selby  Lane, 
near  Atherton. 

The  doctor  and  Mrs.  Westphal  proved  to  be  a 
most  able  and  delightful  host  and  hostess.  The 
day  was  filled  with  wonderful  entertainment  and 
many  pleasant  surprises  were  afforded  the  guests.

The  sporting  writer  of  the  S.  F.  Bulletin  rushed

place.      He   is    looked   upon   as    a   hero    in   boxing 
circles  and  is  a  big  drawing  card.     The  bull  ring 
is    an    excellent   place   to    hold    the    scraps    and    it 
seats,  I  understand,  25,000  people. 

A  game  which  would  make  quite  a  hit  with 
Olympians  is  "Juego  de  Pelota."  It  is  similar  to 
handball  as  played  in  this  country,  except  that 
there  are  only  three  sides  to  the  courts,  consisting 
of  a  front  wall,  a  left  side  wall  and  a  rear  wall. 
These  walls  are  possibly  fifty  feet  high  and  are 
made  of  cement.  The  distance  between  the  front 
and  rear  walls  is  possibly  150  feet,  and  instead  of 
using  their  hands  the  Mexicans  use  a  small,  flat, 
wooden  club,  which  is  rather  heavy  and  arranged 
so  that  it  will  not  slip  through  the  hands. 

The  ball  is  hard  for  this  game  and  slightly 
smaller  than  a  baseball,  and  while  the  game  looks- 
simple  it  is  quite  lively,  as  can  be  attested  to  by 
Dr.  Collins,  Irwin,  Berendsen  and  myself,  who 
comprised  a  team  which  tried,  but  failed,  to  take 
the  Mexican  players  into  camp.  It  was  amusing 
to  the  natives  to  see  how  awkwardly  we  played 
their  game,  but  after  we  got  onto  it  it  was  inter- 
esting, and  I  am  sure  it  would  be  quite  popular 
in  San  Franicsco,  were  a  court  to  be  erected. 


Distant  View  of  Pyramids   in   Mexico 


One  of  the  most  interesting  sights  and  one 
that  we  met  with  in  Mexico  were-  the  pyramids, 
which  are  now  being  uncovered  by  the  Mexi- 
can Government.  They  were  constructed  by 
the  Aztecs  before  the  time  of  the  Pharaohs  and  in 


their  antiquity  ante-dated  the  period  of  King  Tu 
Ankhamen.  This  work  has  been  going  on  for  fou 
years  and  the  construction  is  so  hugh  that  only  ,. 
small  part  of  the  treasures  have  been  reclaimei 
and  none  of  the  important  chambers  entered. 

These  pyramids  are  216  feet  high  and  ver 
steep  and  are  constructed  throughout  of  stem 
cemented  together  with  a  cement  which  is  harde 
than  the  stones  it  ties.  The  pyramid  of  the  "sun' 
is  entirely  exposed  while  the  pyramid  of  th 
"moon"  is  only  partly  uncovered.  A  mile  to  tin 
right  of  the  sun  there  has  been  uncovered  what  i: 
called  the  "citadel",  an  enormous  space  into  whicl 
one  could  comfortably  put  the  entire  Stanfon 
stadium.  This  citadel  is  an  oblong  space  sur 
rounded  by  walls  of  great  thickness  and  consider 
able  height,  where  undoubtedly  great  festivals  wen 
held  and  where  human  sacrifices  were  a  part  of  th| 
program  in  venerating  the  gods.  In  .the  .stati 
museum  in  Mexico  City  are  flat  stones  weighing 
twenty  tons  and  more  which  at  one  time  wen 
used  as  altars  for  human  sacrifices.  The  unhappj 
victims  were  thrown  down  and  their  hearts  ton 
from  their  breasts,  then  they  were  held  aloft  stil 
quivering  before  the  "god  of  the  sun." 

No  one  can  appreciate  Mexico  without  visiting 
it.  Without  question  it  is  one  of  the  most  inter 
esting  places  on  the  globe,  and  a  trip  to  its  chie; 
points  of.  interest  and  beautiful  cities  is  a  libera 
education.  The  Down  Town  Association  of  Sar 
Francisco  is  seriously  considering  holding  an  ex- 
cursion  to  Mexico  some  time  the  latter  part  o; 
this  year  or  the  first  of  next  and  any  member  o' 
the  Olympic  Club  interested  in  going  would  dc 
well  to  get  in  touch  with  either  the  writer  oi 
the  Down  Town  Association  direct.  No  on< 
who  makes  a  trip  of  this  kind  to  Mexico  wil' 
ever  regret  it.

One  is   waiting  for  old   age.     Another  is  like  the 
Englishman  who  abhored  lettuce  and  was  glad  of 
it,  because  if  he  did  like  it  he'd  eat  such  a  lot  of  it. 

There  is  a  fascination  about  golf  that  takes 
a  firm  hold  on  the  beginner.  After  the  game  be- 
comes stabilized  he  is  more  able  to  withstand  the 
temptation  to  golf  immoderately  that  his  hope  of 
better  play  engenders.  But  the  beginner  is  apt 
to  take  that  sage  advice,  "If  golf  interferes  with 
your  business,  give  up  business,"  too  seriously  and 
to  be  found  on  the  links  when  people  are  trying 
to  find  him  in  his  office. 

I  know  of  one  professional  man  whose  career 
was  ruined  by  the  temptation  to  play  golf  instead 
of  attending  to  his  work.  There  are  many  such, 
no  doubt.  This  is  particularly  true  of  good  players, 
for  golf  is  a  jealous  mistress.  It  is  rare  that  you 
find  a  top  notch  golfer  who  is  a  top  notcher  in 
business  or  profession.  One  can  not  play  cham- 
pionship golf  and  do  much  else. 

This  untoward  effect  of  golf  on  business  is, 
however,  fortunately  not  often  noticeable.  There 
are,  of  course,  many  mid-week  golfers  who  cause 
some   envy   and   wonder;   envy  because  we   would 


also  like  to  play  during  the  week,  and  wonde 
because  we  can't  see  how  they  can  do  it  and  g< 
away  with  it.  But  they  seem  to.  Their  prototype: 
sit  in  at  the  ball  games,  day  after  day,  and  on 
wonders  whether  they  aren't  doing  the  right  thin 
after  all. 

There  is  a  peculiar  effect  of  golf  on  some  feT 
business  men,  or  any  sort  of  men  for  that  mattei 
which  seems  to  manifest  itself  only  on  the  link; 
Golf  is  noted  as  an  unmasker  of  character.  On 
wonders  sometimes  whether  the  petty  crooked 
nesses  of  some  golfers  are  really  the  manifesta 
tions  of  character,  or  whether  the  man  of  busines 
considers  the  rules  and  customs  of  the  game  to 
trivial  to  notice. 

Take  the  matter  of  etiquette.  The  actions  c 
some  business  men  on  the  golf  course  are  anak; 
gous  to  jerking  another  man  out  of  a  seat  in 
street  car,  because  of  an  equal  right  to  a  seal 
For  some  golfers,  business  men  too,  of  higl 
repute,  the  rules  of  golf  do  not  exist,  if  the  oppo 
nent  isn't  watching.  Improving  the  lie  of  the  bal 
in  the  rough,  discounting  too  high  a  score,  are  jus 
two  examples  of  the  many  seemingly  minor  irregu 
larities  committed  by  the  golfing  business  mar 
Is  that  the  effect  of  golf  on  him,  or  is  it  becaus 
he  is  on  his  honor  and  thinks  he  can  afford  t 
take  liberties  with  that  honor?

This  makes  thes 
rifles  faster  to  operate  at  the  shoulder  than  th 
ones  with  the  straight  handles,  especially  th 
French  and  Russian  rifles,  in  which  the  handle 
are  so  far  forward  that  it  makes  the  reach  neces 
sary  to  grasp  them  excessively  long. 

The  sights  of  all  these  rifles  leave  much  t 
be  desired.  The  American  Enfield  is  the  only  rifl 
having  the  sight  where  it  should  be,  that  is,  oi 
the  receiver,  while  the  Springfield  has  the  onl;

The  grandeur  of  the  surroundings  make  the 
sport  superlative,  and  drifting  to  superlatives  of 
California,  we  could  "carry  on"  for  pages,  to  start 
with  Mt.  Whitney,  the  loftiest  peak  in  the  United 
States,  down  to  the  low- 
est elevation,  the  Basin 
of  Salton,  below  sea  level 
and  in  the  shadow  of 
this  wonderful  mountain. 
Would  the  lure  be  so 
keen,  were  we  to  have 
our  trout  fishing  in  vast, 
vacant  prairie  country? 

Answer  the  call,  fel- 
low sportsmen,  pack  the 
duffle  and  tackle — go  to 
the  hidden  places,  far 
from  the  pavements,  and 
make  your  "going"  worth 
while. 

Surely  fishing  instils 
the  love  of  outdoors,  the 
zest  of  conquest  is  there, 
the  fly  fisherman  plays 
"fifty-fifty"  with  the 
clever  little  devil  of  fins 
in  the  stream — and  you 
•s  Paradise  have  a  game. 

Trolling  also  has  its  following.  In  Lake  Tahoe 
and  the  other  lakes  in  the  high  Sierras  this  form 
of  fishing  is  particularly  popular.  It  is  not  an 
unusual  sight  to  see  a  proud  fisherman  hauling 
in  a  ten-pounder,  which  he  succeeded  in  per- 
suading to  bite  on  the  enticing  and  bright  shining 
spoon  or  artificial   minnow.

IT  is  not  at  all  unlikely  that  the  Olympic  Club 
football  team  will  play  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands 
this    year,    and    Commissioner    O.    T.    "Babe" 
Hollingbery  expects  that  arrangements  for  the 
trip  will  be  completed  very  shortly. 

It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  Hawaiians  to 
invite  teams  from  the  mainland  at  the  close  of  the 
season  to  participate  in  games  against  the  Out- 
riggers Club  and  the  University  of  Hawaii.  This 
year,  it  is  very  probable  that  the  invitation  will  be 
extended  to  the  Olympic  Club,  in  recognition  of 
the  fine  reputation  that  the  clubmen  have  made 
because  of  last  year's  brilliant  season. 

"Babe"  Hollingbery  and  Bob  Evans  are  already 
at  work  laying  plans  for  the  gridiron  season.

Co-operation 
was  perfect  and  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
Olympic  Club  football,  there  was  not  a  hitch  of 
any  kind. 

Olympia  is  fortunate  in  having  two  such  unsel- 
fish and  enthusiastic  workers  as  this  pair  and  the 
Club  members  should  give  them  their  heartiest 
support  during  the  coming  season. 


Clyde  King,  tackle  on  the  1922  eleven,  who 
learned  his  football  at  Annapolis,  has  been  elected 
captain  of  the  squad.  This  selection  is  ideal,  for 
he  has  all  of  the  qualities  of  a  natural  leader.  Al- 
though several  stars  from  last  year  will  be  missing 
there  will  be  many  new  players  who  will  take  up 
the  burden  of  carrying  the  Club's  colors  to  the 
greatest   heights. 

Chief  among  them  will  be  "Duke"  Morrison 
from  the  University  of  California,  who  is  consid- 
ered one  of  the  most  remarkable  players  ever 
developed  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  He  made  the 
second  All-American  team  at  fullback  last  year, 
and  his  line-plunging  was  the  greatest  feature  of 
the  1922  season.  "Duke"  is  already  familiar  with 
Club  football,  for  he  wore  the  Winged  "O"  in  1919 
before  going  to  California. 

"Clipper"  Smith,  Multnomah  Club  backfield 
star,  is  another  man  who  should  make  a  name  for 
himself.

SAN  FRANCISCO'S  PLAYGROUND 


Present  Condition  of  the  Magnificent  Herbert  Fleishhacker  Playground,  the 
of  Which  Is  the  Largest  Swimming  Pool  Ever  Projected

tain  Feature 


THERE  are  relatively  few  people  who  have 
any  conception  of  the  gigantic  land  and 
water  public  utility  that  is  now  under  con- 
struction near  the  junction  of  the  Great 
highway  and  Sloat  Boulevard,  and  to  which  has 
)een  given  the  name  of  The  Herbert  Fleishhacker 
3layground,  in  recognition  of  the  loyal  services  of 
me  of  the  most  active  presidents  the  Park  Com- 
nission  has  ever  had. 

The  land,  secured  by  purchase  from  the  Spring 
/alley  Water  Company,  embraces  approximately 
ixty  acres,  especially  fitted  my  nature  and  exten- 
ive  tree  planting  to  the  healthful  purposes  in- 
ended  for  it,  and  those  who  have  visited  similar 
laygrounds  in  other  countries  are  unanimous  in 
heir  declaration  that  none  with  the  scope  and 
ossibilities  of  this  one  has  ever  yet  been  even 
rojected. 

However  sweeping  this  assertion  may  appear 
d  be  in  the  views  of  park  officials  in  other  cities, 
ertain  it  is  that  the  great  Swimming  Pool,  which 
as  been  the  dream  of  John  McLaren  for  many 
,ears,  will  be  the  largest  and  most  completely 
tted  in  the  world,  its  only  rival  being  the  great 
ool  of  Athens,  Greece,  which  is  660  feet  long. 

This  one,  however,  is  1000  feet  long  by  100  feet 


wide,  with  an  offset  in  its  middle  section  100  feet 
long  by  150  feet  in  width,  in  order  to  provide  for 
straight-away  fifty-yard  races,  water  polo  and  other 
swimming  events,  this  section  having  an  average 
depth  of  six  feet.  At  the  northern  end  there  will 
be  a  diving  section  fifty  feet  square,  fourteen  feet 
deep,  and  provided  with  the  most  approved  diving 
platforms  and  towers.  The  main  tank  will  have 
a  gradual  bottom  slope,  with  a  minimum  depth 
of  three  feet  on  the  southern  end  and  a  maximum 
of  nine  feet   at  the   northern   end. 

This  vast  "swimming  hole"  will  contain  over 
6,000,000  gallons  of  salt  water,  affording  a  surface 
sufficient  to  accommodate  10,000  bathers  at  the 
same  time,  and  with  appliances  for  emptying  and 
refilling  in  a  comparatively  brief  space  of  time. 
The  walls  and  bottom  are  of  reinforced  concrete 
with  the  submerged  surfaces  so  treaded  as  to  be 
completely  proof  against  any  chemical  action  of 
the  sea  waters,  thereby  ensuring  its  continual  safe 
sanitation  as  well  as  an  enduring  permanency. 

There  will  be  500  dressing  rooms,  with  ample 

shower  and    rest    rooms,  as    well    as    ornamental 

shelters    and    seating    accommodations,    plans    for 

which    have    been    prepared    by    Ward    &    Bloom,

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YACHTING

SAN  FRANCISCO  is  to  be  host  this  year  to 
all  coast  yachtsmen  when  they  attend  the 
All  Coast  Regatta  and  race  for  Pacific  Coast 
Championships  from  August  25th  to  Sep- 
tember 3rd.  This  will  be  more  than  the  usual 
regatta,  in  that  it  will  include  all  aquatic  sports 
and  become  a  real  water  carnival. 

The  Olympic  Club,  always  progressive  and 
representative  of  San  Francisco,  will  do  its  share 
to  help  make  the  affair  a  complete  success  and  a 
credit  to  our  fair  city  and  its  beautiful  harbor  by 
the  Golden  Gate. 

There  will  be  races  every  day  for  all  classes 
of  yachts,  speed  boats,  motor  boats,  express 
cruisers,  fishing  boats,  navy  cutters,  and  all  other 
types.  These  races  will  be  unsually  interesting, 
as  the  winners  'will  become  the  Pacific  Coast 
Champions  of  their  respective  classes  and  receive 
handsome  'cups  authorized  by  the  Coast  Associa- 
tion. Bleachers  will  be  built  along  the  Marina,  a 
mile  of  parking  space  will  be  provided  and  special 
tugs  will  follow  the  races  each  day.  All  Olympians 
and  their  friends  are  welcome  to  view  the  races 
each  day  from  any  of  these  places. 

On  Sunday,  August  26th,  a  program  of  aquatic 
sports,  in  which  the  Olympic  Club  swimmers  and 
others  (under  the  auspices  of  the  A.  A.  U.)  will 
be  asked  to  participate,  will  be  held  at  Aquatic 
Park  at  the  foot  of  Van  Ness  avenue.  There  will 
be  championship  swimming  races  and  fancy  diving 
for  men  and  women,  aquaplaning,  hydroplaning, 
water  baseball,  water  clowns,  sham  battle,  Father 
Neptune  will  emerge  from  the  sea  and  bid  every 
one  to  come  down  to  the  bay  and  watch.  A  joint 
parade  of  all  yachts  and  boats  will  pass  in  review 
from  Yacht  Harbor  to  the  Ferry  Building. 

The  Coast  Championship  Scull  Race  will  be 
held  on  the  Oakland  estuary  during  that  week. 
At  night  there  will  be  stag  parties,  banquets, 
dances,  a  "Night  in  Venice"  at  Belvedere  Cove, 
when  all  houses  and  yachts  will  be  specially  lighted, 
a  band  will  give  a  concert  and  fireworks  will  be 
had  at  the  Corinthian  Yacht  Club. 


Don  Lee,  a  fellow  Olympian  and  member  of 
the  San  Francisco  Yacht  Club  is  honorary  chairman 
of  a  general  committee  made  up  of  prominent  men 
of  affairs  who  will  have  charge  of  the  publicity 
and  financing  of  the  affair.  All  other  matters  will 
be  handled  by  the  officials  of  the  Pacific  Inter-Club 
Yacht  Association  and  by  the  Regatta  Committees. 

There  are  six  yacht  clubs  on  San  Francisco 
Bay — The  San  Francisco  Yacht  Club,  Corinthian 
Yacht  Club,  Oakland  Yacht  Club,  Aeolian  Yacht 
Club,  South  Bay  Yacht  Club  and  the  Vallejo 
Yachting  and  Rowing  Club.  These  clubs  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Pacific  Inter-Club  Yacht  Association, 
the  local  association  which,  in  turn,  is  a  member 
of  the  Pacific  Coast  Yachting  Association.  There 
are  also  three  rowing  clubs.  All  these  clubs  are 
backing  the  big  Regatta  and  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  Californians,  Inc.,  are  also  actively 
interested  in  it. 

San  Francisco  Bay,  with  its  fine  channel  racing 
course,  its  sheltered  nooks,  its  miles  and  miles  of 
tributaries,  is  one  of  the  most  wonderful  bodies  of 
water  there  is.  People  in  general  are  not  aware  of 
it  and  do  not  participate  in  the  exhilerating  sports 
that  are  enjoyed  on  it.  It  is  our  mission  to  get 
them  interested  and  make  yachtsmen  out  of  them. 
Prominent  among  the  Olympians,  who  are  yachts- 
men or  former  yachtsmen,  are  Carl  Henry,  Don 
Lee,  Stewart  Hynes,  Colonel  Plover,  Gus  Mett- 
man,  Louis  Weidenmuller,  William  G.  Morrow, 
Charles  Gunn,  Charles  Wright,  Joe  Watts,  Vincent 
Finnegan,  Arthur  Rousseau  and  many  others.

Hopeless  Hints  For  Helpless  Golfers 


By  DR.  HUBERT  E.  LAW 


AVING  progressed  to  that  point  in 
golf  where  nothing  further  can  be 
learned  about  it,  having  exhausted 
its  possibilities,  or  to  state  it  more 
correctly,    having    had    my    possi- 
bilities   exhausted   by    it,    I    feel   a 
great    desire,   nay — I    am    impelled 
)y  a  great  sense   of  duty,   to  give   those   who   are 
)eginners  at  the  art  of  golf  the  advantage  of  my 
xtensive  experience. 

Let  me  begin  by  saying  that  I  am  not  a  great 
lor  a  well  known  golfer  as  great  and  well  known 
;olfers  go.  But  I  must  confess,  being  modest  and 
ruthful,  that  some  of  the  best  golfers  in  the  world 
lave  seen  me  play  and  have  marveled,  audibly, 
hat  any  one  could  possibly  play  the  brand  of  golf 
'hat  I  do. 

Joe  Kirkwood,  that  golf  wizard,  for  instance, 
as  never  been  able  to  consistantly  imitate  some 
f  the  shots  of  which  I  am  capable.  Much  as  he 
/ould  like  to  he  cannot  include  them  in  the 
epertoire  of  his  golf  exhibitions.  Although  I 
annot  prove  it,  I  will  state  without  fear  of  con- 
adiction  that  when  he  sojourns  in  Australia  he 
oends  most  of  his  time  trying  to  imitate  my 
limitable  socket  shot.  This  particular  shot  is  a 
ery  valuable  one,  especially  in  match  play,  val- 
able  chiefly  for  its  psychological  effect  on  oppo- 
nents. To  execute  this  shot  one  stands  as  is  usual 
>r  a  mashie  pitch  to  the  green.  Just  before  the 
loment  of  impact  one  does  something  very 
:culiar  with  the  left  hand.  As  a  result  the  ball 
hit  on  the  socket  of  the  club  and  goes  almost 
:  right  angles  to  the  line.  The  result  is  that 
ju  are  just  as  far  away  from  the  green  as  you 
ere  but  your  opponent  is  completely  flabergasted 
id  looks  up  on  his  next  three  shots,  and  so  you 
in  the  hole.     But  this  is  advanced  golf. 

The  beginner  had  better  master  the  simple 
lots  first.  He  should  learn  the  easiest  way  to 
itt  and  should  continue  to  practice  putting  until 
i  never  misses  a  fifteen  footer.  There  are  many 
[vantages  in  this  method.  The  first  is  to  the 
ginner.     He   delays   for  the   considerable   period 


the  grief  he  will  experience  when  he  starts  to 
play  around  the  course.  It  is  less  expensive,  for 
he  can  hardly  damage  or  lose  the  ball,  he  needs 
only  to  buy  one  club,  a  bag  is  not  necessary,  and 
while  a  caddy  is  useful  when  it  comes  to  relegating 
the  profanity  to  an  expert  he  is  not  an  essential. 
The  advantage  to  the  rest  of  the  players  is  that 
the  course  is  not  all  cluttered  up  with  dubs. 

There  is  a  method  of  putting  which  is  remark- 
ably simple  but  very  effective.  You  take  the  par 
allowance  of  two  putts  on  the  green  and  if  the 
second  putt  is  not  down  you  pick  up  the  ball  and 
walk  to  the  next  tee  counting  the  last  putt  as  in. 
This  saves  much  time  and  disappointment. 

I  have  found  that  holeing  out  on  a  blind  green 
is  difficult  unless  you  follow  my  own  particular 
method.  The  success  of  this  stroke  depends  upon 
several  factors.  One  is  that  you  play  the  ap- 
proach shot  boldly,  so  boldly  in  fact  that  it  ends 
up  in  the  rough  on  the  other  side  of  the  green. 
The  other  is  that  you  wear  long  trousers  with 
a  hole  in  one  of  the  pockets.  You  make  a  great 
show  of  looking  for  the  ball  in  the  rough,  but  you 
don't  find  it.  After  searching  for  fifteen  minutes, 
by  which  time  your  opponent  is  either  fast  asleep 
in  a  near-by  bunker,  or  fussing  and  fuming  at  the 
next  tee,  you  casually  walk  to  the  hole  and  look 
into  it.  Standing  with  the  end  of  the  trouser 
leg  directly  over  the  hole  you  say  to  your  oppo- 
nent, with  well  feigned  surprise,  "Well,  whadya 
know  'bout  that?  I  holed  out,"  and  let  the  ball 
fall  through  the  hole  in  the  pocket  down  the 
trouser  leg  and  into  the  cup.  U.  S.  G.  A.  rules 
permit  you  to  use  a  niblic  on  any  caddie  who 
says,  "I  t'ot  you  wuz  playin'  a  Wot  Not." 

Next  to  the  putter  the  beginner  uses  a  niblic 
oftener  than  any  other  club.  So  in  selecting  your 
niblic  use  a  great  deal  of  care.  Get  one  that  is 
big  enough  to  move  a  yard  of  sand  at  a  time.  The 
angle  of  the  blade  should  be  reversed  so  that  when 
the  ball  lies  against  the  wall  of  the  bunker  away 
from  the  green  you  can  play  the  ball  over  your 
head  and  into  the  green.  Nothing  is  so  discon-

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HANDBALL  COMMENTS 


By  JOHN  L.  A.  JAUNET 


AN  article  appeared  in  the  May  issue  of 
the  A.  C.  E.,  the  monthly  publication  of 
the  Saint  Paul  Athletic  Club,  from  the 
pen  of  Art  Schinner,  national  handball 
champion  for  the  year  1922,  wherein  he  ventilates 
his  theory  that  legislation  should  be  enacted  by 
the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  regulating  and  re- 
stricting the  use  of  gloves  as  well  as  of  tape,  and 
also  enjoining  in  toto  the  employment  of  what  he 
characterizes  the  "knuckle  or  fist  ball." 

In  support  qf  his  contention,  the  argument,  in 
the  main,  is  adduced  by  Mr.  Schinner  that  when 
the  hard  or  leather-covered  ball  was  in  vogue, 
neither  gloves  nor  tape  nor  the  fistic  ball  obtained 
at  that  time;  that  the  only  stroke  associated  with 
the  game  was  the  underhand,  or  the  follow  through, 
with  the  open  hand,  which  the  handball  savant 
Schinner  denominates  the  true  and  the  proper 
stroke;  that  the  game  with  the  semi-hard  rubber 
ball  traces  its  parentage  to  the  game  with  the 
hard  or  the  leather-covered  ball,  and,  in  conse- 
quence, there  should  be  no  deviation  or  departure 
from  the  traditions  thereof,  although  he  does  admit 
that  the  game  as  played  with  the  semi-hard  rubber 
is  an  improved  one;  that  since  the  fundamental  or 
basic  stroke  is  the  underhand  with  the  open  hand, 
which  has  been  analyzed  as  a  quasi  throw  stroke, 
the  "ethics"  or  "fundamentals"  of  handball  are 
contravened  by  permitting  the  "knuckling"  or  the 
"fisting"  of  the  ball;  that  since  the  followers  of  the 
hard  or  the  leather-covered  ball  confined  their 
method  of  playing  to  the  open  hand  only,  and  since 
the  game  with  the  semi-hard  rubber  ball  is  an 
offspring  of  that  game,  the  devotees  thereof  must 
forego  all  initiative  or  originality  by  resorting  to 
the  same  method  and  style  of  play. 

We  are  in  accord  with  Mr.  Schinner  in  his 
declaration  that  the  underhand  stroke  with  the 
open  hand  is  the  correct  one  from  the  standpoint 
of  form  and  style,  but  this  affords  him  no  justifica- 
tion in  his  advocacy  of  the  elimination  of  what  he 
designates  as  the  "knuckle"  or  "fist  ball." 

Style  and  form  are  attributes  that  an  athlete 
should  endeavor  to  cultivate  and  acquire,  but  who 
is  there  who  will  contend  that  importance  of  such 
a  degree  is  to  be  attached  to  them  or  that  they 
constitute  such  indispensable  factors  as  to  make 
them  a  sine  qua  non. 

The  history  and  records  of  every  athletic 
activity  without  exception  abound  in  performances 
and  achievements  by  those  whose  style  and  form 


were  open  to  and  presented  a  subject  for  criticism. 
They  accomplished  results  and  attained  promi- 
nence and  success,  however,  despite  their  failure 
to  perfect  themselves  in  that  desideratum. 

In  other  words,  it  has  been  demonstrated  re- 
peatedly that  the  possessor  of  style  and  form  is 
not  thereby  alone  guaranteed  of  success,  and  con- 
sequently, they  have  never  been  regarded  as  the 
essentials  of  eligibility. 

Mr.  Schinner  stresses  and  emphasizes  the  fact 
that  the  underhand  stroke  with  the  open  hand  was 
practically  the  sole  stroke  employed  by  the  adepts 
of  the  hard  ball  game,  and  at  the  same  time  admits 
that  the  semi-hard  ball  game  is  an  improvement 
thereof.  An  improvement  in  what  respect?  The 
answer  comes  readily  in  that  it  offered  and  per- 
mitted scope  for  diversity  of  play  and  imparted 
versatility  unknown  to  and  unattainable  in  the  hard 
ball  game.  Every  possible  stroke  can  be  utilized 
just  as  effectively  one  as  the  other  in  the  semi-hard 
ball  game,  the  underhand,  the  overhand,  the  side 
arm,  the  stiff  arm,  thus  revolutionizing  and  almost 
completely  transforming  the  old  game. 

In  his  argumentation,  Mr.  Schinner  inferential- 
ly  establishes  his  preference  of  the  semi-hard 
rubber  ball  game  to  the  old  hard  ball  game,  pro- 
nouncing it  superior  thereto  because  of  this  very 
fact  of  improvement.  Resting  our  contention  then 
on  that  conceded  fact,  and  relying  thereon,  we 
maintain  that  the  introduction  of  what  Mr.  Schin- 
ner styles  the  "knuckle"  or  "fist"  ball  constitutes 
and  must  be  considered  but  another  step  or  ad- 
vance towards  improvement,  and,  in  virtue  thereof, 
is  entitled  to  and  deserving  of  his  recommendation 
and  endorsement  instead  of  his  criticism  and  his 
opposition. 

As  has  been  mentioned  before,  handball  for 
many  years  in  the  Olympic  Club,  after  the  passing 
of  the  old  hard  ball  game,  was  confined  and  rele- 
gated to  the  use  of  the  soft  or  tennis  ball,  with 
which  the  players  discovered  the  practicability  as 
well  as  the  effectiveness  of  Mr.  Schinner's  so-called 
"knuckle"  or  "fist"  ball.  With  the  transition  from 
the  tennis  to  the  semi-hard  ball,  there  was  im- 
ported this  "knuckle"  or  "fist"  ball,  which  the 
players  soon  determined  could  be  employed  with 
the  same  degree  of  effectiveness. 

The  fact  that  some  of  the  Eastern  players, 
and  particularly  Mr.  Schinner  and  his  coterie  have 
failed    to    realize    or    have    purposely    ignored   the

No  question,  "Dope"  makes  the  world  go  round.

It  affords  one  of  our 
chief  diversions,  it  makes  more  conversation  than 
the  bootleg  industry  and  its  product  is  about  as 
dependable.  And  yet  we  all  pay  it  court.  The 
shrewdest  operators  in  all  fields  forget  averages, 
facts,  figures  and  good  judgment  when  the  siren 
voice  of  "dope"  whispers  that  into  their  ears  that 
they  wish  to  hear.

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THE  SANE  FOURTH 

THERE  was  certainly  no  trace  of  the  old- 
time  insane  and  unsafe  Independence  Day 
in  that  of  1923.  It  came  in  with  only  a 
sort  of  inward  conscienceness  that  at  least 
some  thrill  of  patriotism  was  quietly  necessary, 
and  went  out  in  much  the  same  way  except  for  a 
few  inordinarily  careful  discharge  of  fireworks 
under  police  supervision  and  the  usual  climatic 
conditions  in  which  distance  lent  but  small  en- 
chantment to  the  view. 

For  this,  those  of  us  who  from  our  earliest 
childhood  were  wont  to  regard  sanity  and  safety 
on  the  Fourth  of  July  as  being  an  impertinent  in- 
vasion of  the  inherent  rights  of  youth,  were  truly 
sorry  and  began  to  evolve  mental  processes  by 
which  we  could  assign  some  logical  reasons  for  it. 
We  found  many  different  interests,  and  author- 
ities, parental  and  official  to  blame,  for  this  arbi- 


trary interference  with  the  personal  liberties  o 
youth,  which  were  almost  as  far  reaching  as  tbl 
Eighteenth  Amendment,  and,  be  it  also  said,  almos 
as  difficult  of  prohibitory  enforcement,  for  th 
small  boy  still  covertly  fired  his  crackers. 

The  insurance  companies  were  primarily  tb 
chief  offenders,  and  we  found  it  difficult  to  deter 
mine  why,  since  they  receive  premiums  for  thi 
payment  of  fire  losses,  they  should  have  cause* 
the  enactment  of  ordinances  that  would  place  thi 
payment  of  such  losses  at  a  mere  minimum.  Thei 
we  discovered  that  fathers  saw  no  reason  wh; 
they  should  make  money  donations  for  purchase: 
that  could  produce  only  sputters  and  smoke,  am 
mothers  were  also  unanimous  in  their  objection; 
to  powder  explosions  and  hissing  trains  of  flami 
that  might  set  fire  to  the  home. 

The  first  mentioned  objections  have  at  leasj 
the  merit  of  financial  wisdom  to  support  them 
although  in  the  case  of  the  fathers  there  seemec 
a  sort  of  parsimony  not  altogether  suggested  bj 
caution.  In  respect  to  the  nervous  mothers  wh< 
object  to  the  noises  and  danger  of  conflagration 
we  decided  upon  two  answers : 

1,  Why  not  retire  to  the  quiet  of  the  country 
side  for  the  Fourth  of  July?  and  2,  What  are  in- 1 
surance   companies   and   fire   departments   for  any 
way? 

The  above  line  of  argument  is  deduced  entireh 
from  the  points  of  view  of  youth,  and  those  whe 
have  preserved  in  their  characters  some  of  th< 
mischievous  flavor  of  their  earlier  years;  but 
whatever  the  reasons  the  last  Fourth  of  July  was 
not  much  more  of  a  holiday  than  is  Labor  Day 
or  Armistice  Day,  or  California's  birthday  on  th<  f 
Ninth  of   September. 

None  of  these  could  possibly  have  existed  bul 
for  what  followed  the  Declaration  of  Independence 
and  the  youth  of  the  twentieth  century,  backed 
by  their  elders  whose  patriotism  is  more  or  less 
refractory,  want  the  spectacular  Fourths  of  the,1 
past,  with  their  resplendent  parades,  their  several 
great  audiences  where  the  above  immortal  docu-! 
ment  is  read  accompanied  by  the  flambuoyant! 
flights  of  orators  and  the  unrestricted  use  of  fire- 
works,  firecrackers,    squibs    and   toy   cannon. 

"What  are  we  coming  to?"  asks  the  small  boy 
and  his  venerable  protagonist.  If  another  kind  of 
prohibition  is  to  be  so  successfully  laughed  to 
scorn  why  not  this  one?  Is  our  Fourth  of  July  to 
continue  with  its  noisily  and  gaudily  emphasized 
spirit  of  patriotism,  or  shall  it  degenerate  into  a1 
mere  workless  day  for  golfing,  hiking,  motoring 
and  the  holding  of  gatherings  in  which  politicians 
and  drive  promoters  may  grind  their  axes? 

There  are  too  many  serious  people  in  this  world1 
already,  without  expecting  youth  and  second  child-, 
hood  to  add  to  their  number.

Juvenile  membership  provides  that  members  thereof  shall 
be  between  the  ages  of  8  and  16  years  and  Junior  membership 
between  the  ages  of  16  and  21  years. 

When  Juvenile  members  reach  16  years  of  age  it  is  their 
bounden  duty  to  notify  the  Secretary's  Office  of  the  Club  that 
they  may  immediately  be  transferred  to  Junior  membership  and 
when  Junior  members  reach  their  majority  it  is  likewise  their 
duty  to  notify  the  Office. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Olympic  Club  expect  that  each 
and  every  Junior  and  Juvenile  will  consider  the  foregoing  an 
essential  duty  and  obligation.

WHAT  IS  A  SPONGE? 

By  CLAY  M.  GREENE 


ONE  day  I  overheard  two  men,  who  were 
reclining  in  the  hot  room  waiting  for  the 
proper  amount  of  sweat,  arguing  with 
considerable  excitement,  and  about  as 
much  ignorance,  as  to  what  a  sponge  really  was. 
One  of  them  insisted  that  it  was  nothing  but  a 
species  of  seaweed,  while  the  other  was  equally 
as  certain  that  it  was  an  animal  of  the  sea,  fished 
up  and  then  dried  into  its  present  condition  of 
usefulness. 

Neither  seemed  able  to  convince  the  other  and 
I  was  appealed  to  as  a  possible  expert  on  the 
cause,  origin,  manner  of  living  and  other  features 
in  the  life  of  a  sponge.  I  replied  that  I  possessed 
no  little  knowledge  as  to  what  constituted  a  human 
sponge,  but  was  more  or  less  in  doubt  as  to  the 
exact  connection  of  the  sea  sponge  with  animal 
or  vegetable  existence,  and  I  had  a  notion  that 
it  was  some  sort  of  growth,  part  animal,  part 
vegetable,  that  started  from  a  germ,  which,  in 
some  way  or  other,  fastened  itself  on  a  rock  at 
the  bottom  of  the  sea  and  there  languished  until 
it   grew  to   a  commercial   size. 

My  fund  of  information  was  not  sufficiently 
clear,  however,  to  satisfy  these  gentlemen,  and  I 
promised'  to  carefully  delve  into  the  matter  and 
publish  the  results  of  my  research  in  the  next 
Olympian. 

This  I  have  done,  and  can  now  speak  with 
more  definite  knowledge  and  understanding  as  to 
what  and  why  is  a  sponge.  In  May  and  June  of 
every  year  those  parts  of  the  oceans  where  sponges 
are  found  simply  swarm  with  countless  multitudes 
of  animalculae,  with  tiny  feelers  or  propellers  at 
one  end,  and  these  mites  are  only  large  enough 
to  be  just  within  the  limit  of  creatures  that  can 
be  seen  by  the  naked  eye. 

These  are  in  reality  young  sponges  in  the  first 
stage  of  growth,  fresh  from  the  egg,  that  is  formed 
in  the  mother  sponge  and  hatched  in  due  time  by 
the  temperature  of  the  water.  These  sponge  chil- 
dren rise  to  the  surface  of  the  sea,  where  they  are 
carried  by  currents  or  winds  to  places  that  nature 
has  prepared  for  them ;  then  the  tiny  feelers  or 
propellers  disappear  little  by  little,  the  mites  be- 
come discs  of  a  jelly-like  substance,  sink  to  the 
bottom,  fasten  to  a  stone,  or  shell,  or  sunken  piece 
of  driftwood,  and  there  the  life  of  another  toilet 
or  bath  sponge  begins. 

I  have  been  unable  to  discover  just  how  the 
scientists  studied  all  this  out,  or  how  they  came  to 


know  whether  these  curious  mites  were  young 
sponges  or  other  marine  animals.  In  this,  however 
they  have  much  the  best  of  us  mere  people,  foi 
none  of  us  are  going  to  attempt  to  study  out  al 
of  these  things  for  ourselves  at  this  late  date  o: 
sponge  history,  and  so  they  are  safe  in  telling  ui 
what  they  please,  since  we  are  not  going  to  dis 
pute  them. 

It  appears  that  these  infant  sponges  take  i 
long  time  to  be  large  enough  to  sit  up  and  tak) 
notice,  or,  in  other  words,  to  be  fitted  for  any  pur 
pose  whatsoever  and  they  are  not  good  food  fo 
fishes.  This  growth  naturally  depends  upon  wha 
size  of  sponge  is  wanted,  and  may  vary  from  tw< 
to  twenty  years.  It  is  likely  that  the  soft  one 
used  in  the  nursery,  or  by  women  in  the  applica 
tion  of  complexion  whitewash,  are  the  young  ones 
the  bath  sponge  is  older  by  many  years,  whil 
the  rough  antiques  used  in  garages  are  perhap 
great  grandfathers   several   times  removed. 

Sponges  of  some  kind  of  other  are  found  i: 
nearly  every  sea  on  the  globe,  but  there  are  onl 
a  few  of  these  places  where  the  crop  is  wort 
harvesting.  Good  ones  are  found  in  the  Med: 
terranean,  the  Red  Sea,  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  an 
away  across  the  Pacific  in  the  seas  about  Japai 
Some  of  a  very  poor  quality  are  found  on  the  coas 
of  Wales,  and  there  are  a  few  in  the  North  Atlar 
tic,  mostly  growing  on  shells;  but  the  branch  c 
the  sponge  family  that  can  boast  of  the  mo; 
varieties  is  found  in  the  Caribbean  Sea. 

The  few  kinds  that  grown  along  our  own  coasl 
— around  Pebble  Beach,  for  inchance — are  littl 
more  than  a  fungus  growth,  and  none  of  thei 
have  been  found  that  were  of  any  commerci; 
value  or  even  useful  "on  a  pinch."  Sponges  ai 
found  of  all  sizes,  some  smaller  than  a  nickel,  an 
from  that  on  to  one  known  as  "Neptune's  Cup 
which  is  an  enormous  bowl-shaped  affair,  foun 
near  Singapore,  and  some  times  grows  to  a  heigl 
of  four  feet. 

The  scientists  seem  to  have  established  beyoti 
any  question  that  the  sponge,  when  in  its  nath 
element,  is  really  a  living,  breathing  creature  wil 
an  enormous  appetite,  which  it  is  always  feedin; 
and  this  is  said  to  be  manner  of  the  operatior 
If  you  examine  a  sponge  you  will  find  that  it  hi 
two  kinds  of  holes,  the  larger  ones  being  calk 
"oscula"  and  the  smaller  ones  "pores."  The  wati 
is  filtered  through '-the  pores,  and  in  the  strainir 
process   all  the   small   particules   that   are   food 
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the  sponge  are  caught  in  the  network  of  fibers, 
while  the  waste  water  is  discharged  through  the 
oscula. 

Now  I  am  quite  willing  to  agree  with  the 
doubtful  ones  who  read  my  scientific  dissertation, 
that  this  is  not  an  illuminating  way  of  describ- 
ing how  Mr.  Sponge  eats  his  breakfasts  and  din- 
ners; but  it  is  considerably  clearer  than  the  chapter 
from  which  I  gleaned  pretty  much  all  I  know 
about  sponges. 

Before  the  World  War  was  at  its  height  the 
best  sponges  came  from  the  Grecian  Archipelago 
ind  the  waters  along  the  coasts  of  Syria,  but  now- 
adays the  growths  of  all  sponge  producing  waters 
lave  to  be  tapped  in  order  to  supply  the  demand. 
The  Syrians  dive  for  them  in  deep  water  and  also 
|lo  the  Greeks.  But  those  that  I  have  seen  gath- 
ered in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  were  in  shallow  water, 
ind  the  fishers  slid  to  the  bottom  by  means  of 
ong  poles  and  tore  them  from  the  rocks  below, 
vhile  many  were  fished  from  the  bottom  by 
neans  of  hooks  operated  from  the  surface. 

The  finer  kinds  are  found  at  a  depth  of  from 
me  hundred  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet,  and 
an  only  be  secured  by  expert  diving  and  carefully 
utting  them  away  with  sharp  knives.  It  is  only 
eldom  that  the  best  sponges  are  shipped  to  the 
narkets  of  the  world,  for  they  are  so  expensive 
s  to  be  out  of  the  reach  of  all  buyers  but  the 
wealthy,  and  even  those  are  willing  to  find  accept- 
ble  substitute  at  a  much  lower  price. 

The  most  expensive  ones  are  very  soft  to  the 
ouch,  have  very  small  oscula  and  pores,  and  are 
f  a  light  blonde  color.  Some  of  this  variety  are 
sed  by  throat  specialists,  who  are  finnicky  about 
heir  instruments,  and  one  of  them,  no  larger  than 
cherry,  is  often  as  valuable  as  the  larger  one  of 
tandard  variety  used  for  the  bath.

sponges  are  exposed  in  shop  windows  at  a  very 
low  price;  but  these  are  either  inferior  ones,  well 
cleaned  and  dyed,  or  second-hand  ones,  generally 
collected  from  hospitals,  and  treated  with  acids  to 
give  them  their  golden  color. 

There  is  one  creature  that  is  not  a  sponge  at 
all,  as  we  understand  the  term,  but  since  the 
origin  and  growth  are  much  the  same,  it  is  given 
the  name  of  "boring  sponge"  and  is  one  of  the 
worst  known  enemies  of  mollusks  or  shell  fish.  It 
is  very  hard  in  substance,  in  a  short  time  will 
utterly  destroy  and  petrify  any  shell-fish  to  which 


it  attaches  itself,  and  from  the  substance  so  formet 
many  fine  examples  of  valuable  oriental  jeweln 
are  made. 

Sponges  are  found,  too,  all  over  the  world,  ii 
fossil  form.  The  beautiful  tracings  on  Europeai 
agates  owe  their  existence  to  fossil  sponges,  whiL 
the  great  chalk  cliffs  of  England  and  the  chall 
beds  under  the  city  of  Paris  are  largely  compose! 
of  the  same  material. 

There  is  much  more  to  be  read  on  the  subjec 
of  the  sponge,  but  most  of  it  is  understandabl 
only  to  the  scientific  mind,  which,  like  the  larg 
bulk  of  his  readers,  this  once  over  looker  upoi 
the  mysteries  of  science  does  not  possess.

certing  to  an  opponent  as  to  think  you  are  deliber- 
ately playing  out  safely  and  then  to  find  you  are 
dead  for  a  win.  This  type  of  club  is  useless  for 
playing  a  ball  out  of  a  bunker  in  the  orthodox 
manner,  but  the  beginner  will  take  months  to  learn 
how  to  do  this  anyway  and  any  club  will  do  to 
mess  around  in  the  sand  with.  A  driver  is  just  as 
effective  as  a  niblic  and  you  are  justified  in  the 
saving.  At  first  you  can  just  give  the  ball  a  few 
pokes  with  a  brassie  or  an  iron  and  call  it  a  day. 
You've  lost  the  hole  anyway,  so  why  waste  further 
effort? 

Assuming  that  the  beginner  has  mastered  the 
putt  and  has  gained  some  physical  development 
in  the  bunkers,  the  next  logical  club  to  learn  is 
the  mashie.  This  is  a  utilitarian  club  par  excel- 
lence. It  has  a  broadface  and  a  big  margin  for 
error.  Of  course,  the  proper  way  to  play  the 
mashie  is  to  pop  the  ball  in  the  air  with  it  and  put 
some  reverse  English  on  so  it  will  run  backward 
after  it  lights.  After  six  or  seven  years  trying  to 
play  this  shot  you  can  bring  it  off  once  in  a  hun- 
dred times  or  so  when  the  green  is  soggy.  I  would 
advise  the  beginner  not  to  spend  too  much  time 
learning  this  method  of  playing  the  mashie.  There 
is  an  easier  way,  and  it  is  just  as  effective.  The 
idea  of  the  method  which  I  have  perfected  is  to  hit 


the  ball  16/32  of  an  inch  from  the  top.  This  w 
impart  over  spin  and  when  you  hit  the  ball  as 
should  be  hit  you  will  see  it  spin  over — the  gree 
the  next  fairway,  through  traps  and  into  the  roug 
Of  course,  it  takes  more  strokes  to  get  into  t 
hole,  it  isn't  as  pretty  to  watch  as  the  pitch,  b 
it  is  difficult  to  execute  and  after  you  have  play 
the  ball  back  and  forward  across  the  green  five 
six  times,  while  you  may  have  lost  the  hole,  unl< 
your  opponent  is  also  playing  the  same  type 
shot,  you  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  tl 
you  are  playing  darned  intricate  golf. 

When  selecting  a  midiron  it  isn't  necessary 
buy  a  very  good  one.  No  matter  what  one  y 
buy  you  won't  be  satisfied  with  it,  and  you  pr< 
ably  will  go  through  your  golfing  life  looking 
the  ideal  iron.  Thus,  since  you  will  discard  y^ 
first  iron  in  a  short  while,  buy  any  old  kind, 
heavier  the  better.  Be  sure  the  balance  is  b 
Then  put  it  away  in  your  locker  or  give  it  to  so 
fellow  you  owe  money  to.  After  you  have  bt 
playing  golf  for  fifty  years  you  will  come  acr 
the  iron  you  really  want.  You  are  justified 
committing  anything  short  of  murder  to  acquire 

There  is  an  art  in  acquiring  golf  clubs,  but  t 
is  for  the  advanced  player.  I  shall  not  go  i: 
the  subject  here  at  great  length.  Just  a  hint  \ 
suffice.  Arrange  a  four-baller  with  players  wh 
clubs  just  fit  you.     Select  a  day  when  caddies 
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sirce  and  they  have  to  carry  double.  Then  absent- 
r  ndedly  use  some  of  the  other  men's  clubs  on  the 
ehteenth  hole  and  just  as  absent-mindedly  stow 
H;m  in  your  own  bag.  Be  in  a  great  haste  to 
1  ve  the  club  and  don't  play  with  those  men  again. 
1  lis  method  takes  long  practice.  Some  of  the  best 
cubs  I  have  ever  owned  disappeared  from  my  bag 
ider  these  circumstances. 

We  are  now  ready  to  consider  the  wooden 
E  bs.  Remember  that  it  takes  seven  years  of  play- 
i;  golf  before  you  can  really  drive.  Obviously 
■•  can  save  all  that  time  by  not  beginning  to  try 
t  drive  until  the  seven  years  have  passed. 

Assuming  that  this  period  of  probation  is  over 
t    first  thing  to  do  is  to  get  a  driver.     It  is  advis-

see  if  you  like  it.  You  may  break  the  club.  \ 
shouldn't,  of  course,  but  you  might.  You  sho 
worry,  however;  isn't  the  owner  a  friend  of  you 
Borrow  a  brassie,  too,  and  a  spoon.  If  you  h; 
no  friends  go  to  the  pro  and  select  one  from 
stock  and  tell  him  you'd  like  to  try  it.  After 
round  take  it  back  and  tell  him  its  too  heavy.  1 
next  time  you  play  take  out  another  one.  K 
this  up  indefinitely.  Pros  usually  keep  a  la 
stock  of  wooden  clubs  on  hand,  and  you  can  p 
for  years  without  ever  buying  a  driver  or  bras 
Within  recent  years  the  steel  shafted  clubs  h 
become  very  popular.  The  idea  of  the  steel  s!l 
is  that  its  smaller  size  permits  more  speed  in 
swing.  The  friction  of  the  steel  on  the  air  h< 
the  air  about  the  shaft,  rarifies  it  and  diminis 
resistance.  Yes,  there  is  a  lot  of  hot  air  abou 
steel  shafted  driver. 

A  few  words  concerning  the  golf  swing  it 
will  now  be  in  order,  for  the  beginner  will  h 
arrived  at  a  point  where  any  advice  concern 
the  manner  of  hitting  the  ball  is  welcome.  F 
let  us  consider  the  grip  or  the  manner  of  hole 
the  club.  Volumes  have  been  written  about 
grip.  Some  authorities  say  one  way  is  best,  otl 
prefer  another  way.  I  have  found  that  grasp 
the  leather  covered  part  of  the  handle  to  be 
good  a  way  as  any.  Since  adopting  this  gri 
find  that  I  can  swing  the  club  better. 

The  stance  is  important.  Both  feet  should 
used  and,  of  course,  the  bottom  of  the  feet  she 
be  nearest  the  ground.  Stand  so  that  the  to« 
the  left  foot  is  just  touching  a  line  running  par; 
to  the  line  that  the  toe  of  the  right  foot  is  toi 
ing.  This  can  best  be  done  by  assuming  y 
natural  position  then  draw  an  imaginary  line  \ 
a  pencil  or  piece  of  chalk  tangent  to  both  toes 
touching  each.

architects,  which  guarantee  additional  beauties  of 
construction  to  the  many  ornamental  structural 
features  of  the  city.  A  promenade  and  shaded 
esplanade  sixty  feet  wide  will  surround  the  entire 
pool,  and  protection  from  the  winds  will  be  secured 
by  the  moving  of  not  far  from  1000  trees  from 
the  congested  forestry  sections  of  other  parks,  in 
addition  to  the  partial  protection  already  afforded 
by  high  sand  dunes  between  the  pool  and  the 
ocean. 

Within  easy  distance  of  the  pool  on  the  east, 
space  has  been  reserved  for  ten  tennis  courts  and 
five  baseball  diamonds,  while  in  the  more  sheltered 
section  of  the  park  beyond,  much  of  which  is 
heavily  wooded,  the  great  children's  playground 
will  be  located.  Here,  in  addition  to  wading  pools, 
swings,  gymnastic  paraphernalia  and  the  best 
known  appliances  for  the  healthful  exercises  of 
children,  there  will  be  a  commodious  picnic 
ground  in  the  pine  and  cypress  grove,  that  might 
well  have  been  planted  many  years  ago  for  this 
especial   purpose. 

Only  a  comparatively  incomplete  notion  of 
what  the  Herbert  Fleishhacker  Playground  will 
be  can  be  gleaned  from  its  present  condition,  but 
the  gigantic  swimming  pool  has  already  assumed 
its  permanent  form  and   is   well  worth   a  visit.

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THE  1924  OLYMPIAD

(EDITOR'S  NOTE. — "Walt"  Christie,  track  coach  of  University 
of  California,  is  very  much  interested  in  the  coming  Olympic 
Games.      His    message    is    indeed    interesting    to    all    Americans.) 


IN   less  than  a  year   the   1924   Olympiad    (to  be 
held    in    Paris)    will    be    history.      Heretofore 
America    has    always    been    successful    in   win- 
ning these  games  and  at  a  glance  seem  to  be 
on  the  road  to  another  victory. 

However,  on  close  examination  of  the  records 
being  made  by  European  athletes  we  find  that 
since  the  last  Olympic  Games,  in  1920,  marked 
improvements  have  been  made.  Without  doubt 
the  struggle  in  practically  all  of  the  events  will 
be  closer  than  ever  before. 

Since  the  last  set  of  games,  held  in  Belgium, 
foreign  countries  have  picked  up  considerable 
knowledge.  In  their  desire  to  make  a  better  show- 
ing they  have   gone   out   of  their  way  to   acquire

the     necessary     coaches,     many     of     whom     are 
Americans. 

Foreign  athletes  have  learned  the  knack,  the 
art,  the  hang  of  athletics,  and  today  they  stand 
out  as  worthy  competitors  of  our  great  array  of 
athletic  talent.  Even  now  they  are  training  with 
one  thought  foremost  in  their  minds,  namely,  to 
attain    athletic    supremacy    over    America.      As    a 


result,  even  at  this  writing,  these  athletes  have 
developed  wonderfully  in  balance,  polish,  finish  and 
determination  to  win.  The  latter  in  itself  is  going 
to  make  America's  task  in  beating  them  a  much 
more  difficult  one. 

They  have  also  learned  form,  grace,  inter- 
mingled with  fight  and  knowledge  and  are  slowly 
but  surely  reaching  our  normal.  Beatings  have 
stood  them  up  with  their  backs  against  the  wall,1 
They  ask  no  quarter,  they  expect  none.  They  have 
progressed  more  in  the  past  four  years  than  they 
have  for  over  a  century  previous. 

We  must  take  all  these  traits  into  considera- 
tion, and  we  must  learn  our  lessons  well.  By 
so  doing  we  will  come  out  on  top.  One  nation 
I  have  have  in  mind  have  the  best  athletes  in  the 
world.  They  have  pep,  jazz,  nervous  force,  energy 
to  an  over  abundant  degree,  but  they  have  not  as 
yet  learned  the  power  of  the  will.  They  have  not 
and  perhaps  may  never  learn  the  trait  "self-denial.' 
If  they  ever  do,  the  writer  sees  breakers  ahead 

The  Finns  and  Swedes  are  providing  the  fielc 
with  an  array  of  talent  against  us.  The  athletes 
of  these  two  countries  are  hardy  and  strong  anc 
perform  great  guns  in  the  various  weight 
events.  Our  old  stand-bys  are  getting  along  ir 
years,  and  we  must  look  to  a  younger  array  o 
talent — all  practically  new.  They  are  not  old  cam 
paigners.  However,  speaking  in  Dr.  Coue's  thun 
der — "they  are  getting,  day  by  day,  in  every  way 
better  and  better." 

Another  nation  that  has  been  making  wonder 
ful  strides  in  the  track  events  since  the  war  ii 
England.

lallenge. 

Entry  blanks  have  been  sent  to  all  Pacific 
oast  Yacht  clubs.  Admiral  Soiland,  Vice-Admiral 
ester  Stone  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Yachting  Asso- 
ation,  and  the  writer,  as  Secretary,  visited  the 
orthern  Regatta  at  Vancouver,  B.  C,  and  the 
authern  Regatta  at  Santa  Barbara  in  the  interest

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The  Magnificent  Lake  Tahoe 

By  J.  J.  MORRIS 


HIGH  up  in  the  Sierra  Nevada  Mountains, 
scintillating  in  the  sun  like  a  huge 
amethyst  in  a  royal  setting,  lies  Lake 
Tahoe,  peer  of  mountain  lakes. 
With  its  clear  waters  and  picturesque  shore- 
line, overlooked  by  snow-capped  mountain  peaks, 
Lake  Tahoe  is  the  acme  of  scenic  splendor  and 
offers  unparalleled  opportunities  for  the  sportsman 
and  lover  of  the  great  out 
of  doors. 

The  waters  of  the  lake 
abound  in  trout  that  lure 
the  expert  with  rod  and 
reel.  Motor  boating, 
swimming,  aquaplaning, 
and  other  sports  attract 
those  seeking  recreation. 
Near  the  shores  of  the 
lake  is  located  the  high- 
est golf  links  of  the  world 
for  adherents  to  this  form 
of  outdoor  entertainment. 
The  mountains  afford 
excellent  hiking  for  the 
devotees 'of  this  vigorous 
exercise.  Hunting,  auto- 
mobile trips  over  scenic 
highways,  horseback  rid- 
ing, tennis,  croquet,  base- 
ball and,  in  fact,  all  that 
one  would  expect  to  find 
on  a  vacation,  will  be 
found      in      the      Tahoe 

Country.  Fallen    Leaf   Lake- 

Twenty-three  miles  long  and  thirteen  miles 
wide,  the  lake  lies  at  an  elevation  of  6240  feet 
above  sea  level.  It  is  one  of  the  deepest  moun- 
tain lakes  in  the  world.  Soundings  recently  made 
by  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  recorded 
a  depth  of  approximately  2000  feet  near  Rubicon 
Point. 

The  resort  takes  its  name  from  the  Indian  word 
"Tahoe,"  meaning  "Big  Water"  or  "High  Water." 

John  C.  Fremont,  the  explorer,  is  credited  with 
having  been  the  first  white  man  to  view  the  lake. 
In  February,  1844,  when  he  discovered  the  beau- 
tiful body  of  water,  he  erroneously  thought  it  the 
source  of  the  American  river,  and  so  marked  his 
charts.  In  the  early  '50s  the  lake  was  named 
Bigler    for    one   of   the   first   California    governors, 


but    happily     its     Indian     name     was     afterwards 
restored. 

The  Tahoe  region  offers  rare  opportunities  foi 
the  angler.  There  are  many  kinds  of  trout  to  be 
taken,  such  as  the  Rainbow,  Eastern  Brook,  Loch 
Leven,  Steelhead,  "Cut  Throat"  and  Mackinaw 
The  "Cut  Throat"  is  a  native  of  the  lake,  the 
others  have  since  been  placed  there.  Fly  casting 
is  the  most  popular  meth 
od  of  fishing  in  the  brook! 
and  mountain  streams, 

Although  situated  ii 
the  heart  of  a  mountain 
ous  country,  Lake  Taho 
is  easily  accessible  by  rai 
or  automobile.  The  mai: 
line  of  the  Southern  Pa 
cific's  "American  Rive 
Canyon  Route"  passe

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The  Case  of  Johnny  Weissmuller 

By  CHARLES  J.  FEE 


THERE  is  a  natural  law,  well  recognized  ani 
defined  by  men  who  think,  called  "The  Law 
of  Diminishing  Returns."  This  law,  in  plain 
words,  states  that  because  a  thing  is  good 
jp  to  a  certain  point,  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose 
hat  we  cannot  get  too  much  of  it. 

A  striking  recent  example  of  this  law  has  been 
>rought  to  the  attention  of  the  sport  loving  world 
)y  the  report  that  Johnny  Weissmuller,  the  young 
wimming  phenomenon  and  possibly  the  greatest 
i.wimmer  in  the  world,  is  forced  to  abandon  aquatic 
ports  due  to  heart  trouble. 

The  case  is  such  that,  in  order  to  give  full 
;ustice  to  all  concerned,  it  would  be  necessary,  not 
>nly  to  examine  the  present  circumstances,  but  also 
he  past.  Perhaps  the  strain  was  due  to  over- 
ealousness  on  the  part  of  Johnny  Weissmuller 
limself.  Perhaps  it  was  due  to  over-enthusiastic 
oaching,  which  inspired  the  boy  to  seek  new 
ecords  to  stand  for  all  time.  In  any  event,  the 
act  remains  that  a  boy  at  the  age  of  nineteen 
hould  not  have  been  permitted  to  race  as  often 
nd  without  the  necessary  rest  in  between  con- 
;sts  as  was  Johnny  Weissmuller. 

While  swimming  is  generally  conceded  to  be 
ne  of  the  best  and  most  healthful  exercises  known, 
evertheless  over-indulgence  will  have  the  same 
taction  as  it  will  in  any  branch  of  athletics,  name- 
/,  the  effect  of  going  stale,  and  while  in  that  con- 
ition  leaving  oneself  susceptible  to  injuries  which 
lay  prove  to  be  serious. 

Nor  does  this  law  confine  itself  to  human  beings 
lone.  A  race-horse,  or  any  mechanical  contriv- 
nce,  is  just  as  liable  to  break  down  under  similar 
Dnditions  as  a  human  being. 

While  the  case  of  Johnny  Weissmuller  will 
:rve  as  an  example  for  young  men  and  boys,  and 
srhaps  preventing  them  from  overdoing  athletics, 
arents,  no  doubt,  will  be  inclined  to  go  a  step 
irther,  and  forbid  youngsters  from  participating 
i  any  branch  or  athletics,  even  moderately. 

However,  there  is   no  cause  for  anyone  to   be- 
ime  alarmed.    If  the  truth  of  the  case  were  known 
is    quite    possible    that    some  remote   cause   or 
atural  weakness  caused  the  misfortune. 

The  case  is  analogous  to  a  steam  locomotive. 
n  a  given  quantity  of  coal  this  piece  of  mechan- 
m  will  pull  a  certain  number  of  cars  at  a  certain 
>eed.  Double  the  amount  of  coal.  Will  you  get 
^ice  the  speed?  Absolutely  not;  10  per  cent  great- 
'  speed  may  be  attained,  but  you  have  passed  the 


point  of  maximum  efficiency  and  are  now  getting 
a  diminishing  return.  Add  more  coal  and  you  will 
smother  the  fire  and  your  locomotive  will  stop. 
Was  coal  a  bad  thing  for  the  locomotive?  Cer- 
tainly not,  for  without  it,  the  engine  would  have 
been    useless.      But   too    much    coal    also    rendered

the  locomotive  useless.  The  answer  is  moderation. 
If  parents  and  trainers  will  bear  this  in  mind 
and,  instead  of  forbidding  the  youngsters  from 
participating  in  athletics  will  urge  them  to  take 
only  the  amount  necessary  to  give  them  the  maxi- 
mum efficiency,  we  will  have  more  big,  healthy  men 
and  fewer  cases  similar  to  that  of  Johnny  Weiss- 
muller.

SUNDAY,     September     23rd,     has     been     an- 
nounced   by   Judge    T.    I.    Fitzpatrick,    com- 
monly known  as  the  "Big  Chief  of  the  Dip- 
sea   Indians   of   the    Olympic    Club,"    as   the 
date  for  the  Nineteenth  Annual  "Dipsea"  race.

Following  the  usual 
custom,  the  race  will  be  a 
handicap  affair.

No  entrant  un- 
der seventeen  years  of  age 
will  be  allowed  to  partici- 
pate. The  scratch  man  has 
always  had  difficulty  in  win- 
ning this  race. 

Mason  Hartwell,  Olym- 
pic Club  runner  and  present 
holder  of  the  record  for  the 
trail,  negotiated  the  distance 
in  47  minutes  and  56  sec- 
onds in  1912.

THE    TOURNAMENT    FOR    THE    35'RS 
From    the   number    of  entries    received    at    this 
writing,   the    indications   are   that   at    least   twelve 
teams  will  comprise  the  number  that  will  vie  for 
the  premier  honors. 

Matches  will  be  arranged  for  evening  play  only, 
and  progress  should  be  of  such  a  character  as 
positively  to  make  it  possible  to  terminate  the 
play  before  the  lapse  of  three  weeks  from  the  open- 
ing date,  August  1st. 

THE    POSITION    TOURNAMENT 
A  new  method  is  to  be  employed  in  determin- 
ing the  winners. 

The  notice  appearing  in  the  lobby  contains  the 
announcement  that  the  three  prizes  offered  are 
to  be  awarded  to  the  three  contenders  scoring  the 
highest  number  of  points.  After  a  discussion  of 
the  subject  with  several  of  the  entrants,  it  has 
been  decided  to  abandon  this  method  by  the  in- 
troduction instead  of  one  based  on  the  highest  per- 
centage of  games  won  and  lost,  without  regard 
to  the  question  of  the  number  of  points  scored. 

To  illustrate:  If  you  succeed  in  defeating  your 
opponent  in  two  straight,  you  will  be  credited  with 
three  games  won,  thus  giving  you  a  percentage  for 
that  particular  match  of  1000.  If  you  drop  one 
game  out  of  three,  you  are  credited  with  two  games 
won  and  charged  with  one  game  lost,  producing 
a  percentage  for  that  particular  match  of  .667.  If 
you  lose  two  straight,  your  percentage  will  be  nil, 
that  is,  .000,  while  you  will  be  charged  with  three 
games  in  the  lost  column.  Suppose  three  matches 
are  engaged  in,  yielding  results  as  just  indicated, 
a  resume  shows  five  games  won  and  four  lost, 
from  which  you  derive   a  percentage   of   .444. 

If  you  win  a  game  by  default,  your  percentage 
remains  unaffected.     If  you  lose  a  game  by  default, 


you  are  charged  with  a  game  lost,  necessarily  oper- 
ating to  reduce  your  percentage. 

Penalties  as  outlined  in  the  notice  will  continue 
in  effect,  without  change  or  alteration. 

The  adoption  of  this  system,  it  is  believed,  af- 
fords every  entrant  an  equal  opportunity  to  con- 
tend for  a  prize,  and  removes  the  disadvantage 
under  which  those  at  the  top  of  the  board  have 
labored  when  the  highest  point  plan  was  in  vogue.

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U.  C.  STADIUM  READY  NOV.   24th

OFFICIAL  word  from  Berkeley  tells  us  that 
the  Memorial  Stadium  will  be  completed 
in  time  for  the  California-Stanford  grid- 
iron classic,  November  24th.  Three  hun- 
dred men  and  powerful  machinery  are  working 
day  and  night  and,  thanks  to  ideal  working  con- 
ditions, the  construction  program  is  one  month 
ahead  of  schedule. 

November  24th  will  find  over  72,000  football 
fans  seated  in  regal  splendor  in  one  of  the  world's 
greatest  stadia.  The  Stadium,  which  will  be  an 
enduring  memorial  to  all  who  gave  their  lives 
in  the  World  War,  is  to  be  the  only  one  of  its 
kind  in  the  world.  The  plan  of  architecture  will 
be  a  combination  of  the  earth  bowl  and  coliseum 


Some  interesting  facts  about  the  Stadium  are 
as   follows : 

The  field  will  have  a  major  diameter  of  459  fee: 
and  a  minor  one  of  267  feet.  All  of  the  football 
and  baseball  games  will  be  held  there;  but  the 
shape  of  the  bowl  makes  track  activities  impossible. 
To  make  an  oval  for  a  track  it  would  be  necessary 
to  remove  most  of  the  hillside.  The  Stadium  will 
seat  72,000  persons,  and  the  adequacy  of  the  pas- 
sageways and  tunnels  for  exit  purposes  will  enable 
it  to  empty  its  capacity  within  fifteen  minutes. 

The  total  area  used  for  Stadium  purposes  is 
approximately  twenty-two  acres.  The  land  cost 
$250,000;  the  total  expense  will  be  $1,350,000.

types,  this  being  made  possible  by  its  unique 
location  on  the  picturesque  slopes  of  the  Berkeley 
Campus.  One  side  will  rest  snugly  against  the 
hill,  while  the  other  will  be  a  concrete  construction 
68  feet  in  height.  The  latter  is  designed  to  con- 
form with  and  blend  into  the  general  architectural 
motif  of  the  campus. 

Strawberry  creek  runs  in  an  under-ground 
channel  beneath  the  field  of  the  Stadium.  Large 
rocks  arching  over  the  creek  will  form  the  foun- 
dation of  the  field,  and  on  top  of  them  gravel 
and  finally  a  layer  of  loam  will  be  placed.  When 
it  rains,  the  moisture  will  be  immediately  absorbed 
by  the  limited  supply  of  surface  soil,  and  will  drain 
through  the  gravel  and  rocks  into  the  subter- 
ranean stream. 


The  athletic  scrip  book  was  issued  to  meet  this 
expense.  Over  $1,000,000  has  been  made  through 
the  sale  of  these  books.  Three  out  of  every  seven 
persons  purchasing  scrip  books  were  students, 
and  one-half  of  the  seven  were  alumni. 

We  are  informed  that  turf  will  be  planted 
September  1st  and  in  less  than  three  months  will 
be  full  grown  and  firm  enough  to  stand  test  of 
twenty-two  scrambling  and  battling  gladiators 
without  their   becoming   mired. 

The  Olympic  Club  is  to  have  a  section  seating 
all  Olympians  who  subscribed  for  script  during 
the  drive  in  October,   1921. 

November  24th  promises  to  be  a  great  spectacle, 
and  we  are  happy  to  be  a  party  to  the  gala  event.

THE  OLYMPIC  COUNTRY  CLUB 

Plans  For  Country  Club  House 

By  DR.  HUBERT  E.  LAW 


HE  Country  Club  idea  has  been 
smouldering  in  the  mind  of  Olym- 
pia  for  a  long  time.  Each  year, 
concomitant  with  spring  fever,  the 
idea  was  aired  by  those  who 
wanted  some  place  to  go,  some 
place  in  the  country  where  they 
could  play  and  relax,  a  place  where  they  might  be 
in  touch  with  the  Club,  and  in  company  with  Club 
friends.  What  they  wanted  was  a  place  in  the 
country  as  well  equipped  for  country  club  life  as 
our  city  club  is  for  city  club  life. 

The  Country  Club  idea  has  at  times  found 
expression  in  the  consideration  of  available  prop- 
erties all  at  some  distance  from  the  city,  but  diver- 
sity of  opinion  as  to  what  was  desirable  in  location 


the  Lakeside  golf  course  alone.  Had  we  had  to 
wait  for  its  construction  the  complete  enjoyment 
of  the  Country  Club  would  have  been  delayed  for 
a  long  time.  As  it  is  we  have  been  playing  golt 
at  our  Country  Club  for  that  long  time,  while  the 
plans  for  a  greater  Country  Club  have  been  ma 
turing  and  the  actual  work  is  being  accomplished. 
Thus  far  the  golfing  members  of  the  Olympic  Club 
have  had  the  edge  on  the  others  whose  ideas  are 
that  a  country  club  should  have  other  features  be- 
sides a  golf  course,  but  while  the  golfers  will  be 
wonderfully  taken  care  of  when  the  two  courses 
are  completed,  the  non-golfers  will  have  everything 
their  hearts  desire  in  the  way  of  indoor  swimming, 
sea  bathing,  tennis,  baseball,  handball,  running, 
shooting  at  the  clay  pigeons,  fishing  in  the  ocean, 


or  climate,  or  accessibility  prevented  unity  in 
action.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  acquisition  of  the 
Lakeside  Course  and  Clubhouse  we  might  have 
gone  on  for  years  just  expressing  a  desire  for,  but 
never  realizing  Olympia  in  a  country  setting. 

The  acquisition  of  the  Lakeside  property  with 
all  its  improvements  gave  us  a  Country  Club 
in  full  running  order.  True,  there  were  things 
about  Lakeside  that  were  not  ideal,  but  a  country 
club  to  be  everything  that  it  should  be  to  us  has 
to  grow  to  our  needs.  Any  other  place  having 
no  matter  what  splendid  possibilities  could  never 
have  been  made  over  night  like  an  Alladin's  palace 
and  gardens.     Indeed,  there  were  years  of  work  on 


and  perhaps  boating  on  Lake   Merced. 

The  new  club  house  will  offer  every  induce- 
ment to  social  activities  in  ideal  surroundings. 
President  Humphrey,  the  golf  committee,  the  arch- 
itects, in  fact,  everyone  who  has  had  anything 
to  do  with  the  plans  for  the  new  club  house  have 
spared  nothing  to  make  it  as  attractive,  as  con- 
venient and  as  comfortable  as  possible. 

Architecturally  the  club  house  is  Spanish,  a 
type  which  we  Californians  should  perpetuate  as  a 
part  of  our  traditions.

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THE  PASSING  OF  JOHN  A.  BRITTON

JOHN  BRITTON  is  gone  from  among  us,  and 
in  his  passing  our  Western  community  has 
lost  a  forceful  leader,  a  wise  counsellor,  a 
patient  and  steadfast  friend. 
The  story  of  his  life  is  an  object  lesson  to  any 
young  man  starting  upon  a  career.  He  began  at 
the  bottom  of  the  ladder  and  worked  his  way  up, 
rung  by  rung.  He  had  no  great  strokes  of  fortune 
to  make  things  easy  for 
him;  he  owed  his  suc- 
cess in  life  to  no  man's 
special  favor.  He  made 
his  way  by  sincerity  and 
determination.  No  task 
was  too  difficult  for  him 
to  undertake,  no  hours 
of  labor  too  long.  The 
public  utility  service,  to 
which  he  devoted  the 
major  portion  of  his  life, 
is  an  exacting  taskmas- 
ter, but  John  Britton 
was  a  perfect  master  of 
detail  and  he  contrived 
not  only  to  keep  in 
touch  with  every  de- 
partment of  the  organi- 
zation he  captained  but, 
also,  to  place  his  expe- 
rience and  sound  judg- 
ment at  the  disposal  of 
a  constantly  increasing 
number  of   civic,    chari-  John  a. 

table,  social,  municipal,  and  other  enterprises. 
Inactivity  palled  upon  him.  He  took  but  little 
rest.  He  had  to  be  doing  something.  He  was  in 
.popular  demand  everywhere  within  the  sphere  of 
his  activities,  and  his  response  was  ever  prompt, 
no  matter  at  what  personal  inconvenience.  He 
never  spared  himself.  If  he  had,  he  might  have 
been  spared  to  us  for  many  more  years. 

He  was  affectionately  known  as  "Johnnie." 
That  in  itself  tells  story.  He  had  the  quality  of 
fellowship  developed  to  an  unusual  degree.  He 
would  make  other  men's  troubles  his  own  and 
his  ear  and  his  sympathy  were  at  the  command  of 
all  who  enjoyed  his  acauaintance,  no  matter  what 
their  station  in  life.  He  was  never  too  busy  to 
?ive  sympathetic  attention  to  the  personal  concern 
af  others;    in   fact,    he   furnished    a    striking    illus- 


tration of  the  truth  of  the  saying  that  only  a 
busy  man  has  time  for  everything.  As  a  result, 
he  had  friends — by  which  is  meant  real  friends, 
not  mere  acquaintances — in  every  walk  of  life,  in 
every  grade  of  society. 

His  was  the  kindliest  disposition  any  human 
being  was  ever  blessed  with.  His  sunny  nature 
stood  revealed  upon  his  countenance  and  his  smile 
was  proverbial.  He  was 
loved  for  himself,  for 
what  he  was  personally, 
without  regard  to  his 
influence  or  position  in 
life,  probably  more  than 
any  other  man  who  ever 
walked  beneath  the  sun 
in   California. 

He  was  a  sentimen- 
talist, yet  he  viewed 
with  disfavor  any  ex- 
travagant display  of  sen- 
timentalism.  He  hated 
all  shams  and  humbugs. 
He  was  outspoken  to  a 
degree.  He  threw  him- 
self heart  and  soul  into 
every  cause  he  espoused. 
Perhaps  the  greatest 
tribute  to  his  worth  is 
found  in  the  number  of 
men  of  ?  younger  gen- 
eration who  are  heard 
3RITTON  to    say,    "John    Britton 

was  like  a  father  to  me."  And,  after  all,  what 
greater  tribute  could  be  paid  to  any  man?  He 
loved  young  men  just  starting  out  in  the  world. 
He  would  watch  their  development  with  much 
interest.  However,  this  was  always  done  unknown 
to  the  young  man.  On  numerous  occasions  he 
would  create  a  task  and  assign,  or  have  one  of  his 
subordinates  assign,  one  of  his  proteges  to  it  to 
see  if  he  had  the  right  stuff  in  him.  He  admired 
determination  and  character  above  all  things  in  a 
young  man,  as  he  says,  "If  a  man  has  character 
and  determination  in  life  nothing  will  hold  him 
down." 

We  shall  miss  him  sorely.  We  feel  that  the 
world  he  lived  in  was  the  better  and  the  happier 
for  his  presence.

Notice  to  Juvenile  and  Junior  Members. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors at  its  meeting  held  in  the  Club  House  July  5th,  1923: 

"Enjoyment  of  the  privileges  of  the  Club  by  Junior  and 
Juvenile  members  is  hereby  restricted  to  the  days  and  hours 
specified  in  the  Club's  By-Laws. 

"If  unusual  conditions  prevent  any  such  members  from

"In  emergency  cases,  however,  such  privileges  may  be  ac- 
corded Junior  and  Juvenile  members  by  any  Officer  or  Director 
until  the  next  succeeding  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors."

WHEN  banking  was  in  its  infancy  ex- 
changing  of  checks  was  made  by  runners 
(collectors).  At  that  time  London  was 
the  financial  metropolis  of  the  world.

His  first  victories  of  note  were  won  in  1915 
during  the  Exposition,  when  he  was  beaten  by

'in  the  National  Championships  in  the  East.  Since 
then  Johnston  has  won  the  world's  championship 
twice  and  last  year  was  the  second  ranking  tennis 
Iplayer  in  the  United  States,  having  been  nosed 
out  by  "Big  Bill"  Tilden,  the  165-pound  Phila- 
delphian.  He  has  won  every  match  he  has  played 
while  representing  the  United  States  in  the  Davis 
Cup  competition. 

"Little  Bill's"  success  lies  in  his  natural  ability 
as  a  tennis  player  and  his  fighting  spirit,  rather 
than  his  strength  and  stamina. 

Bill  Johnston  is  noted  for  his  fine  sportsman- 
ship throughout  the  world.  The  writer  has  seen 
him,  time  after  time,  give  points  to  an  opponent  if 
he  had  received  any  unwarranted  breaks.  Probably 
this  characteristic  more  than  any  other  one  is  the 
cause  of  his  great  popularity  in  the  tennis  world.

place  when  the  Lake  course  is  completed  and  the 
club  house  is  built.    Standing  in  the  patio  one  over- 
looks most  of  the   Lake  course,  the  lake  and  has 
the  beautiful  view  to  the  east. 

The  first  tees  and  eighteenth  greens  of  both 
courses  are  conveniently  close  to  the  club  house. 
A  more  sheltered  site  could  hardly  have  been  se- 
lected, yet  with  this  advantage  it  also  has  that  of 
being  convenient  for  all  activities  and  of  command- 
ing a  wonderful  view. 

Those  who  are  not  familiar  with  the  growth  of 
the  golf  interest  in  the  Olympic  Club  can  hardly 
appreciate  the  shortcomings  of  the  present  club 
house.  It  was  never  designed  for  a  large  mem- 
bership and  our  golfing  membership  is  large.  It  is 
enormous  as  golf  clubs  go.  The  last  time  I  in- 
quired about  the  members  who  play  golf  it  was 
fifteen  hundred.  It  must  be  close  to  two  thousand 
now.  In  fact,  it  is  so  large  that  the  two  new 
courses,  when  completed,  will  not  be  any  too  free. 

The  present  locker  rooms  and  bathing  facilities 
are  quite  inadequate,  and  while  it  may  seem  a 
minor  consideration  in  a  man's  club,  there  is  no 
provision  at  all  for  the  Olympiennes.  The  pur- 
chase of  the  Lakeside  and  additional  property,  the 
rebuilding  of  the  golf  courses,  the  construction  of 
tennis  courts,  baseball  and  football  fields,  in  fact, 


all  of  the  improvements  at  the  Country  Club,  have 
been  made  possible  by  the  subscriptions  for  golf 
memberships  by  the  golfing  members  of  the  Club. 
The  money  spent  on  the  construction  of  the  Coun- 
try Club  plant  is  quite  apart  from  the  funds  for 
the  planned  improvements  of  the  city  Club 
building. 

It  will  take  a  year  before  both  of  the  golf 
courses  are  ready  for  play,  and  fully  that  long 
before  the  club  house  is  completed.  We  should 
look  ahead  to  the  needs  of  the  future  and  plan 
now  for  the  growth  of  our  institution..  Even  now 
our  members  are  joining  other  golf  clubs  because 
of   the   inadequate   facilities   at  the   Country   Club

tion  and  they  did  after  "Ash"  Stewart  holed  out 
a  beautiful  round  of  71  on  the  now  attenuated  golf 
course  of  the  Olympic  Country  Club.  He  made 
the  other  three  Horsemen  stand  on  the  18th  green 
with  hats  and  acknowledge  him  chief  of  the  outfit. 

One  can  hardly  assign  the  original  roles  to  the 
members  of  this  erstwhile  infamous  but  now 
famous  quartet,  but  Stewart  caused  something 
akin  to  heart  failure  on  getting  an  eagle  on  one 
hole.  Five  birdies  certainly  bespeak  a  "dead  eye." 
Anyone  tackling  Harry  Irving,  who  came  in  second 
with  a  76,  has  a  war  on  his  hands.  Dud  Sales, 
whose  score  could  be  considered  respectable  for 
some  players,  created  a  small  famine  in  his  im- 
mediate vicinity  at  the  luncheon  table  and  "Bob" 
Morison  hangs  on  like  the  best  kind  of  a  pest  in  a 
tight  match.  Neither  of  last  two  mentioned  Horse- 
men stood  much  in  the  way  of  "Ash's"  winning.

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Pinkston  Wins  Diving  Title 
at  Detroit 

DEFEATS    WHITE,    DEFENDING   CHAMPION,     AND     GRUNDY     IN     CLOSE 

CONTEST 

By  LOUIS  McLANE 


CLARENCE  PINKSTON  of  The  Olympic 
Club  is  the  new  National  fancy  diving 
champion.  Pinkston  defeated  his  Club- 
mate,  Albert  C.  White,  the  defending 
champion,  in  one  of  the  closest  National  compe- 
titions ever  held,  at  the  Detroit  Boat  Club. 
Walter  Grundy  of  the  Detroit  Athletic  Club  took 
third  place. 

A  difference  of  only  one  place  point  permitted 
the  National  crown  to  change 
hands  and  added  another 
championship  to  Pinkston's  list 
of  crowns,  the  new  titleholder 
also  having  won  the  high  fancy 
diving  title  at  the  last  Olympic 
Games.  He  is  the  present 
National  high  board  champion. 
Five  judges  handled  the 
competition  in  which  eight 
contestants  were  entered 
Three  of  these  gave  Pinkston 
first  places  and  the  other  two 
credited  him  with  second  places 
for  a  total  of  seven  place 
points.  White  was  given  two 
firsts  and  three  seconds  for  a 
total  of  eight  place  points.  In 
point  scoring  on  individual 
dives  Pinkston  and  White 
were  tied  with  609  points  each. 
Grundy  had  a  hard  fight 
for  third  place,  being  tied  with 
Elder  Halvorsen  of  the  Chi- 
cago Athletic  Association  with 
519.25  points  each.  In  place 
points,  however,  the  young 
Detroit  Athletic  Club  performer 
was  ahead  with  19  points  as 
against  22  for  his  Chicago  rival. 

Besides  Pinkston,  White,  Grundy  and  Halvor- 
sen following  is  a  list  of  other  divers  who  were 
entered:  Patsy  Young  of  Cleveland,  fifth  place; 
Eric  Miller  of  the  Detroit  Yacht  Club,  sixth; 
Henry  W.  Kumpf  of  Buffalo,  seventh,  and  Ira 
Benjamin    of    the    Detroit    Yacht    Club,    eighth.

Detroit  never  before  had  seen  such  finished 
diving  as  this  last.  More  than  2000  spectators 
were  in  attendance  at  the  Detroit  Boat  Club  to 
witness  the  National  competition.  Pinkston  and 
White  did  the  most  excellent  work,  but  Grundy 
was  also  good. 

Pinkston  won  the  championship  by  his  steadi- 
ness. He  performed  the  most  difficult  dives  with 
extreme  ease.  He  did  not  falter  once.  The 
accuracy  of  his  performance 
is  shown  by  his  first  and  last 
dives.  On  his  first,  a  running 
front  dive,  he  was  credited 
by  some  of  the  judges  with 
a  total  of  10  points,  the 
highest  possible  score  a  diver 
can  get.  On  his  tenth  and 
last  dive,  a  difficult  one  and 
a  half  somersault  with  the 
arms  at  the  sides  on  entering 
the  water,  he  was  again  given 
a  10  score  by  some  of  the 
judges.  He  is  the  only  diver 
to  score  10  in  a  competition 
in  this  city. 

White  probably  lost  first 
place  on  first  dive,  the  run- 
ning front  dive.  On  this  dive, 
which  White  usually  makes 
with  a  great  deal  of  grace,  he 
was  only  mediocre. 

Two  Central  championship 
events  for  men  were  also  on 
the  program.  In  one  these 
Peter  Weissmuller,  brother  of 
the  famous  Johnny  Weiss- 
muller, won  the  50-yard  free 
style  from  Oliver  Horn,  an- 
other Chicago  entry,  in  the 
fast  time  of  24  seconds  flat.  Horn  later  in  the 
afternoon  captured  first  place  in  the  Central  150- 
yard  back   stroke   race. 

There  were  other  contests  held  for  both  men 
and  women,  including  the  Illinois  State  cham- 
pionships,   in    which    very    good    time    was    made. 
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Impressions  of  Two  Fights 


By  A.  NON  EXPERT 


THE  Willard-Firpo  and  Leonard-Tendler 
limited  round  contest  impressed  me  more 
than  ever  with  the  conviction  that  the  prize 
ring  of  recent  years  has  degenerated  into 
hippodroming  speculation  in  which  the  contestants 
receive  far  more  than  anything  they  have  to  offer 
deserves,  and  the  projectors  a  percentage  far  be- 
yond the  value  of  any  of  their  efforts  in  pulling 
them  off.  I  can  account  for  the  enormous  receipts 
at  these  exhibitions  on  no  other  basis  than  the 
well  remembered  P.  T.  Barnum  one  to  the  effect 
that  "the  public  must  be  fooled"  and  the  laws  that 
are  passed  by  several  of  the  states  make  such 
bunko   meetings   possible. 

One  has  only  to  recall  a  few  of  the  great  fights 
of  the  past  to  confirm  the  opinion  formed  of  those 
of  the  present  day:  Sullivan  and  Mitchell  in 
France ;  Sullivan  and  Kilrain  in  Georgia ;  Corbett 
and  Mitchell  in  Florida;  Corbett  and  Choyinski  on 
a  barge  in  San  Pablo  Bay;  Corbett  and  Jackson 
here  in  the  California  Club,  and  Corbett  and  Jef- 
fries in  the  Mechanics'  Pavilion,  to  firmly  estab- 
lish the  fact  that  they  were  real  fights,  principally 
for  glory,  while  those  of  today  are  those  in  which 
the  defeated  contestants  often  receive  a  fortune 
greater  than  many  of  the  old  time  victors  could 
win  throughout  their  entire  careers. 

I  heard  the  Willard-Firpo  fight  by  radio,  in  the 
comfort  of  a  drawing  room,  and  it  was  described, 
punch  by  punch,  by  a  lecturer  who  knew  his  busi- 
ness as  a  fight  reporter,  and  a  keen  sense  of  humor 
punctuated  his  remarks  with  an  amusing  vein  of 
comedy.  It  was  evident  from  the  first  that  his 
heart  was  with  Willard,  but  his  best  judgment 
favored  the  foreigner.  Early  in  the  fight  he  ven- 
tured a  regretful  prediction  that  the  magnificent 
ex-champion  would  probably  last  through  the  pre- 
arranged fifteen  rounds,  but  when  the  terrifi: 
knockout  blow  came  from  the  tropical  gorilla, 
there  came  over  the  radio:  "Wow!  Sooner  than 
I  expected,  our  Jess  is  out."  And  after  it  was 
all  over  this:  "The  men  are  now  shaking  hands 
and  Willard  says  to  Firpo,  "  'I'm  through — you're 
a  better  man  than  I  am,'  a  piece  of  intelligence 
that  was  all  too  evident  almost  at  the  beginning 
of  the  fight." 

The  point  I  wish  to  make  is  that  Willard  fore- 
saw the  outcome  when  he  challenged  the  South 
American,  but  was  willing  to  take  a  beating  for 
a  fortune  greater  than  the  real  champion  of 
champions,  John  L.  Sullivan,  received  in  purses  for 
any  half  dozen  of  his  many  contests,  which,  in  this 


opinion,  made  the  affair  nothing  more  or  less  than 
a  well  managed  hippodrome. 

The  Leonard-Tendler  fight  I  saw,  and  the  im- 
pression formed  was  much  the  same.  As  a  matter 
of  fact  much  the  greater  attractions  were  the  vast, 
yelping,  straw-hatted  crowd,  the  architectural 
splendor  of  the  great  Yankee  Stadium,  and  the 
glorious  moonlight  night,  when  the  heat  of  the 
day  was  cooled  by  soft  breezes  from  the  Hudson 
River,  for  after  the  first  few  rounds  it  was  easy 
to  see  that  there  was  nothing  to  it  but  Leonard 
and  I  think  he  knew  it  before  the  first  gong 
clanged  and  so   did  Tendler. 

It  was  a  fine  exhibition  of  boxing,  because  the 
men  were  apparently  perfectly  matched,  but  most 
of  the  vast  crowd  had  come  to  see  a  real  prize 
fight  for  the  championship  belt,  and  seemed  quite 
oblivious  of  the  fact  that  they  were  not  getting 
it.  All  the  way  through  I  was  obsessed  with  the 
notion  that  Leonard  could  have  knocked  Tendler's 
head  off  at  any  moment  he  pleased,  but  was  simply 
toying  with  his  adversary  in  order  to  see  to  it 
that  the  great  crowd  should  get  the  worth  of  their 
money  by  letting  him  go  the  full  fifteen  rounds. 

It  is  true  that  the  handsome  and  Adonis  limbed 
Benny  fought  the  whole  fight  with  a  comedy  face, 
laughed    many    times,    and    many  of  his  punches 
seemed  to  have  quite  as  much  steam  behind  them 
as    have    those    of    the    Olympic    Club    instructor,  i 
George    Green,    in    giving    a    boxing    lesson    to    a 
pugilistically    ambitious    Junior    member.      In    one  , 
of  the  rounds  Benny  received  a  blow  on  the  jaw  j 
that   caused   him   to   stagger   a   little   and   lean   on 
the    ropes.      To    employ    a    theatrical    phrase,    this 
piece  of  business  was  well  executed. 

I  repeat  that  it  was  a  notable  exhibition  of 
boxing,  and  if  that  was  what  the  great  crowd  paid 
for  instead  of  a  championship  prize  fight  as  we 
old  timers  saw  them,  why  should  an  outsider  who  J 
knows  nothing  whatever  about  the  game  complain? 
But  I  do  complain.  Such  exhibitions  are  not  to 
be  mentioned  in  the  same  class  as  baseball  or 
football,  for  in  these  the  men  are  after  glory  only, 
while  present  day  boxing  contests  are  pure  hippo- 
droming, where  all  concerned-  receives  too  much 
money  for  the  class  of  p^oods  they  have  to  sell. 
But  all  of  this  is  the  public's  business,  which  cares 
nothing  for  my  determination  never  again  to  pay 
profiteering  figures  for  a  ringside  seat,  but  to  con- 
fine my  interest  in  boxing  to  amateur  meets  in  the 
Olympic  Club,  where  the  boys  are  out  for  glory 
only,  and  some  blood. 
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Bridging  the  Golden  Gate 

ARGEST  BRIDGE  EVER  ATTEMPTED  WOULD  BRING  MARIN  COUNTY  AND 
SAN  FRANCISCO  TOGETHER

%  tion,  has,  through  recent  advances  in 
engineering  and  bridge  design,  become  a 
actical  proposition.  It  is  a  project  that  appeals, 
)t  only  from  its  great  practical  value,  but  also 
om  the  fact  that  it  will  represent  a  crowning 
hievement  of  American  endeavor,  and  will  con- 
itute  the  greatest  structure  in  point  of  magnitude 
id  span  ever  erected  in  the  world.  The  need  of 
ch  a  structure  is  obvious.  It  is  second  only  in 
lportance  to  some  such  direct  connection  between 
in  Francisco  and  the  East  Bay  Cities. 

The  bridge  will  be  of  almost  inestimable  value 

the  entire  population  of  Marin  and  Sonoma 
unties,  lying  directly  to  the  north,  including  the 
ties  of  Sausalito,  San  Rafael,  Petaluma  and  Santa 
osa.

the  Golden  Gate  would  provide  the  direct  con- 
ation and  quick  access  essential  to  the  develop- 
ent  of  the  whole  region,  and  would  result  in  a 
emendous  growth  of  this  wonderful  district.  The 
act  location  of  this  structure  has  been  determined 
rough  extensive  surveys  and  soundings. 


CHOICE    OF   TYPE    OF    BRIDGE 

The  distance  from  shore  to  shore  is  6700  feet — 
about  a  mile  and  a  quarter.  At  1345  feet  from  the 
shore  on  each  side  there  are  rock  ledges  with  a 
depth  of  only  50  feet  of  water.  Between  these 
two  points  the  average  depth  is  300  feet.  These 
rock  ledges  are  4000  feet  apart.  The  bridge  will, 
therefore,  have  a  4000-foot  main  or  center  span 
and  two  shore  spans  of  1320  feet  each;  unprece- 
dented span  lengths,  indeed,  but  span  lengths  which 
are  nevertheless  made  possible  at  reasonable  cost 
by  natural  development  of  existing  types  of  con- 
struction. 

Long  span  bridges  have  heretofore  been  of  two 
types — the  cantilever  and  the  suspension.  The  can- 
tilever is  best  illustrated  by  the  Quebec  Bridge, 
the  suspension  by  the  Manhattan  Bridge.  The 
cantilever  has  the  advantage  of  stiffness  and  rigidity 
and  the  disadvantage  of  a  relatively  large  self- 
weight.  The  necessary  strength  of  structural 
members  in  this  type  of  construction  makes  for  an 
enormously  increasing  weight  as  the  size  of  the 
bridge  increases.  On  this  account  the  limit  of 
spans  between  piers  is  about  1800  feet  as  maxi- 
mum.    This  is  the  largest  cantilever  yet  built. 

The  suspension  type  has  the  advantage  of  rela- 
tively  small    self-weight   and   the    disadvantage    of

On  the  first  round,  Mettman  and  Sherry  were 
the  victors  over  Svetinich  and  Larzalere,  21-12,

THE  inhabitants  of  Dingeville  had  for  a  long

"And  hopin'et  yo'  kin 
punch  the  block  off'n  thet  dam  bluffer  Sam  Sloan, 
I'm  askin'  all  on  yer  to  have  sump'n  with  yo.." 


From  that  moment  the  Gorilla  was  accepted  as 
being  the  certain  conqueror  of  Sam  Sloan,  who  for 
months  past  had  kept  the  inhabitants  of  Dingeville 
in  a  state  of  enforced  subjection.

A  HARDING  MEMORIAL 

THE  lamentable  taking  off  of  the  kindly, 
genial  and  superbly  able  President  Harding 
in  our  midst  has  inspired  a  movement  to 
erect  a  suitable  and  enduring  memorial  in 
the  city  where  came  his  untimely  end.  This 
movement  is  a  most  commendable  one  and  can 
surely  be  brought  to  an  issue  that  would  do  per- 
manent honor  to  the  city  of  San  Francisco  if  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  proper  committee.  This  com- 
mittee, however,  should  be  composed  of  men 
moved  by  public  spirit  only  and  not  those  with 
axes  to  grind,  ambitions  to  fulfill,  or  some  especial 
interest  to  promote. 

A  local  evening  paper  has  asked  for  sugges- 
tions as  to  the  form  the  Harding  Memorial  should 
take  and  publishes  each  day  a  letter  from  some- 
one who  seeks  the  honor  of  being  the  author  of 
the  adopted  suggestion.  Few  of  these  letters 
suggest  anything  of  enduring  interest  to  the 
memory  of  Warren  G.  Harding,  some  are  evidently 
inspired  by  an  ulterior  motive  and  not  a  few  are 
merely  ludicrous. 


One  of  these  suggests  an  art  gallery,  when  we 
already  have  several  institutions  of  the  kind,  each 
making  faces  at  the  other.  A  school-house  has 
been  suggested,  which  a  fire  would  destroy  beyond 
replacement.  A  hospital  is  pointed  out  as  being 
the  best  form  of  perpetuating  the  memory  of  our 
late  President,  while  someone  else  suggests  that 
the  money  raised  for  the  purpose  be  buried  in  the 
funds  already  collected  for  the  great  memorial 
building  of  the  Loyal  Legion. 

None  of  these  plans  embody  either  the  intent 
or  the  purpose  of  this  laudable  movement,  but  the 
Morning  Journal  editorially  makes  a  suggestion 
that  the  summit  of  Telegraph  Hill,  already  graded 
as  if  for  this  purpose,  be  made  the  site  of  an  artistic 
architectural  structure,  possibly  resembling  the 
Acropolis  at  Athens,  which  could  be  a  resting  place' 
and  shelter  for  the  people  and  at  the  same  time 
be  an  indestructible  monument  to  a  revered 
memory. 

Everyone  should  help  in  this  movement,  no 
matter  what  form  of  memorial  be  decided  upon, 
and  as  a  well-known  Olympian  said  at  luncheon 
a  few  days  ago :  "Why  shouldn't  the  Olympic  Club 
swell  the  fund  by  giving  a  great  pageant  and 
athletic  meet?" 

Why  not?     Think  it  over.

This 
will  insure  the  attendance  of  all  the  officials  at  the 
finishing  point  the  following  morning.

A  critic  of  the  drama  would  have  been  perfectly 
correct  in  saying  that  there  was  not  even  a  sug- 
gestion of  a  plot,  but  no  critic,  however  exacting, 
could  have  even  thought  anything  derogative  of  the 
business  of  the  play.

The  big  moment  of  the  play  was  the  banquet 
scene.  All  the  details  were  faithfully  reproduced.

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England's  Olympic  Games 
Fund 

(Extract  from  Sporting  Life,   London) 


Earl  Cadogan,  chairman  of  the  Council  of  the 
British  Olympic  Association,  has  written  to  the 
Lord  Mayor  expressing  his  disappointment  at  being 
unable  to  be  present  at  the  meeting  to  be  held  at 
the  Manson  House  next  Wednesday  in  support  of 
the  Olympic  Games  Fund  Appeal,  as  his  doctor 
has  ordered  him  to  give  up  all  work  and  go  for 
a  sea  voyage. 

"There  is,  I  think,  no  doubt  of  the  general 
desire  that  England  shall  do  herself  full  justice  at 
the  Olympic  Games  in  Paris  next  year,"  adds  Earl 
Cadogan.  "We  certainly  do  not  want  to  find  our- 
selves in  a  position  which  might  provoke  excuses 
for  our  performances.  We  cannot  say  to  the  rest 
<of  the  world  that  our  athletic  material  is  as  good 
as  ever  and  that  if  we  had  taken  more  trouble  to 
develop  and  train  it  we  could  have  held  our  own. 
We  are  'all  out'  to  win,  and  if  it  should  be  our  fate 
to  be  beaten,  to  take  our  hats  off  as  sportsmen  to 
better  men.  But  as  I  have  said,  there  must  be  no 
kind  of  loophole  for  excuses,  such  as  faulty  or- 
ganization and  a  lack  of  intelligent  trouble  in  dis- 
covering our  latent  athletic  talent  and  training  it 
to  the   highest   point   of   perfection   and   efficiency. 

"It  is  our  plain  duty  to  give  our  representatives 
at  least  equal  opportunity,  to  do  themselves  and 
England  justice,  to  that  afforded  to  the  competitors 
of  other  nations.  Our  friendly  rivals  leave  no  stone 
unturned  to  bring  their  men  to  the  post  as  fit  as 
human  skill  can  make  them.  We  can  do  the  same. 
And  if  we  can  we  must."

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The  1923  Association  Football  Season 


By  EDGAR  POME  ROY 


SO  long  as  country  persists  and  we  live  in  com- 
parative primitive  state,  cultivation  of  land, 
caring  for  cattle,  hunting  and  war  furnish 
all  the  exercise  and  excitement  necessary. 
However,  as  the  store  takes  the  place  of  the  barn, 
the  mill  the  place  of  the  ax  and  saw,  and  the 
office  advents,  taking  men  and  women  out  of 
physical  occupation,  shutting  them  out  of  sunlight 
and  the  free  circulation  of  air  and  cramping  their 
chests  over  desks,  outdoor  sports,  including  people 
towards  beneficial  exercise  attained  by  games  are 
an  absolute  necessity. 

Yet,  here's  the  rub:  When  outdoor  games  are 
not  necessary,  because  of  the  nature  of  occupa- 
tions in  the  country,  there  is  plenty  of  room  for 
them,  but,  in  great  many  cities,  when  sport  is  vital, 
there  is  a  dearth  of  space  for  the  purpose.  That  is 
just  what  football  is  up  against  now. 

The  universities,  of  course,  have  their  great 
stadiums  and  the  wealthy  golf  clubs  have  their 
links,  but  the  ordinary  citizen  has  neither  auto- 
mobile nor  time,  nor  money,  to  reach  the  golf 
course  and  he  "needs  ground";  not  just  a  park 
where  he  can  loaf,  but  a  space  easily  reached  by 
himself  and  the  "supporters"  of  his  game  and  big 
enough  for  organized  sport. 

To  make  a  long  story  short,  the  football  clubs 
of  San  Francisco  and  Oakland  are  running  around 
frantically  trying  to  find  spaces  for  the  compe- 
titions of  1923-24. 

Some  years  ago  Sam  Goodman  wanted  the 
California  Football  Association  to  buy  grounds  and 
offered  to  start  the  fund  with  $1000,  but  the 
Association  did  not  fully  foresee  the  rapid  growth 
of  the  game  and  failed  to  take  up  the  proposition 
when  it  might  have  been  done.  It  is  a  good  thing 
we  had  better  foresight  amongst  our  Club 
Directors.  Had  The  Olympic  Club  failed  to  build 
when  they  did  we  would  have  been  a  long  way 
off  where  we  are  now,   financially  and  otherwise. 

Where  The  Olympic  Club   ("Soccer")   football 
team  will  play  its  games  during  the  coming  sea- 
son   is    enshrouded    in    mystery,   certainly   in   un- 
certainty. 
WHERE  DO  NEW  PLAYERS  COME  FROM? 

Where  do  the  players  come  from?  Every 
season  Club  supporters  anxiously  ask  members  of 
their  favorite  club  "What  kind  of  a  team  are  you 
going  to  have  this  season?"  The  truthful  manager 
says,  "I  wish  I  knew."  The  manager  who  fears 
he'll  have  practically  no  team  worthy  of  the  name 
usually  answers  "A  wonderful  eleven  this   time." 


This  naturally  raises  the  question,  "Where  do 
all  the  players  go  to?  Association  football  keeps 
its  players  in  active  service  longer  than  other 
similar  sports  for  two  reasons,  viz:  The  peculiar 
fascination  of  the  kicking  game  to  its  players  and 
the  fact  that  one,  if  kept  in  condition,  may  play 
so  many  years  without  (except  in  a  comparatively 
few  instances)    serious  bone  crushing  injury." 

The  various  football  leagues  associated  with 
the  California  Football  Association  start  late  in 
September  or  the  first  thing  in  October.  The 
march  of  time  and  business  variations  remove  men 
in  all  teams;  new  men  must  be  discovered  and 
tested  before  that  time  and  teams  reorganized  and 
grounds  must  be  reserved  for  the  battles.  Where 
are  the  men  and  where  are  the  grounds?  The 
harassed  and  bewildered  commissioners  of  the 
various  clubs  must  answer  such  questions  by  vig- 
orous action  and  production.  There  are  on  this 
side  of  San  Francisco  bay,  three  leagues,  two 
senior,  the  San  Francisco  Football  League  and  the 
University  and  Club  Football  League,  and  one 
Junior,  the  U.  and  C.  F.  L.,  Second  Division.  To 
the  first  two  The  Olympic  Club  belongs  and  has 
to  furnish  two  separate  and  distinct  elevens  for 
competition  therein.

non-rigidity.  The  largest  suspension  bridge  built 
so  far  has  a  span  length  of  about  1600  feet.  But 
there  is  now  being  planned,  under  the  supervision 
of  Ralph  Modjeska,  a  suspension  bridge  over  the 
Hudson  River,  New  York,  with  a  span  3200  feet 
between  piers  (requiring  a  total  length  of  cable- 
supported  structure  of  7340  feet),  which  involves 
such  immense  cost  and  difficulties  in  the  all-sus- 
pension type  that  for  all  intents  and  purposes  the 
maximum  lengths  of  spans  for  both  the  suspension 
and  cantilever  bridges  in  their  present  forms  are 
regarded  as  having  nearly  reached  their  limits  in 
the  structures  now  existing. 

Therefore,  in  order  to  solve  the  problem  pre- 
sented by  the  bridging  of  the  Golden  Gate,  a  newl 
application  of  existing  principles  of  bridge  con- 
struction had  to  be  adopted.  The  design  decided 
upon  reduces  the  actual  cable  length  for  a  given 
span  to  less  than  half  that  required  for  an  all- 
suspension  bridge,  and  thus  brings  span  lengths 
of  3000  and  4000  feet  within  practical  limits  of 
cost.  In  this  design  the  cantilever  and  suspension 
principles  are  combined,  the  cables  of  the  suspended 
span,  instead  of  extending  the  full  length  of  the 
center  and  side  spans,  as  now  required,  tying  into 
the  ends  of  the  cantilever  arms  at  points  which 
are  so  selected  as  to  secure  the  economical  length 
for  both  types  of  construction.  In  this  manner  we 
find  that  for  a  single  span  of  4000  feet,  as  required 
at  the  Golden  Gate,  we  need  only  a  suspended 
cable  span  length  of  2640  feet.  At  the  same  time, 
the  trussed  ends  impart  to  the  bridge  as  a  whole

DETAILS    OF    CONSTRUCTION 

As  already  stated,  the  piers  of  the  proposed 
Golden  Gate  bridge  are  founded  in  50  feet  of  water. 
The  4000-foot  span  makes  it  possible  to  found 
these  two  piers  on  two  ledges  of  rock  at  that  depth, 
which  eliminates  the  difficulty  involved  in  deep 
water  piers.  The  exposed  situation  of  the  main 
piers  has  not  been  disregarded  in  the  cost  esti- 
mate, modern  methods  of  constructing  deep  water 
foundations  providing  fully  for  the  conditions  to 
be  met.  The  construction  of  the  two  main  piers 
thus  presents  no  special  difficulties.  Similarly  the 
anchorages  are  simplified  by  the  solid  rock  but- 
tresses existing  on  either  side.  The  elevation  o4 
low  steel  is  such  as  to  provide  200  feet  clear  above 
water,  ample  to  pass  all  the  fleets  of  the  world, 
and  with  the  4000-foot  clear  sweep  between  the 
piers,  which  is  the  same  as  the  navigable  water- 
way, no  objection  can  exist  as  to  navigation. 

The  design  as  proposed  has  two  main  piers 
200  feet  from  base  to  top,  on  which  are  superimposed 
steel  towers  747  feet  high,  making  the  total  pier 
height  from  base  to  top  950  feet.  The  maximurr 
width  of  these  piers  at  the  base  is  115  feet.  The 
depth  of  the  cantilever  arm  at  the  pier,  or  height 
of  steel  trusses  at  the  pier,  is  550  feet.  The  main 
cr  central  span  is  4000  feet  long,  and  the  twc 
side  spans  1320  feet  long  each,  making  the  tota! 
length  of  the  bridge  proper  6640  feet,  or  1.3  miles 
There  are  two  main  cables,  each  2640  feet  long  anc 
approximately  20  inches  in  diameter.  The  cross- 
sectional  width  of  the  bridge  is  80  feet.  This  pro 
vides  for  two  lines  of  trolley  cars,  two  lines  of 
automobiles  in  each  direction,  and  two  seven-fool 
sidewalks.  The  stiffening  trusses  are  60  fee' 
deep  and  the  roadway  floor  is  carried  midwaj 
on  these  trusses,  or  30  feet  above  the  bottorr 
clearance  line  of  the  bridge.  There  is  but  one 
deck.  The  floor  of  the  bridge  will  have  fireproof 
pavement  with  fireproof  sidewalks.

participants  are  arranged  in  the  order  of  their 
handicaps  or  of  their  scores  in  a  qualifying  round 
and  then  challenge  the  player  immediately,  or  as 
far  above  them  in  the  list  as  they  desire  to  go. 
If  the  challenger  wins  she  steps  up  to  the  place 
of  the  vanquished,  who  steps  down  to  her  victor's 
position.  If  she  loses  she  parts  with  some  pre- 
arranged consideration. 

The  player  who  wins  the  greatest  number  of 
matches  in  six  months  is  the  winner  of  the 
tournament. 

Strange  as  it  may  seem,  the  player  at  the 
top  of  the  ladder,  who  at  the  moment  of  writing 
of  this  particular  tournament  is  Mrs.  Phil  Wand, 
is  the  one  who  plays  the  fewest  matches.  One 
would  think  that  there  would  be  many  challenges 
for  her  exalted  position,  but  after  the  first  month 
the  relative  golfing  prowess  of  each  participant  is 
established  and  matches  for  her  place  are  few  and 
far  between. 

We  voice  the  hope,  forlorn  as  we  think  it  to 
be,  that  the  Ladder  Tournament  of  the  Olym- 
piennes  will  hold  their  interest  for  a  longer  time 
than  the  Men's  Perpetual  Challenge  Tournament  did 
when  it  was  played  some  years  ago.  At  any  rate, 
it  is  of  great  value  to  competitive  golf,  in  that  it 
provides  match  play  in  singles  under  tournament 
conditions,  and  the  more  of  that  the  ladies  of  the 
Golf  Annex  can  get  the  further  they  will  go  in 
tournaments  they  play  in.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  center  span  is  2400 
feet  greater  than  the  Manhattan  Bridge  and  750 
feet  greater  than  the  longest  span  yet  proposed, 
that  of  the  Hudson  River  Bridge  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned. It  will  also  be  noted  that  the  towers  are 
150  feet  higher  than  those  of  the  latter,  and  only 
34  feet  less  in  height  than  the  great  Eiffel  Tower 
in  Paris.  A  series  of  passenger  elevators  will  carry 
visitors  to  lofty  observation  towers  at  the  top  of 
these  great  towers.  In  every  respect,  therefore, 
the  bridge  is  of  the  first  magnitude,  and  would 
surpass  any  steel  structure  thus  far  erected  by 
man. 

The  cross-section  employed  is  exceptionally 
advantageous  and  was  selected  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  a  highway  and  trolly  bridge  only,  and  it 
is  this  function  solely  that  the  bridge  will  sub- 
serve. The  bridge  proper  is  wider  than  necessary 
for  traffic  because  of  the  requirements  for  lateral 
stiffness.  Similarly,  the  trusses  which  stiffen  the 
cable  span  are  not  required  to  the  same  extent  as 
in  the  all-suspension,  on  account  of  the  stiffness  of

Up  to  the  present  year  the  Olympic  ladies' 
participation  in  the  Del  Monte  Outing  golf  ac- 
tivities has  been  small,  due  to  a  lack  of  players 
and  possibly  to  a  disinclination  to  exhibit  a  not 
too  proficient  brand   of  golf.

Percy  Selby,  whose  identification  with  California 
golf  is  now  largely  a  matter  of  memories,  follow- 
|ing  a  particularly  close  match  for  the  California 
Women's  Championship,  a  match  which  ended  on 
the  twentieth  hole  with  the  sinking  of  a  twenty- 
foot  putt  after  the  putt  of  equal  length  made  by 
the  runner  up  had  just  missed  the  cup,  made  the 
remark  that  if  men  had  the  nerve  (he  used  a 
shorter  and  uglier  word)  of  the  women  their  golf 
would  be  worth  watching.  This  is  not  only  true 
of  the  first  flighters,  but  of  the  players  in  the 
flights  where  double-figure  holes  are  the  rule.  We 
may  therefore  expect  some  exciting  matches  when 
the  Olympiennes  struggle  for  the  title  of  Olympic 
Del  Monte  Woman  Champion.

the  cantilever  side  spans.  The  greatly  reduced 
length  of  the  stiffening  trusses  and  the  manner 
of  transmitting  their  stress  to  the  cantilever  per- 
mits proper  provision  for  expansion.  These  ele- 
ments all  contribute  to  determinacy  of  stress, 
economy,  and  rigidity. 

Due  regard  has  been  given  to  the  high  winds 
possible  at  this  point.  A  velocity  of  100  miles  an 
hour  will  not  bring  the  stresses  to  the  point  where 
they  encroach  on  the  factor  of  safety.  Special 
allowance  is  made  in  the  design  for  protection 
from  rust,  in  recognition  of  the  heavy  fogs  of  this 
region.  Tests  have  shown  the  remarkable  preser- 
vation of  the  strands  of  wire  cables  of  sus- 
pension bridges,  and  no  extraordinary  means  of' 
preservation  will  be  required. 

Such  a  gigantic  project  as  this  would,  of  course, 
not  be  feasible  if  it  were  not  financially  practical. 
The  estimated  cost  of  the  bridge  is  about  $17,250,- 
000.  However,  in  view  of  the  present  traffic  and 
the  developments  which  would  follow  the  comple- 
tion of  the  bridge,  such  an  expenditure  would  be 
entirely  justified.  Thus  we  see  that  this  project  is 
not  a  "castle  in  the  air"  but  a  matter  of  importance 
to  this  section  of  the  state,  and  for  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  community  it  is  hoped  that  it  will 
shortly  become  a  reality.

EACH  time  the  Pacific  Coast  Baseball  League 
holds  a  meeting  it  is  ostensibly  to  remake 
a  schedule  or  knockout  the  draft,  although 
actually  for  the  purpose  of  removing 
William  H.  McCarthy  from  the  office  of  president. 
McCarthy  has  been  designated  as  the  corpse  at 
three  or  four  of  these  "wakes",  but  whenever  the 
pallbearers  arrive  to  "carry  out  the  body"  they 
have  found  McCarthy  very  much  alive  and  kicking. 
It  has  been  a  severe  strain  on  J.  Cal  Ewing, 
William  Lane,  William  Klepper,  and 
others  of  the  honorary  pall  bearers, 
but  the  blow  has  fallen  hardest 
on  William  Wrigley  Jr.,  chief 
mourner  from  Catalina. 

Mr.  Wrigley  is  the  Grand 
Cyclops  of  the  C.  C.  C— Chi- 
cago, Catalina  and  C-eattle. 

But  it  appears,  as  in  the 
case  of  Lenine,  that  reports  of 
McCarthy's  demise  are  always 
premature.  All  attempts  to 
pin  the  silver  handles  on  him 
having  failed  to  date. 

The  one  bad  feature  of  Mc- 
Carthy's connection  with  baseball 
is  that  he  was  compelled  to  desert 
many  of  his  friends  at  the  Olympic 
Club  and  devote  most  of  his  time  to  the 
affairs  of  the  League.  Even  the  pleasure 
which  Mr.  McCarthy  derived  from  the  spanking 
he  delivered  to  the  Right  Honorable  Kenesaw 
Mountain,  Pikes  Peak,  Mount  Tamalpais,  Landis 
has  hardly  compensated  him  for  the  merry  hours 
lost  in  the   Olympic   Club. 

With  another  Coast  League  "wake"  in  the 
offing  Olympians  are  wondering  whether  Mr.  Mc- 
Carthy will  allow  himself  to  be  "carried  out"  or 
go  to  the  bother  of  showing  up  again,  his  enemies 
in  baseball.  The  popular  guess  in  the  steam  room, 
library  and  tank  is  that  when  the  Catalina  meeting 
takes  place  at  Catalina  next  month,  "Billy,"  for 
that's  how  he's  known  at  the  Club,  will  once  again 
make  his  visits  more  frequent  to  the  Olympic 
Club.  Many  of  his  close  friends  say  he  plans  on 
retiring ,  from  the  presidency  of  the  league.  That 
assures  Olympians  of  another  "regular"  in  the 
building. 

The  Olympic  Club  has  offered  to  Mr.  McCarthy 
more  contentment  and  enjoyment  than  any  other 
spot  he  could   possibly   select.     In   a   conversation

with  this  writer  a  short  time  ago  the  matter  of 
clubs,  etc.,  were  discussed.  It  was  then  Mr.  Mc- 
Carthy, in  his  ever  loyal  mood,  declared: 

"If  I  had  to   give  up  everything,  the   Olympic 
Club  would  be  the  last  I'd  forsake." 

During  the  days  when  McCarthy  was  engaged 
in  fighting  the  gamblers  who  threatened  to  destroy 
baseball;  when  he  was  battling  Judge  Landis  for 
attempting  to  restore  the  draft  to  the  minors 
when  he  was  scrapping  with  the  "Wilful  Five' 
directors  of  the  Coast  League;  when 
he  was  in  the  federal  courts  saving  the 
league  from  the  clutches  of  "syndi- 
cate baseball" ;  and  when  he  was 
through,  after  a  hard  day's  wort 
at  his  shoe  factory,  he  always 
found  time  to  stroll  into  the 
Club,  where  he  got  away  frorr 
the  things  which  were  such 
burden  to  him.  Only  a  good 
tired  business  or  professiona 
man  can  appreciate  that  some 
thing  which  the  Olympic  Clut 
is  always  able  to  give  to  its 
members. 
But  there  are  other  things  in  th< 
Club  which  McCarthy  can  identifj 
himself  with,  other  than  its  restfu 
spots.  He's  seen  two  or  three  times 
week  playing  handball,  golf  and  swimming 
Of  all  the  members  in  the  Club  I  hardlj 
think  there  is  anybody  better  known  than  "Bill' 
McCarthy.  Newsboys,  bankers,  street  car  con 
ductors,  and  bootblacks,  all  call  him  by  his  firs 
name.  Every  once  in  a  while  even  a  blase  spor 
writer  on  one  of  the  dailies  calls  him  "Billy,"  01 
says  something  nice  about  him  in  the  papers. 

Now,  for  the  sake  of  the  uninitiated,  "Billy"  wa) 
christened  William  Henry.  How  long  ago  tha 
christening  took  place  is  disputed,  but  the  lates 
averages  say  he  is  past  forty,  six  feet  tall,  robust 
handsome,  rich,  jolly  and  single.

EV,  the  three-year-old  champion  from  the 
Rancocas  stable,  America's  hope  in  the 
$100,000  International  Sweepstakes  with 
Papyrus,  the  English  Derby  winner,  at 
Belmont  Park,  New  York,  on  October  20th,  is  at- 
tracting world-wide  interest  in  sporting  circles. 
Not  since  the  famous  classic  at  Windsor,  Ontario, 
when  the  famous  Man  O'  War  outclassed  Sir  Bar- 
ton in  a  special  race  for  a  purse  of  $50,000,  has 
so  much  interest  been  manifested  in  a  turf  event. 

In  the  opinion  of  many  local  turf  followers  the 
race  between  the  American  and  English  Derby 
winners  is  a  joke.  Many  of  the  Eastern  experts 
declare  the  match  race  an  insult  to  the  intelligence 
of  the  racing  public. 

There  is  no  question  but  what  Papyrus  is  a 
great  race  horse.  He  has  shown  his  worth  in  the 
races  he  has  already  won.  But  what  in  blazes,  ask 
the  experts,  can  a  horse  used  to  English  methods 
do  on  an  American  race  track?  In  America  they 
run  on  the  dirt.     In  England  they  run  on  the  grass.

HEN  in  Rome  do  as  Romans  do," 
is  a  famous  suggestion  made  some- 
times in  serious  vein  and  other  times 
in  jest.  Had  our  Berkeley  neighbors 
followed  the  above  advice  and  duplicated  the 
ancient  coliseum  at  Rome  in  lieu  of  con- 
structing their  modern  open-work  bowl,  Novem- 
ber 24th  would  be  a  sad  day  for  many  of 
us,  for  instead  of  reclining  majestically  in  a 
spacious  seat  and  observing  the  Wonder  Team 
IV  (?)  in  action  against  the  Stanfordites  with  un- 
obstructed view  we  would  probably  be  attempting 
to  chisel  a  knot-hole  in  the  concrete  walls  in  a 
wild  endeavor  to  get  just  a  "wee"  peek. 

You  ask  the  why  of  this  pessimistic  statement? 
Here  it  is.  The  Coliseum  of  Rome  was  a  bird 
cage  in  comparison  in  size  with  the  Berkeley 
Stadium.  If  you  can  imagine  one  of  Healey-Tib- 
betts'  big  derricks  lifting  the  Roman  edifice  it  could 
be  placed  in  the  center  of  the  California  structure 
leaving  a  wide  running  track  plus  a  seating  ar- 
rangement for  71,000  souls  about  it.  In  other 
words  it  wouldn't  even  make  a  life-sized  awning 
for  the  turf. 

We  are  in  the  midst  of  an  epidemic  of  stadia, 
as  nearly  all  the  large  cities  and  colleges  in  America 
boast  a  stadium  with  such  and  such  a  seating 
capacity.  Some  of  the  figures  reading  like  Henry 
Ford's  daily  income.  I  believe  it  was  Judge  that 
some  time  ago  published  the  following  little  witty 
statement  apropos  of  our  subject : 


"Cheer  up,  little  college,  don't  you  cry. 
You'll  have  a  stadium  bye  and  bye." 

America  is  primarily  an  athletic  nation.  The 
Greeks  had  nothing  on  us,  as  two  men  in  a  roped 
arena  can  hold  the  attention  of  our  entire  nation 
and  monopolize  our  telegraph  systems  and  news- 
papers during  a  fistic  battle  sans  spears,  sans  char- 
iots, sans  clothes,  etc.  And  besides  the  winner  can 
cop  off  enough  coin  to  snow-storm  the  universe 
with  German  marks. 

Golf,  that  grand  young-old  tonic  for  "what  ails 
you,"  handball,  tennis,  baseball,  basketball,  etc., 
all  have  thousands  of  adherents.  Nearly  every 
American  is  an  athlete,  some  good,  some  not  so 
good,  but  in  all  most  of  us  would  forget  matri- 
mony, business  or  a  bootlegger's  address  rather 
than  miss  a  championship  set-to  of  our  favorite 
sport. 

Football  has  grown  so  in  popularity  and  we 
have  crowded  the  gates  to  such  an  extent  that  it 
has  become  an  accommodation  and  an  economic 
necessity  that  large,  roomy  stadia  be  erected  to 
house  the  attendance  at  all  important  contests. 

The  remarkable  national  achievement  of  Pacific 
Coast  athletes  and  teams  during  the  past  few  years 
has  brought  the  West  closer  to  the  East  and  vice 
versa.

Fourth  Annual  Del  Monte  Golf  Run 


THE  OLYMPIC  CLUB'S  Fourth  Annual 
outing  tournament,  held  at  Del  Monte 
September  8th,  9th  and  10th,  was  far  and 
away  the  most  successful  golfing  expedition 
in  the  history  of  this  event.  The  points  by  which 
this  occasion  wins  its  title  of  "most  successful" 
are:  A  record  attendance,  enthusiasm,  weather  to 
order,  some  excellent  golf  and  not  a  few  surprises. 

Three  days  of  strenuous  contest,  during  which 
the  dope  bucket  was  alternately  upset  and  re- 
plenished, ended  in  a  duel  fought  with  a  sports- 
manship and  skill  that  keep  interest  keenly  alive 
until  McKinley  Bissinger,  Beresford  champion, 
sunk  the  putt  which  defeated  Judge  Timothy  I. 
Fitzpatrick  on  the  seventeenth  hole. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-four  Olympians  and 
eighteen  Olympiennes  of  the  four  hundred  who 
journeyed  to  the  Monterey  resort  were  entered  in 
the  qualifying  round.  Harry  Irving,  one  of  the 
w.  k.  Four  Horsemen  of  Lakeside,  and  Harry  G. 
Warren  tied  for  the  lowest  mark,  a  neat  80.  Irving 
later  won  the  play  off   at   Lakeside. 

Eddie  Twiggs,  who  was  reputed  by  the  lobby- 
ists to  be  the  most  skillful  of  the  challengers  and 
who  was  regarded  on  all  sides  as  the  favorite, 
turned  in  an  82.  He  was  tied  by  J.  Forrest 
Wyman  and   George   H.    Mullin   for   second   place. 

Judge  Timothy  I.  Fitzpatrick  was  next  was  an

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THE  OLYMPIAD  OF  1924 

THE  time  has  now  arrived  when  Committees 
must  be  formed  and  provision  made  for  the 
adequate  financing  of  the  Pacific  Coast  ath- 
letes who  will  participate  in  the  combined 
American  teams  in  the  eighth  Olympiad,  which  will 
be  held  at  Paris  in  1924,  and  it  is  sincerely  to  be 
hoped  that  the  Committees  to  be  appointed  will 
lose  no  time  in  so  attending  to  their  duties  that 
there  shall  be  no  lack  of  funds  or  patriotic  con- 
cord in  arranging  all  of  the  details  of  Western 
participation  in  the  World's  greatest  athletic  meet. 
The  response  to  pleas  for  for  subscriptions  to 
the  last  Olympic  fund  was  disappointing  and  the 
expense  of  some  of  the  terms  were  defrayed  largely 
by  private  subscription.  It  will  not  help  matters 
any  to  make  invidious  comparisons  by  naming  any 
of  the  individual  cities  concerned,  but  it  may  be 
confessed  that  while  San  Francisco's  quota  was 
over-subscribed,  all  of  the  other  cities  fell  far  short 
of  their  quotas,  one  of  them  contributing  only  $5.00. 


In  preparing  for  the  forthcoming  Olympia 
the  American  Olympia  Committee  endeavored 
raise  the  necessary  fund  by  asking  each  of  tl 
3000  members  of  the  General  Committee  to  co 
tribute  $150.00.  This  plan,  if  successful,  wou 
have  provided  more  than  sufficient  funds  for  e 
penses  of  the  American  team,  but  it  has  dismal 
failed. 

In  these  circumstances,  the  Executive  Comm 
tee   has   suggested   that   representative   citizens 
appointed  to  obtain  the  quota  alloted  to  the  cit 
where  they  reside. 

Mr.  William  F.  Humphrey,  as  Third  % 
President  of  the  American  Olympic  Committ 
has  been  authorized  to  organize  Committees  : 
the  principal  cities  of  the  Pacific  Coast  and  to  r| 
upon  these  Committees  to  obtain  the  quotas  of  i 
respective   cities   represented  by  them. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  expenses  of  evil 
athlete  of  the  team  will  approximate  $1500.00,  i\ 
as  we  confidently  hope  that  between  thirty-five  c|l 
forty  men  will  be  selected  from  the  Pacific  Co; 
the  necessary  sum  to  be  raised  is  $50,000.00.  1 
American  Olympic  Committee  expects  the  bulk 
this  amount  to  be  raised  between  Los  Angeles  ; 
San  Francisco,  since  it  is  from  these  cities  < 
their  environments  that  the  majority  of  the  Pac 
Coast  representatives  will  be  selected. 

Accordingly,  quotas  have  been  assigned  as 
lows :    San    Francisco    and    Los    Angeles,    $20, 
each;     Portland     and     Seattle,     $3500     each, 
Spokane,  $3000. 

Surely   sufficient  interest   should  be  aroused 
the  proper  financing  of  the  Pacific  Coast  teamslo 
send    them    to    Paris    with    their  heads  erect    I 
flaunting  colors,  confident  that  every  care  willjie 
taken  of  them  in  respect  to  training,  entertainmt 
and   the   apportioning   of   such   living   accommu- 
tions    as    should    be    the    right  of  each  and  evy 
youth  who  will  be  compelled  to  make  many 
sonal  sacrifices  that  their  cities  and  their  ath! 
organizations   shall   be   represented   in   the  Ei|-:h 
Olympiad. 

Naturally  enough,  the  work  of  these  Com't- 
tees  will  not  assume  the  form  of  pleasant  recla- 
tion.  It  will  be  difficult  work,  entailing  rri:h 
energy  and  patience.  But  if  they  be  patriotic  W 
public  spirited,  they  will  make  the  same  sacriies 
of  time  and  pastime  that  the  athletes  do,  so  ia( 
the  Pacific  Coast  representation  may  be  as  ($■ 
fortably  provided  for  as  those  of  any  city  or 
trict  of  the  United  States. 

The  local  Committee  will  be  selected  sho 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  spirit  that  has  perme 
the  City  of  San  Francisco  in  the  past  will 
evidenced  by  another  over-subscription  of  the  q 
assigned  to  this  City.

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Masterpieces  of  Guiraud-Riviere  on 
Exhibition  in  San  Francisco 


THE  career  of  Maurice 
noted  French  sculptor,  is  indeed  an  inter- 
esting and  unusual  one.  Unlike  most  of  his 
associates,  sculpturing  was  furthermost  from 
his  mind  when  he  was  a  boy.  Perhaps  his  own 
words  can  best  explain  his  start: 

"For,*'  says  Guiraud-Riviere,  "I  cannot  boast  of 
having  been  possessed  with  the  divine  fire  in  my 
youth.  On  the  contrary,  nothing  directed  me 
toward  Sculpture  and  Art,  for  at  the  age  of  thir- 
teen and  a  half  I  started 
on  a  tour  of  the  world, 
as  cabin  boy  on  a  sail- 
ing vessel.  I  traveled 
thus  for  four  years, 
getting  accustomed  to 
the  most  uncomfortable 
conditions  of  living. 
Then  I  became  typist, 
comedian,  interpreter, 
automobilist,  reporter — 
every  occupation. 
When  about  twenty- 
fi.e  years  old,  however, 
in  Paris,  in  the  little 
room  under  the  roofs 
in  which  I  was  then 
living,  at  times,  then 
more  and  more  often, 
I  began  to  dream  of 
the  great  art  of  sculp- 
ture, for  which  my 
uncle,  the  eminent 
sculpture,  Theodore 
Riviere,  has  become 
famous,  and  from 
whom,  unhappily,  my 
family  had  become 
estranged.  When  still 
in  my  little  room  I 
made     my     first      and 

timid     attempts,     Which  Masterpiece.    "The    s 

were  encouraged  by  my  friends.  Following  their 
advice,  I  started  to  work  seriously  on  sculpture. 
Very  soon  after  I  entered  the  School  of  Fine  Arts 
at  Paris,  but  did  not  remain  there  long.  I  had 
undertaken  the  difficult  career  of  a  sculptor  with 
a  wild  enthusiasm.  Since  a  few  years,  I  have 
specialized  in  sportive  sculpture,  to  which  my  con- 
stant practice  of  sports  had  attracted  me  particu- 
larly.    I   would   not   say   that    I   have    succeeded,"

Guiraud-Riviere,  Guiraud-Riviere  added.  "It  is  for  you  to  judge." 
Very  well  has  he  succeeded,  this  too  modest 
sculptor,  for  his  statues  and  busts  have  been,  at 
fourteen  different  times,  purchased  by  the  French 
Government,  exhibited  by  the  largest  firms,  the 
Manufacture  Nationale  de  Sevres  and  placed  in 
several  French  museums.  A  subscription  of  two 
hundred  thousand  members  of  the  French  sport- 
ive societies  has  offered  a  statue  of  this  young 
artist:  "The  salute  of  the  Athlete"  to  the  city  of 
Verdun.       It    was     in-

augurated  on  the  11th 
of  November,  1922, 
and  unanimously  con- 
sidered as  a  master- 
piece of  sportive  sculp- 
ture. A  reproduction 
of  this  statue  has  been 
placed  at  the  museum 
of  Joinville  and  will 
be  finally  erected  at 
the  stadium  of  the 
Olympic  Games  of 
France  in  1924. 

He  neglects  to  speak 
of  his  busts,  where,  as 
a  reaction,  combatting 
the  carelessness  of  so 
many  modern  artists, 
he  tries  to  be  precise 
even  to  the  acuteness, 
infinitely  correct,  with- 
out "academisme,"  how- 
ever, distin  g  u  i  s  h  e  d 
with  out  coldness. 
Therefore,  a  great  many 
Parisians  of  high  so- 
ciety are  proud  of  pos- 
ing for  him,  and  fight 
for  his  statuettes  of 
precious  metal,  the 
charm  of  which  de- 
lights the  "dilettanti"  of  the  ultra-chic  salons. 

Guiraud-Riviere  is  at  present  in  San  Francisco. 
Through  his  kindness  San  Francisco  is  given  an 
opportunity  to  see  some  wonderful  masterpieces 
of  sculpture.  His  statues,  especially  of  different 
athletic  events,  a  few  of  which  are  reproduced  on 
opposite  page,  are  full  of  action.  The  exhibition 
at  the  City  of  Paris  will  last  until  October  12th.

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The  19th  Annual  Dipsea  Race

IN  the  words  of  Harry  Stafford,  "all  is  not 
youth  that  glitters."  It  is  a  well  known  fact 
that  this  particularly  applies  to  good  wines, 
but  it  remained  for  a  youth  admitting  forty- 
three  summers  to  prove  that  it  likewise  sometimes 
applied  to  athletes.  Dr.  William  Letcher,  dentist 
by  profession  and  cross-country  runner  by  avoca- 
tion, was  the  demonstrator  of  the  latter  fact  and 
he  accomplished  his  purpose  by  the  following 
method,  to  wit: 

Arose  with  the  well  known  Fillmore  street 
sparrows,  the  metropolitan  substitute  for  the 
rooster  who  awakens  our  country  cousin  each 
morn,  and  went  to  sleep  with  the  setting  sun,  or 
thereabouts.  Starting  a  year  and  a  half  ago  he 
trotted  over  the  well  worn  Dipsea  trail,  from  Mill 
Valley  to  Williw  Camp  once  a  week.  All  this 
took  place  during  the  year  1922  A.  D.  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  nineteenth  annual  Dipsea  Race  con- 
ducted under  the  auspices  of  the  Dipsea  Indians. 

Then  three  months  ago  he  changed  his  program 
and  made  the  strenuous  run  tri-weekly.  A  month 
before  the  race  he  again  changed  the  program  and 
jogged  over  the  Marin  hills  once  each  day.  All  of 
this  took  place  while  his  younger  opponents  were 
lolling  around  in  their  easy  chairs  at  their  home 
or  the  house  of  some  fair  damsel.  Not  one  day 
did  Letcher  miss  until  the  week  before  the  race 
when  he  took  a  complete  rest. 

Thus  was  the  downfall  of  youth  accomplished. 
Thus  did  Dr.  Letcher,  the  43-yeaf  young  winner 
of  the  race  held  on  September  23,  prove  to  his 
more  youthful  competitors  and  his  aged  com- 
patriots, who  scoffed  at  his  attempt  to  run  the 
race  on  the  grounds  that  it  would  induce  harden- 
ing of  the  arteries  or  heart  failure,  that  though 
forty-three  he  retained  his  youthful  speed,  figure 
and  condition  which  made  him  featherweight  box- 
ing champion  of  The  Olympic  Club  back  in  the  old 
days  of  1905  or  thereabouts. 

Through  these  months  of  preparation,  perfect 
living  and  the  application  of  his  mind  to  the  one 
purpose  did  Letcher  accomplish  his  object.  The 
running  of  the  race  was  but  a  mere  formality,  it 
was  settled  when  Letcher  stuck  to  his  self-admin- 
istered task  of  keeping  to  his  strict  training  pro- 
gram. The  fact  that  he  received  a  ten-minute 
handicap  is  no  discredit  to  his  performance.  He 
was  in  better  condition  than  any  man  who  entered 
the  affair  and  therefore  he  won.  His  time  was 
56  minutes  and  32  seconds. 

Letcher  jumped  into  an  early  lead,  leaving  the 


other  five  ten-minute  handicap  men  at  the  steps 
just  outside  of  Mill  Valley.  On  the  long,  climbing 
run  up  the  road  to  the  hill  overlooking  Muir 
Woods,  down  the  steep  slope  into  the  woods,  up 
the  heart-breaking  Butler's  Pride  and  thence  along 
the  long  climbing  trail  to  Lone  Pine,  Letcher  was 
never  headed.  In  fact  throughout  the  long  seven- 
mile  grind  the  youth,  for  such  he  proved  himself, 
never  saw  the  back  of  another  competitor. 

Now  for  the  rest  of  the  bunch.  Second  place 
was  taken  by  Ernest  C.  Bohm,  like  Letcher  an 
unattached  entrant.  Bohm  started  with  a  six- 
minute  handicap  and  finished  four  minutes  behind 
the  winner.  Frank  Sutliffe,  another  unattached 
runner  with  a  two  and  a  half  minute  handicap, 
finished  in  third  position,  and  just  missed  winning 
the  best  time  prize,  being  twenty-one  seconds 
slower  than  Paul  Neiman,  scratch  man,  who 
covered  the  course  in  51  minutes  and  1  second  and 
finished  in  ninth  position. 

Bert  Hooper  was  the  first  Olympic  Club  runner 
to  cross  the  finish  line  in  front  of  Jack  Airey's 
store  in  Willow  Camp,  placing  in  fourth  position. 
Hooper,  although  but  a  youth  just  reaching  his 
twentieth  year,  ran  a  heady  race  throughout,  allow- 
ing but  one  man  to  pass  him,  Sutliffe.  Next  in 
line  was  Joe  Mancuso  of  the  Humboldt  Club, 
which  organization  gave  the  Olympians  a  close 
race  for  the  team  prize,  although  the  latter  did 
succeed  in  winning. 

Earl  Fuller,  who  won  the  race  running  unat- 
tached in  1922  with  an  eight-minute  handicap,  had 
his  allowance  cut  to  four  minutes  for  the  1923 
event,  yet  managed  to  place  sixth  in  the  race. 
Fuller  was  the  second  Olympian  to  cross  the  line, 
the  other  members  of  the  team  following  in  this 
fashion:  Leland  Stanford,  seventh;  W.  F.  Whit- 
mann,  eleventh,  and  Emil  Heino,  twentieth.  Bill 
Churchill,  star  of  the  team,  was  kept  from  running 
by  illness. 

The  race  was  helped  considerably  by  the  good 
weather  and  perfect  condition  of  the  trail.  Ninety- 
one  men  sent  in  their  entries  for  the  affair,  seventy 
of  them  starting.  Of  this  number  fifty-five  man- 
aged to  finish,  the  rest  falling  by. the  wayside. 

The  night  previous  to  the  affair  the  annual 
Dipsea  Indian  Pow  Wow  was  held,  the  members 
of  the  Indian  clan  and  their  Olympian  guests  fore- 
gathering about  the  bountiful  table  of  Jack  Airey 
in  his  Willow  Camp  hotel  and  partaking  in  their 
usual  repast,  followed  by  ten-minute   speeches  on

But  there  are  some  good  boys  trying  out  for 
quarter.  Tut  Imlay  is  apt  to  prove  the  season's 
sensation,  if  he  gets  a  chance  to  play.  Carlson  is 
a  well-trained  quarterback,  and  so  is  Dun  King 
who  played  with  the  Olympic  Club  last  year.  So 
California  is  not  bad  off  for  quarterbacks  by  any 
means. 

If  California  gets  a  pair  of  dependable  ends 
and  a  quarterback  who  can  run  the  machine  with 
judgment  and  play  some  football  himself,  the 
Golden  Bear  will  give  a  good  account  of 
himself. 

Stanford  is  on  the  upgrade.  You  can  feel  it 
in  the  air  at  Stanford.  That  team  is  apt  to  prove 
one  of  the  surprises  of  the  season.  The  Cardinals 
play  four  conference  games,  and  some  of  the 
dopesters  are  predicting  they  will  be  lucky  to  win 
two  of  them.  What  an  upset  it  would  be  to  the 
dope  if  they  won  all  of  them. 

Even  the  strongest  Stanford  rooters  do  not 
expect  Stanford  to  beat  California,  but  they  do 
expect  the  Cardinals  to  put  up  a  battle  this  year 
worthy  the  name  and  worthy  the  traditions  of 
these  two  schools. 

Stanford  has  been  down  in  the  dumps  ever 
since  its  return  to  American  football,  but  the 
lean  years  appear  to  be  past  now.  From  now 
on  there  should  be  decided  improvement.  I  will 
be  surprised  if  Stanford  does  not  turn  out  a  much 
stronger  team  than  it  has  shown  for  the  last  three 
years  at  least. 

Last  year  Coach  Andy  Kerr  was  so  busy  build- 
ing up  a  defense  that  would  keep  scores  to  a 
respectable  size  that  he  had  little  time  to  devote 
to  offense.  "Pop"  Warner,  who  will  take  charge 
at  Stanford  next  year,  has  always  been  noted  for 
the  offensive  power  of  his  teams  and  the  Warner 
offense  will  begin  to  show  this  year. 

The  boys  at  Stanford  are  well  grounded  in 
fundamentals  now,  so  the  coaches  can  put  in  some 
time  perfecting  and  polishing  plays  and  have  some 
assurance   that   they  will   work. 

John  (Scotchy)  Campbell,  a  San  Francisco  boy, 
is  captain  at  Stanford,  and  he  is  an  ideal  leader. 
He  puts  a  lot  of  fight  into  a  team  because  he  is  a 
fighter  himself,  and  the  Stanford  team  this  year 
will  give  some  hard  knocks  as  well  as  take  them, 
or  I  miss  my  guess. 

Stanford  will  turn  out  a  line  averaging  190 
pounds.

George  Erlin,  the  hope  of  automobile  row, 
defeated  George  Mullin  with  a  five  sunk  from  the 
edge  of  the  nineteenth  green. 

In  the  afternoon  Bissinger  was  forced  to  go  to 
the  last  hole  to  win  two  up  from  Tom  Whitaker, 
who  made  the  victory  exceedingly  worth  while. 

At  the  close  of  the  day  there  were  but  four 
stalwarts  left  in  the  field;  McKinley  Bissinger,  J. 
Forrest  Wyman,  Judge  Timothy  I.  Fitzpatrick  and 
George  Erlin  were  to  fight  it  out  for  first  honors 
in  the  fourth  annual  outing  championship. 

Bissinger,  playing  a  cool,  calculating  game, 
won  from  J.  Forrest  Wyman  with  a  birdie  three 
after  they  had  halved  the  eighteenth,  nineteenth 
and  twentieth  holes. 

George  Erlin  didn't  have  to  play  any  more  after 
the  seventeenth  green  in  the  morning  round. 

Then  the  battle  royal  began. 

Judge  Fitzpatrick  entered  the  lists  under  a 
handicap.  He  had  just  completed  a  series  of  the 
most  taxing  experiences,  in  having  made  all  ar- 
rangements for  the  tournament  and  acting  as  chair- 


man of  the  committee  in  addition  to  playing  two 
matches  of  golf  a  day.  He  acquitted  himself  with 
a  most  creditable  demonstration  of  golfing  and 
executive  ability. 

The  first  part  of  the  match  was  a  see-saw  con- 
test. The  pent  up  excitement  of  the  gallery  broke 
its  bonds  when  Fitzpatrick  dropped  the  tenth  and 
eleventh  and  then  came  back  at  the  twelfth.  Bis- 
singer was  but  one  up  at  the  thirteenth.  This  hole 
they  halved  and  then  Bissinger  conceded  the 
fourteenth.  All  square  at  the  treacherous  fifteenth 
the  Judge  drove  short,  but  gained  the  green  in  two 
with  a  long  poke  with  his  midiron,  only  to  have 
the  ball  roll  into  a  trap  on  the  opposite  side. 
From  an  almost  impossible  lie  Bissinger  tapped  his 
third  shot  onto  the  green  and  holed  out  with  a 
four,  taking  the  hole.

UP  to  date  four  of  the  Club  swimming  cham- 
pionships have  been  decided.  Those  win- 
ning three  times  in  one  event  are  Lester 
Smith  in  the  220  yards  free  style,  Leo  Pur- 
cell  in  the  500  yards  free  style,  Warner  Hobde  in 
the  100  yards  back  stroke  and  Scott  Webster  in 
the  100  yards  for  members  under  17  years  of  age. 
The  50  yards  free  style  has  been  won  once  each 
by  Lee  Schlesinger,  Donald  Brophy  and  Jack  Rob- 
inson. The  100  yards  free  style  twice  by  Jack 
Robinson  and  once  by  George  Schroth.  The  100 
yards  breast  stroke  twice  by  Jack  Howell  and  once 
by  James  L.  Hanley  and  the  diving  twice  by  Al 
White  and  once  by  Al  De  Ferrari. 

September  9th  the  Club  sent  Clyde  Goldwater 
and  Leo  Purcell,  under  charge  of  Coach  Rivas,  to 
Sacramento  for  the  three  and  one-half  mile  river 
swim.

doors  to  the  71,000  fans  and  fanettes,  those  present 
are  going  to  experience  a  feeling  of  royalty.  One 
can't  help  feeling  important,  sitting  in  such  a  struc- 
ture, especially  at  $5  a  seat.  Right  here  I  want  to 
register  a  mild  personal  protest  at  that  standard 
price  of  $5  per  seat.  I  think  it  far  too  high,  in 
the  face  of  the  fact  that  ticket  for  important  func- 
tions in  the  East  and  Middlewest  are  only  $3.50. 
But  I  guess  that  owing  to  California  being  one  of 
the  highest  per  capita  in  wealth  states  in  the  Union 
and  because  we  are  being  served  football  par 
excellence  we  shouldn't  murmur. 

In  closing,  let  me  tell  you  that  November  24th 
is  going  to  be  a  big  day  and  you  are  going  to  see 
a  sight  that  would  have  made  Nero  cease  fiddling.

His  victims  included 
Togo"  Osborne  and  Eddie  Beeler,  the  latter  being 
efeated  in  most  impressive  fashion  in  the  final, 
rving's  height  and  avoirdupois  do  not  count  for 
iuch,  but  he  disproves  the  theory  that  one  must 
e  a  big  man  to  play  a  big  game.  Rhythm  is  the 
ecret  of  his  success  from  the  tee.  Practice  is 
nainly  responsible  for  the  excellence  of  his  short 
ame  and  the  rest  of  it  is  carried  above  the  shoul- 
ers.  His  tee  shots  compare  favorably  with  many 
etter  known  golfers.

Some  of  the  youngsters  fell  down  badly  in  the 
tournament,  but  perhaps  the  older  division  is  not 
as  afraid  of  the  words  "Ritchie  and  Company"  as 
it  was  won't  to  be.

THE  annual  singles  tournament  was  launched 
Tuesday  evening,  September  the  25th,  a 
departure  from  the  usual  procedure  of 
scheduling  the  open  matches  for  a  Sun- 
day morning.  In  this  instance,  a  deviation  was 
rendered  necessary,  due  to  the  intervention  of 
the  Dipsea  Race,  held  Sunday,  the  23rd,  the 
day  that  had  been  originally  selected  to  mark 
the  opening  of  the  tournament.  As  the  entry  list 
was  one  of  unusual  size,  and  as  it  was  essential 
that  no  time  be  lost,  it  was  decided  not  to  incur 
any  delay  in  the  progress  to  be  made.  Conse- 
quently, rather  than  postpone  the  initial  matches 
until  the  following  Sunday,  it  was  determined  in- 
stead to  inaugurate  the  tournament  with  matches 
in  the  evening. 

As  the  fifth,  the  fourth,  and  the  third  classes 
contain  by  far  the  greatest  number  of  entries, 
the  schedules  for  the  evening  play  are  in  the  main 
composed  of  matches  between  contenders  in  these 
three  classes,  varied  now  and  then  by  the  inclusion 
of  a  match  in  the  second  class. 

That  should  in  no  wise  constitute  a  reason  for 
any  one  to  refrain  from  becoming  a  spectator  at 
these  evening  matches,  for  the  competitors  in 
these  classes  deserve  and  are  entitled  to  the  same 
encouragement  and  support  as  is  manifested 
towards  the  contestants  in  the  higher  classes. 

Again,  the  fact  must  not  be  lost  sight  of  that 
sequestered  among  the  ranks  of  the  players  in  these 
classes  may  be  a  champion  in  embryo,  whose  de- 
velopment cannot  be  attained  save  by  tbe  compe- 
tition that  he  will  be  afforded  therein.  The  player 
who  starts  at  the  lowest  rung  of  the  handball 
ladder  of  fame,  and  who  evinces  a  sincere  and 
earnest  desire  to  make  its  ascent,  should  enlist  the 
co-operation  of  the  well  wishers  of  the  sport,  in- 
stead of  having  his  ambition  stifled  or  his  ardor 
dampened.  Your  presence  in  the  gallery  when  he 
is  striving  for  honors  is  the  best  evidence  that  you 
are  according  him  your  sympathy  and  support,  and 
it  should  not  be  denied  him.  So  make  it  a  practice 
to  attend  the  evening  sessions,  and  not  limit  your, 
attendance  to  the  morning  sessions,  and  then  only 
when  tbe  stars  scintillate. 

THE  FIFTH  CLASS 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  third  round,  four  play- 
ars  survived  the  heat  of  the  conflict  without  sus- 
taining a  loss.  They  were  Dud  Smith,  Rudy 
Scholz,  John  Schiaffino  and  Earl  Fuller.

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Another  World's  Champion  Added 
To  Our  Honor  Roll

VERY  few  Olympians  even  know  that  there 
is  a  Rifle  and  Pistol  Department  in  the 
Club,  with  a  completely  equipped  indoor 
range  on  the  basement  mezzanine  floor, 
Still  fewer  know  that  this  department  has  a  world's 
record  holder  already  numbered  among  its  mem- 
bers and  that  we  have  just 
welcomed  the  return  of  our 
SECOND  World's  Cham- 
pion. What  other  branch 
of  sport  in  the  Club  can 
boast  such  a  record  of 
achievement. 

With  the  return  of  N.  E. 
Moor  Jr.  from  the  National 
matches  held  annually  at 
Camp  Perry,  Ohio,  the 
Olympic  Club  welcomes  its 
newest  World's  Title  Hold- 
er. Moor  was  selected  to 
represent  the  United  States 
in  the  International  Mili- 
tary Rifle  Match  at  300 
meters  on  the  international 
target,  using  the  service 
rifle.  He  shot  against  the 
best  France,  Canada  and 
Holland  could  send  over, 
winning  with  a  score  of 
384  out  of  a  possible  400 
points  against  374  for  the 
Canadian  entry. 

Moor's  rise  to  fame  has 
been  rapid.  Competing  in  the 
regional  tryouts  at  the  Pre- 
sidio for  the  International 
Rifle  Team,  he  qualified  and 
was  sent  to  Camp  Perry 
for  further  elimination  and 
was  finally  selected  from  60  of  the  finest  shots  in 
the  country  as  one  of  the  seven  men  to  represent 
the  United  States  shooting  against  the  world.  It 
is  now  history  that  the  United  States  team  de- 
feated all  comers  and  broke  the  world's  record  over 
the  international  course.  The  record  was  formerly 
held  by  the  Swiss  riflemen  who  won  the  inter- 
national matches  for  sixteen  consecutive  years  prior 
to  the  outbreak  of  the  World  War.  For  the  past 
three  years  the  United  States  have  defeated  the 
Swiss  and  have  now  beaten  the  best  shooting  they 
ever   did.

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Fishing  in  Yosemite  Park

ON  September  12,  1923,  in  company  with 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Chas.  W.  Michael  of  Yo- 
semite, California,  I  left  Tuolumne  Mead- 
ows for  a  fifteen-day  knapsack  trip  into 
he  little  known  northern  section  of  Yosemite 
\Iational  Park.  Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Michael  are 
iature  guides  and  both 
now  the  Sierras  thor- 
oughly. My  object  was 
o  see  some  of  the  wild 
ountry  of  the  high  Sier- 
a  and,  incidentally,  to 
njoy  some  fishing. 

By  leisurely  stages  we 
noved  on  from  day  to 
ay,  climbing  in  and  out 
f  deep  canyons  and 
rossing  high  passes, 
'inally,  on  the  afternoon 
f  September  16th,  we 
rossed  the  northern 
oundary  of  the  Park 
nd  went  into  camp  on 
ne  rugged  shores  of 
'eeler  Lake. 

I  being  a  visitor  to  the 
'ark  was  granted  the 
onor  of  washing  the 
ots  and  pans  and  of 
atching  the  fish.  In  the 
ack  country,  beyond  the 
aach     of     the     ordinary 

is  much  easier  to  catch  fish  than  to  wash  pots, 
nd  often  did  I  wish  that  the  party  might  have  a 
irger  appetite  for  trout,  so  that  the  skill  of  the 
sherman  might  be  given  full  play. 

Up  until  the  time  of  our  arrival  at  Peeler  Lake 
:  had  all  been  stream  fishing  and  the  fish  taken 
'ere  seldom  over  a  foot  long,  but  here  in  this  lake 
reat,  fat.  Cut-throat  trout  swam  lazily  about.  On 
ie  first  afternoon  six  fish  were  killed;  two  apiece 
5r  dinner.    Baked  in  hot  coals  they  were  delicious. 


A  strong  wind  was  blowing  in  the  morning 
and  fishing  operations  were  not  started  until  11 
o'clock.  By  1  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  thirteen 
fish  were  landed,  and  realizing  that  the  catch  was 
the  limit  of  our  limited  capacity  the  fishing  rod 
was  reluctantly  put  up.  The  kill  for  the  two 
hours'  fishing  weighed 
slightly  over  thirty-six 
pounds,  or  a  trifle  less 
than  three  pounds  per 
fish.  The  average  length 
of  the  fish  of  this  lake 
is  about  eighteen  inches. 
With  our  outdoor  ap- 
petites we  managed  to 
get  away  with  eight  of 
these  large  fish  for  dinner 
From  Peeler  Lake  we 
cut  across  country  toward 
Hetch  Hetchy.  Other 
lakes  were  visited  and  big 
fish  were  taken,  but  no- 
where did  the  fish  run  as 
large  as  those  of  Peeler 
Lake.  Due,  perhaps,  to 
their  environment,  the 
Rainbowtroutof  Branlgan 
Lake  were  much  better 
fighters  for  their  weight. 
The  last  fishing  of  the 
trip  was  had  in  Vernon 
Lake,  and  here  bad  weath- 
er overtook  us.  We  weie  forced  to  walk  fourteen 
miles  in  a  driving  snow  storm  and  arrived  at 
Damsite  wet  and  almost  frozen.  The  keeper  of  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  dam  very  kindly  invited  us  into 
the  house  and  we  spent  two  hours  drying  out 
while  we  waited  for  the  train  that  was  to  bring 
us  back  to  civilization. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  130,000  tourists  visited 
the  Yosemite  this  year  there  is  still  good  fishing 
to  be  had,  if  one  but  knows  where  to  go.

Louis  Stewart,  of  course,  is  well  known  to  most 
)f  the  golfing  Olympians,  for  some  of  them  have 
ncurred  his  indignant  reproof  for  failing  to  replace 
livots,  and  others  have  been  mildly  rebuked  for 
ess  virulent  breaches  of  the  etiquette  of  the  game. 
3ut  as  the  glorious  vision  of  the  accomplishment 
t  Lakeside  grows  nearer  all  golfing  Olympians 
hould  have  a  grateful  corner  in  their  hearts  for 
he  unselfish  work  of  Louis  Stewart,  his  unflagging 
nthusiasm  throughout  periods  of  discouragement 
nd  thoughtless  criticism,  his  vigilant  care  over 
very  step  of  progress  and  his  self-sacrifice.  How 
nany  of  you  fellows  would  be  willing  to  abandon 
'our  own  round  of  golf  Sunday  after  Sunday  to 
ramp  over  the  sand  dunes  with  Sam  Whiting  for 
he  good  of  the  club  and  every  other  fellows'  golf? 

As  my  thoughts  travel  back  to  my  first  round 
t  Lakeside  some  half  dozen  years  ago,  when  the 
-akeside  Golf  Club  was  hanging  on  by  its  eye- 
ashes,  when  the  dreams  of  "Deacon"  Webster, 
the  father  of  Lakeside,"  John  Lawson,  Bill  Byrne 
nd  others  seemed  doomed  to  disappointment  be- 
ause  of  the  World  War  and  the  consequent  de- 
■ression  in  such  activities  as  golf,  I  marvel  at  the 
ortuitous  circumstances  which  enabled  The 
Olympic  Club  to  come  into  possession  of  this 
nequalled  golfing  property. 

For,  believe  me,  there  is  nothing  like  it  in  the 
"ide  world,  and  this  is  not  merely  my  own  opinion 


but  the  verdict  of  such  world-wide  authorities  as 
Herbert  Fowler,  Donald  Ross  and  many  other 
experts.  The  combination  of  an  inland  course  and 
seaside  links  is  naturally  rare.  In  fact,  I  know 
of  no  such  ideal  combination  as  the  inland  Lake 
course  and  the  Pacific  links,  which  The  Olympic 
Club  will  have  ready  for  play  by  next  May  or 
June. 

The  Club's  investment  at  Lakeside  must  al- 
ready run  into  something  like  a  million  dollars, 
and,  as  most  members  know,  ground  is  to  be 
broken  shortly  for  the  magnificent  new  club  house 
which  will  cost  about  $250,000. 

But  you  cannot  measure  such  things  in  dollars 
and  cents.  Ten  years  from  now  the  Lakeside 
property  will  be  worth  ten  millions  to  The  Olym- 
pic  Club— in  fact,   it  will   be   invaluable. 

Every  Olympian  is  proud  of  the  possession, 
and  every  member  should  also  be  proud  of  having 
such  a  chief  as  Bill  Humphrey.  The  Club's  presi- 
dent is  at  once  a  man  of  big  vision  and  a  master 
of  detail — a  very  rare  combination  of  executive 
ability.  There  were  times  during  the  last  four 
years  when  some  of  us  may  have  thought  Presi- 
dent Humphrey's  tactics  too  slow  in  acquiring 
the  property  or  in  pushing  the  construction  of  the 
new  courses  to  faster  completion.  But  those  of 
us  who  are  at  all  familiar  with  the  negotiations 
for  the  purchase  which  were  finally  most  advan- 
tageous to  the  Club  and  with  the  problems  that 
confronted  the  golf  architects  and  engineers  in  the 
laying  out  of  the  two  new  courses  now  know  that 
Humphrey's  tactics  were  measured  by  wisdom. 

When  the  two  new  courses  are  ready  for  open- 
ing next  spring  we  golfers  who  have  come  into 
a  priceless  heritage  at  Lakeside  should  celebrate 
the  event  by  some  signal  recognition  of  the  noble 
work  that  the  men  chiefly  responsible  have  ful- 
filled. Let  us  make  the  welkin  ring  with  our  grati- 
tude to  Bill  Humphrey,  Lou  Stewart,  Sam  Whit- 
ing, Malcom  McLeod,  and,  last  but  not  least, 
"Deacon"  Webster,  the  discoverer  of  Lakeside. 

There  are  some  thousand  members  of  the  Club 
who  already  owe  a  big  debt  of  gratitude  to  the 
establishment  of  Olympic  golf  at  Lakeside.  We 
owe  them  many  hours  of  health-giving  sport  and 
happiness.  How  many  of  us  were  armchair 
sportsmen  until  we  were  induced  to  get  out  and 
hit  the  ball  over  the  beautiful  dales  and  dunes  of 
Lakeside?  How  many  of  us  know  that  we  are 
stronger  men  and  better  citizens  for  the  privileges 
of  The  Olympic  Country  Club?

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The  Origin  of  the  Dipsea  Race  Held 
Annually  by  The  Olympic  Club

HAVE    you    ever    heard    the   origin   of  the 
Dipsea  Race? 
Do  you  know  the  story  of  the  Dipsea 
Indians,  responsible  for  the  classic  cross- 
country race  of  the  Pacific  Coast,  that  has  endured 
for  nineteen  renewals? 

If  so,  give  heed,  ye  hikers,  those  who  enthuse 
over  life  in  the  open. 

Back  in  1904,  when  men  of  today  were  young- 
sters and  when  there  was  still  a  large  gathering  of 
walkers  who  "hoofed  it"  from  Mill  Valley  to 
Willow  Camp,  rivalry  ensued  as  to  who  was  the 
fleetest  of  foot. 

Charlie  Boas — and  he  hires  a  machine  to  pack 
his  chubby  person  over  the  trail  today — was  hailed 
as  one  of  the  best. 

Al  Coney  was  persuaded  by  friends  that  he 
could  outdistance  Boas,  and  a  race  was  arranged. 
Boas  thought  it  a  joke  until  he  discovered  a  third 
way  over  the  trail  that  Coney  was  coming  faster 
and  faster, 

Current  history  has  it  that  Coney  was  given 
credit  for  winning.  Truthful  historians  declare 
Boas  was  "gyped"  out  of  the  race. 

At  all  events,  there  was  the  seed  for  the  Dipsea. 

"Why    not    have    this    race    a    regular    event?" 


queried  Al  Coney  and  Judge  T.  I.  Fitzpatrick— 
then  plain  "Tim"  to  everybody  and  others. 

"Why  not  have  an  organization?"  questioned 
Jack  Gleason,  who  had  just  returned  from  his  first 
New  York  trip,  where  he  found  an  inner  circle  in 
the  New  York  Athletic  Club  known  as  the  Huckle- 
berry Indians.  The  Huckleberry  Indians  liked  to 
hike  and  swim.  In  short,  to  get  away  to  the  simple 
life.  They  made  pilgrimages  to  Travers  Island 
and  then  by  rowboats  and  canoes  to  Huckleberry 
Island,  whence  the  name  of  their  organization. 

Gleason  gave  the  thought,  while  Judge  Timothy 
I.  Fitzpatrick  and  others  seized  upon  it.  First  they 
were  going  to  call  themselves  the  Olympic  Indians. 
Then  they  decided  as  their  hikes  were  to  Dipsea 
to  take  that  name. 

In  1905  they  held  their  first  race. 

There  was  an  amazing  amount  of  interest,  with 
some  seventy-five  entrants,  all   raring  to  go. 

As  has  been  told,  at  that  time  the  finish  was 
a  quarter-mile  stretch  along  the  sand  to  the  ocean's 
edge.  It  was  a  killing  effort  for  athletes  already} 
exerted  to  the  utmost,  and  in  later  years  the  finish-! 
ing  line  was  on  the  Willow  Camp  road. 

So  that's  how  it  originated.

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A  GREATER  OLYMPIA 

FOR  a  long  time  past  the  congested  condition 
of  many  of  the  departments  of  The  Olympic 
Club  has  presented  a  contingency  that  gave 
considerable  concern  to  the  governing  body. 
We  had  already  a  membership  that  had  outgrown 
its  present  quarters  and  it  was  rapidly  increasing. 
Out  at  Lakeside  the  congestion  was  becoming 
more  and  more  apparent  every  day,  a  demand  for 
added  golfing  space  was  met  by  the  construction 
of  the  magnificent  Ocean  Course,  and  then  came 
the  disquieting  fact  that  the  club  house  there  too 
was  not  large  enough  to  meet  the  demands  that 
were  constantly  being  made  upon  it. 

There  was  no  longer  sufficient  locker  room ; 
many  times  the  dining  rooms  were  so  crowded  as 
to  interfere  with  good  service,  and  the  parking 
space  for  cars  had  become  notably  deficient. 
Expansion  had  become  a  positive  necessity,  but 
how  to  provide  for  it  to  an  extent  that  would  meet 
all  the  demands  of  the  future  was  a  problem  diffi- 
cult of  solution.     This  problem  must  be  solved  in 


a  business  like  way  and  without  involving  tru. 
Club  in  an  indebtedness  that  could  not  be  satis- 
factorily discharged  upon  maturity. 

After  many  serious  conferences  with  the  Golt 
and  Athletic  Committees  the  Board  of  Directors 
is  now  ready  to  outline,  definitely  and  conclusively, 
the  basis  of  this  expansion,  the  manner  of  meeting 
the  probable  cost,  and  already  plans  have  been 
prepared  for  the  much  needed  elaborations  of  tht 
City  Home  and  the  building  of  the  new  Country 
Club  House. 

Nothing  will  be  omitted  in  laying  before  the 
membership  all  of  the  many  details  of  a  plan  that 
will  provide  for  The  Olympic  Club,  both  in  and 
out  of  doors,  athletic,  social  and  pastime  accom- 
modations that  will  be  so  housed  as  to  furnish  San 
Francisco   with   two   of   its   veritable   show  places' 

The  extent  of  this  enterprising  move  on  the 
part  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  aided  by  the  Com- 
mittees called  into  conference,  has  been  decided 
to  be  of  greater  magnitude  than  can  be  clearly  se' 
forth  by  an  article  in  The  Olympian,  and  there  i: 
now  in  preparation  an  elaborate  pamphlet  that  wil 
describe  the  projected  improvements,  as  well 
those  already  made,  so  that  no  misconception  ma; 
be  formed  as  to  what  is  intended  in  providing  fo 
the  greater  Olympia. 

The  book  will  be  profusely  illustrated  by  pic 
tures  taken  from  nature  and  the  architect's  plans 
so  that  within  and  without  the  City  home  as  we! 
as  the  Country  Club,  there  shall  be  laid  before  th 
members  a  complete  understanding  of  what  i 
projected  in  their  interest.

lso  to  report  several  instances  of  down-right  dis-

Caution  With  Regard  to 
"Colds"

IN  a  Club  with  the  relatively  huge  membership 
that  we  have,  the  constant  application  of  the 
precept,    "The    greatest   good    to    the    greatest 

number,"  and  the  Golden  Rule,  seem  to  be  the 
only  effective  factors  which  should  combine  to 
give  us  all  the  fullest  enjoyment  of  the  wonderful 
opportunities  for  health  and  recreation  which  our 
unique  and  uniformly  well-conducted  club-home 
affords  its   fortunate  members. 

It  is  rather  superfluous  to  try  to  tell  the  aver- 
age individual  in  these  days  of  self-diagnosis  and 
self-treatment  much  about  so-called  "colds."  How- 
ever the  season  is  upon  us  when  "colds"  are  more 
or  less  prevalent,  and  our  Club  members  are  no 
more  exempt  from  the  possibility  of  acquiring  a

exercise  of  the  greatest  care  on  the  part  of  the 
swimmer  not  to  pollute  the  same,  is  mixed  with 
this  invisible  "contagious"  matter,  consisting  of 
germ-laden  mucus  and  pus.  Anyone  swimming 
along  can  and  does  get  this  into  his  nose  and 
throat,  and  thereby  runs  the  risk  of  developing 
an  acute  infection.  The  records  of  all  of  the  medi- 
cal specialists  who  treat  these  affections  are 
replete  with  serious  infections,  involving  im- 
portant structures  adjacent  to  the  passages  of 
the  throat  and  nose,  such  as  the  sinuses  (cavities) 
in  the  bones  of  the  face  or  at  the  root  of  the  nose; 
or  extension  into  the  middle  ear  and  from  there 
into  the  mastoid  spaces  behind  the  ear,  involving 
the  necessity  for  severe  surgical  operations  for  the! 
relief,  if  not  to  save  the  life  of  the  individual.  I 
beg  to  assure  my  readers  that  the  picture  is  not 
overdrawn.  The  infection  from  swimming-tanks 
is  only  too  commonly  followed  by  these  possi- 
bilities. 

To  return  to  my  original  postulate  at  the  be 
ginning  of  this  article,  in  order  that  the  greatest 
good  may  be  done  to  the  greatest  number,  "let 
every  member  suffering  from  an  acutely  contagiou 
cold  or  sore-throat,  think  of  the  other  fellow  and 
keep  religiously  out  of  the  tank  when  so  affected 
and  until  clearly  cured."

CALIFORNIA  VS.  U.  S.  C.

Los  Angeles  is  a  wonderful  football  town,  and 
when  California  plays  U.  S.  C.  there  on  November 
10th  one  of  the  biggest  crowds  that  ever  saw  a 
sporting  event  in  the  West  will  turn  out.  The 
game  will  be  played  in  the  new  stadium,  which 
in  Los  Angeles  and  is  a  monstrous  plant.  It  is 
really  too  big,  for  some  of  the  spectators  will  be 
so  far  away  from  the  players  that  the  athletes 
will  look  like  toy  soldiers. 

California  played  U.  S.  C.  in  the  new  stadium 
at  Pasadena  last  fall  and  it  was  the  turn  of  U.  S.  C, 
to  come  north  this  year,  but  the  new  stadium  at 
California  could  not  be  ready  in  time,  so  the  game 
was  scheduled  in  the  south.  Next  year  U.  S.  C 
will  play  in  California's  stadium  and  Stanford  will 
play  U.  S.  C.  in  Los  Angeles. 

California,  Stanford  and  U.  S.  C.  will  play  each 
other  every  year,  making  three  games  of  first  im- 
portance for  this  State  every  year  and  every  game 
will  pull  a  bumper  crowd.  But  both  California 
and  Stanford  may  lay  the  law  down  to  U.  S.  C 
next  year  and  insist  that  eligibility  rules  and  the 
rules  against  scouting  for  talent  be  adhered  to  and 
there  has  been  talk  that  unless  U.  S.  C.  does  play 
fair  that  both  California  and  Stanford  will  cut 
U.  S.  C.  off  their  schedules.  That  would  be 
drastic  step  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  not 
be  necessary.  U.  S.  C.  furnishes  good  competition: 
Los  Angeles  turns  out  fine  crowds,  and  it  makes 
for  a  better  season  to  have  U.  S.  C.  playing  Cali- 
fornia and  Stanford  each  year. 

A  bad  season  this  year  may  make  U.  S.  C.  gc 
out  stronger  than  ever  for  athletic  talent,  and  i(| 
will  occasion  no  surprise  if  both  California  and' 
Stanford  issue  a  flat  ultimatum  to  clean  up  oi 
sever  relations.

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Traveling  in  the  South  Sea  Islands

NE'S  idea  of  a  tropical  isle  is  large- 
ly a  matter  of  association.  But 
then  that  is  true  of  anything. 

The  captain  of  the  ship  said 
Papeete  was  a  smelly  place.  It 
was.  It  is.  It  always  will  be  as 
long   as   they    export   copra.      The 


visitor  to  Tahiti  takes  the  copra  as  an  interesting 
feature  and,  having  read  the  various  books  about 
the  islands  of  the  South  Seas,  looks  on  the  tropical 
isle  as  the  source  of  real  romance. 

Tahiti,    especially    in    Papeete    and    vicinity,    is 
not  the  place  to  go  for  that   South   Sea  romance 
one  reads  about.     It  is  too  civilized.    There  are  too 
many  Fords.    There  are  two  hundred  and  fifty  cars 
on  the  island.     The  drivers  of  these  cars  know  too 
much.     They  ask  $5  an  hour  without  blinking  an 
eye.    And  they  talk 
French   at  or  with 
one,    according    to 
one's      understand- 
ing. 

Tahiti  is  a 
French  possession. 
Three  languages  are 
spoken.  The  native, 
French  and  Eng- 
lish. Chinese  is  also 
indulged  in  by  those 
who  can,  but  many 
of  the  Chinese  speak 
French.    To  expect 

a    Chinaman    tO    Say  At  Raratonga  the  Load 

"no  can  do,"  or  its  equivalent  in  pigeon  English 
and  to  hear  him  say  "impossible"  in  the  best  of 
French,  is  a  shock  to  one's  notions. 

Three  kinds  of  money  are  used,  French,  Eng- 
lish and  American.  In  these  days  of  frenzied  ex- 
change, one  must,  while  in  Tahiti,  go  about  with 
a  pocket  full  of  conglomerate  coins  and  notes,  a 
paper  and  pencil  and  the  brain  of  a  mathematician. 

If  you  see  a  storekeeper  tearing  out  handsful 
of  hair,  the  while  covering  reams  of  paper  with 
calculations,  you  will  know  that  some  innocent 
traveler  is  trying  to  pay  for  an  article  of  merchan- 
dise worth  600  francs  with  154  francs,  'arf  a  quid, 
and  a  handful  of  quarters  he  has  won  on  the 
"Tote"  and  wants  to  get  rid  of. 

Having  been  elected  to  the  job  of  treasurer  of 
the  sports'  committee  on  our  ship  it  was  my  lot 
to  drive  many  of  the  merchants  to  drink.  It  is 
true  that  they  were  not  driven  far.     I  did  not  see 


where  they  got  it,  but  I  know  a  place  in  Tahit 
where  one  can  get  a  very  good  champagne  for  2: 
francs  a  bottle.  Oh!  the  irony  of  it.  Here  m; 
own  government  has  been  educating  me,  at  enor 
mous  expense,  not  to  like  champagne.  The  mor 
they  educate  me,  the  more  I  like  it.  Yet  when 
came  face  to  face  with  shelves  full  of  bottles  o 
champagne  I  didn't  want  it.  It  seems  to  me  tha 
prohibition  is  going  in  the  wrong  direction.  Wha 
they  ought  to  do  now  is  to  open  everything  widi 
and  after  one  splurge  people  would  find  that  thil 
gift  of  drinking  is  not  what  it  is  cracked  up  to  be 
The  struggle  was  not  in  buying  the  champagne 
That  was  easy,  after  the  clerk  had  a  round  o 
arithmetic,  during  which  he  was  in  the  rough  mos 
of  the  time.  The  real  hard  work  came  later,  whei 
it  had   to   be   disposed   of.     But   if  I   must  say  si 

myself,  who  shoulc 
not,  the  struggl 
was  made  wonder 
fully.

lump  in  a  lighter  sky.  The  breeze  from  off  th 
shore  was  laden  with  the  scent  of  orange  blossoms 
the  smell  of  earth  and  the  stink  of  copra.  Venu 
light  twinkled  like  a  bright  star  on  the  horizon 
As  we  came  abreast  of  Papeete  the  lights  on  th< 
quay  were  reflected  in  the  still  water,  while  abovi 
them  rose  the  jagged  mountain  peaks.  Two  rec 
lights  came  into  line  and,  guided  by  these,  th< 
ship  crept  through  the  narrow  opening  of  the  reef 

A  Tahitian  fisherman,  in  his  outrigger  canoe 
was  silhouetted  in  the  reflection  of  the  full  moon 
The  throb  of  the  engines  ceased,  and  a  wonderfu 
stillness  reigned.  At  intervals  the  church  bel 
rang,  a  dog  barked,  and  while  one  sat  on  decl 
riveted  by  this  fairy  scene,  peace,  the  beauty  of  if 
all,  the  captain  asked  us  to  tea. 

Tea  at  1  o'clock  in  the  morning !  To  an  Ameri 
can,  who  is  accustomed  to  his  "three  squares"  < 
day,  tea  seems  a  luxury  at  first.     The  stewardess 
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brings  it  to  you  at  7  in  the  morning.  It  interrupts 
shaving,  it  spoils  breakfast,  but  you  take  it  for 
the  novelty  of  the  thing.  The  next  morning  it 
gives  you  the  pip  and  then  you  are  "off"  it  for 
jood.  Tea  in  the  afternoon  is  nice  at  the  start  too. 
But  it  spoils  your  dinner.  In  New  Zealand  they 
serve  it  at   11   in  the  morning  as  well. 

In  the  morning  Tahiti  had  lost  some  of  its 
omance.  We  had  docked  during  the  early  morn- 
ng  hours,  and  we  awoke  amid  the  bustle  of  un- 
oading  the  cargo. 

It  was  hot,  even  at  7  in  the  morning.  Fellow 
ravelers,  who  had  gone  ashore  at  an  earlier  hour, 
vere  returning  to  the  ship  with  armfuls  of  flowers 
ind  seed  necklaces. 

The  hibiscus  blooms  in  every  garden,  the  scent 
pf  frangipangi  fills  the  air.  On  every  gatepost, 
vhich  is  painted  blue,  by  the  way,  is  a  wine  bottle 
>f  milk.  Trees  are  everywhere.  One  gets  the 
mpression  of  intense,  unlimited  green,  thickly 
lotted  with  brilliant  red  flowers. 

At  half  past  7  the  narrow  roads  are  filled  with 
lative  children  hurrying  to  school.  Among  them, 
me  occasionally  sees  a  fair-haired,  white-skinned 
English  child,  who  looks  like  a  fairy  in  company 
vith  impish  brownies. 

There  is  a  glass-bottomed  boat  in  Papeete, 
vhich  takes  one  over  the  coral  on  the  reef.  To 
hose  who  have  seen  the  ocean  floor  at  Peeble 
3each  the  trip  is  a  little  disappointing,  because 
here  is  no  vegetation,  but  the  coral  and  brilliantly 
med  fish  are  most  interesting.  A  native  diver  goes 
iut  in  the  boat  and,  barged  in  the  ubiquitous  un- 
lershirt  and  "parea" — square  of  red  and  white 
loth  which  he  puts  on  in  a  most  intricate  manner 
—dives  feet  first  from  the  roof  of  the  boat,  spear 
n  hand,  and  proceeds  to  catch  his  dinner. 

Popuri,  the  diver,  did  a  most  unusual  thing, 
ie  speared  two  fish  with  the  same  thrust.  They 
vere  brilliant  yellow  in  color,  flat  and  about  four 
>r  five  inches  in  diameter.  The  accuracy  of  these 
nen  is  uncanny.  They  can  hit  a  cent  in  the  center 
vith  their  spears,  a  feat  requiring  the  nicest  accu- 
acy  on  land,  but  in  the  water,  with  the  cent  sink- 
ng  rapidly,  the  man  swimming  to  keep  himself 
ander,  hitting  the  coin  with  the  end  of  a  seven- 
oot  spear  seems  almost  impossible. 

Some  photographs  were  taken  through  the 
;lass-bottom  of  the  boat.  They  give  only  a 
)are  idea  of  how  Popuri  looked  while  he  was 
swimming  about  ten  feet  below  the  surface. 

We  chartered  a  $5  Ford,  steered  by  a  native 
■vith  bare  feet,  wider  by  half  a  width  than  an  or- 
dinary shoe.  How  he  ever  got  them  between  the 
medals  was  beyond  me.  Our  French  got  an  airing 
and  felt  all  the  better  for  it.  At  least  it  sounded 
aetter.  There  was  to  be  a  boxing  match  that  even- 
ng,  between  the  champion  of  Tahiti  and  the  cham- 
pion of  the  Chatham,  a  New  Zealand  gunboat,  coal- 


ing in  the  harbor.  We  discussed  this  "assault  de 
boxe"  exhaustively  in  one-syllable  French.  Edu- 
cated as  the  driver  was,  I  was  able  to  add  to  his 
French  vocabulary.  Some  of  the  words  I  used, 
neither  he,  nor  any  other  French-speaking  person, 
had  ever  heard  before. 

The  main  point  of  interest  on  this  drive  is  the 
monument  which  marks  the  spot  where  Captain 
Cook  landed  on  the  island  in  1769.  When  one 
considers  that  the  distance  from  the  ship  to  the 
horizon  is  about  fifteen  miles  it  is  a  wonder  that 
these  early  voyagers  ever  saw  any  land. 

To  look  at  a  map  of  the  South  Seas  it  doesn't 
seem  possible  to  miss  bumping  into  three  or  four 
islands  a  day,  but  except  for  an  attol  of  coral  and 
palm  trees  twelve  miles  away  to  port  we  saw  no 
land  except  what  we  steered  for.  But  the  first 
voyagers  sailed  uncharted   seas  in  boats  no  larger

than  the  fore  part  of  our  ship.  While  they  deserve 
unstinted  praise  for  ever  venturing  into  the  un- 
known seas  their  discovery  of  land,  it  seems  to  me, 
was  pure  luck. 

King  Potelli's  tomb,  the  only  native  structure 
of  any  size  that  we  saw,  stands  in  a  grove  of  palm 
trees  a  few  yards  from  the  sea.  Who  he  was, 
or  what  he  did,  we  never  did  find  out,  but  he  was 
fortunate— far  more  fortunate  than  he  realized.  He 
did  not  live  to  see  his  monument. 

To  one  who  has  lounged  away  the  hours  aboard 
a  ship  sailing  through  the  tropics  a  day  on  shore 
is  fatiguing.

The 
swimming  races  for  men  and  women  were 
held  under  the  auspices  of  the  P.  A.  A.  U.  The 
dory  race  was  won  by  Colonel  Tony  Griffith  of 
Locker  Room  328,  Olympic  Club,  who  nosed  out 
Harry  Stafford  and  Major  Will  McCarthy.  There 
was  only  one  heat,  but  that  was  a  good  one.  This 
was  followed  by  a  reception  and  informal  dance, 
both  at  the  San  Francisco  and  Corinthian  Yacht 
Clubs.

The  start  and  finish 
line,  at  the  foot  of  Fillmore  street,  was  a  popular 
place,  both  for  the  yachts  and  the  hundreds  of 
spectators,  during  the  balance  of  the  week.  On 
most  of  the  days  the  weather  was  fair,  with  the 
average  wind  prevailing.  Mr.  Harry  Hawks,  the 
veteran  yachtsman,  acted  as  chairman  of  the 
Regatta  Committee  and  handled  the  affairs  of  that 
committee  in  fine  style. 

The  most  interesting  races  of  the  entire  series 
were  those  of  the  R  Class,  40  foot  boats.  The  win- 
ner of  each  class  was  designated  as  the  Pacific 
Coast  Champion  of  that  class  for  the  year  1923 
and  was  awarded  a  handsome  cup  to  keep  per- 
manently. 

In  the  R  Class,  Arthur  Rousseau,  well-known 
Olympian  and  Vice-Commodore  of  the  Corinthian 
Yacht  Club,  won  with  his  beautiful  yacht  Lady 
Gay;  the  Rascal,  champion  of  the  bay  last  year, 
ably  sailed  by  Lester  Stone,  tied  with  the  Cali- 
fornia, sailed  by  Matt  Walsh  and  crew  from  the 
California  Yacht  Club,  for  second  place.  The 
Francesca,  owned  by  Martin  J.  Weil  of  the  San 
Francisco  Yacht  Club  and  Olympic  Club,  was 
third;  the  Corinthian  II,  sailed  by  Herman  Volk- 
man,  finished  fourth,  and  the  former  champion  of 
the  bay,  the  Machree,  formerly  owned  by  the  late 
John  R.  Hanify,  sailed  by  J.  M.  Langton  of  the 
California  Yacht   Club   of  Los  Angeles,  was   fifth. 

In  the  six  meter  class  the  Peggy,  recently  pur- 
chased from  the  east  coast  by  Harry  Fisher  of 
Los  Angeles,  won  handily  over  the  Lady  Betty, 
owned  by  Capt.  John  Barneson  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Yacht  Club,  and  the  Iris,  recently  imported 
from  Europe  by  Henry  Barg  of  the  San  Francisco 


Yacht    Club,   and   was   awarded   the   Pacific    Coast 
Championship  Cup  in  that  class  for  1923. 

In  the  Q  Class  the  Ruby  II,  sailed  by  Arthur 
Stevens  of  the  Aeolian  Yacht  Club  of  Alameda, 
won  over  the  Alert  of  the  Santa  Barbara  Yacht 
Club,  the  Pathfinder  and  Dauntless  of  the  Aeolian 
Yacht  Club  and  the  Thistle  of  the  Corinthian 
Yacht  Club,  and  became  the  Coast  champion.         '< 

In  the  Bird  class,  which  is  a  new  design 
type  of  boat,  30  feet  in  length,  the  Osprey,  sailed 
by  Eddie  Gillette  of  the  San  Francisco  Yacht 
Club,  won  three  straight  races  and  was  awarded 
the  Championship  Cup. 

In  the  S  Class  the  Ruby  of  the  Aeolian  Yacht 
Club  carried  off  the  honors. 

In  the  Handicap  Class  No.  1,  which  was  com- 
posed of  small  sloops,  the  Vixen  outsailed  her  rival 
and  was  awarded  the  Championship  Cup. 

In  the  Handicap  Class  No.  2,  in  which  there 
were  eighteen  entries,  the  Tigress,  sailed  by  Larry 
Knight  of  the  Aeolian  Yacht  Club  of  Alameda, 
rolled  up  the  greatest  number  of  points  and  be- 
came a  Coast  champion. 

In  the  Handicap  Class  No.  3  there  were  eleven 
entries  and  the  Challenger  of  the  Corinthian  Yacht 
Club  became  the  winner. 

In  the  Handicap  Class  No.  4,  which  included 
the  larger  sloops,  the  beautiful  Westward,  former- 
ly owned  by  the  late  John  R.  Hanify  of  the  Olym 
pic  Club  and  now  owned  by  Capt.  John  Barnesor 
of  the  San  Francisco  Yacht  Club,  the  scratch  boat 
after  having  sailed  off  a  tie  race  with  the  Mah  Pe 
sailed  by  Commodore  Dinning,  also  of  the  Sar 
Francisco  Yacht  Club,  became  the  winner  and  wai 
awarded  the  Coast  Championship  Cup. 

The  Westward  was  the  winner  of  King  George 
IV'S  Gold  Cup  and  the  Lipton  Cup,  which  now 
adorn  the  lobby  of  the  Olympic  Club. 

Capt.  Louis  Weidenmuller,  another  well-knowr 
Olympian  and  famous  bay  yachtsman,  sailed  th<

displayed  when  he  was  the  mate  with  Mr.  Hanify

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Football  on  the  Pacific  Coast

THE  most  successful  football  season  in  the 
history  of  the  Pacific  Coast  came  to  a  close 
with  the  California-Stanford  game  on  No- 
vember 24th.  Interest  in  football  has  grown 
o  such  stupendous  proportions  that  the  big  games 
ut  here  rival  the  biggest  attractions  in  the  East, 
/hen  it  comes  to  crowds.  California  defeated  the 
Jniversity  of  Southern  California  on  November 
Oth  before  72,000  people.  The  Golden  Bears  de- 
eated  Stanford  on  November  24th  in  the  mag- 
ificent  new  Memorial  Stadium  before  a  crowd  of 
2,609. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Yale  bowl  the  new 
tadiums  in  Los  Angeles  and  Berkeley  are  the 
iggest  in  the  country.  The  Harvard  and  Prince- 
on  stadiums  are  small  by  comparison. 

Twenty  thousand  more  tickets  could  have  been 
old  for  the  California-Stanford  game  had  they 
een  available.  The  big  hill  back  of  the  stadium 
/as  black  with  spectators.  Newspaper  accounts 
laced  that  crowd  at  5000.  I  think  it  was  nearer 
5,000.  Nearly  100,000  people  were  attracted  to 
lat  game  and  the  stadium  filled  with  well  dressed, 
appy  folks,  out  for  a  holiday,  was  the  most  mag- 
ificent  sight  I  ever  saw. 


The  Big  Game  is  back  on  a  splendid  foundation 
now.  Stanford  is  a  real  rival  of  California  again, 
and  the  battle  between  these  two  teams  will  be 
the  classic  of  the  coast  each  year. 

George  M.  Varnell,  the  veteran  referee,  told 
me  he  never  saw  a  cleaner  game  than  the  Cali- 
fornia-Stanford contest.  The  boys  hit  with  all  they 
had,  but  there  was  not  the  semblance  of  dirty  play. 
The  best  of  feeling  prevailed  before,  during  and 
after  the  game. 

California  and  Stanford  men  are  closer  together 
now  than  ever  before.  The  reason  for  that  is  the 
fact  that  U.  S.  C.  has  become  a  factor.  California 
and  Stanford  both  want  to  beat  U.  S.  C. ;  they  both 
want  to  come  through  a  season  undefeated  and 
then  battle  it  out  for  the  championship  between 
themselves. 

There  are  four  big  universities  on  this  Coast 
that  will  turn  out  real  big  league  football  teams 
each  year.  The  University  of  Washington  in  the 
north,  U.  S.  C.  in  Los  Angeles  and  California  and 
Stanford  will  turn  out  high  class  teams  each  year. 
Washington  has  a  splendid  stadium  at  Seattle  and 
a  big  population  from  which  to  draw;  Los  Angeles

And  history  has  repeated  itself  with  this  tour- 
nament. Exslusive  of  the  championship  class, 
there  is  not  one  of  the  other  classes  but  has  in- 
duced the  expression  from  some  one,  that  included 
within  its  numbers  is  one  who  so  far  outranks  the 
others  as  to  make  him  a  positive  certainty  for  the 
premier  honors.  And  history  again  repeats  itself 
in  that  the  particular  individual  who  has  been  in- 
vested with  this  overwhelming  supremacy  sooner 
or  later  comes  a  cropper,  and  is  sent  toppling  from 
the  dizzy  height  to  which  he  has  been  elevated.

DEFEATED,  but  far  from  outclassed.  This 
was  the  consensus  of  opinion  in  regard  to 
The  Olympic  Club  football  team,  after  it 
had  lost  the  Club  championship  of  the 
Pacific  Coast  to  the  Multnomah  Amateur  Athletic 
Club  of  Portland.

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The  Eighth  Olympiad 

To  be  Held  in  Paris,  France,  in  1924

IT  is  only  a  short  span  of  seven  years  since  the 
athletic  manhood  of  the  United  States,  khaki 
clad,  embarked  for  France,  keen  for  the  com- 
bat, game  in  the  face  of  Fate.  That  page  of 
history,  gloriously  written,  has  been  turned,  and 
we  find  ourselves  looking  forward  to  1924  as  a 
time  of  reward,  a  time  holding  forth  to  the  world 
the  security  of  Peace. 

But  if  we  would  have  Peace  on  earth,  good  will 
toward  men,  we  must  not  be  content  to  wish  for 
Peace,  and  to  talk  of  Peace,  but  we  must  bend  our 
efforts  in  more  constructive  ways  to  assure  the 
desired  result. 

One  of  these  ways  presents  itself  to  patriotic 
and  spirited  Americans  in  co-operating  with  the 
American  Olympic  Committee  to  assure  the  success 
of  the  Eighth  Olym- 
pic Games  in  Paris, 
1924. 

A  world  that  is 
in  many  places  look- 
ing through  dark 
glasses  at  the  sun- 
light of  the  future 
sometimes  forgets 
how  to  play.  Sombre 
whispering  are 
heard,  ideals  are  cast 
aside,  hatred  persists 
between  nations,  and 
materialism  works 
its  spell. 

In  other  words, 
there  is  something 
wrong  with  the  "In- 
ternational Liver."  The  world  needs  exercise.  It 
stretched  its  legs  at  Antwerp  in  1920,  but  it  has 
been  babying  its  composite  constitution  ever  since. 
Now,  in  1924,  your  good  old  Uncle  Sam  is 
going  to  do  his  utmost  to  correct  the  imperfection 
of  the  aforesaid  "International  Liver,"  including 
his  own,  by  sending  abroad  one  of  the  best  Olym- 
pic teams  that  has  ever  represented  the  United 
States  in  any  competition.  If  your  venerable 
Uncle  can  set  a  pace  that  will  keep  them  all 
stepping,  the  exercise  alone  is  bound  to  secure 
beneficial  results.  But  there  is  more  than  that. 
The  eyes  of  the  world  will  be  focussed  on  this 
international  competition  for  athletic  supremacy; 
and,  who  has  ever  concentrated  his  attention  on 
any  game  and  felt  like  stabbing  his  neighbor  at  the 
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;  associated   with   the   Murat  family   and

same  time?  Further,  there  is  a  moral  lesson  to  be 
learned  in  that  great  eevnt,  the  Olympiad.  The 
nations  of  the  world  compete  keenly  for  victory 
in  the  respective  events,  but  true  sportsmanship 
prevails  at  all  times  and  good  feeling  is  freely 
interchanged. 

On  the  field  of  competition,  the  spectator  is 
privileged  to  witness  manhood  at  its  best,  as  il 
puts  forth  every  ounce  of  stamina  and  prowessi 
while  the  lesson  is  borne  home  that  it  is  all  con- 
structive. It  inspires  but  does  not  destroy.  And 
one  wonders  whether  an  even  greater  populari 
zation  of  health-giving  sport  such  as  the  Olympiac 
demonstrates,  wouldn't  be  a  partial  panacea  foi 
perverted  viewpoint  throughout  a  world  that  has 
nourished  hatreds  and  neglected  health. 

The  chairman  o 
the  American  Olym 
pic  Committee,  Col 
Robert  M.  Thomp 
son,  returned  fron 
Europe  in  Octobei 
and  submitted  to  th< 
Executive  Commit 
tee  of  the  Americar 
Olympic  Committe( 
a  report  of  his  ac 
tivities  abroad,  call 
ing  for  prompt  anc 
vigorous  preparatior 
for  the  E  i  g  h  1 1 
Olympiad. 

With  Col.  A.  G 
Mills,  the  chairmar 
has  visited  France 
conferred  with  the  French  Olympic  Committee 
inspected  the  Stadium,  and,  looking  to  the  healtl 
and  well  being  of  our  athletic  representatives,  se 
cured  for  them  the  most  desirable  living  quarter; 
within  a  convenient  distance  of  the  field  of  com 
petition.  The  comfort  and  security  of  our  athlete;

This  advance  work  has  been  thorough  and  far 
sighted,  and  the  American  Olympic  Committee  if 
undoubtedly  well  on  its  way  in  the  task  of  prepa 
ration.

JOHN  DALY  has  again  made  the  assertion  that 
he  has  played  his  last  game  of  football,  but 
this  time  it  looks  as  though  he  means  it.  The 
veteran  linesman  on  the  Olympic  Club  eleven 
sustained  an  injured  ankle  during  one  of  the  games 
near  the  close  of  the  1923  season,  and  this  may 
help  him  in  keeping  his  resolution,  and  overcome 
the  temptation  that  is  certain  to  arise  next  fall. 

John  was  playing  a  great  game  of  football  when 
the  present  stars  were  still  in  knickers,  and  he  is 
still  able  to  give  any  of  them  cards  and  spades,  and 
then  beat  them. 

If  there  is  a  better  defensive  linesman  than 
Daly  he  has  not  been  seen  in  these  parts.  Andy 
Smith,   coach   of   the    California   varsity,    has    said

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HOLIDAY  REFLECTIONS 

THANKSGIVING  DAY  has  passed  with  its 
memories  of  feasts,  dinners,  parties,  hikings 
and  athletic  pastimes,  and  Christmas  is  yet 
to  come  with  its  givings  and  receivings,  its 
seriousness  and  its  frivolities,  its  lessons  of  friend- 
liness and  good  will  to  all  who  merit  them. 

One  Scriptural  translation  counsels  good  will 
to  all  men,  not  even  allowing  a  mental  reservation 
excepting  those  who  do  not  deserve  it.  But  so 
saintly  a  mental  attitude  is  not  human  nature  and 
those  of  us  who  are  really  on  the  level  with  our- 
selves and  our  fellows  are  always  reluctant  to 
think  well  of  those  who  have  no  good  will  for  us. 
It  is  human  nature,  however,  to  pity  those  who 
are  wrong  and  obstinately  refuse  to  be  led  aright ; 
to  open  the  eyes  of  those  who  are  blind  to  the 
unanswerable  arguments  of  reason,  and  to  preach 
and  practice  the  sweet  lessons  of  liberality,  toler- 
ance and  forgiveness.  Unhappy  indeed  is  the  man 
who  is  able  to  give  and  yet  hoards  his  pleasure 
building   substance;   who  will  not  respect  the  be- 


liefs and  faiths  of  those  that  are  different  frorr 
his;  who  forgets  that  there  are  two  sides  to  everj 
quarrel  and  that  forgiveness  might  come  aboir 
through  a  show  down  of  the  two  grievances  anc 
weighing  them  in  the  never  failing  balance  of  oper 
mindedness  swayed  by  simple  fairness. 

These  are  the  lessons  that  were  laid  down  bj 
the  originators  of  the  Christmas  and  Yule-Tid< 
feastings  and  merry-makings.  It  matters  no 
whether  the  somewhat  vague  narratives  concern 
ing  them  that  have  been  handed  down  to  us  bi 
true  or  false;  it  matters  less  if  this  or  that  religioui 
belief  was  responsible  for  it;  those  precepts  an 
undebatable,  and  apply  with  equal  force  to  Jev 
and  Gentile,  infidel  or  believer,  untutored  pagai 
or  enlightened  agnostic. 

There  are  those,  alas !  who  refuse  to  open  thei 
eyes  to  anything  other  than  a  sordid,  selfish  am 
soul-clouded  view  of  either  the  holiday  that  ha 
gone  or  that  which  is  to  come.  These  broodei 
over  pre-Thanksgiving  Day  reverses,  the  dullnes 
of  business,  or  the  infallible  failure  that  result 
from  bad  judgment;  sat  in  their  clubs,  homes  o 
offices,  cursed  God  and  Fate,  declaring  that  the;

coast  championship  race  between  the  champions  of 
the  Northwest,  brought  down  from  Vancouver, 
British  Columbia,  and  the  champions  of  California, 
from  the  South  End  Club.  Near  the  finish  the 
hundreds  of  spectators,  who  were  aboard  the 
yachts  and  wharfs  on  each  side  of  the  Estuary, 
became  very  much  excited  when  the  two  racing 
barges  hove  in  sight.  The  South  End  team  was 
two  lengths  ahead  when  they  misjudged  their  dis- 
tance and  came  too  close  to  the  drawbridge  and 
one  of  the  crew  broke  his  oar.

last  straw.  We  gave  it  our  moral  support,  but 
still  it  had  to  go  into  low.  We  strained  every 
muscle,  tensed  every  nerve  and  she  boiled.  We 
did  everything  but  get  out  and  push,  but  we  could 
not  have  expended  more  energy  if  we  had. 

By  morning  the  ship  was  at  sea  and  by  noon  of 
the  next  day  Cook  Island  came  into  view.  Both 
Tahiti  and  Cook  Island  are  very  mountainous. 
One  peak  behind  Papeete  rises  7000  feet  and,  be- 
cause of  the  many  precipices,  it  has  only  been 
scaled  twice. 

At  Raratonga  the  harbor  is  shallow  and  there 
is  no  opening  in  the  reef  deep  enough  to  admit  the 
steamers  that  call.  Consequently  the  ship  lies  out 
in  the  open  water  and  loading  is  done  from  small 
boats,  towed  out  in  a  string  by  a  small  steam  tug. 

Raratonga  is  under  New  Zealand  rule.  There 
is  not  the  mercantile  atmosphere  one  finds  in 
Papeete  and  while  the  tropical  setting  is  similar 
to  that  of  Papeete  it  seems  more  tropical,  because 
of  fewer  Europeans.  We  walked  about  the  small 
town,  through  lanes  arched  over  with  cocoanut 
palms,  banana  and  other  tropical  trees.  It  had 
started  to  rain  as  we  left  the  ship,  but  on  land  the 
sunshine  seemed  to  intensify  the  vivid  coloring. 
The  basic  hue  is  green.  It  frames  every  picture, 
it  forms  every  background.  The  white,  stone  walls 
and  plastered  houses,  the  vari-colored  flowers,  the 
wide  expanse  of  close-cropped  turf  make  an  un- 
forgetable  picture. 

The  Raratongan  is  not  at  all  averse  to  having 
his  picture  taken.  The  young  man  whose  photo- 
graph was  taken  was  connected  with  a  mission.  He 
came  out  to  join  in  a  rather  disconnected  conver- 
sation we  were  having  with  a  mother  about  her 
curly  haired,  brown-eyed  baby.  During  the  course 
of  this  conversation  she  handed  me  two  small 
pearls  in  return  for  which  I  was  to  send  her  copies 
of  the  snap-shots  I  had  taken  of  herself  and  child. 
As  we  were  leaving,  the  young  man  asked  to  have 
his  picture  taken  too.  He  is  typical,  barring  the 
dress,  of  the  native  Raratongan. 

It  was  nearing  4  o'clock.  A  "decent  cup  of 
tea"  was  proving  a  magnet  for  most  of  the  ship's 
company.  As  a  street  accident  draws  a  crowd  so 
did  the  tea  draw  our  fellow  passengers  to  the  one 
hotel.  Tea  is  more  than  a  function,  more  than  a 
custom ;  it  is  a  sacred  rite. 

We  returned  to  the  ship  at  sunset.  The  purple 
shadows  crept  slowly  up  the  mountains.  The  un 
broken  beat  of  a  tom-tom  came  faintly  from  t^e 
shore.  To  the  west  the  descending  sun  gave  to  its 
enveloping  clouds  the  most  gorgeous  hues  of 
orange  and  gold.     The  day  was  done.

ARE  using  these  grounds. 

But  to  get  to  the  point,  the  contests  are  played 
in  the  town  of  Burlingame,  where  that  community 
has  a  real  athletic  field  that  belongs  to  the  mu- 
nicipal government  of  that  town.  Mayor  Pearson 
of  Burlingame  has  extended  the  courtesy  to  the 
San  Francisco  Midwinter  League  in  allowing  the 
games  to  be  played  on  that  field.  Through  the 
peninsula  town's  foresight  in  having  a  good  play- 
ing field  with  grandstand  and  bleachers  to  accom- 
modate the  spectators,  is  that  town's  gain  and  San 
Francisco's  loss. 

Maybe  many  of  the  Olympians  are  not  aware 
of  the  fact,  but  aside  from  Recreation  Park  and 
Ewing  Field,  both  of  which  are  owned  by  private 
individuals,  San  Francisco  has  not  a  baseball 
diamond  where  spectators  can  without  the  danger 
of  being  injured,  watch  a  contest,  regardless 
whether  it  be  at  any  of  the  city's  playgrounds  or 
at  Golden  Gate  Park. 

In  most  cases  the  spectators  crowd  the  base 
lines  and  crowd  into  the  field  of  play,  making  a 
real  baseball  game  almost  impossible. 

Getting  back  to  the  subject  of  the  Midwinter 
League,  included  in  the  personnel  of  t'-e  various 
teams'  rosters  are  such  players  as  Ren  Kelly,

Standbye  was  doubtful  whether  this 
almost  whispered  exclamation  was  intended  for 
criticism  or  encomium  and  ventured  a  query  that 
was  more  forceful  vocally  as  well  as  being  more 
than  twice  as  laconic : 

"Believed   what?" 

"Why,    that    the    old    Club    House    could    have 
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been  so  vastly  improved  by  the  addition  of  those 
two  added  stories.  That's  the  way  we  hoped  to 
have  it  from  the  first.  But  what  is  the  new 
building  this  side  of  it?" 

"That  is  the  new  addition.  It  was  thought 
best  not  to  interfere  with  the  symmetry  of  the 
old  building  in  an  architectural  sense  beyond  the 
adding  of  two  floors  atop  of  it.  So  the  handsome 
stone  front  that  used  to  be  the  private  entrance 
to  the  original  swimming  pool,  was  elaborated  into 
its  present  artistic  form  and  made  the  main  en- 
trance to  the  Club,  the  old  one  having  been  walled 
in.  The  dignified  structure  on  this  side  which 
matches  the  old  first 
story  architecturally, 
contains  the  junior  and 
juvenile  quarters  as 
well  as  lounging  and 
dressing  rooms  for  our 
own  and  visiting  teams. 
The  other  floor  is  re- 
served for  a  great  game 
room,  ladies'  retiring 
rooms  and  splendidly 
equipped  handball 
courts,  of  which  there 
are  four  with  a  general 
gallery  for  spectators. 
But  you  should  see  all 
of  this  for  yourself — 
you  can't  grasp  its  true 
significance  from  the 
outside — -let's  go  in." 
And  it  was  easy  for 
Longaway  to  perceive 
that  Standbye  was  be- 
coming more  and  more 
enthusiastic  every  mo- 
ment of  the  personally 
conducted  tour  of  in- 
spection. 

Longaway  paused  as 
the  two  passed  into  the 
spacious  vestibule  that 
opened  directly  from 
the  street  and  contemplated  the  impressive  picture 
admiringly.

trophies.  Longawa; 
contemplated  the  me 
engaged  in  the  more  in 
nocent  games,  smilec 
turned  to  Standbye  an 
said :

"I'll  show  you  the! 
later.  The  games  ii 
which  privacy  is  pr< 
f erred  have  been  we, 
provided  for  in  a  mor 
sequestered  location. 
The  commodioi 
athletic  quarters  belov 
with  no  convenience  ( 
any  kind  missinj< 
Longaway  pronounce 
to  be  the  best  and  mos 
thoroughly  equipped  of  any  other  athletic  clul 
and  his  special  admiration  was  directed  toward  th 
four  great  handball  courts  on  the  second  floe 
which,  in  his  opinion,  were  the  most  convenien 
the  best  lighted  and  afforded  the  best  view  point 
for  the  spectator  that  had  yet  been  projected. 

Passing  again  to  the  main  lobby  or  assembl 
hall,  the  old  Club  lobby  was  entered.  Its  gener;

"To  many  of  us  that' 
by  no  means  the  least  popular  feature  of  the  Club 
house.  That  floor  is  divided  into  sixteen  luxuriou 
sleeping  rooms,  twelve  for  bachelors  and  four  fo 
married  couples.  'Equal  rights  for  all,'  is  on 
of  the  several  commendable  slogans  of  Th 
Olympic   Country   Club." 

The  crowd  of  waiting  golfers  was  considerable 
and  pending  the  call  for  their  turn  Longaway  am 
Standbye  inspected  the  conspicuously  expose' 
yardage  and  par  sheet  of  both  courses  of  Th 
Olympic    Country    Club,    which    is   here   appended 
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At  this  juncture  the  two  were  accosted  by  one 
of  Olympia's  most  noted  golf  experts  and  writers, 
whom  for  purpose  of  partial  identification  we  will 
call  "Chappy".  After  being  formally  introduced 
to  Longaway,  as  was  also  a  gentleman  he  had 
brought  with  him,  he  proposed  a  foursome.  The 
suggestion  was  gladly  adopted,  and  as  a  little 
further  delay  seemed  unavoidable,  he  expatiated 
most  eloquently  on  golf  as  particularly  applied  to 
The  Country  Club,  gracefully  gesticulating  occa- 
sionally with  appropriate  manipulations  of  his 
driver. 

"Golfing  members  of  The  Olympic  Club  are 
well  aware  that  they  have  come  into  possession 
of  a  wonderful  property  at  Lakeside.  But  com- 
paratively few  of  them  have  as  yet  formed  any 
idea  of  the  beautiful  and  intrinsic  virtues  of  the 
two  great  courses  which  have  been  constructed 
for  them.  The  truth  is  that  when  members  hurry 
out  here,  they  are  at  once  intent  upon  play- 
ing golf  and  have  no  time  for  more  than  the  most 
cursory  glance  at  the  great  work  that  went  along 
all  around  the  old  course  for  many,  many  months. 
But  once  their  attention  has  been  called  to  the 
splendid  transformation  that  has  taken  place,  they 
begin  to  admire  to  their  full  value,  the  beautifully 
green  fairways  and  emerald  greens,  here,  there" 
(emphasizing    with    his    driver),    "along    the    grass 
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bordered  shores  of  Lake  Merced,  over  the  hill 
toward  the  Pacific  ocean.  Then  from  the  Sky 
Line  boulevard  they  become  conscious,  really  for 
the  first  time,  how  wonderful  it  all  is  as  they 
realize  the  magnificent  vista  afforded  by  the  eleven 
shore  holes  of  the  new  Pacific  Links. 

"Which  course  do  you  think  we  had  better  play 
first?"  asked  Standbye,  who  noticed  that  their 
turn  to   tee-off   was   close  at  hand. 

"Well,"  answered  Chappy,  "that  always  depends 
on  the  weather.  Just  now  it's  a  little  foggy,  rather 
windy,  and  we  shall  probably  be  wiser  if  we  play 
the  Lake  Course  this  morning  reserving  our  ener- 
gies for  the  Pacific  Links  in  the  afternoon,  at 
which  time  the  sun  may  be  in  his  full  glory  and 
the  wind  lighter.  One  of  the  great  merits  of  The 
Olympic  Club's  country  property  is  that  the 
Lake  Course  will  be  found  to  be  wonderfully  pro- 
tected from  sharp  breezes.  Even  on  the  windiest 
days  it  will  be  very  pleasant  playing  on  at  least 
the  first  half  of  the  Lake  Course,  for  most  of  the 
holes  are  protected  on  both  sides  from  the  wind, 
both  by  tress  and  the  hilly  contour  of  the  ground." 

Longaway,  who  had  been  devouring  Chappy's 
every    word    with    deep    interest,    interrupted    him. 

"Just  a  moment.  You  have  made  a  distinction 
between  the  words  "course"  and  "links."  Why  is 
that?" 

"There  is  both  a  distinction  and  a  difference, 
correctly  speaking,"  from  Chappy.  "The  former 
word  is  properly  applied  to  inland  golf  and  the 
latter  to  real  links  along  the  sea.  But  there  is 
our  call  to  tee  off."  So  the  members  of  the  four- 
some, having  duly  assembled  on  the  first  tee  a 
start    was    made,    Chappy     playing    first     for     the 


reason  that,  having  once  started  talking  he  might 
not  know  when  to  choose  between  golf  and  con- 
versation. 

The  first  hole  seemed  to  Longaway  to  be  well 
designed  for  a  "getaway",  as  there  was  not  too 
much  trouble  awaiting  the  first  nervous  tee  shot. 
The  hole  is  500  yards  and  although  most  players 
will  be  satisfied  to  get  on  in  3,  the  strong  player 
may  reach  the  green  with  a  full  brassie  if  he  has 
played  a  long  drive  accurately. 

The  second  tee  looked  down  through  an 
avenue  of  trees  upon  the  shimmering  waters  of 
Lake  Merced,  and  an  admiring  glance  at  them  on 
the  part  of  Longaway  caused  a  bad  drive.  He 
noted,  however,  that  a  good  second  shot  under  the 
sand  hills  should  get  him  homeward,  but  must  be 
well  placed  to  avoid  further  trouble.  This  shot 
failed  of  the  expected  result,  notwithstanding,  for 
he  missed  getting  the  par  4,  while  all  of  the  others 
did   much   better,   accomplishing   it   easily. 

Longaway's  vanity  almost  at  the  outset  was 
accumulating  no  little  degree  of  pique.  Stand- 
bye  had  been  bragging  to  the  others  of  the  four- 
some about  his  friend's  game  in  the  East,  but  his 
showing  so  far  prognosticated  a  final  score  card 
somewhere  around  the  90s.  Chappy,  however, 
who  knew  the  course  backwards,  came  to  the 
rescue. 

"Let  me  give  you  a  few  pointers  as  we  play 
along.  On  this  third  tee  the  prevailing  wind  is 
blowing  across  the  hole  and  most  of  us  will  need 
a  driver  to  get  anywhere  near  it  220  yards  from 
the  tee.  The  scratch  player  should  be  able  to  get 
home  with  his  "spoon",  but  when  the  score  cards

are    all    in    there    are    likely    to    be    more    5s    than 
3s  on  this  hole." 

It  so  chanced  that  Longaway  and  Chappy  were 
playing  almost  together  and  the  latter  could  con- 
tinue his  voluble  instructions.  They  turned  again 
in  a  westerly  direction  to  attack  another  very  stiff 
4  par  hole,  406  yards,  which  was  slightly  dog- 
legged.  Longaway  got  into  somewhat  of  a  mess 
with  his  shot  and  used  some  bad  language,  but 
Chappy  made  a  perfect  drive,  which  left  him  a 
nice  iron  shot  for  the  green.  As  they  turned  east 
for  the  5th,  where  there  was  a  drive  and  a  pitch, 


Longaway  was  warned  that  to  avoid  disaster  both 
must  be  accurate  and  he  did  fairly  well.  The 
same  constructive  information  came  with  the  6th, 
in  a  westerly  direction,  and  although  the 
newcomer  was  warned  of  the  importance  of  play- 
ing the  tee  shot  well  to  gather  in  a  par  4,  he 
profited  poorly.  And  so  it  went  on,  Chappy  im- 
parting his  expert  knowledge  now  and  then  when 
he   was   not   too   far   in   advance   of   his    pupil. 

The  7th  was  dog-legged  to  the  3rd  green,  the 
drive  eastward  and  the  second  shot  goes  to  the 
south,  a  stiff  par  4  for  435  yards.     At  the  8th  they

ame  up  to  the  old  familiar  third  fairway,  starting 
rom  the  picturesque  tee  with  trees  on  both  sides 
if  it.  The  green  near  the  old  trapshooting  lodge

Longaway  was  improving  in  his  game  now, 
ged  by  the  friendly  haggling  of  Chappy,  and 
und  the  13th  a  corking  two-shot  hole  which  he 
ade  in  5  and  felt  perfectly  satisfied.  The  14th  he 
iund  a  very  testing  alleged  one-shot  hole  of  238 
irds,  but  it  proved  to  be  the  stiffest  par  of  the 
|iurse,  being  severely  trapped  on  the  left,  so  he 
ade  it  in  4  and  Chappy  was  now  far  out  of  reach. 

The  15th,  the  now  solitary  and  lagging  Long- 
vay  found  doglegged  up  the  swale,  but  by  a 
irtunately  well  placed  drive  and  a  firm  iron  he 
icceeded  in  getting  home.  He  did  very  well 
deed  with  the  16th  down  the  old  8th  fairway, 
Jd  the  17th  an  excellent  one-shotter,  which  he 
:iide  and  this  brought  him  to  the  18th  tee  where 
je  rest  of  the  foursome  were  waiting  for  him 
I.th  that  polite  consideration  that  is  so  often 
;  sent  from  the  game  of  more  completely  absorbed 
lifers.  Then  all  made  ready  for  the  long  journey 
llmeward  of  540  yards,  with  its  tee  near  the  old 
1st  green,  and  the  line  right  through  the  old 
iddy  corral  to  the  home  green,  beautifully  situ- 
l;d  among  the  trees.

THE  WONDROUS  PACIFIC  LINKS 

CHAPTER  IV 

On  the  Pacific  Links,  Longaway  and  Standbye 
played  together,  but  the  game  was  so  desultory 
and  long  extended  through  continuous  study  of  its 
marvelous  scenic  beauties,  that  a  detailed  descrip- 
tion of  the  game,  hole  by  hole,  would  be  difficult. 
In  this  particular  instance  the  prospect  seemed 
so  vastly  magnificent  to  both  players,  that  the 
compilers  of  this  article  find  it  wiser  to  deal  in 
sweeping  generalities  rather  than  in  expert 
particulars. 

The  concensus  of  the  Standbye-Longaway 
opinion,  having  finished  their  game  rather  dis- 
gracefully far  above  par,  was  to  the  effect  that  the 
architects  of  the  Pacific  Links  must  have  had 
on  their  hands  a  tremendous  problem  and  one  that 
for  a  time  threatened  to  baffle  not  only  themselves 
but  every  golf  architect  or  expert  called  into  con- 
sultation. Any  golfer,  they  agreed,  even  he  with 
a  fairly  extended  experience,  could  have  stood  on 
the  knoll  of  the  old  13th  tee  and  visioned  the  glori- 
ous golfing  possibilities  that  lay  before  him,  be- 
tween his  standpoint  and  the  Pacific  ocean.  One 
confusing  problem,  however,  must  have  been  that, 
having  gotten  the  player  down  to  the  ledge  over- 
looking the  seashore,  how  were  they  to  get  him 
back  again  without  a  tremendous  amount  of 
climbing?     The    two    friends,   having    doffed    their 
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golfing  attire  and  sat  down  under  the  pergola 
bordering  the  great  patio,  decided  that  the  prob- 
lem had  been  solved  as  satisfactorily  as  was  rea- 
sonably possible,  although  Longaway,  who  was 
now  not  far  from  sixty,  had  already  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  it  was  "some  sporty  links". 

By  this  time  the  foursome  had  gathered  about 
the  table  and  the  conversation  was  confined  to  an 
interesting  resume  of  the  afternoon's  experiences, 
Chappy  contributing  most  of  the  information.  It 
was  agreed  by  all  of  them  that  no  better  links 
could  possibly  have  been  constructed  considering 
the  confusing  topographical  features  of  the  ground 
so  splendidly  transformed.  In  the  evolution  of  the 
Pacific  Links  another  problem  had  intervened  in 
the  bisecting  of  the  links  by  the  new  Sky  Line 
boulevard.  However,  the  construction  of  this  new 
and  mangnificent  highway,  which,  while  invading 
the  privacy  of  the  golfer  to  a  certain  extent, 
eventually  had  become  a  great  benefit,  because  it 
provided  a  second  and  most  agreeable  road  to 
The  Olympic  Country  Club,  and  also  furnished 
two  substantial  tunnels  under  the  highway,  which 
offered  convenient  ingress  and  egress  from  the  2d 
green  to  the  3d  tee  and  again  from  the  14th  green 
to  the  15th  tee. 

The  attractive  variety  of  the  play  over  the 
Pacific  Links  was  also  discussed  at  length,  begin- 


ning with  the  eight  holes  on  the  Clubhouse  side  of 
the  boulevard  and  the  ten  of  gorgeously  splendid 
scenic  beauty  of  the  ocean  side.  Here  was  real 
seaside  golf,  the  superior  of  which  could  not  be 
found  anywhere,  at  least  in  the  United  States,  a 
notable  example  of  the  "true  old  stuff,"  and  golfing 
ground  where  the  Briton  must  find  himself  thor- 
oughly at  home.  Standbye  said  he  could  imagine 
someone  familiar  with  the  famous  links  of  the  old 
country  declare  with  profound  veneration:  "Ah! 
that  looks  like  a  combination  of  North  Berwick 
and   Sandwich." 

The  truly  magnificent  scenic  aspect  of  the  links 
were  duly  expatiated  upon  with  much  admiring 
eloquence.  How  wonderful  were  the  11th,  12th 
and  13th  holes  almost  in  the  spray  of  the  breakers 
and  the  8th  and  9th  on  the  level  above!  How; 
gorgeously  pictorial  the  3rd,  4th,  7th  and  14tfc 
along  the  higher  ledge  bordering  the  boulevard 
Chappy  then  advised  a  close  study  of  the  yard 
age  and  par  of  the  Pacific  Links  as  described  or 
the  posted  chart  at  the  1st  tee  and  also  know- 
ingly expressed  the  opinion  that  any  of  the  golfers 
playing  the  old  Lakeside  Course  in  80,  would  fine 
it  a  task  of  many  months  practice  to  break  a  90 
or  even  more,  on  the  Pacific   Links. 

He  also  commented  at  length  upon  the  perfeci 
sodding  secured  after  long  experimenting,  showing

that  thousands  of  dollars  were  saved  by  the  dis- 
covery of  creeping  bent  and  the  adoption  of  the 
vegetative  process  of  propagation.  All  of  the 
greens,  he  said,  had  been  covered  with  this  val- 
uable plant,  the  fairways  to  fescue,  and  he  also 
declared  with  expert  emphasis  that  the  creeping 
bent  discovery  had  solved  many  of  the  most  diffi- 
cult problems  with  which  golf  architects  and  green 
committees  were  once  confronted. 

Praises  of  the  most  elaborate  nature  were  then 
launched  toward  the  golf  architect  for  his  tre- 
mendous industry  in  securing  such  splendid  results 
after  continuous  labors  of  the  past  two  years. 
Then  high  commendation  of  the  tireless  vigilance 
and  enthusiasm  of  the  Golf  Committee  in  over- 
coming the  many  baffling  problems  to  be  sur- 
mounted; problems  of  seed,  of  engineering  and 
piping;  of  money,  time  and  space  when  the  four- 
some shifted  again  into  the  conventional  mufti  of 
the  street  and  sat  down  to  dinner  in  the  soft 
atmosphere  of  the  vine-sheltered  pergola.

N-'ESTLING   high    up    in    the    Sierra    Nevada 
Mountains,  warmed  by   California  suns   in 
I     summer     and     blanketed     by     ermine-like 
—  snows  in  winter,  lies  a  tiny  hamlet  grown

Olympic  Club  to  Be  Prominent  Contender  for  National  A.  A.  U.  Swimming  Honors  in  1924

I  HE  OLYMPIC  CLUB  has  one  of  the 
finest  swimming  teams  in  the  United 
States." 

Coach  Frank  Rivas  uttered  these 
words  with  such  conviction  that  I  stopped  to 
gather  more  of  the  matter  which  he  wanted  to  get 
off  his  chest. 

"Last  year  we  (The  Olympic  Club)  took  second 
place  to  the  Illinois  Athletic  Club  in  the  National 
A.  A.  U.  championships,  with  sixteen  points  made 
by  Clarence  Pinkston  and  Al  White,  our  divers. 
These  two  men  made  more  points  than  the  Pitts- 
burg Athletic  Club,  the  New  York 
Athletic  Club,  the  Detroit  Athletic 
Club,  the  Chicago  Athletic  Club  and 
the   Los   Angeles   Athletic   Club. 

"In  1924  with  the  National  cham- 
pionships all  bunched  at  Chicago,  with 
eleven  men  instead  of  two,  I  expect 
The  Olympic  Club  team  to  make  a  real 
bid   for  high   honors." 

The  Olympic  Club  has  accepted 
the  offer  of  the  Illinois  Athletic  Club 
of  $2000  expenses  for  the  team  and 
the  Board  of  Directors,  by  accepting 
the  recommendation  of  the  Athletic 
Committee,  has  voted  an  additional 
$1500  to  defray  the  expenses  of  an 
eleven-man  team  to  Chicago  next 
March  and  April. 

What  chance  has  our  team  in 
foreign  waters — in  fact  in  the  very 
base  of  our  chief  opponents — the  Illi- 
nois   Athletic    Club? 

Looming  high  on  the  horizon  of 
the  swimming  world  is  the  impressive 
figure  of  John  Weissmuller,  while 
grouped  about  him  in  formidable 
array  are  Ovar  Trolle,  the  new  Swede  flash;  Pete 
Weissmuller,  Bobby  Skelton,  the  breaststroke 
champion;  "Stubby"  Kruger,  Perry  MacGillivray, 
and  several  other  luminaries,  whose  names  are 
familiar  to  the  swimming  fans.  All  these  well- 
known  swimmers  wear  the  tri-color  of  the  Illinois 
Athletic  Club.  In  the  fresh  water  tank  on  Michi- 
gan drive — their  own  aquarium  (if  you  please) — 
what  chance  has  a  small  group  of  salt-water  fish 
from  the  far  Western  Slope  of  the  United  States? 

On  the  fact  of  it — not  much.     But  on  inquiry — 
not    a    little.      The    Olympic    Club    will    have    a 


water  polo  team  superior  to  the  one  which  won 
the  national  title  in  1920.  The  team  will  be  picked 
from  such  men  as  Captain  Harold  "Toot"  Gardner, 
George  Schroth,  George  Mitchell,  Jack  Howell,

Jn  iEftnonam 
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Irish  Olympic  Games 


By  FRANK  P.  NOON 


EVERY  athlete  of  Irish  birth  or  parentage 
in  the  United  States  will  be  eligible  to 
participate  in  the  Tailteann  games,  or  Irish 
Olympiad,  to  be  held  in  Croke  Park  in 
Dublin,  August  1st  to  18th,  is  the  word  brought 
here  by  M.  F.  O'Hanlon,  commissioner  of  the 
games,  who  recently  interviewed  local  athletic 
officials  regarding  the  possibility  of  organizing 
Pacific  Coast  teams  for  the  games. 

The  Tailteann  games  were  first  held  in  Ireland 
800  years  before  the  Christian  era,  and  were  held 
at  three-year  intervals  until  the  year  1169,  when 
the  British  forces  first  invaded  the  Emerald  Isle. 
The  games  were  started  by  King  Lugad  to  per- 
petuate the  memory  of  his  mother,  Queen  Taillte. 

When  the  first  games  were  held  they  were 
divided  into  three  parts.  The  first  day  the  entire 
country  went  into  mourning  for  Queen  Taillte  and 
other  Irish  rulers.  Religious  services  were  held 
and  prayers  were  chanted  for  the  dead.  On  the 
second  day  the  Ollamh,  or  high  priest,  read  out  all 
changes  in  the  laws  to  the  legislators.  His  words 
were  then  repeated  by  the  legislators  to  the  people. 


On  the  third  day  the  king  and  his  court  assembled 
in  the  early  dawn  and  watched  for  the  rising  run, 
which  he  saluted,  and  declared  a  period  of  fes- 
tivities, and  then  the  games  were  officially  opened. 

Commissioner  O'Hanlon,  during  his  brief  so- 
journ here,  interviewed  Johnny  McHugh,  state 
amateur  golf  champion  and  member  of  the  Olym- 
pic Club,  and  extended  to  him  an  invitation  to 
participate  in  the  Irish  golf  championship.  O'Han- 
lon also  invited  Howard  and  Robert  Kinsey,  in- 
ternational net  stars  and  Olympians,  to  visit  the, 
Emerald  Isles  in  quest  of  racquet  honors.  Should 
they  accept  the  invitation  their  expenses  will  be 
defrayed  by  the  American  committee  in  charge  of 
the  games.  Edward  L.  Doheny,  oil  magnate  and 
treasurer  of  the  American  committee,  recently 
announced  that  sufficient  funds  to  defray  the  ex- 
penses of  the  American  teams  had  been  subscribed, 
and  that  every  athlete  selected  would  make  the 
trip  abroad  and  return  with  all  expenses  paid.

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Growth  of  Popularity  of  Pistol  Shooting 


By  CHARLES  J.  FEE 


THE  enthusiastic  membership  of  the  Rifle 
and  Pistol  Club  of  The  Olympic  Club  held 
its  annual  dinner  in  the  Club  dining  room 
December  5,   1923. 

Mr.  Linder,  president  of  the  Rifle  Club,  related 
the  growth  of  interest  in  rifle  and  pistol  shooting 
in  1923.  Plans  for  an  even  bigger  year  in  1924 
were  outlined. 

During  the  past  year  another  world's  record 
was  annexed  by  an  Olympian.  E.  N.  Moor  Jr, 
succeeding  in  winning  the  International  Rifle 
match   at   Camp   Perry   in   September,    1923. 

Wm.  F.  Blasse  already  holds  the  world's  cham- 
pionship with  the  Schutzen  rifle,  having  won  the 
International  match  held  at  the  Panama-Pacific 
International  Exposition,  held  in  San  Francisco 
in  1915.  In  this  match  Mr.  Blasse  made  100  con- 
secutive bull's-eyes  at  200  yards  distance,  scoring 
223  points;  the  former  record,  made  in  1904,  was 
219  points. 

Perhaps  we  are  prone  to  overlook  the  import- 
ance of  the  work  necessary  to  win  the  world's 
championship  with  the  military  rifle.  The  matches 
themselves  are  sponsored  by  the  War  Department 
of  the  United  States 

All  private  citizens,  army,  navy  and  marine 
men  are  eligible  to  compete.  This  year  a  new 
method  of  elimination  was  carried  out.  Regional 
tryouts  were  held  in  each  of  the  Army  areas. 
In  the  9th  area,  the  tryouts  were  held  at  Fort 
Barry,  San  Francisco.  Three  men  were  selected 
to  make  the  trip  to  Camp  Perry.  Largest  repre- 
sentation from  anyone  section  came  from  the 
Niagara  region. 

There  were  thirty-one  men  sent  to  Camp  Perry 
as  a  result  of  the  regional  tryouts.  These  were 
the  best  shots  in  each  of  their  respective  districts. 
In  addition  to  this  number,  thirty-four  casual,  i.  e., 
men  who  paid  their  own  expenses  to  compete, 
were  present,  making  a  total  of  sixty-five  com- 
petitors in  all. 

The  elimination  started  September  5th  and 
lasted  to  September  17th.  Finals  took  place  on 
the   18th. 

The  course  distance  in  the  International  match 
is  300  meters.  Shots  are  fired  from  three  positions 
—standing,  kneeling,  and  prone.  Sixty  shots  were 
fired  daily— 30  offhand,  20  kneeling,  and  10  prone. 
The  daily  records  were  kept,  and  daily  charts  very 
carefully  made.  This  method  of  checking  was 
used  to  determine  whether  a  man  was  an  "in  and 
outer"  or  a  consistent  shot. 


After  four  days  the  sixty-five  contestants  were 
cut  to  thirty.  Four  days  later  another  cut  came, 
reducing  the  number  to  fifteen.  Another  cut  came, 
reducing  the  number  to  five  men  and  two  alter- 
nates to  shoot  on  the  International  team.  The 
American  team  shot  against  the  old  record  and 
succeeded  in  setting  up  a  new  score. 

Moor  was  finally  chosen,  on  his  good  score 
and  consistent  shooting,  to  represent  the  United 
States  in  its  individual  shooting  against  foreign 
countries.  After  a  hard  grind  that  required  the 
utmost  concentration  and  nervous  strain,  Moor 
succeeded  in  winning  out. 

Much  credit  is  due  Moor.  By  sheer  perse- 
verance he  elevated  himself  from  a  mediocre 
shot  (Moor  could  not  make  the  Olympic  Club 
Rifle  team  in  1922),  to  a  world's  champion.  To- 
gether with  his  good  friend  "Billy"  Blasse  and 
his  teammates.  Moor  has  not  only  succeeded  in 
putting  The  Olympic  Club  on  the  map  in  the  eyes 
of  the  shooting  fraternity,  but  has  won  for  all 
San  Francisco  recognition  throughout  the  United 
States. 

A  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  all  Club 
members,  who  wish  to  take  up  rifle  or  pistol  shoot- 
ing, to  drop  in  on  the  pistol  range  any  Thursday 
or  Friday  night  at  7 :30  o'clock.  The  writer  as- 
sures you  that  you  will  meet  as  fine  a  group  of 
men  as  is  possible  to  meet  anywhere,  and  men 
whom  you  will  find  are  glad  to  impart  the  rudi- 
ments  of   pistol   and   rifle   shooting   to   the   novice. 

While  their  fellow  teammates  are  working-out 
with  the  rifle,  the  members  of  the  pistol  team  are 
not  idle.  Two  or  three  times  a  week  the  men  are 
on  the  pistol  range,  located  on  the  mezzanine  floor, 
getting  themselves  into  form. 

The  National  pistol  shot  matches  for  1924  are 
to  be  held  in  the  near  future.  Last  year  The 
Olympic  Club  team  placed  third  in  the  National 
competition.  This  year  the  members  are  confident 
of  placing  second. 

The  Smith  &  Weston  team  has  had  little  or 
no  trouble  in  winning  in  the  past.  Nevertheless, 
our  boys  will  be  right  at  their  heels,  and  any  in- 
consistency on  the  part  of  our  Eastern  competitors 
may  cause  them  to  lose  the  championship.

SLOWLY  but  surely  Americans  are  opening 
their    eyes    and    realizing    that    the    United 
States,    if    she   would    retain    athletic    supre- 
macy of  the  world,  must  begin  bending  her 
energies    preparing    for    the    coming    contests    at 
Paris. 

Finland  looks  particularly  dangerous  this  year, 
especially  since  Ritola,  crack  distance  man  now  in 
America,  has  signified  his  intention  of  competing 
for  Finland.  Ritola  has  consistently  beaten  the 
best  runners  America  has  had  to  offer  without 
extending  himself  to  any  great  degree. 

The  burden  of  training  athletes  for  the  1924 
Olympiad  has,  for  the  time  being  at  least,  fallen 
on  the  athletic  clubs  and  colleges  throughout  the 
country. 

The  Olympic  Club,  with  four  or  five  world's 
champions,  three  national  champions  and  a  large 
number  of  strong  contenders  among  its  members, 
has  a  real  duty  ahead  of  it.  The  past  Olympic 
Games  have  always  found  the  Club  well  represented 
by  contestants  on  the  United  States  team,  and  we 
have  good  reason  to  suppose  that  this  Olympiad 
will  not  be  an   exception. 

The  following  athletes,  now  wearing  the 
Winged  "O"  colors,  bid  fair  for  a  place  on  the 
U.  S.  team  as  one  of  the  lucky  325  who  will 
journey  to  France  to  uphold  the  athletic  reputa- 
tion of  America:

mittee in  every  way  towards  selecting  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  American  team. 

The  Tailteann  games  will  follow  the  Olympic 
Games  to  be  held  in  Paris  and  the  British  Empire 
Games,  which  will  be  held  in  London  a  fortnight 
later.

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Olympic  Club's  Annual  Golf  Championship 

By  HAY  CHAPMAN 


IN  the  Olympic  Club's  sixth  annual  champion- 
ship, played  at  Lakeside  last  month,  the  title 
passed  from  George  Ritchie,  the  elder  brother, 
to  James  A.  (Babe),  the  lads  meeting  in  the 
final  over  36  holes  and  "Babe"  winning  4  and  3. 
There  were  many  other  interesting  features  in 
this  championship.  It  was  the  last  that  will  ever 
be  played  on  the  old  course,  from  which  Olympians 
will  part  next  May  when  their  glorious  heritage 
of  the  two  new  courses,  the  Lake  and  the 
Pacific  links,  will  be  ready  for  play.  After  Eddie 
Twiggs'  brilliant  play  in  the  medal  round,  which 
he  won  with  two  strokes  in  hand,  the  members 
were  all  anxious  to  see  him  capture  the  crown, 
which  he  has  not  worn,  although,  admittedly,  he 
is  the  most  polished  golfer  in  the  Club.  But  it 
was  not  to  be.  After  continuing  his  good  and 
steady  form  in  the  first  three  matches,  in  only  one 
of  which,  against  "Togo"  Osborne,  did  he  en- 
counter a  foeman  worthy  of  his  steel,  he  had  to 
face  the  title-holder,  George  Ritchie,  in  a  36-hole 
bout.  There  was  a  slight  contretemps  at  the  first 
tee,  which  perhaps  affected  Twiggs'  nerve  centers, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  round  he  was  5  down. 


Concerning  the  incident,  which  was  trivial 
enough  except  for  the  spirit  it  evidenced,  this 
much  may  be  said:  A  Club  championship  is  a 
serious  affair  and  should  interest  every  member 
of  the  Club  sufficiently  to  impel  him  to  make  some 
slight  self-sacrifice.  And  yet,  when  critical  matches 
were  about  to  start,  there  was  an  impatient  and 
resentful  crowd  of  four-ballers  waiting  at  the  first 
tee,  who  vigorously  objected  to  the  slight  delay 
necessary  to  give  the  contestants  of  the  champion 
game  a  decent  right  of  way.  The  same  lack  of 
thoughtfulness  was  even  more  conspicuous  in  the) 
qualifying  rounds.  No  starting  times  had  been 
provided  for  the  championship  entrants  and  some 
of  them  were  compelled  to  be  sandwiched  in  be- 
tween non-contestants  who  necessarily  obstructed 
their  progress  and  were  a  cause  of  irritation  and 
delay.  So  great  was  the  delay  occasioned  by  this 
mismanagement  that  five  or  six  couples  had  to 
finish  their  second  round  in  semi-darkness  and 
were   palpably   at   a   disadvantage. 

The  Olympic  Club  has  built  up  a  most  enviable 
reputation  for  conducting  sporting  events  in  the 
truest  spirit  of  sportsmanship.    The  golfer  who  is  so

WHO  is  "Felix  the  Coach"?     And  why? 
Who    do    the    newspaper    men    call 
"eight  for  ten"?     And  why? 
Who   is   this   famous   Football   Com- 
missioner "Babe"   Hollingbery?     And  why? 

So  that  the  uninitiated  will  not  suffer  we'll 
start  off  this  yarn  by  saying  that  Orrin  E. 
("Babe")  Hollingbery  is  Football  Commissioner 
of  The  Olympic  Club,  the  Moses  who  led  high 
school  football  out  of  the  wilderness  into  the 
promised  land;  and  if  hot  air  is  an  important 
factor  in  the  conducting  of  football  games,  "Babe" 
supplies   that   also. 

Hollingbery  came  into  his  title  as  "Felix  the 
Coach"  by  his  activities  on  the  sidelines  any  time 
The  Olympic  Club  eleven  or  Lick-Wilmerding 
played  a  game.

They  are 
saying  he  is  going  to  retire,  that  the  obligations 
of  commissioner,  coach,  etc.,  has  so  taxed  his 
nervous  system  that  his  physician  has  ordered  him 
to  stop.  This  report,  so  we  are  told,  is  somewhat 
exaggerated.  The  next  season  will  find  him  back 
at  his  old  tricks,  slipping  eight  ducats  for  ten 
and  imitating  "Felix  the   Coach"  on  the  sidelines. 

Seriously,  however,  this  young  Hollingbery  fel- 
low deserves  a  world  of  praise.  He  "made"  high 
school  football  in  the  bay  region.  Take  the  Hol- 
lister  game,  the  Berkeley  tussle,  that  immemorable 
Lodi  contest  and  that  "never-to-be-forgotten 
Bakersfield  defeat."  These  games  furnished  foot- 
ball fans  with  the  kind  of  games  they  had  been

Stanford,  California  or  among  the  Club  games. 
Hollingbery  supplied  it  with  his  Lick  team.  He 
taught  them  many  plays,  they  executed  them 
accordingly,  and  as  a  result,  the  fans  benefited  by 
the   thrills. 

Hollingbery,  along  with  Coach  "Bob"  Evans, 
is  to  blame  for  the  success  of  The  Olympic  Club 
football  team.  United  energy  on  their  part  ele- 
vated The  Olympic  team  to  its  present  high 
standard  in  football  circles. 

It  was  "Felix  the  Coach"  and  "Bob"  Evans 
who  put  over  the  Haskell  Indian  game  for  the 
Winged  "O",  which  through  an  error  on  the 
part  of  a  few  of  the  team,  caused  the  enviable 
victory  to  slip  to  our  Eastern  invaders.

Olympic  Club  football  has  prospered  like  no 
other  Club  on  the  Coast.  Let  us  keep  it  there, 
but  also  let  us  portion  out  the  work  so  that  no 
one  set  of  men  will  have  to  shoulder  all  the  work. 

The  New  Year's  resolution  of  the  faithful  foot- 
ball fans  of  The  Olympic  Club  should  "Keep 
Evans   and   Hollingbery   on  the  job   in   1924."

IN  spite  of  the  fact  that  John  J.  McGraw  and 
Tyrus  Raymond  Cobb— and  if  you  seek  some- 
one nearer  home — George  Alfred  Putnam, 
Secretary  of  the  San  Francisco  Baseball  Club, 
profess  to  see  great  evil  in  golf  for  ball  players, 
James  J.  Richardson,  an  authority  on  both  sub- 
jects, insists  that  the  Scotch  game  has  enjoyed  the 
greatest  growth  of  any  sport  in  the  United  States. 

Richardson,  who  has  been  a  baseball  scout,  to 
jthe  extent  of  having  discovered  Harry  Heilmann, 
Justin  Fitzgerald  and  others  almost  too  numerous 
to  name,  is  joined  by  scores  of  ball  players  who 
find  in  golf  an  ideal  conditioner,  as  well  as  a  form 
of  healthy  relaxation.  To  cite  one  particular  case, 
Sammy  Bohne,  Cincinnati  Reds'  second  baseman, 
will  report  at  the  1924  spring  camp  this  season  at 
the  same  weight  with  which  he  closed  the  1923 
season.  Sammy  attributes  this  fact  to  a  daily 
-ound  of  golf.  And  what  a  welcome  change  it  has 
oeen  from  the  old  routine  of  galloping  over  the 
roads  in  the  rubber  shirt  and  of  boiling  out  at 
some  hot  springs ! 

"The  boom  of  golf  is  unprecedented,"  says 
Richardson.  His  remarks  drown  out  the  state- 
ment made  only  a  short  time  ago  by  Putnam. 
'that  golf  would  in  time  work  an  injury  to  dia- 
nond  pastimers." 

There's  too  much  golf  playing,"  asserted  the 
iffable  Seal  owner.  "Ball  players  who  play  their 
jolf  think  and  talk  too  much  about  the  game  and 
lot  enough  about  baseball.  It's  stymies  and 
lazards  now  in  the  clubhouse  instead  of  home 
iteals  and  texas  leaguers." 

Putnam's  point  is  well  taken.  Leaving  the 
juestion  of  their  livelihood  out  of  it,  ball  players 
hemselves  are  as  easily  fascinated  by  golf  as  the 
iverage  businessman.  Next  to  hitting  a  home  run 
'Babe"  Ruth  gets  his  biggest  thrill  from  driving 
i  golf  ball  three  hundred  yards.  And  Arnold  Stat?, 
Chicago  Cub  outfielder,  is  so  busy  trying  to  win  a 
-ity  Championship  down  in  Los  Angeles  that  he 
lasn't  any  time  to  discuss  his  contract  or  his  base- 
>all  prospects  for  next  season. 

1     Richardson   was   reluctant   to    debate   the   issue 
Ivith  Putnam. 

"I  know  I  will  be  accused  of  confusing  business 
vith  sports,"  he  said.  "But  manufacturers  of  golfing 
upplies,  inclusive  of  clubs,  balls,  bags  and  sports 
ttire  have  enjoyed  an  unlooked  for  prosperity  in 
(he  last  two  years.  The  public  mind  has  swung 
°  golf  as  an  all-year  round  game  that  everybody 
an  play.  It  is  no  uncommon  sight  to  find  a 
|3ther,   mother,   son   and   daughter  playing   on  the 


same  links  at  the  same  time.  The  game  is  tech- 
nical, even  for  the  professional,  and  yet  with  only 
a  fair  degree  of  skill,  the  greenest  amateur  can 
extract  a  world  of  pleasure  from  knocking  the 
pellet  around.  I  wouldn't  preach  its  beneficial 
qualities,  because  the  game  is  making  new  mission- 
aries of  health  every  day.     Nature  has  a   way  of

responding  to  the  things  that  are  helpful  to  the 
human  body  and  it  finds  in  the  game  of  golf  every- 
thing that  it  craves  in  this  respect.  Green  rolling 
landscapes,  clear  skies,  a  flood  of  sunshine,  and  an 
easy  relaxed  form  of  exercise.  Tell  me  any  other 
athletic  diversion  in  the  country  that  can  hold  a 
candle  to  it.  The  best  recommendation  I  can  give 
to  George  Putnam  is  to  stop  mooning  over  the 
peril  which  he  seems  to  think  threatens  his  ball 
players  and  to  take  his  clubs  in  hand  and  get  out 
on  the  links.  He  will  not  only  be  sharing  the  en- 
thusiasm of  his  two  business  associates,  Dr.  C.  H. 
Strub  and  Charley  Graham,  but  will  be  prolonging 
his  days  of  usefulness  as  a  vital  factor  in  Coast 
League  baseball.

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Baseball  Training  To  Begin  Soon

BY  the  time  this  issue  of  The  Olympian  is 
out,  ball  players  will  be  making  their  prep- 
arations to  go  to  the  training  camps.  The 
San  Francisco  club  this  year  will  virtually 
stand  pat  with  the  team  that  won  the  pennant  so 
easily  last  year,  but  at  the  same  time  will  try- 
out  a  small  army  of  young  players  at  Boyes 
Springs. 

More  than  half  a  hundred  robust  young  men 
will  spend  a  month  at  the  Sonoma  Spa  at  the 
expense  of  the  owners  of  the  San  Francisco  club, 
and  if  the  club  can  pick  three  or  four  promising 
young  fellows  out  of  the  lot,  the  money  will  have 
been  well  spent. 

The  local  magnates  have  been  exceptionally 
lucky  with  young  players  and  they  are  always 
looking  for  more  talent.  They  developed  Willie 
Kamm  and  Jimmy  O'Connell  and  Hal  Rhyne  and 
Gene  Valla,  who  were  picked  up  right  around  here, 
and  Paul  Waner  of  Ada,  Oklahoma,  was  the 
sensation. 

But  Waner's  fame  had  preceded  him.  His  con- 
tract was  bought  and  he  got  a  nice  salary  for  a 
young  fellow  before  he  even  demonstrated  whether 
or  not  he  could  play  ball  out  here.  He  came  out 
as  a  pitcher,  but  hurt  his  arm  in  spring  training 
and  he  could  not  pitch.  There  seemed  to  be  no 
room  for  him  on  the  club  and  he  was  about  to  be 
sent  home,  when  he  was  shoved  into  a  game  in 
Seattle  one  day  in  an  emergency.  All  he  got  was 
four  out  of  four,  and  then  you  could  not  have  run 
him  off  the  club  with  a  shotgun. 

Waner  proved  to  be  a  real  hitter,  and  he  will 
get  plenty  of  chances  to  play  this  year. 

The  owners  of  the  local  club  have  been  fortu- 
nate in  digging  up  young  fellows  who  have  made 
good  ball  players,  but  they  have  never  yet  devel- 
oped a  good  young  pitcher.  They  are  taking  a 
bunch  of  strong-armed  young  flingers  to  camp,  and 
lightning  may  strike  them  this  time  and  one  or 
two  of  the  boys  may  show  the  real  stuff. 

The  training  plans  of  the  Seals  this  year  are 
more  ambitious  than  ever  before.  They  will  play 
eight  games  with  the  famous  Pittsburg  Pirates, 
who  have  never  been  seen  out  here,  and  then  they 
will  play  a  series  with  the  Kansas  City  team, 
which  not  only  won  the  championship  of  the 
American  Association,  but  topped  that  off  by  beat- 
ing Baltimore,  champions  of  the  International 
League,  in  the  so-called  "Little  World  Series." 

These  games  with  Pittsburg  and  Kansas  City 
will  give  a  real  line  on  the  Seals.

WOODROW    WILSON

ON  the  3rd  of  this  month  Woodrow 
Wilson,  for  two  terms  President  of 
the  United  States,  ended  a  long 
and  eventful  career,  which  won 
(im  enduring  fame,  international  love  and 
espect,  and  less  opprobrium  than  usually 
alls  to  a  political  life  beset  by  antago- 
listic  factions,  ever  eager  to  effect  '•he 
:ndoing  of  what  in  his  best  belief  he 
hould  have  done  for  his  country's  good. 
|  As  President  of  Princeton  University  he 
eveloped  an  energy,  an  administrative 
acuity  and  so  wise  an  understanding  of 
iternational  law  as  applied  to  education, 
hat  George  Harvey,  afterwards  his  enemy, 
iscovered  the  kind  of  timber  of  which 
ood  Presidents  are  made  and  announced 
:  to  the  world  in  his  publications. 

As  Governor  of  New  Jersey,  his  mind 
ipening  and  strengthening  through  studi- 
us  contact  with  practical  politics,  he  de- 
eloped  his  inherent  faculties  for  unassail- 
ble  administration,  and  out  of  this  there 
rew  the  brilliant  though  sometimes  obsti- 
ate  statesmanship  that  illuminated  his 
ime  as  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  his  nation. 

That  he  made  enemies  to  whom  he  was 
lerciless  is  undeniable.  But  in  a  govern- 
lental  structure  where  politics  frequently 
upercede  patriotism  and  venom  so  often 
ikes  the  place  of  just  criticism,  that  was 
navoidable,  and  yet  he  always  parried  the 
irusts  with  calm  dignity  and  answered 
lem  with  that  politic  pen  that  never  exag- 
erates  nor  abuses. 

A  bitter  and  determined  apostle  of  peace, 
:od,  fate,  destiny  or  uncontrollable  circum- 
tances  decreed  that  he  must  lead  his  coun- 
ty into  a  war  that  in  his  gentle  nature  he 
elieved  to  be  needless.  Nevertheless  he  de- 
lared  it,  no  doubt  with  the  same  sorrowing  soul  that  Lin- 
oln  faced  war  inevitable  with  the  seceding  Southern  States. 

His  conduct  of  this  nation's  participation  in  the  World 
Var  was  marked  by  keen  wisdom,  unflagging  energy  and 
ven  reckless  courage  at  times,  for  with  a  soul  foresworn 
o  the  cause  of  everlasting  peace,  he  must  have  brought 
:mself  to  believe  that  nothing  short  of  the  bloodiest  of 
/ars  could  eventually  bring  it  about,  and  he  elected  to 
hield  his  true  intent  under  the  now  apparently  hopeless 
logan,  "Make  the  World  Safe  for  Democracy." 

Even  before  the  war  closed  he  had  formulated  his 
Ian  to  secure  a  permanent  world's  peace,  and  while 
et  the  cheers  of  his  country's  millions  acclaiming  the 
ictory  of  its  arms  had  died  away,  he  had  given  to 
ie  world  the  document  that  had  been  his  life's  dearest 
mbition,   The    League   of   Nations.

Why  this  cherished  inspiration  of  a  peace-loving 
patriot  failed  is  a  matter  of  the  separate  opinions  of 
political  friends  or  foes.  But  it  failed,  leaving  him 
stricken  before  the  beckoning  finger  of  death,  and  full 
of  lamentation  because  his  enemies  at  home  had  won, 
consigning  his  country  to  official  isolation  from  the 
conference   of   the   world's   great   diplomatic   minds. 

Woodrow  Wilson  is  no  more.  Whatever  his  creed, 
or  political  beliefs;  whether  his  ambitions  were  sound 
or  feeble;  whether  his  statesmanship  were  luminous  or 
wanting  the  light  that  leads  to  an  untarnished  diplo- 
matic fame,  his  administration  will  cause  to  be  written 
in  his  country's  history,  a  page  that  shall  hail  him  as 
having  been  one  of  the  country's  wisest  and  most 
resourceful  Presidents,  which  spite,  nor  emnity,  nor 
indifference   shall   ever  wash   away.

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LINCOLN'S  BIRTHDAY 

THE  12th  of  February  is  the  day  on  which 
every  "hewer  of  wood  and  drawer  of 
water" ;  every  delver  into  the  hidden  mine  of 
hope;  every  doubter  of  the  axiom  that  un- 
flinched- courage  cannot  fail,  should  take  time 
enough  from  the  daily  routine  allotted  him  and 
absorb  some  of  the  lessons  that  so  luminously 
abound  in  the  life  of  Abraham  Lincoln. 

Those  of  them  who  imagine  themselves  handi- 
capped by  humble  origin,  or  lack  of  a  scholastic 
education;  without  golden  inheritance  or  somebody 
with  pull  or  influence  to  push  them  along  to  suc- 
cess, need  have  no  misgiving.  Lincoln's  life  was 
utterly  barren  of  any  of  these  supposedly  neces- 
sary influences,  and  yet,  entirely  by  virtue  of  his 
slowly  moving  but  none  .the  .less  indomitable 
energy,  his  increasing  courage,  and  an  inborn  wis- 
dom, greater  perhaps  than  has  been  given  to  other 
men,  he  achieved  a  success  and  an  enduring  fame 
that  has  only  a  few,  if  indeed  any,  courterparts  in 
all  history. 


There  are  not  many  men  in  the  world  who  have 
been  endowed  with  the  wisdom  of  Lincoln,  but 
they  should  not  be  discouraged.  Wisdom  is  not 
necessarily  a  birthright,  nor  can  it  surely  come 
through  education  by  supposedly  wise  men  who 
are  paid  to  teach  it.  Experience,  courage,  integrity, 
energy  and  close  study  of  the  success  of  other 
men  who  have  succeeded  in  their  chosen  avoca- 
tions, will  bring  the  inspirations  that  are  the 
beginning  of  wisdom,  and  half  the  battle  is  already 
won — the  other  half  rests  entirely  upon  the  appli- 
cation of  that  wisdom  by  the  searcher  himself. 

Lincoln  was  always,  like  the  Davy  Crocket  of 
romance,  sure  he  was  right  before  going  ahead, 
and  he  never  paused  in  his  course  until  his  object 
was  obtained.  He  believed  unfalteringly  in  the 
abolition  of  slavery,  set  for  himself  the  apparently 
hopeless  task  of  bringing  it  about  and  it  came. 
Sooner  perhaps  than  his  wildest  dreams  ever  pic- 
tured, and  yet  destiny  brought  about  the  nomina- 
tion of  too  many  presidential  candidates,  and  he 
was  elected  by  a  political  fluke  that  clothed  him 
with  the  power  to  gratify  his  greatest  ambition. 
The  declaration  of  the  War  of  Secession  brought 
to  him  his  greatest  burden  of  duty  to  his  country, 
but  his  courage,  energy  and  unswerving  loyalty 
won  that  too,  and  made  him  one  of  the  most  out- 
standing figures  in  all  political  history. 

Application  of  the  great  lessons  which  are 
abundantly  taught  in  this  wonderful  story,  can 
lead  to  success  in  any  other  venture,  provided  that 
the  principal  does  not,  swayed  by  the  impulses  of 
his  own  vanity,  believe  himself  capable  of  thinking 
out  some  easier  and  better  way. 
*      *      * 

THE  COMING  OLYMPIAD 

At  the  recent  banquet  of  the  track  team  of  The 
Olympic  Club,  which  was  also  participated  in  by 
other  teams,  President  Humphrey  in  his  address 
called  attention  to  the  financial  plan  which  had 
been  laid  before  him  by  the  governing  officers  of 
the  American  Olympic  Committee.  He  stated  that 
this  plan  involved  a  drive  and  propaganda  for  the 
raising  of  the  sum  of  $350,000  in  the  United  States 
for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expense  of  sending 
the  American  athletes  to  France.  Of  this  sum  the 
Western  contingent,  of  which  he  is  president, 
would  be  expected  to  subscribe  the  sum  of  $60,000. 
He  thought,  however,  that  this  large  quota  should 
not  be  subscribed  by  the  athletic  bodies  themselves. 
The  movement  to  raise  this  .  amount  of  money 
should  extend  to  such  part  of  the  general  public, 
as  would  be  expected  to  demonstrate,  not  only  a 
public  spirited  loyalty  to  the  athletes  of  their  own 
city  and  state,  but  proper  transportation  and  care 
of  the  teams  of  the  entire  country.  He  believed 
that  this  public  interest  could  be  inspired  by  the 
athletes  themselves,  and  called  upon  all  present  to 
be  propagandists  in  the  cause. 
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It  should  be  remembered  that  San  Francisco's 
uota  for  the  last  Olympiad  was  greatly  over- 
jbscribed.  No  other  city  in  the  West  has  this 
lowing  to  its  credit,  and  it  is  very  likely  that  in 
le  present  instance,  history  will  repeat  itself, 
'his,  however,  has  but  little  to  do  with  the  ca-;e. 
an  Francisco,  through  the  efforts  of  The  Olympic 
lub,  has  become  a  veritable  athletic  city,  and  we 
lould  all  put  our  shoulders  to  the  wheel  and  raise 
lat  $60,000  forthwith.  Who  shall  say  that  we 
in  fail?

Cer- 
tainly it  stands  to  reason  that  a  man  ought  to  be 
a  better  batter  if  he  knows  what  it's  all  about 
than  when  he  is  just  up  there  swinging  wildly. 
Perhaps  when  the  ball  player  has  mastered  the 
mystery  of  a  proper  stance  at  the  plate  and  the 
follow-through  stroke  with  his  bat,  the  need  for 
livelier  balls  and  other  artificial  devices  for  speed- 
ing up  the  hitting  end  of  the  baseball  can  be 
dispensed  with. 

Baseball  was  in  a  batting  slump  for  twenty 
years  until  "Babe"  Ruth  decided  that  more  was 
to  be  gained  from  using  his  200  pounds  of  weight 
in  slugging  the  ball,  than  by  trying  sacrifice  hits 
and  squeeze  plays.  Countless  baseball  owners  as 
well  as  managers  had  exhausted  every  method  to 
help  batting,  but  it  remained  for  the  "Bambino 
of  Swat"  to  turn  the  trick.  And  certainly  when 
Richardson  claims  "Babe"  Ruth  is  a  golfer  he  is 
claiming  the  biggest  gun  in  baseball.

their  good  behavior,  or  I  should  have  said  that 
they  put  on  too  much  side  all  the  way  round.

As  the  ship  tied  to  the  dock,  the  three  Gs  were 
standing  together  on  the  upper  deck  viewing  the 
smiling,  cheering  throng,  when  their  silence  was 
broken  by  the  trembling  voice  of   Grimm: 

"There's  the  most  beautiful  girl  I  ever  saw. 
[  don't  believe  her  match  is  yet  born !" 

"Which  one,"  asked  Gillis  with  a  suspicious  look 
n  his  eyes. 

"The  girl  with  Miss  Bowman." 

"Nix!  I  saw  her  first,  and  if  you  want  to

It  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Directors  that  many 
members  are  not  familiar  with  the  rules  governing  the  introduction  of 
strangers  into  the  Club  and  those  concerning  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
Juvenile  members.  In  every  case  where  the  attention  of  members  has  been 
called  to  infractions  of  these  rules  they  have  been  excused  by  a  plea  of 
ignorance  of  said  rules,  and  in  order  that  misunderstandings  may  not  arise 
in  the  future  a  ■brief  resume  is  here  given  to  call  attention  to  the  rules 
governing  Regular  and  Juvenile  members  and  visitors : 

1.  A  member  may  introduce  any  gentleman  residing  fifty  miles  or  more  OUT- 
SIDE OF  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO  by  recording  the 
names  of  himself  and  guest  in  the  book  provided  for  that  purpose  and  obtaining  the 
signature  of  one  Director.  The  Secretary  of  the  Club  will  issue  a  card  entitling  the 
holder  to  all  privileges  of  the  Club  for  the  period  of  fifteen  days,  for  which  card  his 
account  will  be  charged  with  one  dollar.  An  extention  of  this  card  may  be  secured 
upon  application  for  a  further  period  of  fifteen  days,  but  for  this  extension  no  further 
charge  will  be  made.  No  member  will  be  allowed  more  than  three  visitors'  cards  in 
any  one  month,  and  for  all  debts  incurred  by  a  visitor  his  introducer  will  be  held 
strictly  responsible. 

2.  A  member  may  introduce  any  gentleman  residing  within  fifty  miles  of  the  city, 
for  a  single  day,  by  recording  his  name  with  his  own  in  the  visitors'  book.  The 
privileges  of  such  resident  visitor  MAY  EXTEND  TO  THE  SOCIAL  ROOMS 
ONLY,  AND  MAY  BE  EXTENDED  TO  THE  SAME  PERSON  ONLY  TWICE 
WITHIN   TWELVE  MONTHS. 

3.  Juniors  and  Juveniles  must  enter  and  leave  the  Club  by  the  East  door  only, 
excepting  those  who  have  been  granted  the  privilege  of  attending  the  Club  at  other 
than  regular  hours  for  Juniors  and  Juveniles,  and  even  these  are  denied  the  privilege 
of  any  department  excepting  those  expressly  granted. 

4.  It  has  been  thought  best  to  request  members  not  to  introduce  young  boys  into 
the  Club,  except  by  permission  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  the  Club  manager.

T  will  be  remembered  that  at  the  conclusion  of

But  hotel  accommodations,  or  whether  the 
Royal  Hawaiian  offered  any  at  all  were  matters 
of  supreme  indifference  to  Gillis  and  Grimm,  un 
limited,  and  Garber  was  fond  enough  of  Miss  Bow- 
man to  postpone  any  effort  that  had  for  its  purpose 
the  selection  of  an  abode,  so  they  hurried  to  the 
waiting  carriage. 

Colonel  Bowman  greeted  the  new  arrivals  cor 
dially  but  gravely,  and  then  asked  them  to  "gel 
busy  and  climb  in  or  we'll  miss  seeing  that  Mis 
sionary  crew  get  licked." 

Gillis,  who  despised  all  Missionarydom  withou 
knowing  exactly  why,  except  that  it  was  made  o; 
missionaries,  expressed  himself  as  being  "strong 
for  that  himself,"  and  very  soon  all  of  the  seats  ir 
the  carriage  were  filled,  Garber  and  Miss  Bowmar 
sitting  with  the  Colonel  and  Miss  Sanger  betweer 
Gillis  and  Grimm  on  the  back  seat.  The  era  o 
motor  cars  was  far  in  the  future  then  and  th< 
journey  to  Pearl  Harbor  an  irritating  consumer  o 
time  to  those  on  the  front  seat.  Every  minute  o 
it,  though,  seemed  a  second  to  the  trio  in  the  rear 
where    the    receptive    Nora    sat    without    playing 
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favorites,  for  her  two  hands  were  squeezed  in  the 
palpitant  palms  of  Gillis  and  Grimm,  while  she 
received  the  ebullient  protests  of  each  in  turn,  with 
that  charming  compliance  so  strongly  character- 
istic of  the  maidens  of  Hawaii  in  the  Monarchy 
days. 

But  those  merry,  hospitable  days,  those  days  of 
continuous  revelry  and  intimacy  between  man  and 
maid  that  had  no  immoral  sting  to  them  greater  than 
the  intimacies  of  other  lands,  were  no  more.  The 
'Missionary  crowd,"  so  called  by  the  natives  and 
their  adherents,  believed  them  so  however;  consid- 
ered the  Monarchy  an  altogether  opprobrious  form 
of  government,  and  had  but  a  short  time  before 
broadened  its  religious  fervor  into  rebellion,  de- 
throned Queen  Liliokalani  and  installed  Sanford 
B.   Dole  as   Provisional   President. 

Colonel  Bowman's  eloquent  diatribes  against 
what  he  considered  an  impertinent  interference 
with  the  dynasty  invested  rights  of  a  free  and 
rompletely  satisfied  people,  consumed  all  of  the 
pme  on  the  way  to  Pearl  Harbor,  and  the  amor- 
ous overtures  of  Gillis  and  Grimm  on  the  back 
seat  were  temporarily  suspended.  The  receptive 
Miss  Sanger,  however,  still  left  her  hands  resting 
n  the  palms  of  her  two  admirers,  as  they  listened 
.vith  something  akin  to  awe  to  the  monarchial 
oratory  of  the  Colonel.  He  had  reared  his  family 
n  Hawaii,  had  been  a  loyal  member  of  Queen 
Liliokalani's  cabinet  and  hated  the  Provisional 
jovernment  and  Sanford  B.  Dole,  its  alleged  in- 
spirer,  with  a  venom  that  was  wildly  fierce  and 
always  eloquently   expressed. 

He  dwelt  with  much  oratorical  spleen  upon  the 
exciting  events  that  stirred  the  Hawaiian  popu- 
ation  into  a  mad  frenzy,  both  before  and  after  the 
"evolution.  How  the  "Missionary  crowd"  had 
secured  all  available  arms,  organized  a  militia  and 
:aken  possession  of  Honolulu ;  how  the  United 
states  was  drawn  into  the  mess  by  the  landing  of 
■narines  from  the  U.  S.  S.  Boston,  at  the  request 
)f  Provisional  President  Dole,  presumably  for  the 
ourpose  of  protecting  American  interests  against 
i  possible  uprising  of  the  Hawaiian  people,  pos- 
sibly assisted  by  the  Chinese  and  Japanese. 

Gillis  and  Garber  listened  to  the  tragic  nar- 
ative  with  rapidly  rising  indignation,  and  at  its 
:lose  the  usually  peaceful  Garber  suggested  a 
:ontra  revolution  that  would  unseat  Dole  and  re- 
store Liliokalani  to  the  throne,  whereupon  the 
'ntrepid  Gillis  declared  his  willingness  to  be  either 
:he  commanding  general  or  even  a  second  lieu- 
enant  in  such  an  uprising. 

Touching  this  incipient  conspiracy  Grimm  was 
nanifestly  an  ardent  sympathizer  and  expressed 
limself  as  being  willing  to  sacrifice  his  blood  and 
:ven  his  life  in  the  service  of  the  uncrowned  Queen. 
This  was  all  on  the  surface,  however,  and  only  said 


to  enlist  the  further  interest  of  Miss  Sanger,  in 
whose  veins  ran  many  corpuscles  of  Hawaiian 
blood  But  inwardly,  priding  himself  on  being  100 
per  cent  American,  he  was  heartily  in  accord  with 
any  movement  that  would  contribute  to  the  politi- 
cal or  financial  aggrandisement  of  the  United 
States,  which,  of  course,  was  the  main  purpose  of 
the  Dole  revolution.  Sentiments  of  this  nature, 
however,  he  kept  "within  the  book  and  volume  of 
his  brain,"  for  he  was  in  an  expedition  organized 
for  social  revenue  only  and  had  neither  time  nor 
inclination  for  any  ventilation  of  political  opinions, 
preferences  or  sympathies. 

The  Missionary  crew  was  badly  defeated  in  the 
boat  race  at  Pearl  Harbor,  to  the  infinite  delight 
of  Colonel  Bowman,  although  his  still  loyal  ad- 
herence to  the  destroyed  Monarchy,  impelled  him 
to  eloquently  express  the  regret  that  the  Ha- 
waiians,  almost  invincible  in  the  contests  of  peace, 
seemed  utterly  incapable  of  interrupting  the  quiet 
of  their  tropical  languors  by  plunging  into  war 
and  restoring  their  lamenting  Queen  to  her  throne. 

At  this  juncture  an  incident  occurred  which 
turned  the  eloquent  wrath  of  the  Colonel  in  an 
entirely  different  direction.  The  time  had  come 
when  a  rapid  return  to  Honolulu  was  imperative 
and  neither  Gillis  nor  Miss  Sanger  were  anywhere 
in  evidence.  Earnest  inquiry  developed  tve  truth 
— a  most  depressing  one  to  the  love  lorn  Grimm — 
that  the  pair  had  returned  to  Honolulu  bv  water 
at  the  beginning  of  the  race  and  would  meet  the 
group  of  anxious  friends  at  the  hotel  if  the  wind 
held  out. 

During  the  drive  back  to  Honolulu  the  Colonel 
criticised  the  remarkable  defection  of  Gillis  with 
characteristic  emphasis.  He  had  arranged  an 
elaborate  moonlight  luau  at  Waikiki  for  that 
evening,  especially  in  his  honor,  and  what  was  to 
be  the  result  if  the  wind  should  not  hold  out  on 
the  voyage  from  Pearl  Harbor  and  unavoidably 
absent  the  principal  guest  from  his  own  luau? 
Worse  even  than  that  was  the  positive  certainty 
of  a  scandal  disseminated  by  the  "Missionary 
crowd"  against  the  indiscretions  of  the  "native 
set,"  should  the  uncertainty  of  the  winds  compel 
the  reckless  Gillis  and  the  equally  reckless  Nora 
Sanger  to  remain  out  at  sea  all  night  in  an  open 
boat  without  a  dependable  chaperone. 

That  evening  at  the  hotel  a  scandal  of  this 
nature  was  already  painfully  rife,  and  several  notes 
were  received  bv  the  Colonel  expressing  the  re- 
grets of  the  writers  for  their  inability  to  be  present 
at  the  Waikiki  luau.  Some  of  them  even  went  so 
far  as  to  add  the  damning  words,  "for  good  and 
sufficient  reasons."  The  punctilious  Garber  was 
quite  overcome  with  apprehension  over  the  pos- 
sible social  outcome  of  the  defection  or?  so  many 
American  guests  from  the  feast,  but  in  the  breast

THE  Otters  are  the  life  of  the  natatorium 
at  the  Illinois  Athletic  Club.  The  Otters 
are  a  bunch  of  older  swimming  enthusiasts 
who  are  sold  on  the  idea  that  swimming  is 
the  prime  exercise  for  health  and  conditioning,  and 
who  make  play  out  of  keeping  in   shape. 

The  Otters  are  a  club  within  a  club.  They  are 
fully  organized  for  fun  and  swimming,  and  they 
increase  the  activity  in  an  athletic  club  plunge 
two-fold. 

For  the  most  part  the  Otters  are  dub  swim- 
mers, fellows  who  can  swim  just  about  like  the 
average  past-thirty  business  man  can  swim.  When 
they  dive  many  of  them  "flop,"  and  when  they 
swim  there  are  often  seen  strokes  most  unortho- 
dox.    But  they  have  fun. 

Frank  Rivas  was  telling  me  the  other  day  that 
he  wanted  to  see  an  Otter  club  organized  in  The 
Olympic  Club.  He  said  that  there  was  an  oppor- 
tunity for  a  lot  of  good  fellowship  that  was  going 
to  waste.  The  tank  is  a  truly  democratic  institu- 
tion— a  general  in  swimming  trunks  cuts  no  more

handsome  figure  than  a  bucko — and  around  the 
pools  in  most  of  the  athletic  clubs  in  this  country 
have  sprung  up  informal  organizations  to  stimulate 
interest  in  aquatics  among  the  older  members  at 
the  same  time  offering  a  new  medium  of 
comaraderie. 

What  is  needed  is  a  leader.  With  an  enthusiast 
at  the  head  of  the  Otters  this  national  movement 
toward  the  popularization  of  the  athletic  club 
natatorium  may  reach  The   Olympic   Club.

•ntitled  to.  There  are  billions  of  dollars  left,  right 
ivhere  I  got  mine,  but  if  you  want  your  share 
'ou'll  have  to  step  up  and  get  it;  no  one  will  serve 


you  kept  your  premiums  paid  up,  but  as  soon  as 
you  got  your  discharge  you  dropped  your  insur- 
ance like  a  hot  potato.  From  the  way  policies  were 
cancelled  in  1919  one  was  led  to  believe  that  you 
fellows  had  decided  never  to  die,  and,  therefore, 
life  insurance  was  a  needless  expense.  But.  no 
one  has  satisfactorily  explained  why,  if  your  life 
was  worth  insuring  then,  it  is  not  worth  insuring 
now.  As  a  matter  of  fact  you  feel  the  same  way 
about  it,  but  you  are  buying  your  protection  else- 
where. That  brings  us  pretty  close  to  our  buried 
treasure. 

A  cold  analysis  of  Government  Insurance  re- 
veals that  it  is  sold  at  cost — no  commissions,  no 
renewals  and  no  taxes.  The  American  Legion 
made  a  careful  investigation  and  found  that  Gov- 
ernment Insurance  on  an  average  is  16  per  cent 
cheaper  than  the  same  kind  of  insurance  sold  by 
privately  owned  companies.  For  84  cents  a  veteran 
can  buy  from  Uncle  Sam  as  much  and  as  good 
insurance  as  the  non-vet  pays  a  dollar  for  on  the 
outside.  Now  let's  do  a  few  simple  sums  in  arith- 
metic. Sixteen  per  cent  of  $9,000,000  is  $1,440,000.

It  Has  Happened  To  You 


By  "BOBS" 


OUR  Olympian  business  manager,  Charles 
J.  Fee,  has  asked  me  to  write  an  article 
of  1000  words  on  "The  Mental  Attitude 
of  the  Golfer"  or  "Psychology  of  Golf." 
It's  a  large  order.  Either  subject  has  swallowed 
up  several  books  without  digging  very  deep.  Fee 
also  wishes  me  to  answer  the  following  questions: 

What  is  the  percentage  of  golfers  that  shoot 
under  100? 

Why  is  a  man's  first  game  usually  his  best  for 
sometime  thereafter? 

I  am  also  requested  to  answer  any  questions  of 
common  interest  in  golf. 

It  is  customary  for  writers  to  ramble  'round 
every  target  without  getting  within  ten  feet  of 
the  bull's-eye.    So  here  goes. 

Golf  Psychology.  What  is  it?  It's  an  unde- 
finable  something  that  affects  us  all.  The  normal 
citizen  or  citizeness  loses  his  or  her  accustomed 
business  or  social  poise  as  soon  as  he  or  she  leave 
the  first  tee,  especially  in  competition. 

The  usually  self-possessed  man  often  becomes 
a  fussy  nuisance  and  the  woman  an  excitable  chat- 
terbox. Both  have  been  accused  of  being  poor 
sports.  Neither  charge  is,  for  the  most  part,  true. 
They  are  in  a  new  world.  A  dead  ball  is  more 
deadly  than  an  animated  one.  A  tennis  player, 
baseball  player,  football  player,  or  basketball  play- 
er forgets  his  mistakes  in  the  excitement  of  the 
next  moment.  But  this  inanimate  object  at  your 
foot  is  there  to  be  driven  in  just  one  orthodox 
way,  or  disaster  follows.  It's  easy  to  say,  forget 
your  last  stroke.  We  are  humans  with  regular 
heart  beats.  We  are  down  one  moment  and  up 
the  next,  according  to  the  previous  stroke. 

After  missing  a  sitter,  how  is  it  possible  for  a 
golfer  to  sing  a  popular  song  as  he  wends  his  way 
to  the  next  tee?  Or,  how  can  he  be  unaffected  by 
his  opponent  accidentally  dropping  a  club  as  he 
takes  his  back  swing?  Slow  back.  Keep  your  eye 
on  the  ball.  Follow  through.  Remember  all  these 
things  as  you  take  your  stance.  It's  as  simple  as 
pie,  and  the  rule  of  three   for  the  the  non-golfer. 

Last  week  you  missed  an  easy  putt  on  the  third 
green  in  an  important  match.  And  you  happen 
to  remember  it,  as  you  lie  in  the  same  spot  today. 
Can't  you  see  a  range  of  mountains  and  an  endless 
chain  of  valleys  between  your  ball  and  the  hole. 
Of  course  they  are  there.  In  your  mind.  Such 
is  golf. 

Here's  another  case.  You  have  a  most  gen- 
erous opponent  in  a  tournament  match,  who  con- 
cedes you  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  putts.     The 


match  progresses  and  remains  very  even.  On,  sai 
the  fifteenth,  he  neglects  to  concede  a  two-foote 
and  turns  his  back  away  from  the  hole  and  you 
We  walks  away  without  comment.  It's  an  easie 
putt  than  many  he  has  previously  conceded.  Ye 
in  your  mind  you  have  an  idea  that  he  saw  some 
thing  difficult  about  it  that  cannot  be  solved  a 
first  glance.  You  study  the  line,  begin  to  worry 
gather  a  mental  hazard,  and  miss  the  putt.  I 
anyone  else  did  it  you  would  laugh  at  him. 

A  golfer,  who  would  face  an  armed  burglar  i! 
the  dark,  is  liable  to  miss  a  six-inch  putt,  i 
a  leaf  is  whisked  past  the  hole  by  a  breeze  as  h 
makes  the  stroke.  He  is  not  supposed  to  posses 
nerves.  The  most  nervy  of  baseball  players  ar 
sometimes  the  most  nervous  of  golfers.  It's  a  nei 
kind  of  nerves  discovered  by  "Mr.  Royal  an 
Ancient"  and  called  Golfitis. 

A  sore  toe  may  affect  the  whole  game  of 
golfer,  yet  a  man  recuperating  from  a  severe  illnes 
may  break  his  own  record.  Weakness  is  not  £ 
demoralizing  to  one's  game  as  an  acute  pain.  It 
another  case  of  the  necessity  of  concentratioi 
Again,  a  business  man  with  a  big  deal  "in  tr 
balance"  had  better  refrain  from  gambling  heavil 
upon  his  own  prowess.  Just  as  true  is  it,  th; 
many  of  the  best  golfers  carry  the  fewest  brain 

Here  is  an  actual  incident,  which  shows  ho' 
some  unexplained  branch  of  psychology  engulfs  tl 
golfer.  A  well-known  local  player  had  just  bougl 
a  new  driver  and  it  put  new  pep  into  his  te< 
shots.  He  gathered  all  the  mazuma  in  his  regul; 
four-ball  matches.  The  other  day  the  driver  w; 
missing  from  his  bag.  A  thorough  search  fails 
to  locate  it.  So  he  had  to  take  another  of  tl 
same  brand.  But  he  was  worried.  He  missed  th; 
pet  club  and  his  old  erratic  tee-shots  came  ba< 
to  him.  Then  they  told  him.  He  had  been  usir 
the  new  driver  all  the  time,  but  didn't  know  i 
That's  the  mental  state  of  the  average  golfer, 
cannot  be  compared  to  anything  else  in  sportdor 

Some  day  we  will  have  another  little  talk  alor 
the  same  lines.    Now  for  the  questions. 

Why   does   a   man  play   the   best  of  his  ear 
career  rounds  in  his  first  attempt?     Does  he? 
know  that  he  very  often  makes  a  wonderful  sh 
the  first  time  he  is  handed  a  club,  but  most  golfe 
improve  their  full  rounds  as  they  continue  to  pla 

It  is  very  difficult  to  estimate  what  percenaj 
of  golfers  shoot  under  the  century  mark.  Wi 
so  many  new  golfers  springing  up  it  is  possib 
that  right  now  more  than  half  the  golfers  in  tl 
country  are  unable  to  cut  the  hundred  mark.

can,   as   a   middleweight,    beat   some   of   the   light- 
heavyweights  and  just  as  many  heavyweights. 

It  is  a  matter  of  record  that  Greb  has  defended 
his  title  at  160  pounds;  he  actually  weighed  157% 
pounds  when  he  defeated  Johnny  Wilson.  A  few 
months  before  he  fought  Wilson,  from  whom  he 
won  the  middleweight  crown,  he  weighed  175 
pounds  against  Gene  Tunney.  And  he  defeated 
Tunney,  winning  the  light-heavyweight  champion- 
ship of  America.     In  a  return  match  he  lost. 

Greb  has  the  endurance  of  a  "Battling"  Nelson. 
It  was  not  unusual  for  him  to  fight  six  nights  out 
of  a  week  when  he  was  climbing  the  ladder.  That 
is  why  he  only  has  taken  the  count  once  in  over 
300  battles.  And  therein  lies  a  story,  the  storjl 
why  he  is  so  superstitious. 

Joe  Chip  delivered  the  wallop  that  put  Greb  on 
the  floor  for  tbe  first  and  only  time  of  his  career 
The  end  came  in  the  second  round  of  his  THIR 
TEENTH  fight.  And  Greb  says  the  round  only 
had  thirteen  seconds  to  go  when  Chip  spilled  him 

All  in  all,  Greb  is  a  cagey  boxer  with  a  box  full 
of  tricks  and  the  confidence  becoming  a  champion 
How  far  his  caginess,  tricks  and  confidence  would 
carry  him  if  Stanley  Ketchel,  Billy  Papke,  Huge 
Kelly,  Jack  (Twin)  Sullivan  and  Joe  Thomas 
would  carry  him  is  a  matter  of  conjecture.

The  pathfinding  work  has  been  done.  From  a 
much  wanted  need  to  the  dawn  of  a  reality  the 
club  has  progressed.  Today  the  membership  list 
of  over  3000  names  continues  to  grow. 

The  structure,  of  magnificent  architecture,  will 
proudly  rear  its  head  twelve  stories  abo .  e  the  side- 
walk and  will  proclaim  ta  the  world  that  Oakland 
will  be  proud  of  it. 

It  is  predicted  that  the  new  structure  will  be 
ready  for  a  rousing  house  warming  by  July  of  next 
year. 

Sherwood  Swan,  an  indefatigable  worker  in 
behalf  of  the  new  building,   smiled  broadly  when

nd  promoter  of  the  Athens  organization. 

IDEA  CONCEIVED  IN  1919 
The  year  1919  brought  forth  the  idea  of  Oak- 
ind's  need,  crying  need,  of  an  athletic  club, 
leaded  by  Lynne  Stanley,  now  secretary  of  the 
lub,  and  a  small  group  of  ardent  workers,  the 
riginators  began  to  spread  propaganda  which 
son  took  root  and   grew  rapidly. 

On  April  7,  1921,  the  club  was  organized  a 
Drporation  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
>rnia.  The  constitution  and  by-laws  were  adopted 
:t  this  time  and  more  than  2000  applicants  signed 
lembership  subscription  blanks.  Since  then  the 
lembership  has  grown  rapidly. 

At  the  first  meeting,  held  on  May  4,  1923,  the 
irectorate  appointed  from  among  their  number  a 
uilding  and  finance  committee.  This  committee 
)mmenced  functioning  in  an  aggressive  manner, 
heir  problems  and  obstacles  are  too  many  and 
aried  for  mention.  The  committee  had  prelimi- 
ary  plans  prepared,  which  were  carefully  studied 
y  the  club  arrangement  committee,  with  Herbert 
Mauser,  chairman,  and  J.  Cal  Ewing,  E.  E.  Tre- 
then,  J.  B.  Williams  and  F.  A.  Muller  the  other 
embers.  William  Knowles  was  then  appointed 
chitect  of  the  club,  and  in  August,  1923,  on  the 
•commedation    of    Swan    the    board    appointed    a 


committee  to  inspect  the  leading  athletic  clubs  in 
the  United  States.  The  committee  consisted  of 
Sherwood  Swan,  chairman;  Herbert  Hauser,  then 
chairman  of  the  arrangement  committee,  and  John 
P.  Dean.  Fourteen  of  the  leading  clubs  were 
visited. 

The  board  of  directors  appointed  a  special  com- 
mittee to  secure  the  services  of  the  best  club  man- 
ager available.  B.  L.  York,  chairman,  who  per- 
sonally went  East,  secured  such  a  manager  in  the 
person  of  George  D.  Morrison,  who  took  over  the 
active  management  of  the  club  on  March  17  of 
this  year. 

APPROVE  FINANCING 

As  a  result  of  the  investigation  of  the  fourteen 
Eastern  clubs,  and  the  experience  of  the  manager, 
final  plans  and  drawings  were  completed.  Swan 
bent  his  efforts  toward  financing  the  structure, 
which  was  consummated  in  January,  1924,  when, 
in  a  conference  with  officials  of  the  Pacific  Mutual 
Life  Insurance  Company,  he  secured,  in  writing, 
their  assurance  that  they  would  finance  the  build- 
ing in  the  amount  required.  After  the  details  of 
arrangement  for  financing  had  been  completed, 
Swan  presented  such  details,  together  with  his 
report  and  the  completed  plans  of  the  building  to 
the  directorate  at  their  regular  meeting  on  April 
8,  1924.  The  board  unanimously  accepted  and 
approved  the  plans  and  financing.

HAT  magic  wand,  so  carefully 
guarded  by  the  members  of  The 
Olympic  Club,  has  time  and  again 
touched  the  rock  in  the  world  of 
sport  to  bring  forth  a  victory,  but 
perhaps  in  no  other  instance  has  a 
victory  been  received  by  the  Winged  "O"  with 
-nore  pleasure  than  was  that  conquest  of  Johnny 
McHugh  at  Pebble  Beach  last  year,  when  the 
:ighteen-year-old  golfer  brought  the  first  State 
Championship   to   Lakeside. 

By  the  time  this  is  off  the  press  a  new  cham- 
pion will  be  crowned,  or  the  mantle  of  victory  will 
mce  more  go  to  this  grand  little  gentleman  golfer 
.vho  has  been  a  credit  to  the  game  both  on  and 
)ff  the  links.  And  whether  it  be  victory  or  defeat 
Dlympians  will  have  every  reason  to  be  proud  of 
:he  youngster  who  brought  added  fame  to  the 
organization  at  Pebble  Beach. 

A  visitor  from  the  East  watched  McHugh  play 
)ver  the  Lakeside  Course  one  day,  and  after  re- 
urning  to  the  club  house,  said:  "There  is  another 
Duimet.  I  would  not  even  stop  with  the  National 
Championship.  I  watched  for  a  weakness,  but 
ailed  to  discover  any  Achilles  heel  in  the  exhi- 
bition. I  would  certainly  like  to  follow  him  in  a 
National  Championship  event." 

Golfers  in  the  Bay  District,  and  especially  those 
vho  play  their  rounds  at  The  Olympic  Club, 
ealized  two  years  ago  that  here  was  a  golfer  who 
vould  soon  make  his  presence  felt  in  big  circles. 
VlcHugh  fortunately  possessed  a  golfing  disposition 
hat  only  few  are  blessed  with.  But  the  south 
vould  not  be  convinced.  They  admitted  that  the 
Olympian  had  a  number  of  good  strokes,  but 
loubted  his  ability  under  fire. 

That  was  two  years  ago.  Today  every  southern 
;olfer  who  has  watched  his  play  realizes  that  here 
s  a  young  man  that  has  every  shot  in  his  bag  and 
s  one  youngster  who  possesses  the  head  of  a 
'eteran.  Last  year  at  Pebble  Beach,  McHugh 
ilayed  brilliant  golf  to  win  the  championship.  The 
outhern  contingent  was  convinced,  and  whatever 
las  been  the  fortunes  during  the  play  of  1924  at 
3ebble  Beach,  McHugh  will  be  deserving  of  credit. 
Johnny  has  not  rested  on  his  laurels  of  last 
eason.  At  times  last  year  his  tee  shots  wandered 
nto  the  rough.  This  year  he  has  increased  his 
listance  from  the  tee  and  is  getting  much  better 
lirection  than  he  did  in  1923.  His  full  irons  to  the 
;reen  last  year  were  not  to  be  scoffed  at,  but  he 
las  braced  this  shot  in  the  past  twelve  months. 

McHugh's  putting  took  the  heart  out  of  Fred 
;Vright  last  year  in  the  final  match  of  the  cham- 


pionship, when  Johnny  won  9  and  8,  but  he  was 
often  a  bit  short  on  his  chip  shots.  He  has  im- 
proved in  this  department  of  the  game  and  has 
worked  in  traps  with  good  results.  His  work  on 
the  greens  is  sounder  than  ever  before,  and  with 
another  year  of  competition  will  be  ready  to  go 
East  to  make  a  fight  for  the  highest  honors  in 
amateur  golf. 

The  Ocean  Course  at  Lakeside,  which  loomed 
up  as  a  cemetery  to  many  of  the  faithful  in  the 
early  days  of  play,  has  been  a  testing  ground  for 
the  real  golfer.  Today  it  does  not  abash  the  strong, 
but  is  still  magnificent  in  its  distances  and  a  trap

to  those  who  err.  McHugh  has  registered  two 
cards  of  76  over  this  course  and  has  battled  the 
traps  at  San  Francisco  in  the  same  figures.  This, 
one  might  remark,   is  quite  some  golf. 

Johnny  violated  one  of  the  rules  of  golf  the 
first  crack  out  of  the  box.  His  first  experience 
came  at  the  age  of  ten,  when  he  attended  a  picnic 
on  the  edge  of  one  of  the  greens  at  Lincoln  Park. 

A  ball  came  over  the  hill  to  the  green  and 
Johnny  ran  over  and  picked  it  up.  He  learned 
something  about  golf  a  second  later. 

A  week  or  so  after  this  incident  Johnny  earned 
his  first  money  as  a  caddy,  when  he  was  paid  50 
cents  for  toting  around  twelve  holes.

By  the  time  this  yarn  reaches  the  anteroom  of 
the  Club,  Frank  may  be  besieged  with  challenges, 
but  a  word  from  one  who  knows  may  help

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Olympians  Win  National  Doubles' 
Tennis  Title

OLYMPIC  CLUB  tennis  players  during  the 
last  month  won  National  and  sectional 
honors  on  the  courts  in  the  East  and 
Pacific  Northwest.  The  Kinsey  brothers, 
Robert  G.  and  Howard  O.,  defeated  the  Australian 
Davis  Cup  No.  1  team,  Gerald  Patterson  and  Pat 
O'Hara  Wood,  for  the  National  doubles'  title 
August  23rd  at  the  Longwood  Cricket  Club  at 
Brookline,  Mass.,  in  one 
of  the  hardest  fought 
matches  of  this  year. 
Others  who  have 
brought  honors  to  the 
Club  during  the  month 
include  William  M. 
Johnston,  the  "Little 
Bill"  of  tennisdom,  and 
Raymond  J.  Casey. 

The  battle  of  rackets 
in  the  National  doubles 
will  be  talked  of  more 
than  any  other  match 
this  year,  for  until  after 
the  fifth  and  final  set 
was  all  but  over  it  was 
either  team's  victory. 
It  was  a  59-game  af- 
fair, each  stroke  of  the 
racket  bringing  a  thrill 
to    the    large    gallery. 

The  final  score  was  7-5,  5-7, 
7-9,  6-3,  6-4.  This  does  not 
indicate  the  real  story,  how- 
ever, from  descriptions  of  it  as 
received  from  the  East.  It 
meant  also  the  retention  by  the 
United  States  of  a  title  held  to 
be  one  of  the  highest  in  tennis. 
If  the  brothers  had  faltered  the 
title  that  only  once  has  left 
this  country,  that  was  in  1919 
when  Patterson  and  Norman 
E.  Brookes  took  it  to  Aus- 
tralia,  would   again   have   gone   to   the   Antipodes. 

It  was  the  well-balanced  game  of  the  brothers, 
the  team  work  that  comes  from  playing  together 
for  years  and  the  faculty  of  feeding  their  opponents 
balls  that  they  could  not  handle  effectively,  that 
won  the  match.  The  balls  the  Australians  could 
not  handle  were  lobs,  and  this  legitimate  stroke 
toat  few  players  can  put  over  effectively  was  what 
told  in  the  end.

That  the  match  was  literally  pulled  from  the 
fire  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  in  the  fourth  set, 
with  the  sets  two  to  one  in  favor  of  the  invaders 
and  the  Australians  leading  in  the  fourth  with 
three  games,  the  Kinseys  mixed  lob  with  a  drive 
and  ran  through  six  straight  games  when  the 
Australians  weakened  under  pressure  and  were 
forced  into  errors. 

The   Australian  team  and  the   Kin- 
seys have  met  six  times  this  year  and 
the    score    now    is    three    all.      In    the' 
Metropolitan    doubles,    played    in    New 
York   July   27th,   the    Kinseys   met  the 
Davis    Cup    representatives    from   Aus- 
tralia  and   were   defeated   9-7,   6-3,  6-4. 
Other  victories   that  the  brothers  won 
in    August    include    the    Southampton 
finals    from    Norman    E.    Brookes    and 
Richard   Schlesinger,   3-6,   7-5,  6-2,  6-2. 
Bookes  is  the  veteran  Australian  player 
and    Schlesinger    is    a    member   of   this 
\n      team  that  Australia  sent  over  in  an  at- 
'/.       tempt  to  win  the  Davis  Cup,  the  inter- 
national   trophy    of    the    tennis   world. 
"Little       Bill"     and      his       partner, 
Clarence  J.  ("Peck") 
Griffin,     won     twice 
from   the    Kinsey 
brothers  in  the  East 
in  August.     Bill  and 
"Pack"  defeated  the

ONLY  those  who  continually  frequent  The 
Country  Club's  splendid  estate  at  Lakeside 
can  form  more  than  a  very  small  estimate 
of  the  rapid  advancement  that  has  been 
made  in  the  construction  of  the  Country  Club 
house.

The  great  drawing  room,  the  ample  dining 
rooms,  and  the  splendid  patio ;  the  spacious 
women's  department  and  the  vastness  of  the  serv 
ice  quarters  for  men,  cannot  be  clearly  photo 
graphed  upon  the  mind  until  one  has  wanderec 
among  the  foundations  and  mentally  measured  th 
vast  possibilities  of  the  future,  when  the  completet 
structure  has  been  made  ready  for  the  furnishing;

Park  was  at  that  time  a  six-hole  course,  playing 
over  the  present  first,  second,  third,  fourteenth, 
seventeenth   and   eighteenth. 

The  State  champion's  first  possession  was  an 
aluminum  brassie,  in  which  he  held  a  third  interest 
with  his  cousins,  Tommy  and  Jack  Kerrigan.  A 
little  later  he  became  the  sole  owner  of  a  midiron, 
but  cruel  fate  robbed  him  of  the  precious  club 
when  he  left  it   in  a  golfer's  bag. 

Johnny's  first  golf  victory  came  at  the  age  of 
fourteen,  when  he  won  the  Bulletin  trophy  for 
juniors  in  1919.  Two  years  later  McHugh  lost  two 
matches  on  the  19th  hole  at  Lincoln  Park  in  titular 
events,  Milt  Curry  and  Charley  Foley  securing  the 
victories. 

That  year  at  the  age  of  sixteen  Johnny  went 
to  Del  Monte  for  his  first  State  Championship  and 
startled  the  golf  world  by  defeating  Jack  Neville. 
He  was  later  defeated  by  Fitzgerald  Marx. 

Honors  came  again  in  1922,  when  the  youngster 
won  the  medal  honors  in  the  Northern  California 
Championship,  losing  to  Dr.  C.  F.  Walter  in  the 
finals.  He  won  the  City  Championship  that  year, 
defeating  Gerald  Hardy  3  and  2  and  a  little  later 
captured  the  San  Francisco  Golf  and  Country  Club 
Invitational  Tournament,  defeating  Neville,  "Scot- 
ty"  Armstrong  and  George  Nickel.

DN  to  San  Diego  they  went,  for  the  second 
annual  Pacific  Coast  Championship  Re- 
gatta from  August  10th  to  17th,  little

will  increase  each  year.  Of  course,  the  visiting 
yachts  are  under  the  greatest  handicap  when  racing 
away  from  their  home  waters,  for  the  reason  that 
usually  a  racing  yacht  is  designed,  built  and  rigged 
to  meet  the  conditions  prevailing  in  its  home  port. 
The  skipper  and  crews  naturally  are  familiar  with 
weather  conditions  at  home  and  miss  this  valuable 
knowledge  of  local  conditions  when  racing  in 
foreign  waters.  So  it  naturally  follows  that  under 
the  present  arrangement  of  holding  a  Coast  Cham- 
pionship Regatta  each  year  in  rotation,  starting  at 
San  Francisco,  then  Southern  California,  then 
Puget  Sound,  the  yachts  whose  home  port  is  in  the 
territory  in  which  the  Regatta  is  being  held  will 
win  the  greatest  number  of  races.  But  when  a 
visiting  yacht  does  win,  they  have  gained  a  double 
victory  and  the  spirit  of  racing  is  given  a  new  life. 
A  majority  of  Pacific  Coast  yachtsmen  are  of 
the  opinion  that  it  is  best  for  the  racing  game  and 
for  the  general  good  of  yachting,  besides  of  greater 
interest  to  the  public,  to  have  a  Coast  Champion- 
ship Regatta  each  year  rotating  from  one  district 
to  the  other,  as  above,  giving  them  all  a  chance  to 
be  winners,  than  to  have  several  individual  races 
at  different  times  during  the  year.

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The  New  Club  House  at  The  Country  Club 

A  Long  Cherished  Dream  Is  Rapidly  Meeting 
Fulfilment  Out  at  Lakeside 

By  KENNETH  McLEOD 


IN  the  January  (1924)  number  of  The  Olympian 
there   appeared   an   article   by   Clay    M.   Greene 
which    graphically    described    the    environment, 
likewise  what  might  be  anticipated  in  the  com- 
pleted Country  Club  building,  which  at  that  time 
existed    only    on    paper,    as    an    entrancing    dream, 
jut  now  in  active  process  of  realization. 

It  is  not  within  the  literary  range  of  this  scribe's 
ability  to  improve  upon  the  description  rendered 
litherto  by  the  Olympian  Editor,  but  nevertheless 
is  step  by  step  this  magnificent  structure  rises 
from  its  foundation  established  on  its  Lakeside 
sheltering  hill  slope,  numerous  inquiries  on  the 
oart  of  interested  Club  members  in  realization  "to 
:his  and  to  that,"  "when  and  how  long,"  etc.,  it 
seems  not  inappropriate  to  briefly  describe  what 
nas  taken  place  in  the  meantime  and  what  may  be 
/isualized  in  their  several  sequences. 

On  December  17,  1922,  the  Board  of  Directors 
authorized  the  appointment  of  a  supervising  archi- 
tect  to    draft    specifications    for    competitive    plans 


for  a  new  Country  Club  House.  The  commission 
of  this  important  work  was  entrusted  to  Lewis  R. 
Hobart,  an  architect  of  renown.  Nine  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's leading  architects  submitted  plans  in  com- 
petition. On  April  4,  1923,  a  jury  of  award  was 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  to  judge  upon 
the  merits  of  the  plans  submitted.  Messrs.  George 
W.  Kellam  and  Clarence  R.  Ward,  two  non-com- 
peting architects,  together  with  President  William 
F.  Humphrey,  Paul  E.  Denevelle  and  Paul  B.  Fay, 
composed  the  committee.  The  Board  of  Directors 
approved  its  report  selecting  the  plan  submitted 
by  Messrs.  Bakewell  and  Brown  and  John  Bauer. 
Several  months  following  were  consumed  in  it* 
study  of  operating  details.  The  immediate  consid- 
eration of  bids  as  well  as  financing  the  under- 
taking, and  also  to  the  prompt  and  generous  re- 
sponse on  the  part  of  those  loyal  Olympians  who 
subscribed  to  the  gold  bond  issue  of  $450,000  is 
primarily  due  the  credit  for  the  rapidity  of  action 
noted  in  recent  developments. 

On   June     12,    1924,    the     Board     of     Directors,

authorized  the  signing  of  contracts  in  connection 
with  the  construction  of  the  new  Country  Club 
House  building  as  follows : 

General  Contractor,  K.  E.  Parker,  and  sub- 
contracts of  Atlas  Heating  and  Ventilating  Com- 
pany represented  by  Fred  H.  Green ;  plumbing 
contract,  Frank  J.  Klimm  Co. ;  electrical  contract, 
H.  S.  Tittle;  kitchen  equipment  contract,  Monta- 
gue Range  and  Furnace  Company,  aggregating  in 
excess  of  $305,000.  The  furnishings  and  inevitable 
extras  are  yet  to  be  provided  for. 

The  first  three  named  are  members  of  The 
Olympic  Club,  which  assures  even  more  than  usual 
interest  in  the  construction  of  a  building  repre- 
sentative   of    their    skill.      E.    D.    Claybaugh    has

completion,  more  than  12,000  cubic  yards  of  earth 
being  removed.  To  the  lay  mind  12,000  cubic 
yards  may  not  appear  to  create  any  great  impres- 
sion, but  a  comprehensive  idea'  may  be  formed  of 
its  bulk  when  it  is  realized  that  this  quantity  of 
earth  is  capable  of  filling  2400  of  those  big  five- 
yard  capacity  trucks,  ordinarily  attending  steam 
shovel  excavations. 

The  outside  dimensions  of  the  building  being 
150  feet  on  its  widest  and  220  feet  at  its  longest 
part,  together  with  the  site  being  located  on  the 
hill  slope  of  a  sandy  foundation  explains  the  reason 
for  the  size  of  the  hole. 

Located  to  the  south  and  east  is  the  sub-base- 
ment, to  the  east  also  the  valet  and  locker  attend-

been  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  to  repre- 
sent the  Club  as  construction  inspector.  The  new 
University  of  California  Stadium  stands  as  a 
monument  to  his  ability  in  this  line  of  endeavor. 

General  Contractor  K.  E.  Parker's  contract 
calls  for  completion  of  the  structure  in  250  work- 
ing days  from  July  15,  1924,  barring  inclement 
weather  and  possible  strikes.  Mr.  Parker  began 
active  operations  promptly  in  the  formation  of  his 
organization  in  the  assembling  of  his  construction 
plant,  embracing  office,  gravel  bunkers,  cement 
mixing  paraphernalia  and  power  plant. 

On  July  20th  work  began  on  the  excavation 
and  just   one   month's   time   was   consumed   in   its 


ants,  clothes  drying  and  shoe-cleaning  plant,  the 
base  of  the  swimming  pool,  and  to  the  north  the 
engineering  plant.

Some  Practical  Jokes 

Remembered  by  CLAY  M.  GREENE 

No  I— THE  PEDESTRIAN 


IT  was  away  back  in  the  days  when  the  pedes- 
trian craze  was  at  its  height  and  Daniel 
O'Leary  was  attempting  one  of  his  six-day  con- 
tinuous efforts  in  the  old  Mechanics'  Pavilion 
in  Union  Square.  He  had  a  short  time  pre/ious 
been  declared  by  his  management  to  have  actually 
succeeded  in  walking  500  miles  in  six  days,  but 
certain  skeptical  members  of  The  Olympic  Club 
doubted  the  accuracy  of  the  lap  tallies  and  Daniel 
was  challenged  to  repeat  the  experiment  with  Club 
members  as  scorers.  He  accepted,  and  after  a  short 
period  of  rest  and  training  the  long,  six-day-heel- 
and-toe  tramp  began,  Olympians  taking  turns  two 
at  a  time,  day  and  night,  under  the  supervision  of 
Secretary  Slason  Thompson. 

O'Leary  made  only  433  miles  instead  of  500,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  many  men  of  the  town  as 
well  as  Club  members  encouraged  him  by  walking 
with  him  in  relays,  and  all  of  them  were  justly 
indignant  when  at  the  close  of  the  walk  O'Leary 
doubted  the  accuracy  of  the  count. 

Late  one  night  a  group  of  amateur  pedestrian 
managers  were  discussing  the  wonderful  stamina 
of  the  pedestrian,  when  someone  remarked  that  not 
one  of  the  men  present  could  walk  continuously 
for  twelve  hours,  to  say  nothing  of  a  gruelling 
grind  for  six  days  with  a  few  brief  periods  for  sleep 
and  meals. 

This  writer  declared  that  he  could  remain  on 
his  feet  for  twelve  hours  without  time  out  for  rest 
or  meals,  and  becoming  considerably  nettled  at  the 
jeering  laughs  of  his  companions,  offered  to  wager 
a  case  of  champagne  that  he  could  complete  such 
a  walk.  Jack  Wattles  of  the  Pacific  Stock  Ex- 
change called  what  he  considered  a  bluff,  but  which 
was  in  fact  a  bona  fide  offer  to  risk  that  much 
money  (only  about  $22.50  in  those  days)  to  make 
an  effort  which  he  believed  easy  of  accomplish- 
ment.

Richmond  District.  The  conditions  were  that  I 
should  continue  to  pace  the  track  in  either  direction 
for  twelve  continuous  hours,  without  rest,  although 
I  might,  if  so  inclined,  make  occasional  visits  to 
the  bar,  provided  that  I  continue  to  pace  the  floor, 
or  at  least  go  through  the  motions  of  walking, 
even  while  taking  liquor  or  more  substantial 
refreshments. 

Accompanied  by  two  judges,  one  selected  by 
each  party  to  the  wager,  I  was  at  the  track  before 
■  1  a.  m.  to  start  on  my  long  jaunt.  The  prelimi- 
naries were  not  agreeable,  because  I  was  scheduled 


to  begin  the  walk  at  exactly  7  o'clock.  I  carriei 
my  coffee  and  rolls  with  me  on  the  track,  whil 
my  judges  enjoyed  a  complete  breakfast  in  th 
barroom.

IT  may  seem  strange  to  the  average  Olympian 
to  say  that  the  two  new  courses  at  Lakeside 
has    ruined    anybody's    game.      But    it    is    not 

exaggerated  one  bit,  at  least,  in  the  case  of 
Louie  Stewart,  chairman  of  the  Golf  Committee 
and  newly  elected  president  of  the  Northern  Cali- 
fornia Golf  Association.  The  "Ocean"  and  "Lake" 
courses  were  the  undoing  of  Louie's  game.  Not 
because  of  their  architectural  designs  nor  of  the 
many  hazards  our  old  friend  Sam  Whiting  installed, 
but  because  Louie  is  too  much  taken  up  with  the 
responsibilities  these  new  links  have  thrown  upon 
his  shoulders. 

A  short  time  ago  it  was  this  writer's  privilege 
to  be  included  in  a  foursome  with  Louie.  Starting 
off  he  showed  an  excellent  tee  shot,  a  good  brassie 
and  a  facility  for  approaching  that  was  the  envy 
of  the  other  members  of  the  foursome.  But  that 
was  on  the  first  tee.  Arriving  at  the  second  Louie 
noticed  something  wrong  with  the  sand  boxes,  the 


discs  were  out  of  line,  the  towels  hanging  from  the 
sand  boxes  annoyed  him,  the  sand  pits  were  not 
leveled  off,  the  caddies  were  inclined  to  loaf;  all 
those  little  minor  details  pryed  on  his  mind.  Not 
for  his  own  convenience  was  Louie  worrying !  But 
what  would  the  other  members  say  of  the  chair- 
man of  The  Olympic  Club  Golf  Committee? 

And  so  it  goes.  Day  in  and  day  out  Louie 
plays  golf,  not  for  the  fun,  as  he  used  to  do  before 
the  twin  links  opened,  but  rather  for  a  tour  of 
inspection.  Any  golfer  will  tell  you  it's  the  hardest 
task  in  the  world  to  play  when  one's  mind  is  occu- 
pied with  other  things  beside  YOUR  GAME.  But 
try  as  he  might  Louie  goes  on  worrying  and  dis- 
cussing improvements  that  can  be  made  on  the 
links.

Wills-  Firpo  Jottings

BOLYE'S  ACRES,  New  Jersey,  was  recently 
the  scene  of  a  heavyweight  fistic  encounter 
that  was  very  much  overrated  in  the  advance 
publicity  given  it.  The  story  in  detail  of  the 
twelve-roUnd  fisticuff  melee  between  Wills  and 
Firpo  has  been  read,  digested  and  forgotten  by 
those  interested  at  the  time.  But  a  few  high  lights 
or  breveties  touching  upon  other  phases  of  the 
Slugging  Follies  of  1924  might  be  of  interest.  So 
here  goes: 

The  writer,  being  a  seasoned  San  Francisco 
Bay  commuter,  ferried  across  the  Hudson  River 
to  Jersey  City  in  lieu  of  being  projected  through 
the  Hudson  Tube.  The  particular  ferry  in  ques- 
tion was  one  that  had  forgotten  its  better  days  and 
was  undoubtedly  conscripted  at  the  last  moment 
to  help  convey  the  90,000  bloodthirsty  fans  to  the 
arena  on  the  "Rue  de  Boyle."  The  trip  across  was 
very  interesting  and  awesome  to  one  a  stranger  in 
the  City  of  Delirium.  A  wonderful  evening  it  was 
and  the  Shoe  Shiner's  Quartet,  when  once  they 
had  eked  all  the  nickels  possible  out  of  the  shoe- 
soiled  passengers,  rendered,  or  rather  butchered, 
the  latest  jazz  hits  currently  sizzling  on  Broadway. 
At  this  juncture  a  rather  odd,  or  picturesque, 
ebony  figure  burst  into  the  musical  clique  and  did 
a  combination  song  and  jig  affair  that  sounded 
"static"  and  a  bit  foreign.  I  crowded  closer  to 
see  what  Luna  Park  had  released  and — Lo  and 
behold! — it  was  none  other  than  "Battling"  Siki,  a 
bit  loosened  up  with  spirits  frumetal  and  "rarin' 
to  go."  He  proved  to  be  quite  an  entertainer  and 
good  fellow  and  made  an  instantaneous  hit  with 
his  cosmopolitan  group  of  admirers.  Siki  possessed 
a  body  guard  in  the  person  of  a  bespectacled 
Frenchman,  five  feet  in  altitude,  who  was  as  busy 
keeping  his  lord  and  master  out  of  trouble  as  a 
one-armed  paperhanger  with  the  hives.  The  ma- 
hogany pillar  of  the  squared  ring  confided  to  the 
writer  that  he  figured  on  about  four  more  fights 
after  which  he  was  going  on  the  stage.  He  is  very 
anxious  at  this  time  to  match  blows  with  Gene 
Tunney. 

By  this  time  the  ferry  pulled  into  the  Jersey 
City  slip  and  a  mad  rush  ensued  to  gain  either 
taxi  or  street-car  transportation.  The  writer  lost 
Siki  in  the  excitement,  as  it  was  a  case  of  every 
man  for  himself. 

Finally  we  reached  "Boyle's  Thirty  Acres",  and 
from  the  name  you  would  rather  imagine  seeing  a 
wonderful  parked  Country  Club  affair.  However,  it 
was  anything  but  that.  Merely  a  big  gooden  cir- 
cular arena  centered  in  an  enlarged  goat  paddock. 


The  structure  itself  was  well  arranged  and  every- 
one of  the  90,000  present  could  plainly  see  the  ring, 
heavily  illuminated  with  powerful  calcium  glares. 

The  crowd  was  a  very  interesting  gathering 
and  one  was  impressed  with  the  great  number  of 
women  present,  especially  young  ones. 

Before  the  preliminaries  began  everyone  joined 
in  the  hunt  for  "H.  R.  H."  (the  Prince  of  Wales), 
or,  in  the  higher  circles,  Lord  Renfrew.  He  was 
supposed  to  come  incognito.  The  game  of  hunting 
for  the  Prince  reminded  one  of  the  old  game  of 
playing  or  hunting  words  on  theatrical  advertising 
curtains.  One  wag  behind  the  writer  remarked  he 
ought  to  be  easy  to  find,  as  the  Prince  would  be 
the  only  one  present  possessing  a  continual  yawn. 

Will  Rogers  in  "The  Follies"  says  you  can't 
expect  the  Prince  to  sleep  in  America,  as  that's 
all  he  or  anyone  else  does  in  England  and  no  one 
ever  comes  to  America  to  sleep. 

By  this  time  the  preliminaries  had  begun  and 
were  being  rattled  off  in  quick  succession,  some 
good  and  some  not  so  good. 

Then  shortly  before  the  two  prima  donnas 
entered  the  ring,  a  huge,  electrically  lighted  air- 
plane flew  dangerously  low  over  the  arena  adver- 
tising one  of  the  current  Broadway  productions. 
The  writer's  mind  immediately  recalled  the  similar 
dangerous  flights  over  our  Coast  football  stadium 
last  fall. 

Now  we  see  the  "Wild  Bull  of  the  Pampas" 
enter  the  ring  amid  a  loud  huzzah  from  his  sup- 
porters, a  very  spectacular  figure  in  a  blazing 
checkered  bathrobe.  He  danced  a  jig  for  the 
camera  hounds  and  with  much  more  rhythm  than 
my  friend  Siki  on  the  ferry.  Next  came  the 
"Panther  of  New  Orleans",  who  appeared  to  be  in 
superb  condition.  Wills  received  a  greater  recep- 
tion than  did  Luis  Angel  Firpo,  as  the  "Panther" 
is  very  popular  around  New  York. 

Oh,  pardon  me!  I  forgot  to  mention  that 
before  Wills  and  Firpo  entered  the  ring  Champion 
Jack  Dempsey  left  the  dainty  Estelle  Taylor's  side 
long  enough  to  show  himself  to  the  gang  and  a 
howl  went  up  with  as  much  enthusiasm  as  the 
Brotherhood  of  Trainmen  would  herald  La  Follette. 

Wills  and  Firpo  both  glanced  the  birdfe  for  the 
clicking  cameras  then  retired'  to  their  respective 
corners  for  refreshments  and  deep  breathing.  Then 
came  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount  from  the  referee, 
the  shaking  of  hands,  the  clang  of  the  gong  and 
the  first  clash.

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LET  US  PLAY  FAIR! 

ALREADY  this  season,  with  the  gridiron 
contests  scarcely  under  way,  there  have 
been  mutterings  and  complaints,  from 
adherents  of  the  defeated  teams  of  course, 
as  to  the  fairness  of  decisions  of  the  referees,  or 
else  lack  of  clean  and  fair  play  in  the  field.  Such 
attitudes  on  the  part  of  sympathizers,  however 
just  these  snap  judgments  may  appear  to  them- 
selves on  the  spur  of  exciting  moments,  are  deeply 
to  be  deplored  by  all  fair-minded  lovers  of  field 
sports,  especially  American  football,  which  is  the 
subject   of   this   editorial. 

If  there  has  been  any  unfairnes  of  decisions  or 
lack  of  clean  play  in  any  game  played  so  far,  cer- 
tainly neither  has  been  noticeable  to  the  great  bulk 
of  onlookers  that  have   closely  watched   its   many 


excited  moments.  If  there  had  been  there  is  no 
doubt  but  that  protests  would  have  been  voiced 
far  more  reaching  in  their  effect  than  could  pos- 
sibly have  been  the  case  when  unfair  rulings  or 
plays  are  criticised  by  small  groups  of  disgruntled 
rooters,  generally  those  who  have  made  wagers, 

As  no  referee  is  infallible  in  either  judgment  or 
vision,  and  may  at  times  err  in  his  decisions,  it 
should  be  remembered  that  he  is  nerved  to  the 
utmost  by  the  ever  changing  plays,  some  of  them 
out  of  easy  range,  and  that  he  tries  to  honestly 
decide  each  point  as  he  sees  it  without  any  bias 
whatever.  So  too  with  reference  to  the  players, 
with  each  of  them  working  up  to  the  very  hysteria 
of  nervous  excitement,  made  greater  in  a  scrim- 
mage when  a  momentary  injury  awakens  anger  or 
an  unavoidable  impulse  to  avenge  some  fancied 
assault  or  other. 

Its  all  in  the  game,  ye  onlookers  and  team- 
rooters.  What's  sauce  for  the  gridiron  is  sauce 
for  the  bleachers,  and  unless  there  be  some  play 
or  some  decision  that  requires  neither  quickness 
of  vision  nor  knowledge  of  the  rules  to  detect  it, 
the  game  should  be  viewed  under  the  belief  that 
each  one  of  these  twenty-two  stalwarts  is  deter- 
mined to  be  as  unflinchingly  fair  as  circumstances 
and  the  unnerving  incidents  of  the  game  can  pos- 
sibly permit  him  to  be. 

The  conversations  that  were  the  inspirers  of 
this  defense  of  several  overearnest  gridiron  athletes, 
were  overheard  a  few  days  ago  in  the  Club  lounge, 
and  more  than  one  of  the  apparent  malcontents 
was  most  emphatic  in  the  belief  that  there  had 
been  several  instances  of  "dirty"  football  of  late. 
One  of  them  with  a  prophetic  as  well  as  remi- 
niscent frame   of  mind   made  this  remark: 

"Well  you  just  wait  until  the  little-big  game 
between  Santa  Clara  and  St.  Mary's.  I  want  to 
say  that  when  them  two  bunches  of  Irish  are 
turned  loose  at  each  other  there'll  be  murder 
for  fair." 

Evidently  this  self-appointed  prophet  had  never 
attended  either  institution  of  learning,  had  no 
sympathy  with  their  religious  policies,  to  say 
nothing  of  an  unfortunate  dislike  for  a  race  that 
has  probably  done  more  to  upbuild,  advance  and 
protect  the  country  in  which  we  live  than  any 
other   citizens   of  foreign  blood. 

All  of  this  is  not  fair  play,  gentlemen.  Ath- 
letics needs  just  as  much  fair  play  in  the  grand- 
stand as  on  the  field ;  without  it  there  would  be 
not  the  slightest  interest  in  either,  and  there  must 
be  co-ordination  between  the  two  or  athletics, 
especially  those  branches  of  it  demanding  bitter- 
ness of  contest,  would  soon  become  a  dead  letter.

In  1860  The  Olympic  Club  was  founded.  Al- 
iost  from  the  start  Frederick  Russ  was  an  ardent 
upporter  of  its  purposes  and  ideals.  He  helped 
mmeasureably  to  tide  the  then  newly  formed 
istitution  over  the  many  obstacles  that  con- 
ronted  it  in  its  infancy.

BOOM!  Into  the  service  court  shot  a  sizzling 
drive  that  continued  on  its  merry  way  to 
the  screen.  Ray  Casey,  Olympic  Club 
southpaw,  was  serving.  Jean  Borotra,  win- 
ner of  the  Wimbledon  championship  winced  as  the 
;ball  burned  up  the  court.  "It  is  terrific.  Never 
ibefore  have  I  tried  to  return  such  poison,"  said 
the  bounding   Basque. 

For  in  the  encounters  with  the  great  French 
jplayer  the  Olympian  was  meeting  his  first  acid 
test  in  international  competition,  and  when  the 
jtall  port-sider  walked  off  the  court  at  the  Burlin- 
game  Country  Club  he  had  more  than  made  good 
by  defeating  Borotra  in  straight  sets.  In  the  first 
match  a  netted  ball  had  cost  him  a  victory  at 
Berkeley. 

Casey  is  one  of  the  few  racket  wielders  to  come 
to  the  court  from  the  sand  lots  and  diamond.  Be- 
fore he  had  ever  considered  taking  up  tennis  seri- 
Jously  The  Olympic  Club  southpaw  planned  a  career 
|on  the  diamond.  He  was  a  member  of  the  famous 
Polytechnic  High  School  baseball  team,  winner  of 
the  State  championship  for  a  year,  and  title  holders 
in  San  Francisco   in    1916   and    1917. 

During  his  days  on  the  diamond  Casey  was 
stationed  at  the  first  sack,  where  his  fielding  and 
j  heavy  hitting  greatly  aided  Poly  in  their  fight  for 
ivictory.  Casey  was  the  "siege  gun"  of  baseball  in 
(those  days,  and  his  heavy  artillery  in  sport  has 
'been  continued  on  the   tennis   court. 

Casey's  rise  to  the  front  rank  of  tennis  stars  in 
the  state  has  been  phenomenal.  Last  year  the  tall 
southpaw  was  only  a  mediocre  player.  He  had 
the  necessary  punch  at  times,  but  was  as  wild  as  a 
March  hare,  and  his  strategy  could  have  been 
improved. 

Early  this  year  Casey  decided  that  the  time  was 
opportune  for  a  keener  study  of  the  game.  He 
began  to  soften  his  strokes  and  play  more  for 
position  than  for  speed.  Slowly  but  surely  he 
began  to  realize  that  the  lines  on  the  court  meant 
something,  and  the  drives  that  in  other  years  had 
wound  up  against  the  fences  found  a  spot  on  the 
court  for  the  point. 

The  Olympian  began  to  attract  attention  early 
in  the  tennis  season  when  he  invaded  the  Pacific 
Northwest.  Casey  burned  up  the  courts  with  his 
speed,  but  it  was  not  the  sizzling  shots  alone  that 
brought  him  a  victory.  The  local  racketer  played 
heady  tennis  during  the  campaign  and  returned 
with  five  titles  clinging  to  his  belt,  and  was  then 
"crying  for  the  moon". 


At  Portland,  Tacoma,  Seattle,  Vancouver  and 
Victoria  the  stars  of  these  centers  fell  before  his 
racket.  His  victory  was  so  sweeping  that  critics 
in  the  Pacific  Northwest  wondered  why  he  was 
not  playing  in  the  big  Eastern  tourneys.  As  a 
matter  of  record,  Casey  won  the  Oregon,  Washing-

ton,     British     Columbia,      Mainland,     and      Pacific 
Northwest  titles. 

Casey  got  his  "moon"  shortly  after  his  return, 
when  he  continued  to  play  stellar  tennis  in  the 
California  State  championships.  He  was  pitted 
against  Roland  Roberts,  a  master  of  the  game,  in 
the  final  event  at  Berkeley  and  students  of  the 
game  who  watched  him  defeat  the  former  Pacific 
Coast  champion  marveled  at  his  improvement. 

Then  Borotra,  a  bounding  boy  from  the 
Pyrennes  with  a  radiant  personality,  came  here  to 
show  Californians  the  type  of  game  that  was 
needed  to  win  at  Wimbledon.  In  other  years 
Casey  has  occupied  a  seat  in  the  gallery  as  John- 
ston, Griffin,  and  the  Kinseys  met  the  invading 
hosts.  But  this  year  was  quite  an  entirely  dif- 
ferent situation.  He  had  earned  his  spurs  and  as 
a  result  was  sent  against  the  great  French  star.

Mell  is  heavier  than  last  year  and  still  has  the 
old  fighting  vim.  He  can  be  depended  upon  to 
hold  down  one  end  in  great  style,  while  Thatcher 
seems  to  have  the  edge  for  the  other. 

Captain  Horrell  will  shine  even  more  brilliantly 
this  year  than  last,  for  at  that  time  he  was  second 
to  none  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 

Carey  and  White  both  tip  the  beam  over  200 
pounds  and  are  experienced  and  dependable.  It  is 
going  to  be  a  good  pair  of  tackles  that  will  outplay 
these  boys. 

Early  last  year  Andy  Smith  beamed  all  over 
when  he  saw  Lewis,  of  New  Orleans,  working  out. 
But  a  condition  arose  which  prevented  Lewis  from 
playing.  This  year  the  condition  has  been  remedied 
and  Lewis  is  a  regular  guard.  The  old  reliable 
reserve,  Rau,  has  at  last  won  a  regular  berth  as 
the  other  guard.  He  is  experienced  and  follows 
the  ball  well. 

Carlson,  a  born  leader,  who  was  forced  to  sit 
on  the  bench  last  year  on  account  of  injuries,  is 
again  at  the  helm  and  bids  well  to  star  at  quarter. 

Before  the  end  of  the  season,  the  writer  ven- 
tures to  say  that  Dixon  will  be  one  of  the  out- 
standing halfbacks  in  the  Pacific  Coast  Conference. 
He  can  run,  kick  and  pass  and  with  a  little  more 
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coaching,  which  Andy  Smith  and  his  cohorts  are 
in  a  position  to  give,  he  should  develop  into  an 
excellent  safety  man.  The  other  half  position  has 
such  men  as  Schaffnit,  Imlay  and  Jabbs  to  pick 
from,  with  the  latter  the  favorite. 

In  Myron  Brown,  the  Bears  have  a  fullback 
second  possibly  only  to  Nevers  of  Stanford.  Brown 
is  the  kind  of  a  fullback  that  gains  six  yards  where 
the  average  one  would  gain  only  two  or  three. 
His  plunging  is  similar  to  that  of  Strucks  of  the 
Fleet  team  a  few  years  ago.  He  never  stops  until 
the  whistle  is  blown.  On  the  defense  he  is  in 
nearly  every  play  breaking  it  up  at  the  line  of 
scrimmage. 

From  the  foregoing  it  would  seem  that  the 
Bruin  may  not  be  looking  for  a  soft  spot  to  fall, 
but  the  rub  comes  when  we  try  to  find  reserves  to 
fill  the  places  of  Dixon,  Blewitt,  Brown  and  others 
of  last  year  who  were  ideal  to  put  in  at  critical 
times  or  in  case  of  injuries.  The  problem  of  in- 
juries, by  the  way,  will  be  Andy's  greatest  worry 
this  season. 

One  thing  certain,  the  Memorial  Stadium  at 
Berkeley  is  going  to  be  the  scene  of  some  rare 
games,  not  a  few  of  which  in  the  writer's  opinion 
will  end  in  a  0-0  tie.  In  any  event  we'll  hold  the 
funeral  dirge  until  the  visitors  of  Berkeley  see  fit 
to  serpentine  the  green  sod  in  the  Stadium.  Until 
then  let  us  not  plan  too  much  on  the  epitaph  to 
be  erected  over  the  fallen  champions  of  1920,  1921, 
1922  and  1923.

A  New  Program  for  Wrestling 


By  LOUIS  MUELLER 

DUE  to  the  energy  of  Instructor  David  W. 
Jones  Jr.,  with  the  support  of  Commis- 
sioner Tiv  Kreling  and  the  active  backing 
of  the  Athletic  Committee,  the  sport  of 
wrestling  should  stage  a  revival  of  interest  in  the 
Club.  Coach  Jones  has  mapped  out  a  constructive 
program  for  the  mat  activity  that  will  provide 
monthly  competition  for  members,  encourage  con- 
sistent training,  attract  new  material,  and  eventu- 
ally   build    up    a   high    grade,    well-balanced   team. 

In  the  past  the  sport  has  been  allowed  to  fall 
into  "innocuous  desuetude" ;  wrestling  tournament; 
were  few  and  far  between,  no  particular  recognition 
was  given  the  grapplers,  and  only  a  few  enthusi- 
asts persisted  in  their  training.  Now  there  will 
be  direct  incentives  to  the  workers  on  the  mat, 
not  only  materially  in  the  shape  of  special  prizes, 
but  also  in  the  opportunities  for  frequent  compe- 
tition, which  latter  is  the  making  of  any  sport  in 
the  public  interest. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  competitive  nights, 
which  are  to  be  held  monthly,  will  have  the  sup- 
port of  the  Club  membership  in  the  shape  of  large 
audiences. 

Instructor  Jones'  plan  involves  the  decision  of 
The  Olympic  Club  Championship  for  one  weight 
classes  in  each  monthly  tournament,  together  with 
bouts  between  Club  members  and  outsiders  in 
other  weight  classes.  Winners  will  receive  special 
prizes.  The  following  is  the  program  of  weight 
championships : 

125-pound  class — Sunday,  September  21,  1924 
(ladies'  night).  118-pound  class — October.  135- 
pound  class — November.  145-pound  class— Decem- 
ber. 160-pound  class — February.  175-pound  class 
— March.     Heavyweight  class — April. 

Also,  for  the  period  from  September  1  to  May 
30,  there  will  be  held  a  "Maximum  Point  Contest" 
with  three  prizes.  For  each  regular  meet  workout 
10  points  will  be  given;  first  place  in  a  tournament 
counts  50  points;  second  place,  25  points;  third 
place,   15  points,  and  fourth  place,   10  points. 

The  Juniors  and  Juveniles  have  not  been  for- 
gotten, as  they  are  recognized  as  furnishing  a 
source  of  team  men  in  the  future.  They  are  al- 
lowed to  wear  a  star  for  each  group  of  five  holds 
that  they  can  demonstrate  and  apply.  There  are 
five  such  groups  and  the  successful  "five  star 
wearer  will  receive  a  silver  bar. 

As  a  result  of  this  system  many  more  aspirants 
for  wrestling  honors  should  be  brought  out,  and 
eventually  a  higher  class  team  developed.  Success 
to  Coach  Jones!

is  the  floor  devoted  exclusively  for  men  and  de- 
scribed   anon. 

Much  of  the  concrete  work,  plumbing,  electri- 
cal, steam  heating  and  ventilating  work  has  al- 
ready been  completed  in  the  locations  already 
described. 

The  entrance  to  the  men's  department  is  effected 
on  both  west  and  east  sides  of  the  building,  the 
entrance  to  the  west  being  directly  opposite  the 
starter's  house,  while  the  locker  room  occupies  the 
south  end. 

Paralleling  its  north  line  are  the  showers,  steam, 
hot  rooms  and  drying  rooms,  individual  dressing 
rooms  and  the  entrance  to  the  pool.  Also  directly 
to  the  north  of  the  locker  room  and  in  natural 
sequence  is  a  lounging  space  adorned  by  a  fire 
place,  the  soft  drink,  cigar  and  cigarette  counter, 
men's  grill,  another  fire  place  and  men's  card 
room,  opening  upon  a  magnificent  terrace. 

Nine  thousand  square  feet  are  devoted  to  lock- 
ers exclusively  and  nearly  12,000  square  feet  addi- 
tional is  absorbed  by  the  other  sections  on  this 
floor,  or  21,000  square  feet  devoted  exclusively  to 
the  men's  department.  Notwithstanding  the  im- 
mensity of  the  floor  space  covered  by  the  many 
sub-divisions,  they  are  so  architecturally  arranged 
as  to  function  most  harmoniously  and  expe- 
ditiously. 

Uppermost  the  thought  has  been  borne  in  mind 
that  the  golfer  with  the  maximum  of  enthusiasm 
and  a  minimum  of  time  in  his  eagerness  to  arrive 
at  the  first  tee  will  sacrifice  appetite,  digestion  and 
everything  else  to  speed.  Such  has  been  antici- 
pated in  the  equipment  facilities  for  service  in 
order  to  expedite  the  operation  as  swiftly  and 
painlessly  as  possible.  The  grill  service  embraces 
a  broiler,  electric  ham-and-egg  fryingpan,  waffle 
irons,  cold  meats,  salads,  dairy  dishes,  sandwiches, 
coffee,  etc.,  provided  directly  from  the  counter  to 
the  tables.  But  by  no  means  is  the  man  who 
desires  to  dine  more  sumptiously  or  leisurely  in 
the  men's  department  overlooked.  More  ambitious 
service  is  supplied  from  the  main  kitchen  directly 
above,  delivered  by  two  automatic  conveyors  at 
the  top  with  the  chef  quarters  at  the  range  and 
the  bottom  with  the  serving  counter  of  the  grill. 

So  much  we  have  described  regarding  appoint- 
ments for  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Olympia,  devotees  to  golf, 
tennis  and  kindred  athletic  activities,  and  now 
very  properly  may  be  asked  the  question  as  to 
what  consideration  has  been  given  the  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Olympias  who  want  none  of  these.  Follow 
then  and  we  shall  see  the  comforting  arrangements 
provided  for  their  social  happiness  and  pleasure 
which  is  on  a  par  and  in  many  respects  superior 
to    any    similar    institution    on    the    continent.      In 
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making  this  assertion,  this  writer  knows  whereof 
he  speaks. 

In  1912  he  was  sent  by  the  Burlingame  Country 
Club  on  a  tour  of  inspection  covering  the  leading 
country  clubs  of  the  United  States  of  that  day. 
In  1923,  he  was  sent  by  The  Olympic  Club  on  a 
tour  wherein  all  of  the  leading  athletic  clubs  of 
the  country,  with  the  exception  of  three,  were 
inspected  from  cellar  to  garret.  More  than  twenty 
of  the  leading  country  clubs  of  the  Middle  West 
and  the  East,  from  New  York  to  Florida  and  from 
New  Orleans  to  Los  Angeles,  were  likewise  studied, 
and  valuable  data  assembled. 

Surmounting  the  men's  department  is  situated 
the  general  club  rooms,  dining  room,  kitchen,  the 
patio,  and  on  the  top  floor  we  have  the  bedrooms — 
subdivided  into  married  couples,  and  bachelor 
departments. 

Arriving  at  the  front  door  a  member  of  The 
Olympic  Club,  or  his  family,  is  met  by  the  door- 
man, who  attends  to  the  matter  of  luggage,  the 
answering  of  questions.  Conveniently  placed  is  a 
telephone  for  the  delivering  or  receiving  of  in- 
formation from  any  department  of  the  spacious 
club  house  and  grounds. 

The  entrance  hall  leads  to  the  lobby.  To  its 
right,  is  located  the  office  and  committee  room 
with  its  ante-room  for  the  reception  of  strangers. 
At  the  end  of  the  corridor  is  the  ladies'  recep- 
tion room,  supervised  by  a  maid  in  waiting.  From 
the  main  hall,  a  stairway  leads  to  the  sleeping 
rooms  above. 

The  ladies'  reception  room  will  be  furnished 
with  the  idea  of  all  opportunities  for  rest  and  com- 
fort, for  within  it  will  be  found  all  the  little  niceties 
necessary  to  my  lady's  boudoir. 

Returning  to  the  entrance  lobby.  On  the  left 
is  the  refreshment  room  and  ice-cream  parlor,  both 
convenient  to  and  adjoining  the  general  kitchen, 
within  whose  well-lighted  interior  is  to  be  installed 
the  last  word  in  kitchen  equipment  as  well  as  the 
very  best  sanitary  refrigeration.  Directly  in  front 
of  the  lobby,  as  we  enter,  the  eye  feasts  upon  the 
grandeur  of  the  spacious  assembly  hall  opening 
out  upon  the  patio  to  the  south  with  its  northern 
wall  adorned  by  a  grand  fireplace. 

On  its  eastern  side,  the  assembly  room  leads 
directly  into  the  lounge  room,  which  together  with 
the  cardroom  are  the  feature  rooms  of  the  Club 
House.  The  assembly  room  also  opens  into  the 
general  dining  room,  facing  north  and  east. 

Pages  might  well  be  written  in  description  of 
each  of  these  spacious  departments,  within  whose 
sheltering  walls  will  occur  the  coming-out  parties, 
weddings  and  occasional  dances,  as  well  as  other 
social  and  family  affairs  of  Olympia's  future. 

So  far  as  we  are  aware  no  other  athletic  club 
has  extended  such  a  privilege  to  the  general  mem-

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Kinsey  Brothers

THE  Kinsey  brothers,  Howard  and  Robert, 
are  closing  a  tennis  season  that  places  them 
among  the  foremost  doubles'  teams  of  the 
world.  They  won  the  hard-court  champion- 
ship when  they  won  the  Pacific  Coast  title  at  Los 
Angeles  in  June.  Next  came  the  clay-court  cham- 
pionship which  they  captured  at  St.  Louis  two 
weeks  later,  and  as  a  climax  they  won  the  turf 
court  title,  which  carries  with  it  the  national  cham-

pionship  of  the  United  States.  Three  different 
kinds  of  courts,  which  require  as  many  kinds  of 
games,  and  they  won  them  all. 

In  winning  the  national  championship  of  the 
country,  they  came  out  victorious  over  a  field  of 
players  representing  every  country  in  the  world. 
The  French  Davis  Cup  players,  who  played 
through  the  national  championship  event,  won  the 
European  zone  of  the  Davis  Cup  draw  so  easily, 
are  rated  as  the  European  representatives.  Then 
there  were  the  American  zone  Davis  Cup  players 
who  were  the  pick  of  their  countries — Australia, 
Japan,   China,  Canada  and   Mexico — who  were  en- 


tered in  the  national  event,  besides  racket  wielders 
from  every  section  of  the  United  States. 

The  Kinsey  brothers  deserve  much  credit  for 
their  victories.  It  was  a  question  of  sheer  determi- 
nation and  stick-to-itiveness  that  placed  them  in 
the  exalted  position  that  they  occupy  in  the  tennis 
world  today.  Year  after  year  they  have  gone 
East  with  but  one  object  in  view,  and  that  to  win 
the  national  doubles  championship.  Twice  they 
were  in  sight  of  the  coveted  goal,  but  were  forced 
to  bow  down  to  defeat  before  more  powerful 
teams,  but  they  never  admitted  defeat  in  their 
own  minds.  They  just  continued  to  strengthen 
their  defense  until  they  made  it  well  night  im- 
pregnable. 

They  built  up  a  stone-wall  defense  and  let  the 
aggressors  beat  themselves  out  against  it.  The 
team  work  and  the  never-say-die  spirit  of  the  Pa- 
cific Coast  and  Olympian  tennis  players  has  placed 
them  at  the  top  of  the  tennis  world  as  the  ranking 
doubles  team  of  the  country. 

Besides  the  above  mentioned  titles,  the  Kinseys 
captured  the  Southampton  bowl  for  the  third  time, 
defeating  the  Australian  team,  Norman  Brookes 
and  Richard  Schlesinger,  which  gives  them  perma- 
nent possession  of  the  trophy,  and  were  runners- 
up  in  the  Newport  doubles  to  Bill  Johnston  and 
"Peck"  Griffin,  where  they  were  forced  to  default, 
because  Robert  Kinsey  was  physically  unable  to 
play. 

In  the  singles,  Howard  defeated  Bill  Johnston 
in  the  finals  of  the  Seabright  tournament,  and 
Harvey  Snodgrass  of  Los  Angeles  in  the  South- 
ampton finals. 

William  T.  Tilden,  national  singles  champion, 
in  his  tentative  ranking  of  United  States  tennis 
players  for  the  season,  places  Howard's  name  next 
to  Johnston's  and  Vincent  Richard's.

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Pop  Warner,  "Daddy  of  Them  All",  Has 
His  Chance  at  Stanford

rHEY  call  him  the  "Daddy  of  Then  All"— 
and  right  they  are.  The  title  has  been 
earned  by  Glenn  Warner  through  thirty 
years  of  football  coaching,  during  which 
me  he  has  stood  out  as  one  of  the  greatest  char- 
ters in  the  history  of  the  sport. 

The  present  Stanford  coach  has  been  identified 
ith  six  institutions  since  graduating  from  Cornell 
i  1894,  namely:  Iowa  State  College,  University  of 
eorgia,  Cornell,  Carlisle,  Pittsburg  and  Stanford. 

His  work  at  each  of  these  places  has  won  for 
im  the  most  enviable  position  among  coaches  in 
lis  country,  and  there  has  long  been  a  saying. 
Follow   Warner   and    you'll   follow   the   winners." 

Raised  in  Springfield,  New  York,  Warner  had 
nbitions  to  become  a  professional  baseball  player. 
e  was  a  fair  pitcher,  but  his  chances  were  ruined 
hen  he  threw  his  arm  out  just  before  going  to 
ornell. 

In  his  younger  days  he  had  hardly  heard  of 
iotball,  but  his  great  size  attracted  the  attention 
:  the  Cornell  captain  and  he  was  told  to  report 
t  the  gridiron  team. 

On  his  first  day  out,  Cornell  had  a  game  sched- 
ed  and  Warner  was  put  into  one  of  the  guard 
Dsitions.  He  made  good  from  the  start  and 
:ayed  in  the  line   through  his   college  days. 

After  leaving  Cornell  he  started  the  practice 
:  law,  but  found  things  very  quiet,  and  when  he 
ad  an  opportunity  to  coach  at  Ames  he  decided 
i  go  into  the  business. 

He  then  looked  around  for  something  better, 
id  the  Georgia  opportunity  loomed  up.  For  two 
:ars  he  devoted  part  of  his  time  to  Iowa  State 
id  part  to  Georgia. 
This  was  one  of  the  most  unique  situations 
football  history,  as  the  two  colleges  are  half 
ay  across  the  country  from  each  other. 

He  then  returned  to  Cornell  in  capacity  of 
>ach  and  remained  there  until  1899,  when  he  went 
i  Carlisle.  It  was  at  the  Indian  school  that  War- 
;r  made  his  greatest  showing,  and  his  "redskin" 
ams  were  the  talk  of  the  Country. 

Their  record  stands  out  as  one  of  the  high 
lots  of  football,  and  on  their  barnstorming  tours 
ie  Indians  defeated  a  majority  of  the  greatest 
liversity    elevens    throughout    the    country. 

Warner  brought  them  to  the  Coast  in  the  early 


part  of  the  present  century  and  defeated  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  by  a  score  of  2  to  0. 

He  was  responsible  for  Jim  Thorpe,  the  world's 
greatest  athlete  and  all-time  Ail-American  fullback. 
Warner  discovered  Thrope's  possibilities  on  the 
gridiron  and  the  track  and  developed  them  to  a 
degree  that  approached  perfection. 

Thorpe's  feats  in  football  will  live  as  long  as 
there  is  such  a  sport,  and  he  is  the  only  man  who 
has  ever  won  the  decathlon  and  pentathlon  in  the 
Olympic  Games.  He  did  this  at  Stockholm  in  1912 
under  the  coaching  of  Warner,  although  his 
trophies  were  later  taken  from  him  because  he 
had  played   professional  baseball. 

Some  of  the  other  great  Indian  players  that 
Warner  has  developed  are  Metoxen,  Mount  Pleas- 
ant, Johnson,  Exendine,  Hudson  and  a  score  of 
others   known  throughout  the   country. 

Warner  later  returned  again  to  Cornell,  where 
he  stayed  through  the  seasons  of  1904,  1905  and 
1906,  when  he  went  back  to  the  Indian  school.  He 
remained  there  until  going  to  Pittsburgh  in  1914, 
where  he  also  turned  out  many  of  the  most  suc- 
cessful teams  in  the  East. 

This  is  his  first  year  as  active  coach  at  Stan- 
ford, and  the  Cardinals  are  depending  upon  him  to 
develop  a  championship  team. 

Warner  has  been  responsible  for  many  All- 
American  players,  and  has  developed  more  success- 
ful coaches  than  any  man  in  the  country. 

He  is  a  very  likable  old  fellow,  who  never 
becomes  the  least  bit  excited  over  anything. 
The  height  of  the  football  season  finds  him  just 
as  calm  as  though  he  was  on  a  vacation,  and  this 
has  been  largely  responsible  for  his  success. 

He  is  a  strategist  of  the  rarest  kind  and  takes 
advantage  of  every  situation.  "Pop",  as  he  has 
been  called  in  recent  years,  is  a  strong  believer  in 
the  theory  that  "offense  is  the  best  defense." 

Next  to  football,  golf  is  the  sport  that  is  closest 
to  Warner's  heart  and  when  he  is  not  on  the  grid- 
iron he  can  usually  be  found  on  a  near-by  course. 

He  makes  a  majority  of  his  own  clubs  and  his 
driver,  made  from  a  bed-post,  is  a  work  of  art. 
"Pop"  is  a  good  golfer,  though,  and  can  easily 
shoot  better  than  90. 

Yes,  Glenn  Warner  is  one  of  the  real  characters 
of  the  athletic  world,  and  local  sportdom  is  mighty 
glad  to  welcome  him  out  to  the  Pacific  Coast.

The  Olympic  Club  respected  in  the  swimming  end 
of  it.  Smith  was  a  cinch  for  the  relay.  The  dis- 
tance was  220  yards,  just  to  his  liking.  He  was 
ripping  off  time  which  was  stamping  him  second 
to  Johnny  Weissmuller.  Bill  Backrach  would 
clock  Smith  then  sit  back  with  that  wise  old  smile 
of  his  and  give  a  grin  at  that  Swede  relay  team 
which  was  heralded  to  be  "such  a  much".  Smith 
used  to  crack  the  220  in  2  minutes  23  seconds 
regularly.  He  was  knocking  out  a  mean  440  meters 
as  well.     All  went  along  smoothly  until  three  days 


before  the  final  tryouts  at  the  Les  Tourelles  pool. 
Lester  cracked.  He  went  completely  off  his  form. 
He  broke  at  the  waist,  he  grabbed  for  his  breath, 
he  pulled  out  to  the  sides.  In  a  word,  he  went 
stale.  Backrach  looked  serious.  Smith  entered  the 
tryouts  and  was  shut  out.  The  writer  clocked  him 
for  his  own  personal  satisfaction  and  got  2  minutes 
38  seconds.  And  all  this  after  swimming  in  such 
wonderful  form. 

Robertson  was  touched  out  for  the  third  man 
in  the  100  meters  by  Sam  Kahanamoku.  When 
one  considers  the  fact  that  Sam  placed  third  in  the 
finals  of  the  100  meters  and  that  the  gap  between 
him  and  Robertson  was  only  an  inch,  whereas  the 
distance  between  him  and  Borg  in  the  finals  was 
three  feet,  we  know  Jack  Robertson  is  the  fourth 
greatest  100  meter  man  in  the  world  today.

THE  forty-third  lawn  tennis  championship 
of  the  United  States,  in  which  three 
Olympians  entered,  is  now  history,  but  the 
San  Franciscans  covered  themselves  with 
glory  even  though  none  of  them  won  the  title. 
One,  William  M.  Johnston,  who  held  the  national 
title  in  1915  and  1919,  was,  as  usual,  the  runner-up, 
and  it  took  the  best  in  the  country  to  defeat  him. 
This  best  was  William  T.  Tilden  II. 

The  Olympians  besides  Johnston  who  entered 
the  national  event  were  the  Kinsey  brothers,  Rob- 
ert G.  and  Howard  O,  who  earlier  had  won  the 
national  doubles  event.  In  the  singles  Robert, 
who  drew  a  first  round  bye,  was  eliminated  in  the 
second  round  by  Watson  Washburn  in  four  sets. 
Howard  won  his  second  round  by  defeating  Dr. 
George  King  of  New  York  in  five  sets,  his  third 
by  eliminating  A.  F.  Von  Bernuth  in  three  chap- 
ters, his  fourth  from  Kirk  M.  Reed  (the  best  player 
of  Cleveland,  Ohio),  and  he  fell  in  the  fifth  round 
before  the  racket  of  the  national  champion,  who 
had  to  work  hard  to  put  out  the  Olympian  in  four 
sets,  6-3,  6-4,  3-6,  6-2. 

"Little  Bill"  was  in  the  other  half  of  the  draw,

and  the  writer  all  competed  in  the  water  polo 
championships.  This  country  secured  third  place. 
France  and  Belgium  topping  Uncle  Sam.  But  from 
what  the  spectators  and  polo  enthusiasts  said,  the 
players  from  The  Olympic  Club  were  the  backbone 
of  the  team.     What  more  could  be  asked. 

Little  Tommy  McKee,  one  of  the  best  high 
divers  in  the  country,  did  not  compete,  owing  to 
an  unfortunate  affair  he  had  with  one  of  the 
officials.  While  none  of  us  knew  the  inside  details 
on  what  happened  we  did  know  that  Tommy  was 
not  allowed  to  compete,  and  that  hurt. 

Well,  ten  men  on  the  1924  Olympiad  sounds 
mighty  fine  from  Frank  Rivas'  proteges.  All  are 
hoping  that  1928  will  see  double  that  amount  and 
should  they  take  heed  to  the  wise  words  of  Coach 
Rivas  it  will  be  that  number. 

Everyone  was  surprised  at  the  return  to  form 
of  Lester  Smith  during  the  swimming  meet,  which 
was  held  in  the  Club  pool  on  September  14th. 
Smith  clipped  a  440  in  5  minutes  15  3-5  seconds, 
which  set  a  new  pool  record  for  the  distance. 
Norman  Ross  was  the  first  to  crack  the  quarter  in 
the  tank,  then  came  Wallace  O'Connor  and  now 
Smith.  This  is  not  so  far  behind  the  world's 
record.  Weissmuller  won  the  400  meters  at  Paris 
in  5  minutes  3  seconds. 

Some  fine  races  were  put  on  for  the  fans  at  the 
meet  and  plenty  of  close  finishes  marked  the  even- 
ing's festivities.

and  he  put  out  of  the  tournament  many  players 
of  rank,  all  in  straight  sets  and  in  only  one  set  did 
he  lose  more  than  four  games.

Kinsey,  being  named  as  representatives  of  the 
United  States,  Johnston  played  doubles  with  Tilden 
and  they  defeated  Patterson  and  Pat  O'Hara  Wood 
of  Australia.  It  was  this  match  that  resulted  in 
the  United  States  retaining  for  another  year  the 
international  trophy.  Kinsey  did  not  play  any  of 
the  matches,  as  he  was  held  in  reserve  by  the 
committee.

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Olympians  in  Golf  Competitions 


By  HAY  CHAPMAN 


SINCE  the  opening  of  the  Club's  two  splendid 
courses  at  Lakeside  last  May,  very  distinct 
improvements  in  the  golf  of  a  considerable 
number  of  members  are  notable.  It  was 
inevitable  that  the  student  golfer's  game  should 
improve  in  face  of  the  two  real  tests  of  golf  which 
confronted  him  after  a  year  or  more  of  an  abbrevi- 
ated temporary  course  on  which  members  scored 
all  too  flattering  figures.  There  they  simply  had 
to  drive — and  none  too  straight — and  for  the  most 
part  were  left  with  simple  pitch  and  run  shots. 
Subsequently  it  was  disheartening  for  many  who 
had  been  scoring  in  the  low  eighties  and  even  in 
the  seventies  to  find  that  at  first  they  could  not 
break  three  figures  on  either  the  adventurous 
Ocean  Links  or  the  testing  grind  of  the  Lake 
Course.  But  they  had  to  play  the  shots,  real  golf 
shots,  and  if  they  realized  their  infirmities — as 
many  did — and  betook  themselves  to  a  professional 
and  discovered  what  ailed  them,  they  found  after 
a  very  few  weeks  that  although  their  scores  might 
not  compare  with  what  they  had  made  on  old 
Lakeside  nevertheless  they  were  playing  better 
golf. 

The  two  tournaments  which  have  been  played 
within  the  last  six  weeks  at  The  Olympic  Country 
Club — the  Fifth  Annual  Outing  Tournament,  trans- 
ferred from  Del  Monte  owing  to  the  fire,  and  the 
Annual  Directors'  Tournament — have  served  the 
excellent  purpose  of  leaving  the  golfing  lump  and 
in  a  measure  separating  the  sheep  from  the  goats. 
That  is,  some  members  may  now  have  realized  that 
it  is  idly  futile  to  boast  of  the  good  scores  they 
have  made  in  four-ball  matches,  when  they  had 
conceded  themselves  putts  and  "approximated" 
their  scores  on  holes  on  which  they  had  "picked 
up"  and  then  to  enter  competitions  and  not  be  able 
to  register  within  ten  strokes  of  their  "locker- 
room"  counting.  Such  remind  one  of  the  story  of 
the  old  Scotch  pro  who  was  asked  what  kind  of  a 


player  Mr.  So-and-so  was.  "Weel,"  he  replied,  "he 
has  one  good  club  in  his  bag  and  it  only  cost  him 
a  penny.     I  refair  to  his  peencil." 

These  last  two  competitions  were  the  keenest 
in  the  history  of  the  Club's  golf,  perhaps  because 
with  the  elimination  of  the  half-dozen  special  golf 
members  who  were  usually  too  good  for  any  of 
the  ordinary  members  the  contests  were  bound  to 
be  closer  and  more  open.  Eddie  Twiggs  also,  who 
is  certainly  the  most  polished  golfer  in  Olympia, 
having  won  the  Outing  Tournament,  both  medal 
honors  at  Del  Monte  and  the  first  flight  over  the 
Ocean  Links  after  a  capital  match  in  the  final  with 
G.  Howard  Mullin,  gracefully  retired  from  the 
match  play  when  he  had  set  a  new  competitive 
record  of  74  in  the  qualifying  round  of  the  Direc- 
tors' Tournament  over  the  Lake  Course.  Twiggs' 
work  as  handicapper  and  general  manager  of  the 
latter  tournament  was  invaluable.  It  was  then  felt 
that  almost  anyone  of  a  half  a  dozen,  indeed,  of 
the  whole  sixteen — for  they  were  handicapped  very 
adroitly — might  win  the  Directors'  cup. 

The  man  who  did  come  through  in  the  Direc- 
tors' Tournament,  Dr.  L.  D.  Heacock,  thoroughly 
deserved  his  honors.  In  the  final,  Heacock  had  to 
"spot"  Chris  Buckley,  a  very  earnest  young  golfer, 
4  up  over  36  holes,  and  won  handsomely  at  the 
thirty-second  4  to  3.  Heacock,  who  had  just  given 
his  brother  dentists  a  double  treatment  at  the  Del 
Paso  Country  Club,  Sacramento,  extracting  all 
their  golfing  molars  in  both  medal  and  match  play, 
played  very  sound  golf  throughout  this  tournament.

THE  football  season  has  gone  with  such  a 
rush  this  year  that  here  we  are  right  on 
the  eve  of  the  Big  Game  between  California 
and  Stanford  already.  That  game  will  be 
played  in  the  California  Memorial  Field  on  No- 
vember 22nd,  and  there  is  more  interest  in  the 
game  than  ever  before.  The  big  bowl  will  be  filled 
on  that  day  and  indications  now  are  that  it  will  be 
a  battle  worth  watching. 

The  cancelling  of  the  Stanford-U.  S.  C.  game 
rather  upset  things.  California  beat  U.  S.  C.  7-0 
in  one  of  the  most  interesting  games  seen  around 


the  Bears  had  one  tough  opponent  more  than  their 
two  rivals.  Now  that  the  U.  S.  C. -Stanford  game 
has  been  called  off,  California  has  to  play  two  of 
the  strongest  teams  on  the  Coast  while  Stanford 
does  not  meet  either  of  them. 

When  the  season  started  Stanford  had  a  tre- 
mendous edge  over  California  in  the  way  of  ssa- 
soned  material  and  the  fact  that  "Pop"  Warner, 
one  of  the  most  celebrated  coaches  in  the  land  was 
in  personal  charge  at  the  Farm  for  the  first  time, 
made  everything  look  rosy  down  there.  California 
had   fewer   veterans   than   in   several   seasons   past,

here  in  years  on  November  the  1st,  and  as  Stan- 
ford was  to  play  U.  S.  C.  one  week  later  that  game 
was  figured  on  as  a  basis  of  comparison  between 
California  and  Stanford.  But  as  Stanford  does  not 
play  U.  S.  C.  this  year  California  has  all  the  worst 
of  the  schedule.  The  Bears  had  to  play  the  pow- 
erful Washington  eleven  while  Stanford  was  toying 
with  Utah.  The  week  before  the  big  game  Stanford 
plays  Montana,  another  weak  sister,  so  the  Car- 
dinals cannot  complain  of  overwork  before  tackling 
the  Golden  Bears. 

California  was  the  only  team  from  this  part  of 
the  country  to  schedule  a  game  with  Washington 
this  year.  Neither  Stanford  nor  U.  S.  C.  agreed  to 
play  the  big  men  from  the  north,  so  at  the  start

It  was  figured  that  California  had  to  meet  three 
formidable  foes  in  U.  S.  C,  Washington  and  Stan-

Stanford  beat  Idaho  in  the  rain  at  Portland  by 
a  score  of  3  to  0  and  was  lucky  to  do  so.

THEY  were  not  called  Shieks  in  those  days

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The  Wild  Man  of  Borneo  Comes  to  Town

HEN  Mr.  Al  G.  Barnes  recently 
pitched  his  circus  in  our  midst,  he 
brought  with  him  and  placed  in 
his  front  yard,  a  stupendous  ag- 
gregation— his  own  description, 
not  mine — of  world  wonders, 
consisting  of  the  usual  unusual  people  who  make 
up  the  well-known  side  show. 

A  luridly  painted  canvas  sheet  informed  the 
passersby,  who  were  intent,  mostly,  in  keeping 
their  children  from  underfoot  and  the  balloons  of 
those  children  out  of  eye,  that  here  were  to  be 
found  "the  wild  men  of  Borneo  as  they  used  to  be." 
Thus  does  a  circus  take  note  of  the  changing 
order  of  things,  even  of  things  Bornese,  or  Ber- 
naise,  or  Borneous,  or  whatever  the  proper  adjec- 
tive may  be. 

There  may  be  wild  men  in  Borneo,  far  back 
in  its  jungles,  who  still  howl  and  gnash  their  teeth 
and  growl  over  marrow  bones,  as  the  wild  men 
of  the  circus  do;  but  the  wild  man  who  comes  to 
town  in  Borneo  is  quite  tame,  save  in  the  matter 
of  cigarettes,  and  he  is  wild  enough  about  them 
to  waive  the  formality  of  being  introduced  before 
he  accepts  them  from  perfect  strangers,  even  to 
the  "last  one  in  the  tin. 

Fate,  in  the  shape  of  a  ship  which  was  faster 
than  ours,  and  which  beat  us  to  the  only  coaling 
dock  in  Sandakan,  decreed  that  I  should  spend  two 
days  instead  of  the  customary  eight  hours  in  this 
metropolis  on  the  west  coast  of  British  North 
Borneo.  If  the  eight  thousand  population  of 
Sandakan  and  suburbs  does  not  entitle  it  to  a 
place  among  the  large  cities  of  the  world,  it  is  at 
least  metropolitan  in  its  mixture  of  people,  the 
bulk  of  whom  are  Chinese.  They  do  most  of  the 
shop  keeping,  but  the  Malays  run  them  a  close 
second.  Japan  is  represented  by  a  few  photog- 
raphers. Sihks  do  the  police  work,  as  is  usual  in 
the  foreign  eastern  and  tropical  possessions  of  the 
British,  and  other  Hindoos  drive  the  small,  wooden 
broughams  which  rattle  along  the  rough  streets 
behind  even  smaller  horses.  Englishmen  run  the 
government  and  control  the  concessions.  Some  of 
them  grow  rubber.  Then  there  are  other  nation- 
alities far  beyond  the  ken  of  my  meager  ethnog- 
raphy, and  mixtures  of  them  in  all  factions.  In 
fact,  there  seems  to  be  almost  every  nationality 
represented  except  the  Borneo  native,  or  Dyak, 
who,  so  far  as  I  could  see,  comes  to  town  in  small 
numbers,  leaving  the  wilder  tribes  in  their  jungle 
homes,  still  pursuing  their  evil  ways,  without  the 
benefit  of  automobiles,  sewing  machines,  cigarettes, 


soft  drinks,  and  other  enervating  influences  of  civil- 
ization, and  otherwise  living  up  to  the  reputation 
established  for  them  by  the  side  show  and  dime 
museum  of  earlier  days. 

As  intimated,  my  acquaintance  with  the  Dyak 
came  about  through  my  having  cigarettes  and  his 
having  none.     In  one  of  my  walks  along  a  plank-

paved  street  of  Sandakan,  high  over  the  tide  water, 
I  saw  six  dark  brown  faces  pressed  against  the 
the  bars  of  a  second-story  window;  a  dozen  grimy 
paws  were  stretched  out  in  my  direction,  and 
twelve  rows  of  teeth  flashed  in  the  gloom  of  a 
darkened  room.  My  first  thought  was  that  here 
was  an  insane  asylum,  or  a  jail,  or  a  harem,  but 
the  noise  and  the  gestures  of  these  people  I  thought 
imprisoned  were  finally  interpreted  as  friendly  re- 
quests for  smokes,  so  I  began  to  toss  cigarettes 
up  to  them. 

Modesty  forbids  my  saying  how  accurately  I 
can  flip  a  cigarette  butt;  I  wish  I  could  putt  with 
the  same  accuracy.  It  is  a  gift  with  me;  but  my 
attempts  to  toss  unlighted  cigaretes  up  to  those 
wild  men  were  extremely  disappointing,  and  not 
to  be  borne  by   them  without   a   protest.     When 
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they  saw  cigarette  after  cigarette  fall  into  inacces- 
sible places  and  lost  forever,  they  decided  to  take 

no  more  chances.     The  whole  tribe  of  them men, 

women,  boys,  girls  and  babies — rushed  down  the 
stairs  and  made  a  scramble  for  the  can  of  cigar- 
ettes in  my  hand.  I  doled  them  out  as  equally  as 
I  could,  but  some  of  these  children  of  Nature 
wanted  an  extra  one  for  a  sick  friend  upstairs, 
others  slipped  around  the  edge  of  the  pack  and  got 
another  helping.  When  the  last  cigarette  was 
gone  our  acquaintance  ceased,  and,  ignoring  my 
questions  as  to  the  meanings  of  the  charms  they 
wore  around  their  necks,  they  vanished  up  the 
stairs.  The  impression  that  remained  with  me  after 
this  mad  meeting  was  that  their  clothes  were  most- 
ly rags  and  dirt.  Of  course,  the  older  a  Dyak  is, 
the  more  dirt  he  acquires  and  the  richer  and  more 
somber  is  the  tone  of  his  skin,  but  even  the  young- 
sters had  a  good  start  toward  the  acquisition  of 
the  antique  mahogany  finish  of  their  elders. 

There  seemed  to  be  no  difference  in  the  dress 
of  the  men  and  women.  Of  course,  they  might  all 
have  been  men  for  all  I  knew,  though  there  was 
such  a  decided  feminine  cast  of  features  with  some 
of  them  that  they  must  have  been  women.  Earlier 
in  the  day  I  saw  a  Dyak  youth  changing  his,  or 
her,  shirt  in  the  middle  of  the  street,  but,  aside 
from  the  girlish  mould  of  the  features,  there  was 
nothing  in  the  configuration  to  determine  the  sex. 

No,  the  wild  man  of  Borneo  that  the  casual 
visitor  to  Sandakan  sees  is  decidedly  not  wild. 
In  fact,  we  might  say,  and  get  away  with  it,  that 
everything  is  wild  in  Sandakan  but  the  wild  man. 
The  Chinese  women  do  all  of  the  hard  work,  such 
as  paving  streets,  filling  in  the  tide  lands,  carrying 
water  and  garbage,  sculling  the  sampans  and  wash- 
ing clothes.  They  have  every  reason  to  be  wild 
about  it.  The  caribou  race  wildly  about  the  streets 
in  a  mile-an-hour  walk,  or  they  snore  wildly  in 
the  gutter.  The  gambling  is  wild;  the  rats  run 
wild:  the  Fords  are  wild;  but  the  wildest  of  things 


wild  in  Sandakan  was  the  skipper  of  our  ship,  who 
had  to  waste  a  day  lying  out  on  the  stream. 

The  one  great  attraction  for  the  visitor  to 
Sandakan  is  the  Gambling  Farm,  an  institution  run 
by  Chinese  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  crave 
action  in  the  form  of  fan-tan  and  allied  games  of 
chance.  The  Chinaman  is  a  born  gambler,  and 
there  in  Sandakan  he  gambles  night  and  day,  as 
long  as  there  is  a  cent  left  to  risk.  When  he  is  not 
gambling  the  Chinaman  eats.  He  never  seems  to 
sleep.  No  doubt  the  idea  of  the  progressive  dinner 
was  brought  to  America  from  Borneo.  The  idea 
of  the  progressive  dinner  is  that  you  go  to  Bill 
Jones'  house  for  soup,  to  Smith's  house  for  fish, 
and  so  on  until  you  get  to  Robinson's  house,  where 
the  nuts  are.  The  main  street  of  Sandakan  is  the 
original  progressive  eatery.  For  two  blocks  the 
middle  of  the  street  is  one  line  of  diminutive  kitch- 
ens where  one  can,  if  one  has  the  hardihood,  eat 
those  strange  Chinese  dishes  that  smell  so  good 
and  look  so  bad. 

At  the  end  of  this  street,  just  where  the  line 
of  Oriental  beaneries  stop,  is  the  Gambling  Farm, 
a  two  storied  building,  the  first  floor  being  for  the 
Chinese  and  Malays  and  other  denizens  of  the 
street,  while  upstairs  the  white  visitors  sit  around 
the  table  and  watch  an  exasperatingly  careful 
croupier,  who  seems  well-dressed  in  an  undershirt 
and  a  pair  of  pants,  count  blue  discs  by  fours  from 
the  pile  in  front  of  him  with  a  thin  stick,  to  the 
detriment  of  the  visitor's  roll  of  Borneo  dollars. 
But  the  upstairs  or  down,  the  money  is  lost  with 
equal  facility  and  despatch.  Around  the  rafters  of 
this  gambling  hell,  which  strikes  one  as  thrilling 
and  as  wicked  as  a  Sunday  School  picnic,  run  the 
rats ;  and  these  are  rats  what  are  rats.  The 
Borneo  rat,  according  to  a  casually  met  Britisher 
on  a  road  bordering  a  rubber  plantation,  is  the 
essence  of  craftiness,  intelligence,  noise  and  epi- 
curism, the  latter  only  as  it  applies  to  soap.  This 
man  has  them  in  his  belfry — I  mean  in  his  bunga- 
low— by  the  dozens.  These  rats 
know  traps  as  the  inventors  of 
them  never  did.  They  are  experts 
on  poison.  They  fear  nothing 
but  the  light  of  day.  According 
to  the  Englishman,  the  noise  that 
these  rats  make  in  his  bungalow 
at  night  after  the  lights  are  out 
is  unbelievable.  Their  sagacity 
is  amazing.  Every  thing  edible, 
even  the  carbolic  soap,  must  be 
covered  at  night  with  wired  cov- 
ers, for  the  rats  will  get  on  the 
stove  or  on  the  shel/es  and  open 
any  vessel  that  happens  to  be 
loose,  by  shoving  it  off  onto  the 
floor.

They  have  a 
particular  message  to  Olympians  regarding  the 
benefit  of  athletics  to  the  business  man,  whether 
his  business  be  that  of  the  clerical  type  or  singing, 
such  as  theirs  is. 

"To  be  good  in  business  be  good  athletes."  For 
example:     Nothing   is   better   for   the  voice   than   a 


good,  strong  workout  on  the  diamond,  or  four  or 
five  fast  rounds  in  the  squared  circle,  according 
to  Van  Schenck,  late  stars  of  Ziegfeld's  "Follies". 
These  two  well  known  harmonizers  never  miss  a 
chance  to  work  out  with  a  local  ball  team  in  any 
town  where  they  are  appearing  and  they  box 
every  day  back  stage  at  the  theater. 

"It  keeps  the  lungs  clear  and  the  throat  in 
good  shape,"  says  Joe  Schenck. 

"And  it  keeps  me  from  getting  fat,"  says  Gus 
Van,  as  he  rummages  in  the  corner  and  produces 
a  trunk  in  which  is  contained  every  known  article 
from  Indian  clubs  to  spiked  shoes.  "We  carry  this 
with  us  all  the  time,"  says  Van,  "and  we  use  it 
every  day.  There  is  enough  equipment  here  to  fit 
up  a  good-sized  gymnasium  and  it  sure  helps  us  to 
keep  in  trim." 

Van  and  Schenck  are  products  of  Brooklyn. 
They  took  up  the  noble  art  of  baseball  soon  after 
they  formed  their  vaudeville  partnership  fifteen 
years  ago.  Today  they  are  known  as  one  of  the 
best  semi-pro  batteries  in  existence  and  they  never 
miss  a  chance  to  hook  up  with  a  local  team. 

Along  with  baseball  came  proficiency  in  other 
sports.  In  boxing,  basketball  and  other  games 
whereby  flexibility  of  the  muscles  is  attained,  Van 
and  Schenck  are  master  hands.  It  takes  all  the 
physical  strength  they  can  garner  to  offset  the 
nerve-racking  effect  of  the  stage  appearances- 
Both  declare  it  is  no  fun  being  a  popular  performer 
and  both  handle  themselves  as  business  propo- 
sitions. 

"When  one  sings  on  an  average  of  thirty  songs 
a  day  it  is  apt  to  play  havoc  with  the  voice,"  says 
Van.  "Therefore,  to  strengthen  our  voices  we  in- 
dulge in  plenty  of  outdoor  sports.  Of  course,  the 
best  thing  that  a  singer  can  have  is  good  lungs. 
That  is  why  we  play  games  that  strengthen  them." 


Thousand  Point  Contest 


Frank  Rivas'  inauguration  of  the  Thousand 
Point  Contest  has  certainly  been  met  with  whole 
hearted  success  on  the  part  of  the  active  members. 
The  point  contests  which  necessitates  sixty  days 
of  swimming  at  various  strokes  and  distances  from 
one  lap  of  the  pool  to  one  mile  has  been  eaten  up 
like  raw  meat  by  those  swimmers  who  would  be 
champions  and  by  those  who  were  at  one  time. 

Chris  Mathewson  was  the  first  to  finish  the 
long  and  tedious  struggle  through  the  dark  and 
sunshiny  days.     Upon  occasions  when  it  was  nigh 


impossible  to  break  away  from  the  routine  of  the 
day  Mathewson  could  be  seen  tolling  off  his  laps 
one  after  another.

Six- Store  Buying  Power 
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Clyde  King,  Club's  Star  Athlete,  to  Retire

WHEN  our  old  friend  William  Shakespeare 
inscribed  "that  a  rose  with  any  other 
name  would  smell  as  sweet"  he  wasn't 
thinking  of  Clyde  King,  athlete  par 
excellence,  who  has  brought  new  glories  each  year 
to  The  Olympic  Club  and  has  attained  inter- 
national fame  as  a  leader  in  sports.  The  King  part 
of  the  name  fits  the  subject  of  this  sketch  to  the 
proverbial  T,  as  he  who  reads  may  learn. 

This  is  a  sort  of  athletic  requiem,  as  The  Olym- 
pic Club  star  has  hung  up  his  cleants  for  good  and 
has  abandoned  the  shell.  He  played  his  last  game 
of  football  for  Winged  "O"  against  California,  and 
in  this  contest  proved  to  be  one  of  the  brightest 
stars  of  the  game,  ending  his  athletic  career  in  a 
blaze  of  glory,  which  is  most  fitting  in  this  instance. 

In  the  fall  of  1922  a  tall  athlete  went  out  for 
The  Olympic  Club  eleven  and  before  three  plays 
were  run  off  the  coaches  and  members  of  the 
team  realized  that  here  was  one  of  those  real 
tackles  who  only  come  once  in  a  blue  moon.  From 
that  time  on  Clyde  King's  name  has  been  one  to 
conjure  with  when  a  member  of  the  Club  began  to 
speak  of   all-around   athletes. 

This  sterling  athlete  who  captained  The  Olym- 
pic Club  team  and  assisted  in  the  coaching,  through 
hard  work  and  strict  training  became  a  star  in  foot- 
ball, rowing,  baseball,  track  and  boxing,  earning 
honors  in  every  one  of  these  sports.  Curiously, 
his  athletic  career  began  on  the  soccer  field,  where 
he  did  his  preparatory  work  for  the  American 
game  of  football  as  it  is  played  all  over  these 
United  States  today. 

A  bunch  of  the  boys  were  whooping  it  up  one 
evening  with  the  conversation  centered  on  the 
gridiron  sport.  When  the  talk  came  around  to  line 
play  one  of  the  authorities  shouted,  "I'll  take  Clyde 
King  as  one  of  the  greatest  offensive  linemen  who 
ever  played  the  game  from  the  days  of  Walter 
Camp  to  the  era  of  'Red'  Grange."  That  started 
it,  and  from  that  time  on  these  ardent  football 
players  were  given  an  opportunity  to  say  many  fine 
things  of  King's  work  as  a  football  player.  Every 
member  of  the  Club  team  for  the  past  three  years 
swears  by  this  fine  representative  of  sport.  "Babe" 
Hollingbery,  present  coach,  and  Bob  Evans,  former 
mentor,  will  join  in  this  sentiment. 

It  must  be  a  wonderful  thing  for  an  athlete  to 
go  through  a  successful  career  carrying  with  him 
the  respect  of  his  opponents  as  well  as  his  own 
teammates.  Ask  any  man  who  has  opposed  The 
Olympic  Club  in  a  hot  gridiron  test  to  give  an 
opinion  of  the  big  tackle.     You'll  get  it  right  off 


the  bat.  "He's  a  fighter  from  start  to  finish;  a 
dangerous  man  to  cut  down  on  the  gridiron,  but 
he's  clean  clear  through."  That's  what  you  get 
when  you  start  in  investigating  this  very  worthy 
Mr.  King. 

And  what  one  wishes  to  say  of  his  prowess 
you  can  say  with  double  expletives  on  his  work 
in  a  shell  in  a  broiling  hot  sun.  He  stroked  the 
world's  greatest  crew  at  the  Naval  Academy,  set- 
ting a  new  world's  mark  that  promises  to  stand 
for  some  time. 

King  started  his  athletic  work  at  Grinnell  High 
School,  where  he  made  three  teams.     He  later  went 


to  Grinnell  College,  but  abandoned  sports,  due  to 
the  fact  that  he  was  forced  to  work  his  way 
through  school. 

His  preparatory  work  for  the  Naval  Academy 
was  done  at  Marion,  Alabama,  where  he  played 
tackle  on  the  Academy  team.  They  had  a  great 
team  that  year  (1917),  every  man  on  the  first 
eleven  later  making  a  place  on  the  squad  at  West 
Point  or   Annapolis. 

King  entered  Annapolis  in  1917.  That  year  he 
won  the  plebe  heavyweight  boxing  championship;

round  until  the  bout  was  stopped. 

A  good  imitation  of  the  old-time  sluggers  was 
given  by  Edward  Olson  (unattached)  and  Edward 
Butler  (O.  C).

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And  after  all,  what  was  the  offense  that  caused 
all  the  trouble?  A  young  man  who  is  not  what  we 
know  in  these  days  as  a  "roughneck",  but  stands 
well  in  his  community,  is  an  athletic  member  of 
The  Olympic  Club  in  good  standing,  and  his  de- 
portment is  always  gentle  and  refined.  But  when 
corrected  and  called  down  in  an  overbearing  sort 
of  tone  by  a  stranger,  who,  unfortunately  for  him, 
happened  to  be  vice  president  of  the  American 
committee  or  commission,  like  a  perfectly  free  and 
independent  American  he  probably  "sassed  back" 
as  politely  as  the  circumstances  would  permit. 

Later  on  he  apologized  most  humbly  to  Mr. 
Lapham,  but  this  was  brusquely  declined.  No 
doubt  the  gentleman's  ego  had  become  heightened 
by  the  combination  of  facts  that  he  was  an  athlete 
of  note,  an  important  officer  of  the  American  com- 
mittee, and  most  important  of  all,  he  had  con- 
tributed $10,000  to  the  American  fund. 

Anyway  he  refused  to  accept  McKee's  apology, 
then  what  was  in  effect  a  drumhead  court  martial 
was  held  on  the  train,  and  McKee  was  summarily 
dismissed  from  his  team  before  arrival  at  Paris; 
this  drastic  action  having  been  taken  without 
granting  him  the  privilege  of  a  defense  with  repre- 
sentation by  an  attorney. 

All  of  the  subsequent  meetings  of  the  commit- 
tee were  equally  inquisitorial.  It  had  evidently 
determined  that  Thomas  McKee  must  go,  and  he 
went.  This  in  spite  of  the  earnest  efforts  of  Mr. 
Humphrey,  whose  defense  was  futile  because  judg- 
ment had  already  been  imposed  in  advance.  To 
recapitulate,  the  offense  was  too  trivial  to  have 
been  made  one  of  such  great  gravity;  the  punish- 
ment was  entirely  out  of  proportion  with  it;  a 
large  part  of  that  punishment  was  utterly  outside 
the  legal  authority  of  the  committee,  and  as  a 
sporting  proposition  among  real,  red-blooded  sports 
the  whole  thing  is  a  laugh. 


THE  McKEE  CASE 

IN  view  of  the  complete  story  of  Thomas  Mc- 
Kee's singularly  harsh  treatment  by  the  Amer- 
ican Olympic  committee  which  eliminated  him 

from  participation  in  the  games  at  Paris, 
further  comment  would  appear  to  be  unnecessary. 

But  it  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  dismiss  the  case 
altogether  without  indulging  in  the  expression  of 
an  opinion  in  respect  to  the  gravity  of  the  alleged 
insubordination,  how  far  the  committee  had  a  right 
to  go  in  punishing  it,  and  whether  it  had  any  legal 
right  to  submit  the  offender  to  further  distress  and 
humiliation,  such  as  practically  placing  him  under 
arrest  and  ordering  him  back  home  in  addition  to 
forbidding  his  entry  into  contests  for  which  he 
had  been  earnestly  preparing  for  more  than  two 
years. 


THE  NEW  STADIUM 

Before  the  new  stadium  in  Golden  Gate  Park 
is  quite  ready  for  games,  the  "conscientious 
objector"  is  out  with  his  queries,  his  objections  and 
his  protests,  when  as  yet  there  are  not  the  slightest 
grounds  for  them.  It  is  already  claimed  that  if 
the  high  schools  and  amateurs  can  use  the  stadium 
as  a  public  institution,  brought  into  being  largely 
by  taxing  that  public,  any  athletic  body,  or  even 
prize  fight  managers,  can  use  them  too.  Some  of 
them  seem  to  believe  that,  being  in  a  public  park 
no  admission  fee  should  be  charged,  and  it  is  asked 
if  such  fees  should  be  charged,  would  the  Park 
Commission  share  in  them? 

None  of  these  questions  can  be  answered  at  this 
time,  even  tentatively,  for  but  few  of  the  details  of 
the  management  of  the  stadium  have  been  openly

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Home  of  Boxing  Champions  Comes 
Into  Its  Own

THE  sweeping  change  in  public  sentiment 
toward  boxing,  as  expressed  in  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Morrison  twelve-round  amend- 
ment, ought  to  lead  to  the  re-establishment 
of  that  sport  on  a  firm  and  lasting  foundation. 

Briefly,  the  victory  for  No.  7  in  the  list  of 
initiative  measures  means  that  boxing  in  a  legalized 
form  is  again  restored  to  favor  in  California.  A 
limit  of  ten  rounds  is  fixed  for  decision  contests 
and  twelve  rounds  for  contests  in  which  no  de- 
cision is  given.  The  Governor  is  authorized  to 
appoint  a  boxing  board,  or  commission  of  three 
non-salaried  members,  fifteen  days  after  official 
ratification  of  the  vote.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
these  members  to  examine  into  the  qualifications 
of  boxers,  managers  and  promoters  and  exercise 
such  regulatory  control  as  may  be  found  necessary 
to  the  successful   operation   of  the  act. 

Participants  in  boxing  and  wrestling  matches 
and  the  promoters  of  same  will  have  to  secure 
licenses,  as  is  the  custom  in  New  York  and  other 
States   where   similar   laws   are    in   force. 

The  passage  of  the  amendment  marks  a  dis- 
tinct gain  for  those  followers  of  sport,  who  prefer 
clever,  scientific  exhibitions  in  the  ring,  to  the 
clumsy,  mediocre  mit  slinging  of  the  past  ten 
years.  The  stigma  is  removed  from  boxing  and  it 
takes  its  place  once  more  as  the  king  of  profes- 
sional sport.  The  amazing  circumstances  connected 
with  boxing  in  this  State  is  not,  that  it  should 
have  sunk  so  low,  but  that  it  should  have  survived 
at  all. 

Patrons  of  the  game  may  not  realize  it,  but 
they  are  indebted  to  The  Olympic  Club  and  other 
athletic  institutions,  whose  influence  has  been 
steadily  at  work  making  new  converts  to  the  sport, 
and  strange  as  it  may  seem  at  this  time,  to  those 
profesional  promoters,  who,  in  the  face  of  almost 
every  obstacle,  have  somehow  managed  to  keep 
the  game  going. 

As  one,  who  has  severely  criticised  the  four- 
round  promoters,  this  much  is  due  them.  Without 
their  help  the  new  law  couldn't  have  been  put  over. 
Jack  Doyle,  whose  new  arena  at  Vernon  is  regarded 
as  the  last  word  in  boxing  auditoriums,  by  catering 
to  a  better  element  in  the  community  and  breaking 
down  some  of  the  prejudice  shared  to  a  large  ex- 
tent by  women,  did  a  great  deal  to  elevate  the  four- 
round  game,  in  what  was  once  regarded  as  hostile 
territory. 

In  San  Francisco,  where  boxing  has  been  regu- 
lated by  the  police  over  a  long  period  of  time,  the 


promoters  have  experienced  a  lot  of  difficulty  try- 
ing to  secure  suitable  attractions.  Whatever  suc- 
cess they  may  have  attained  in  a  financial  way 
has  doubtless  excited  the  envy  of  outsiders  who, 
naturally,  must  have  supposed  them  to  be  making 
a  mint  of  money.  But  while  Tommy  Simpson  in 
Oakland  and  Doyle  in  Los  Angeles  were  free  to 
use  champions,  near  champions  and  other  well 
recognized  leaders  in  the  profession,  the  promoters 
of  San  Francisco  had  to  get  along  on  a  restricted 
diet.  The  police  saw  to  that.  One  bombardment 
in  the  newspapers  made  caution  the  better  part 
of  wisdom. 

There  will  probably  be  a  grand  rush  among 
those  persons  desiring  to  get  in  on  the  ground 
floor  and  branch  out  as  Tex  Rickards  once  the 
new  law  goes  into  effect.  Other  States,  however, 
have  found  that  the  men  best  fitted  to  conduct 
boxing  as  a  profitable  enterprise,  were  those  who 
were  experienced  in  the  sport. 

A  happy  compromise  should  be  effected,  leav- 
ing the  four-round  promoters  free  to  go  their  sep- 
arate ways  and  hold  their  customary  shows,  and 
reserving  to  the  individual  promoters  the  right  to 
hold  bouts  of  longer  than  four-round  duration. 

Unless  the  commission  recognizes  the  practical 
value  of  a  suggestion  of  this  sort  it  will  face  the 
old  guerilla  warfare,  with  one  promoter  trying  to 
cross  the  other. 

Contrary  to  a  popular  notion  all  boxing  matches 
do  not  yield  a  profit  to  the  promoters.  There  were 
many  castaways  "along  the  beach"  in  the  old  days 
when  San  Francisco  and  California  was  the  mecca 
for  the  boxers.  More  than  one  ambitious  fight 
backer  had  his  bankroll  dented  by  a  venture  that 
didn't  get  over. 

But  these  are  among  the  details  to  be  worked 
out  in  the  months  to  come.  The  real  satisfaction 
is  to  be  had  in  the  thought  that  the  so-called  ama- 
teur boxing  was  a  makeshift  at  best  and  that  from 
now  on  there  will  be  more  art  and  less  of  the 
slam-bang  in  the  sport. 

Tim  McGrath  always  got  a  laugh  out  of  the 
crowd  with  his  remark: 

"These  are  the  kind  of  boxers  who,  if  they  were 
bullfighters,  would  throw  the  sword  away  and 
fight  the  bull  with  their  heads." 

Four-round  boxing  has  not  been  conducive  to 
fast,  clever  fighting;  ten  and  twelve  rounds  will  be. 

Of  course,  control  of  the  game  by  a  State  Com- 
mission will  not  be  perfect.     The  men  chosen  for

lock  on  a  bread  safe.  The  Yale  lock  is  a  little  too 
advanced  for  them  yet,  but  they  get  around  this 
by  removing  the  pins  from  the  hinges  in  the  doors. 
This  Englishman  got  some  kittens  that  were  going 
to  solve  the  rat  problem  for  him,  but  after  he  got 
them  the  noise  was  worse  than  before.  One  night 
it  was  so  terrific  that  he  lit  the  light  to  secure  a 
few  minutes  peace,  and  he  found  the  kittens  fast 
asleep  in  the  middle  of  the  floor,  surrounded  by  the 
wreckage  that  the  rats  had  left  in  their  flight. 
These  rats  infest  every  house  in  Sandakan,  and 
there  seems  to  be  no  method  of  getting  rid  of 
them.  The  Englishman  said  that,  although  he  had 
been  there  only  a  few  months,  he  was  almost  able 
to  sleep  through  the  noise  of  the  night. 

He  had  gone  there  to  grow  rubber,  of  which 
there  is  much  in  Sandakan.  We  visited  one  of  the 
plantations  where  the  owner,  whose  nationality  I 
forget,  showed  us  his  trees  and  the  way  rubber  is 
obtained.  They  make  a  V  shaped  cut  in  the  bark 
of  a  tree  and  hang  a  little  bowl  below  the  point  of 
the  cut.  The  milk  of  the  rubber  tree,  or  latex, 
flows  from  the  surface  of  the  cut  bark  for  about 
fifteen  minutes  before  it  hardens.  It  is  gathered 
into    larger    vessels,    coagulated    with    acetic    acid,

washed,  worked,  smoked  and  rolled  into  sheets,  in 
which  shape  it  is  shipped.  Once  every  month  or 
so  a  man  goes  around  with  a  sharp  knife  and 
scrapes  the  edge  of  the  cut  in  the  bark,  and  the 
tree  is  allowed  to  give  a  fifteen-minute  run  of  latex. 
It  was  on  this  plantation  we  had  our  first  green 
cocoanut  milk.  The  Englishman  was  rather  dry, 
it  being  a  very  warm  day,  so  he  sent  one  of  his 
boys  up  a  cocoanut  palm  to  get  him  a  drink — a 
tropical  method  of  "rushing  the  can".  The  boy 
scampered  up  the  tree,  knocked  off  a  cocoanut  or 
two,  scampered  down,  tore  off  the  shell  with  his 
teeth  chopped  a  hole  in  the  end  of  it,  and  here  was 
our  drink.     It  was  most  deliciously  refreshing. 


The  road  is  eight  miles  long  and  ends  in  the 
jungle.  One's  notion  of  a  tropical  jungle  is  exem- 
plified in  Borneo.  On  both  sides  of  the  road  is  an 
almost  impenetrable  wall  of  trees  and  brush.  A 
snake,  if  he  were  small  enough  and  agile  enough, 
might  make  his  way  through,  and  an  elephant 
might  trample  his  way  through,  but  an  ordinary 
animal  might  just  as  well  keep  to  the  road,  as 
does  man. 

After  an  evening  spent  in  the  closeness  of  the 
gaming  rooms,  a  star-lit  ride  along  this  road  is  as 
delightful  a  pastime  as  could  be  found  anywhere. 
The  stars  seem  so  big,  so  low  and  so  bright.  The 
balmy  breeze  and  the  languor  in  the  air  combine 
to  give  one  an  unforgetable  picture  of  the  tropics. 

These  were  the  nights  that  made  sleeping  on 
deck  a  delightful  experience,  after  the  right  com- 
bination was  found.  A  mattress,  if  put  on  the  deck, 
has  to  be  moved  early  in  the  morning,  before  the 
deck  scrubbers  soak  it,  and  you,  if  you  happen  to 
be  on  it.  The  deck  chair,  even  the  wicker  kind, 
gets  full  of  mountain  ranges  before  morning,  but 
three  folding  tables  put  edge  to  edge  along  the 
rail  makes  a  fine  place  for  a  bed;  out  of  the  way 
of  the  deck  washing ;  in  the  way  of  whatever  breeze 
there  is.  There  is  no  place  on  deck  where  one 
can  get  away  from  the  tropical  rain. 

How  it  can  rain  in  the  tropics !  It  comes  down 
in  sheets.  The  Britisher  told  us  that  a  little  dip 
in  the  ground  on  the  way  to  his  plantation  became 
a  lake  a  hundred  and  fifty  feet  wide  after  a  few 
minutes  of  rain.  If  he  had  to  get  across  it  he 
didn't — unless  he  swam  across. 

A  curious  thing  about  Sandakan  is  that  many 
of  the  houses  are  built  on  piles  over  the  water. 
There  is  one  section  of  the  town  where  a  whole 
village,  of  perhaps  five  hundred  houses,  is  built  in 
this  way,  to  escape  the  payment  of  rent,  we  were 
told.  It  is  called  the  Village  on  Stilts,  and 
stretches  for  a  matter  of  two  miles  on  the  seaward 
side  of  the  beach  road.  On  the  other  side  of  the 
road,  under  a  high  cliff,  live  the  shopkeepers,  the 
moneyed  class,  who  can  better  afford  to  pay  rent. 
On  this  side  of  the  road  are  the  community  bath- 
ing places,  primitive  shower  baths  of  clear,  spark- 
ling water,  conveyed  by  rough  troughs  from  the 
streams  that  dash  down  the  face  of  the  cliff.  It 
seems  that  these  bathing  places  were  always  being 
used,  either  for  bathing  or  washing  clothes.  At 
the  end  of  the  day  the  showers  were  crowded  with 
men,  women  and  children,  splashing,  laughing 
and  having  the  best  time  imaginable.  There  are 
tall,  wooden  tanks,  in  which  they  heat  the  water 
for  the  regular  Saturday  night  scrub.  The  skill 
with  which  they  bathe,  fully  dressed  in  wrap- 
around skirt  and  simple  blouse,  is  remarkable.  So, 
also,  is  the  inherent  modesty  of  these  people,  who 
are  not  civilized  enough  to  be  conscious  of  it.  I  do

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Senior  Pacific  Association  Championships

THE  big  two-day  swimming  meet,  held  in 
the  Club  pool  October  24  and  25,  proved 
to  be  a  huge  success.  The  events  were  for 
the  senior  Pacific  Association  champion- 
ships, and  many  of  the  best  swimmers  in  this  dis- 
trict of  the  A.  A.  U.  were  on  hand  to  attempt  to 
capture  some  of  the  laurels. 

World's  champions,  national  champions,  Pacific 
Coast  champions,  Far  Western  title  holders  and 
our  own  P.  A.  crown  bearers  stood  on  the  mark 
ready  to  go  at  the  crack  of  Starter  George  Lineer's 
gun. 

The  outstandings  feature  of  the  meet  was  the 
shattering  of  four  Association  records.  Jack  Rob- 
ertson in  the  100,  Frank  Mooney  in  the  220,  Arden 
Allen  in  the  200  yards'  medley  and  Lester  Smith 
in  the  150-yard  backstroke  made  the  old  standards 
look  rather  slow  in  comparison. 

The  leading  individual,  as  far  as  spectacular 
and  plain  good  swimming  goes,  was  Frank 
Mooney,  the  Olympic  Club  boy,  who  emerged  from 
obscurity  to  step  out  and  beat  Lester  Smith  in  the 
furlong  in  record  time.  Then  to  wind  up  the  fes- 
tival he  won  the  500-yard  swim  and  came  within 
three  and  four-fifths  seconds  of  tying  Clyde  Gold- 
water's  mark  of  6  minutes  13  seconds.  Mooney 
also  swam  one  of  the  fastest  laps  in  the  relay. 

Lester  Smith  proved  that  he  is  the  most  val- 
uable man  to  The  Olympic  Club  and  the  Association. 
Smith  rolled  up  13y2  points.  He  placed  second 
in  the  100  and  220,  won  the  150-yard  backstroke 
and  helped  put  the  relay  team  in  the  lead.  Jack 
Robertson  and  Frank  Mooney  tied  for  second  place 
with  12^2  points  each. 

The  Club  won  the  championships  from  all  op- 
position with  little  or  no  trouble.  While  the 
Winged  "O"  mermen  were  rolling  up  51  points 
Stanford  University  managed  to  annex  second 
place  with  34  digits.  Stanford  won  a  few  events, 
but  they  did  not  have  enough  stars  to  warrant 
them  giving  the  Olympians  a  strenuous  argument. 

The  writer  was  glad  to  see  how  Lester  Smith 
swam  with  Mooney  and  Robertson.  It  shows  that 
after  five  years  of  competition  the  veteran  cham- 
pion has  at  last  acquired  a  fighting  heart  and  a 
taste  of  good  competitive  spirit.  Smith  used  to 
win  nearly  every  race  he  entered.  His  one  stum- 
bling block  was  Robertson  in  the  50  and  100  yards. 
Many  times  the  pair  would  line  up  for  the  100  and 
Robertson  would  always  come  out  of  the  water  a 
clean-cut  victor.  As  a  rule  Jack  had  plenty  of 
yards  to  spare.  It  has  been  said  that  if  you  once 
get  ahead  of  Smith,  Lester  was  done  for.     And  it 


seemed  to  work  out  this  way.  In  the  October  meet 
Smith  was  headed  by  Robertson  just  as  he  always 
won.  The  first  50  showed  Robertson  a  full  body 
length  ahead.  From  there  on  Smith  showed  more 
fight  than  he  ever  has  done  before.  He  argued 
the  point  with  his  older  opponent  and  came  within 
an  inch  of  defeating  him.  On  the  same  night 
Mooney  took  the  lead  away  from  Smith  in  the  220. 
Heretofore  Smith  might  have  given  up,  but  this 
time  he  fought  every  minute  of  the  time  and  was 
just  nosed  out  of  first  place  by  Mooney.  If  Lester 
can  hold  this  competitive  heart  he  will  be  a  much 
improved  swimmer.

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Upheaval  in  Intercollegiate 
Athletic  Circles

LIKE  a  bolt  of  lightning  flashing  out  of  a 
clear  sky,  announcement  was  made  just  be- 
fore the  University  of  Southern  California- 
University  of  California  football  game  at 
California  Memorial  Stadium,  Saturday,  November 
1,  that  Stanford  and  California  had  severed  all  ath- 
letic relations  with  the  University  of  Southern 
California. 

The  announcement  was  just  as  startling  as  was 
the  Golden  Bears'  7  to  0  victory  over  the  Trojans, 
as  neither  was  expected.  It  was  the  general  con- 
sensus of  opinion  that  the  "Big  Three"  had  patched 
their  difficulties  and  that  peace  had  been  restored. 

Stanford  and  California  feel  that  they  did  the 
only  and  just  thing.  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia feel  that  the  integrity  of  their  institution  has 
been  attacked. 

Late  last  spring  California,  Stanford  and  Uni- 
versity of  Southern  California  entered  in  a  tri- 
angular agreement.  The  object  was  to  see  if  the 
two  northern  institutions  could  reach  some  basis 
in  which  to  come  to  a  final  understanding  on 
scholarship. 

California  and  Stanford  aver  that  U.  S.  C.  has 
failed  to  live  up  to  the  scholarship  agreement. 
That  they  have  failed  to  keep  professionalism  from 
football  and  'finally  that  their  attitude  has  been  to 
wink  at  both. 

It  was  proven  beyond  a  shadow  of  a  doubt  by 
California  before  the  U.  S.  C. -California  game,  that 
Bill  Cole,  Trojan  tackle,  had  received  compensa- 
tion in  the  way  of  money  for  coaching  football  at 
Santa  Ana  High  School.  It  was  also  pointed  out 
that  several  freshmen,  who  played  on  the  U.  S.  C. 
frosh  eleven  against  Stanford  two  weeks  ago,  had 
been  admitted  to  Southern  California  and  had 
earlier  in  the  semester  applied  for  entrance  to  Cali- 
fornia and  had  been  refused  because  of  poor 
scholastic  standings. 

"Prejudice"  had  little  to  do  with  the  break. 
Some  Trojan  supporters  said  at  the  time  of  the 
break  that  "prejudice"  was  the  cause. 

It  does  not  seem  like  California  and  Stan- 
ford would  throw  away  the  best  mid-season  com- 
petition of  the  football  year  because  of  prejudice. 

When  it  is  remembered  that  football  is  the  only 
university  sport  which  pays  its  own  way  and  that 
it  also  must  be  made  to  pay  for  all  other  college 
sports,  and  when  it  is  remembered  that  California 
and  Stanford  have  no  easy  time  in  meeting 
financial  athletic  obligations,  it  can  hardly  be  pos- 
sible that  they  would  toss  to  the  winds  $125,000  of 


badly  needed   money  because   of  prejudices. 

No  official  of  Stanford  or  California  will  now 
state  the  detailed  charges.  Nevertheless,  as  the 
writer  sees  it,  the  break  was  due  far  more  to 
scholarship  differences  than  to  professionalism  at 
U.  S.  C. 

Though  the  parties  to  the  transaction  were 
sworn  to  silence,  other  than  the  official  statement, 
these   facts   were   learned : 

1.  That  the  executive  committee  of  the  Asso- 
ciated Students  of  the  University  of  California,  of 
which  one  faculty  man  is  an  ex-officio  member,  dis- 
cussed the  general  subject  of  athletic  relations  with 
the  University  of  Southern  California  at  their 
regular  meeting  on  Wednesday  evening,  two  days 
prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  faculty  eligibility  board 
of  Stanford,  California  and  U.  S.  C,  which  was 
held  at  the  Palace  Hotel,  Friday  morning. 

STANFORD  APPROACHED 

2.  That  the  student  committee,  feeling  that 
relations  with  U.  S.  C.  in  the  matter  of  eligibility 
of  athletes  and  so  on  were  reaching  such  a  point 
that  the  best  interests  of  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia would  be  served  were  such  relations  definite- 
ly severed,  decided  to  take  such  action  independ- 
ently of  what  the  faculty  eligibility  board  might 
feel  like  doing. 

3.  That,  having  reached  that  decision  and  re- 
corded it  by  vote,  the  Executive  Committee  of  Cali- 
fornia announced  its  findings  to  the  Board  of 
Athletic  Control  of  Stanford,  suggesting  similar 
action  on  the  part  of  that  body,  the  governing 
power  of  Stanford  athletics. 

ACTION  URGED 

4.  That  the  Board  of  Athletic  Control  of  Stan- 
ford— which  consists  of  students,  faculty  and  alum- 
ni members — called  a  hurried  special  meeting  im- 
mediately after  the  Stanford-Santa  Clara  football 
game  Friday,  at  which  the  action  of  the  California 
Executive  Committee  was  made  public  and  the 
suggestion  that  Stanford  co-operate  with  California 
to  force  U.  S.  C.  to  "celan  house"  was  taken  up 
and  argued  into  the  night.

found  a  place  on  Gil  Dobie's  regular  varsity  aftei 
two  weeks'  work  and  earned  a  place  in  the  plebe 
shell  that  year. 

In  1919  the  name  of  King  was  a  by-word  in 
Navy  circles  for  months  after  the  annual  football 
game  with  the  Army.  That  year  he  stood  back  on 
the  field  to  boot  over  two  kicks  across  the  bar  to 
defeat  the  West  Pointers  6  to  0.  King  can  truth- 
fully say  that  during  his  four  years  as  a  member 
of  the  Navy  team  he  ne/er  watched  the  colors  of 
his  team  trail   in   a   game   with  the  cadets. 

When  King  went  out  for  the  plebe  crew  at 
Annapolis  not  a  man  in  the  boat  had  ever  been 
in  a  barge  before  coming  to  Annapolis.  For  four 
years  these  same  young  men  pulled  together  and 
had  the  satisfaction  of  setting  a  number  of  new 
records  in  addition  to  winning  a  world's  champion- 
ship at  Antwerp  in   1920. 

King  was  a  member  of  the  crew  that  defeated 
California  in  1921  and  Washington  in  1922.  He 
declared  that  the  1922  race  was  the  greatest  ever 
held,  Washington  crowding  the  Navy  to  a  point 
where  they  were  forced  to  raise  their  stroke  to  44 
at  the  finish.  King  was  captain  of  the  crew  that 
year. 

His  activities  with  the  oar  has  helped  the  South 
End  Boat  Club  to  win  Pacific  Coast  championships 
the  past  two  years.  The  four-oared  crew  repre- 
senting that  organization  has  held  a  high  place  in 
rowing  circles. 

There  are  a  lot  of  fine  things  a  fellow  could 
say  about  Clyde  King.  Fe  typifies  the  highest 
type  of  sportsman.  If  he  hadn't  been  regular  all 
the  way  through  he  would  never  have  been  awarded 
the  athletic  sword  for  being  the  best  atblete  in  his 
class,  nor  would  he  have  been  elected  president  of 
the   1922  class  at  the  Naval  Academy. 

The  Olympic  Club  has  lost  a  fine  athlete,  but 
it  has  been  through  the  good  examples  of  other 
men  of  this  type  that  the  Winged  "O"  institution 
has  been  able  to  carry  on  successfully  throughout 
the  years  of  athletic  competition.

ous circuits.  Fathom  if  you  can,  the  upsetting 
reaction  of  every  hole  in  par  or  better,  with  the 
"birdies"  singing  and  "eagles"  screaming  where 
only  "elephants"  snorted  before  as  we  jotted  down 
our  careful  sixes  and  sevens. 


Still,  doctors  recommend  golf  for  tired  business 
men.  An  avocation  that  rests  and  refreshes.  An 
antidote  for  worry  and  care.  I  ask  you,  fellow 
sufferers,  if  it  may  not  prove  the  "straw  that 
breaks  the  camel's  back"?  It  took  Bobby  Jones 
ten  years  to  get  so  that  he  could  win  both  the 
open  and  amateur  championships  without  break- 
ing a  club,  tearing  his  hair,  balling  out  his  caddy, 
or  ripping  up  his  card.

We  have  all  at  various  times  done  more  or  less 
diligent  excavating  for  Chinese  antiquities  with 
niblick  and  jigger,  and  never  unearthed  anything 
more  than  a  much  more  eloquent  vocabulary  than 
we  ever  supposed  we  possessed.

It 
is  what  we  make  of  the  game,  that  makes  the  game 
what  it  is. 

There  has  never  been  such  a  thing  known  as  a 
perfect  game  of  golf  and  there  never  will  be.  Golf 
has  its  vagaries  which  we  accept  whether  we  are 
bedridden  or  merely  inoculated  with  the  germ  of 
swat. 

We  may  kid  ourselves  with  the  thought  that 
we  are  trying  to  become  perfect  golfers  and  that 
our  goal  is  par.  Once  arrived  at,  all  the  enjoyment 
and  enchantment  of  a  most  uncertain  game  would 
be  lost  and  we  would  seek  a  new  foe  to  conquer. 
To  play  every  hole  with  machine-like  precision 
would  provide  the  same  thrill  a  wooden  Indian 
gets  from  the  sale  of  a  smoke. 

Hence  we  have  our  paradox.  What  we  think 
We  are  striving,  fighting,  alibing,  even  praying  for, 
is  the  one  thing  that  would  eliminate  all  kick  and 
fun    from    the    royal    and    ancient    game.

To  Decide  Coast  Football  Supremacy  Nov.  22

FOR  the  first  time  since  California  and  Stan- 
ford have  returned  to  American  football,  the 
Cardinals  will  go  on  the  field  of  the  Califor- 
nia Memorial  Stadium  on  November  22  with 
an  even  chance  against  their  traditional  rivals. 

The  odds  may  switch  one  way  or  another 
before  the  game,  but  it  is  generally  conceded  that 
the  result  is  a  toss-up. 

Stanford  is  enjoying  its  first  season  under  the 
active  coaching  of  'Pop"  Warner,  the  "daddy  of 
them  all".  Two  of  his  lieutenants,  Andy  Kerr  and 
"Tiny"  Thornhill,  have  laid  a  foundation  for  him 
during  the  last  two  years. 

Blessed  with  wonderful  material,  Warner  has 
moulded  a  combination  that  is  defensively  as 
strong   as   any   on   the    coast,    and   which   has    tre- 


Idaho  a  few  weeks  ago,  it  being  the  first  time  that 
the  Vandal  forwards  were  given  the  worst  of  it 
in  two  years. 

Stanford's  ends  have  shown  to  advantage  and 
in  Captain  Jim  Lawson  the  Cards  have  a  wing 
whose  defensive  playing  places  him  without  a  peer 
in  Coast  football  circles.  "Solly"  Solomon  has  im- 
proved in  each  game  at  quarterback  and  now  rates 
as  a  good  field  general,  while  Norman  Cleaveland 
is  a  dangerous  open  field  runner,  and  "Skipper" 
Cuddeback  has  an  educated  toe  for  placement 
kicking. 

Andy  Smith  has  had  a  hard  row  to  hoe  at  Cali- 
fornia and  the  lanky  coach  deserves  unlimited 
credit  for  his  work  this  season.  The  four-year 
record  without  a  defeat  made  the  Bears  the  "team

mendous  potential  power  on  offensive,  though  it 
has  yet  to  show  to  its  best  advantage  in  this 
respect. 

The  Cardinals  were  handicapped  early  in  the 
year  when  an  injured  ankle  forced  Ernie  Nevers, 
third  All-American  fullback  last  season,  from  the 
game.  With  the  "blond  giant"  on  the  sidelines, 
Warner  has  developed  two  capable  reserves  in 
George  Bogue  and  Cliff  Hey,  who  have  done  the 
heavy  work  for  Stanford. 

There  is  a  good  chance  that  Nevers  will  be 
used  in  the  California  game,  and  the  Cardinal  root- 
ers are  pinning  their  hopes  on  this  probability. 
He  has  been  out  to  scrimmage  practice  and  his 
ankle  has  held  up  in  great  shape. 

The  Stanford  line  is  one  of  the  strongest  on  the 
Coast,  and  there  have  been  mighty  few  gains 
through  this  forward  wall.    The  linemen  outplayed

to  beat"  on  the  Coast  and  every  rival  has  loaded 
its  guns  to  "point"  at  the  game  with  California. 

Smith  was  caught  in  this  unenviable  position 
with  only  three  veterans  who  had  started  in  the 
Stanford  game  a  year  ago — Captain  "Babe"  Hor- 
rell,  "Snooky"  Mell  and  Dana  Carey.  To  make 
matters  worse,  Carey  was  laid  up  early  in  the  year 
with  an  injured  knee  which  prevented  him  from 
showing  to  best  advantage,  while  Mell  played  an 
"in-and-out"  game  most  of  the  year. 

It  behooved  the  Bruin  coach  to  develop  what 
is  almost  an  entirely  new  team.  This  he  has  done 
— and  this  achievement  has  been  so  marked  that 
the  mourners  who  were  predicting  his  downfall 
are  again  singing  Smith's  praises. 

Horrell  at  center  has  been  more  brilliant  than 
ever.  His  defensive  playing  has  saved  the  Bears

would  likely  have  been  beaten. 

Idaho  is  a  fast,  flashy,  tricky,  well-coached  team, 
and  in  Stivers  has  one  of  the  best  players  on  this 
coast,  so  Stanford  deserves  all  credit  for  winning. 

California  surprised  all  the  knowing  ones  by 
not  only  beating  the  all-star  U.  S.  C.  team  7  to  0 
but  by  outplaying  that  outfit  so  far  that  there  was 
no  question  as  to  which  was  the  superior  team. 
California  tried  three  drop  kicks,  two  of  which 
were  blocked  and  the  other  went  wide,  while  U. 
S.  C.  had  only  one  chance  to  score  and  had  to 
resort  to  the  forward  pass  on  the  fourth  down 
because  the  California  line  could  not  be  penetrated. 

Unless  "Pop"  Warner  has  Stanford  play  dif- 
ferent football  in  the  Big  Game  than  the  Cards 
have  shown  so  far,  those  who  go  to  the  Big  Game 
will  see  two  distinct  styles  of  football.  Andy  Smith 
believes  in  the  kicking  game,  and  his  men  are  well 
trained  to  take  full  advantage  of  everything.  The 
Bears  are  liable  to  kick  or  pass  or  run  or  buck  and 
the  plays  are  so  deceptive  that  the  opponents  are 
apt  to  be  confused.  There  is.  always  action  when 
a  team  coached  by  Andy  Smith  starts  going. 

Warner,  on  the  other  hand,  has  his  men  hang 
on  to  the  ball  to  the  last  gasp.  He  seldom  kicks 
until  the  fourth  down.  California  is  just  as  apt  as 
not  to  kick  on  the  first  down — especially  if  the  ball 
is   in   California  territory. 

Warner  believes  in  power.     He  has  heavy  men 


in  his  back  field  and  they  have  been  trained  in 
powerful  formation.  Warner  uses  the  pass,  but 
not  in  the  same  way  Smith  does. 

The  game  on  November  22  is  likely  to  be  a 
battle  between  a  slugger  and  a  skillful  boxer. 

California  played  far  better  against  U.  S.  C. 
than  anyone  thought  that  outfit  could  play.  If  the 
improvement  continues  Stanford  will  have  to  beat 
a  high  class  team  to  win  on  November  22. 

Ernie  Nevers,  the  star  of  the  Stanford  team, 
has  been  out  of  the  game  nearly  all  year  because 
of  a  cracked  bone  in  his  heel.  It  is  hoped  he  will 
be  ready  for  the  California  game,  but  even  if  he 
does  play,  he  may  not  be  at  top  form  because  of 
his  long  lay  off. 

Hey  and  Bogue  are  powerful  line  plungers  so 
Nevers  has  not  been  greatly  missed  so  far,  but 
Warner  would  like  to  have  his  big  siege  gun  ready 
for  the  California  game. 

If  Stanford  does  not  beat  California  this  year, 
the  Sons  of  the  Stanford  Red  will  be  grieviously 
disappointed,  for  this  is  the  year  they  have  been 
waiting  for  ever  since  returning  to  the  American 
game. 

When  the  season  started  I  thought  Stanford 
looked  like  a  cinch.  Now,  with  the  astounding 
improvement  shown  by  the  green  California  team, 
it  looks  like  a  toss  up. 

The  team  that  is  in  the  best  shape,  physically 
and  mentally,  on  that  great  day  will  likely  win. 
Last  year  both  teams  were  stale  in  the  Big  Game. 
Stanford  will  have  no  excuse  for  being  stale  this 
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year,  for   now   that  the   U.   S.   C.   game   is   off  the 
Stanford  schedule  is  an  easy  one. 

Since  California  tied  Washington  and  came  out 
of  the  fray  with  the  men  in  good  shape,  and,  if 
Andy  Smith  can  put  them  on  the  field  feeling  as 
frisky  and  as  alert  as  they  were  the  day  they  beat 
U.  S.  C,  there  will  be  a  mighty  battle  in  the  Cali- 
fornia Stadium  on  November  22,  and  I  would  not 
miss  it  for  a  great  deal.

Suddenly  the  ball  shot  back  to  Camp- 
bell, who  started  with  it  toward  the  right  and  the 
whole  Agnetian  team  converging  toward  him.  Just 
as  he  was  about  to  be  tackled  he  wheeled  suddenly 
and  threw  a  reverse  pass  to  the  left  and  there 
stood  Needles  a  few  yards  from  the  goal  line 
waiting  for  it,  and  nobody  within  yards  to  keep 
him  from  going  over  the  line.

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The  Case  of  Tommy  McKee 


AS  was  promised  in  an  issue  of  The 
Olympian  at  the  time  of  this  unfortunate 
occurrence,  all  of  the  important  facts 
connected  with  the  unwarranted  elimina- 
tion of  Tommy  McKee  from  the  competing  teams 
of  the  Olympian  Games  at  Paris  have  come  to 
hand  and  are  now  published  with  the  consent  of 
President  William  F.  Humphrey  and  the  sadly 
mistreated  young  Olympian  himself. 

Mr.  Humphrey  states  that  the  first  he  knew  of 
the  case  was  when  he  read  in  the  Paris  edition  of 
The  New  York  Herald  a  news  item  to  the  effect 
that  Thomas  McKee  of  California  and  a  member 
of  the  American  swimming  team,  had  been  elimi- 
nated from  participation  in  the  Olympian  Games 
as  an   "undesirable". 

Shortly  afterward  young  McKee  appeared  at 
his  hotel  in  company  with  Pat  MacDonald,  cham- 
pion heavy  weight  thrower,  who  told  him  of  Mc- 
Kee's  expulsion  from  the  team  for  insubordination 
and  bad  conduct,  and  that  he  had  been  placed  in 
his  (MacDonald's)  charge,  practically  under  guard, 
until  he  could  be  transported  back  to  America. 
Mr.  Humphrey  declared  that  the  American  Olym- 
pian Committee  had  not  the  slightest  authority  to 
take  action  so  drastic,  at  once  relieving  Mac- 
Donald  of  his  unpleasant  duty,  adding  that  he 
would  take  charge  of  McKee's  case. 

Some  members  of  the  American  Committee,  a 
few  days  later,  were  discussing  the  case.  It  then 
transpired  that  Robert  M.  Thompson,  president  of 
the  committee,  most  of  its  members,  and  more 
particularly,  Mr.  Henry  Lapham,  first  vice-presi- 
dent and  maker  of  the  charges  against  McKee, 
were  deeply  surprised  to  learn  that  the  authority 
of  the  committee  to  discipline  or  punish  any  mem- 
ber of  the  American  team  in  any  way  that  it 
deemed  right  and  proper  had  been  questioned,  and 
that  the  existence  of  such  authority  had  been 
disputed. 

Mr.  Henry  Lapham,  in  effect,  charged  that  the 
young  man  had  been  offensively  impertinent  and 
insubordinate  to  him  just  before  the  departure  of 
the  train  from  Cherbourg  to  Paris,  and  so  flagrant 
did  he  consider  the  offense  that  if  McKee  were 
permitted  to  participate  in  the  games  he  would  not 
participate  in  -them  himself,  and,  furthermore,  that 
he  would  tender  his  resignation  as  vice  president 
of  that  august  administrative  body. 

McKee  made  his  statement  (which  will  be  given 
in  fuller  detail  later  on  in  his  own  words).  This 
differed  from  that  of  Mr.  Lapham  only  in  that  he 
denied  using  some  of  the  offensive  language  at- 
tributed to  him  by  his  accuser,  and  he  protested 
that  he   did   not  know  who  it  was  that   spoke   so 


harshly  to  him  on  the  train  or  he  certainly  would 
not  have  replied  even  as  he  did. 

A  few  days  later,  at  a  meeting  of  the  American 
Committee  called  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Humphrey, 
he  spoke  in  defense  of  Mr.  McKee,  stating  that 
Mr.  McKee  was  a  member  of  The  Olympic  Club 
of  San  Francisco,  in  good  standing,  and  that  the 
proposed  action  of  the  committee  would  blacken 
the  reputation  of  a  deserving  young  man  for  the 
balance  of  his  athletic  and  social  career.  It  was 
then  stated  that  Mr.  McKee's  reputation  was  ques- 
tionable and  since  he  had  been  dismissed  from  the 
American  team  he  had  been  carousing  with  dis- 
reputable characters  at  the  Folies  Bergere.  Mr. 
Huhphrey  replied  that  he  was  as  much  interested 
as  any  one  in  ascertaining  the  truth  of  these  facts, 
as  The  Olympic  Club  did  not  want  in  its  member- 
ship any  one  of  the  character  that  they  described. 
The  gist  of  these  charges  had  been  communicated 
to  him  and  on  his  investigation  he  showed  that 
they  were  absolutely  groundless  and  were  reck- 
lessly made.  The  only  justification  was  that  Mr. 
McKee  had  attended  the  performance  of  the  Folies 
Bergere  in  company  with  a  prominent  member  of 
the  Club  and  a  respectable  business  man  of  San 
Francisco,  and  members  of  his  family,  but  they 
were  unable  to  show  a  single  fact  or  even  a  doubt- 
ful circumstance  that  justified  the  statement  that 
McKee  had  a  questionable  record.  When  this  was 
made  evident  to  the  members  of  the  committee 
they  still  insisted  that  since  their  action  in  re- 
moving McKee  from  the  team  had  been  circulated 
among  the  other  American  competitors,  it  would 
destroy  the  morale  of  the  team  and  the  authority 
of  the  committee  if  McKee  were  reinstated.  It 
was  then  argued  that  it  would  be  better  if  the 
American  team  lost  every  event  rather  than  injure 
the  reputation  of  a  young  man  who  was  just  start- 
ing out  in  life.  Notwithstanding  this  showing  on 
the  presentation  of  a  motion  to  restore  him  to 
membership  on  the  American  team  and  to  invite 
him  to  compete  on  the  swimming  team,  it  was 
stubbornly  resisted  and  officers  and  members 
threatened  to  resign  and  abandon  the  team  if  the 
motion  were  carried.  With  a  few  exceptions,  all 
the  members  of  the  team  stated  that  on  reflection 
they  considered  that  the  punishment  first  imposed 
was  too  severe,  but  felt  that  the  action  had  been 
taken  and  that  they  had  to  stand  by  what  they  had 
done.  Thereupon  a  member  offered  a  substitute 
for  the  original  motion,  a  declaration  that  the 
committee  regretted  the  unfortunate  misconstruc- 
tion placed  upon  its  action  by  the  public  press, 
adding  that  the  action  which  led  the  committee  to 
drop  Tom  McKee  in  no  way  involved  moral  turpi-

tude.  On  the  adoption  of  this  motion  the  presi- 
dent declared  that  it  took  the  place  of  the  other 
motion  and  that  a  vote  thereon  was  not  necessary. 
Mr.  Humphrey,  upon  being  interviewed,  stated 
that  while  the  committee  meeting  was  not  secret 
he  did  not  care  to  relate  any  detail  of  the  action 
which  took  place  in  the  committee  room,  but  he 
had  no  hesitancy  in  declaring  that,  in  his  judg- 
ment, the  action  of  the  committee  was  unjustified; 
that  Tommy  McKee  had  been  treated  samefully, 
and  that  as  far  as  he  had  any  knowledge  Mr. 
McKee's  conduct  and  behavior  was  better  than  any 
member  on  the  American  team. 

THOMAS  McKEE'S  STATEMENT 
He  was  sought  out  in  the  Club  and  asked  for 
the  particulars  of  the  incident  that  led  to  his  unjust 
and  humiliating  punishment. 

"This  thing  has  just  about  broken  my  heart," 
he  said.  "If  I  could  bring  myself  to  believe  that 
I  had  done  anything  to  justify  what  was  done  to 
me  I  wouldn't  feel  so  badly.  But  I  will  never  be- 
lieve it  was  right,  because  it  wasn't.  I've  been 
trying  for  two  years  to  make  that  team.  I  worked 
hard,  trained  strictly,  and  finally  placed  second  in 
the  trials,  only  the  world's  champion  beating  me. 
I  believe  that  I  would  have  made  a  good  showing 


over  there,  because  at  Indianapolis  I  beat  Dave 
Fall,  who  took  my  place  when  this  thing  happened 
and  placed  second  in  the  American  team.  I  wish 
I  could  get  over  the  humiliation  and  disappoint- 
ment of  it  all,  but  I  just  can't." 

Tommy  then  went  on  to  narrate  the  circum- 
stances of  how  it  all  began.  It  appears  that  several 
of  the  boys  were  somewhat  noisily  chatting  and 
skylarking  on  the  platform  of  the  train  just  about 
to  leave  the  station,  and  when  it  started  there  was 
a  scramble  to  leap  on  board  of  it  on  the  part  of 
those  who  were  still  on  the  ground.  Tommy  had 
already  seated  himself  in  the  compartment  when 
he  noticed  that  one  of  the  boys  was  not  aboard  the 
train,  but  in  a  sort  of  mischievous  prank  was  run- 
ning alongside  of  it.  He  hurried  to  the  platform 
and  leaped  from  the  train  intending  to  assist  a 
teammate  from  what  seemed  to  be  a  dangerous 
position,  when  a  man  whom  he  had  never  seen 
before  shouted  at  him  in  an  angry  tone  of  voice, 
of  the  overbearing  kind  that  is  never  received 
without  a  retort  in  kind  from  any  independent 
American  youth  when  it  comes  from  an  utter 
stranger. 

"Here!  Here!  What  are  you  fellows  doing 
there?  Get  aboard  the  train!  You  hear  me!  Get 
aboard !" 

When  the  two  boys  boarded  the  train  the 
stranger   continued   his  dictatorial  manner,  where- 
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upon  Tommy  replied  in  much  the  same  tone: 

"I  don't  know  you,  you  don't  know  me,  and 
you've  no  right  to  talk  to  me  like  that." 

"Do  you  know  who  I  am?"  asked  the  stranger 
offensively. 

"No,"  replied  Tommy;  "I  suppose  you're  a 
member  of  the  American  team  like  I  am,  and  you'll 
find  out  that  I'll  make  more  points  than  you  will." 

"You  will,  eh?"  retorted  the  stranger;  "well  I'll 
make  it  my  business  to  see  that  you  don't  make 
any  points  at  all,  and  for  that  matter  you're  off 
the  team  now!" 

With  that  insulting  rally  the  stranger  retired  to 
his  compartment.  Shortly  thereafter,  Tommy 
was  told  that  the  stranger  was  no  less  a  person 
than  Mr.  Henry  Lapham,  vice  president  of  the 
American  committee,  and  that  to  insure  his  place 
on  the  team  he  ought  to  apologize  at  once.  He 
lost  no  time  in  seeking  out  Mr.  Lapham  in  his 
compartmnt  and  at  once  offered  a  polite  apology 
in  the  presence  of  Mrs.  Lapham  and  others.  This 
Lapham  angrily  declined  to  receive  and  Tommy 
was  summarily  dismissed  from  the  compartment. 
Shortly  thereafter,  to  his  utter  amazement  and 
chagrin,  he  received  the  news  that  the  American 
committee  had  met  on  the  train,  that  he  had  been 
eliminated  from  any  participation  in  the  Olympic 
Games  for  insubordination,  and  furthermore,  that 
he  must  be  placed  under  guard  until  such  time  as 
he  could  be  sent  back  to  New  York. 

"That's  all  there  was  to  it,"  he  said  in  con- 
clusion. On  my  honor  it  is  not  true  that  I  used 
profane  and  abusive  language  to  Mr.  Lapham  as 
he  claimed.  The  rest  of  it  you  know  already.  I 
shall  never  forget  how  wonderfully  Mr.  Humphrey 
fought  for  and  defended  me,  nor  Mr.  Fleishhacker, 
who  agreed  with  him  that  my  treatment  by  the 
committee  had  been  outrageous.  This  misfortune 
has  taken  the  pep  right  out  of  me,  and  the  way  I 
feel  now  I  don't  blieve  that  I'll  ever  enter  another 
swimming  or  diving  contest.  What  is  worse  than 
all  is  the  fact  that  I  lost  my  job  on  the  ground 
that  I  overstayed  my  time.  But  I  shall  always  feel 
that  the  awful  blow  I  got  from  the  committee  had 
a  lot  to  do  with  it."

the  commission  can,  by  an  exercise  of  caution,  pre- 
vent the  fakes  and  scandals  which  have  brought 
the  sport  into  disrepute  in  the  past.  But  the  best 
intentioned  man  in  the  world  cannot  hope  to  satisfy 
everybody.  I  can  almost  hear  Pat  Egan  remark- 
ing, after  the  first  ten-round  show,  "It's  just  as  I 
told  you;  these  ten-round  bouts  are  no  good.  I'd 
rather  see  one  good  four-round  contest  than  a 
thousand  of  them." 

However,  there  is  a  prospect  of  seeing  a  cham- 
pionship match  occasionally.  Which  will  be  a  wel- 
come relief  after  the  celluloid  exhibitions  of  Regi- 
nald Denny  and  other  prominent  movie  actors.  The 
West,  from  whence  sprang  a  majority  of  the  fistic 
celebrities  of  the  past,  may  once  again  become  the 
boxing  center  of  the  world. 

The  writer  of  this  article  believes  boxing  is 
the  most  dramatic  of  all  sporting  contests.  And  it 
is  as  a  supporter  of  the  sport  that  he  joins  with 
others  in  wishing  it  a  sincere  and  hearty  welcome.

'comer",    and    it    is    pleasant    to    think    that    my 
prophecy  has  been  more  than  fulfilled. 

Chris  Buckley  is  another  young  golfer  who  has 
improved  amazingly  since  the  opening  of  the  new 
courses.  In  the  Outing  Tournament  he  won  the 
fifth  flight,  and  a  month  later  won  the  Handicap 
trophy  in  the  medal  round,  scoring  an  80  over  the 
Lake  Course  and  was  runner  up  in  the  first  flight. 
Eliminating  Twiggs'  brilliant  74,  Buckley  and 
Brant  Wickersham  were  tied  for  the  low  gross 
trophy. 

Buckley  has  been  wise  enough  to  seek  the  com- 
pany of  better  players  than  himself.  And  such  is 
the  best  and  speediest  road  to  improvement.  He 
never  misses  an  opportunity  of  a  round  with  a 
professional,  and  that,  if  a  player  keeps  his  eyes 
open  and  earnestly  studies  the  game,  is  as  good 
as  two  or  three  lessons  in  a  golf  school. 

George  Sleight  is  another  young  man  who  bears 
watching.  Sleight  took  into  camp  the  veteran, 
Judge  Tim  Fitzpatrick,  in  the  final  of  the  second 
flight  of  the  Outing  Tournament,  and  though  his 
handicap  was  promptly  shortened  he  again  won 
the  honors  of  the  second  flight  in  the  Directors' 
Tournament. 

Among  other  players  who  are  showing  marked 
improvement  are  Jack  Kennedy,  Louis  Ghirardelli, 
Clinton  D.   Rand,   H.   C.   Hogrefe  Jr. 

Meanwhile  can  the  observer  denote  an  im- 
provement in  the  manners  of  golf  at  The  Olympic 
Country  Club?  Is  the  observance  of  the  etiquette 
of  the  course  any  better?  Yes  it  is,  but  there  is 
is  still  plenty  of  room  for  betterment,  if  the  Club 
is  to  be  famous  as  the  home  of  true  golfers  and 
sportsmen. 

It  seems  extraordinary  after  so  much  golf  at 
Lakeside  that  so  many  members  are  still  suffering 
from  two  main  delusions — the  first  that  golf  is  a 
foot-race  and  the  second  that  it  is  disgraceful  to 
allow  another  match  to  pass.  The  player  who  is 
heedless  of  the  rights  of  others  is  not  a  golfer  and 
never  will  be  until  he  corrects  his  bad  manners. 
There  are  one  or  two  four-ball  combinations  at 
Lakeside  who  positively  will  not  let  a  match 
through  however  much  they  are  holding  up  their 
followers.  If  they  lose  a  ball  and  cannot  promptly 
find  it  and  a  voice  shouting  "Fore"  is  heard  from 
the  rear  these  offenders,  rather  than  let  anyone 
"through",  will  drop  a  ball.  This  is  no  exaggera- 
tion, for  only  the  other  day  I  was  behind  such  a 
combination.  Finally  they  got  out  of  balls  at  the 
tenth  hole  on  the  Ocean  Links  and  had  to  let  us 
through.  We  had  not  gone  three  holes  before  we 
were  nearly  two  holes  ahead  of  them.  No  wonder 
so  many  rounds  at  Lakeside  take  half  an  hour 
longer  than  they  should  and  hence  are  tedious  and 
a  trial  of  the  temper.

believe  that  the  women  of  Sandakan  and  vicinity 
wash  clothes  for  amusement.  They  are  always 
at  it.  When  they  go  visiting  or  shopping  they 
take  a  bit  of  washing  to  do  in  the  gutter.  After 
a  hard  day's  work  of  breaking  stones  they  all  get 
together  around  a  mud  wallow  that  belongs  to 
some  patient  caribou,  and  have  a  washing  bee. 
Any  water  will  do.  The  curious  thing  is  that  the 
clothes  they  wear  are  not  strikingly  clean;  the 
clothes  they  wash  must  be  kept  just  for  laundry 
purposes. 

One  of  my  clearest  memories  of  Sandakan  is 
not  of  rats  or  rain,  of  wild  men  or  gambling,  but 
of  a  man  reading  out  loud.  He  was  on  a  coal 
barge  just  below  me  as  I  lay  on  my  improvised 
bed  next  the  rail.  Out  of  the  inky  blackness  of 
the  still,  tropical  night  came  the  sound  of  his  voice. 
All  night  long  he  read,  scarcely  above  a  whisper; 
his  bed  a  swinging  hammock;  his  reading  light  a 
wick  in  a  cup  of  oil.  It  was  a  strange,  sing-song 
tune  of  not  more  than  six  notes.  He  never  stopped 
for  breath;  it  was  never  the  same.  It  interested 
me,  fascinated  me,  soothed  me,  riled  me,  and 
finally,  at  the  first  hint  of  dawn,  lulled  me  into  a 
slumber  that  ended  with  the  scrubbing  of  the  decks 
and   morning  tea.

on  a   number  of  occasions,   while   his   passing   has 
been  above  the  slightest  criticism. 

The  balance  of  the  line  has  left  much  to  be 
desired  and  Smith's  greatest  worry  has  been  to 
bolster  up  the  forward  wall.  An  appendicitis 
operation  on  Walter  Rau,  robbed  the  Bears  of  their 
best  guard  just  at  a  time  when  he  was  most  needed, 
and  the  tackle  positions  are  filled  by  players  who 
are  not  above  ordinary. 

The  ends  were  a  source  of  trouble  until  the 
latter  part  of  the  season  when  Mell,  Frank 
Thatcher  and  Gordon  Huber  began  to  show  their 
worth. 

California's  backfield,  however,  presents  an  en- 
tirely different  story,  and  the  Bruin  boast  of  as  fine 
a  set  of  backs  as  there  are  on  the  Coast,  and 
reserves  are  plentiful  for  the  positions  back  of 
the  line. 

"Scoop"  Carlson  at  quarterback  is  as  strategic 
a  field  general  as  there  is  in  the  conference,  and  he 
has  carried  out  Smith's  plan  of  battle  to  the 
minutest  detail. 

"Tut"  Imlay  has  proved  the  sensation  of  the 
season  at  halfback,  and  is  classed  with  the  best 
of  them  in  the  open  field.  He  is  another  Don 
Nichols  in  returning  punts,  which  is  "nuf  sed". 

The  triple-threat  man  of  the  Bruin  backfield, 
Jimmy  Dixon,  has  not  fulfilled  the  expectations 
placed  in  him.  He  has  the  ability  however,  and 
may  strike  his  real  form  in  any  game. 

For  fullback,  Smith  has  two  players  who  have 
been  uncovered  this  season — Al  Young  and  Earl 
Jabs.  Both  of  them  have  showed  rare  ability  in 
line  plunging,  and  when  Young  was  laid  up,  Jabs 
filled  the  position  in  the  U.  S.  C.  game,  being  the 
outstanding  player  of  the  contest. 

All  in  all,  the  Cardinals  and  the  Bruins  appear 
evenly  matched  with  Stanford  having  the  advant- 
age in  the  line,  while  California  must  be  given  a 
slight  edge  in  the  backfield.

OLYMPIC  tennis  players  demonstrated  their 
wares  during  October  and  the  early  part  of 
November  in  California  and  Mexico,  the 
contingent  that  appeared  in  the  Mexican 
national  championships  included  Raymond  P. 
Casey,  Howard  O.  Kinsey  and  Robert  G.  Kinsey. 
The  California  engagements  of  the  rackets  included 
the  San  Francisco  city  championships  and  the 
Alameda  city  championships. 

Casey,  paired  with  Vincent  Richards,  won  the 
Mexican  doubles  championship  by  defeating  the 
Kinseys,  national  champions  of  the  United  States, 
6-3,  8-6,  6-8,  6-4,  and  Howard  Kinsey  was  the  run- 
ner up  for  the  Mexican  singles  title,  but  he  fell 
before  the  court  work  of  Richards,  who  holds  many 
titles  in  the  United  States  and  Europe.

Their  hardest  match  was  against  Dr.  Jen- 
sen and  Cranston  Holman,  the  sensational  junior 
players,  in  a  semi-final  match.  Ed  Wallace,  play- 
ing under  The  Olympic  Club  colors,  did  not  survive 
the  first  round  of  the  city  play. 

The  club's  Tennis  Commissioner,  Frank  Osborn, 
paired  with  James  Jordan,  won  the  Alameda  city 
doubles  championship  in  a  four-set  match  during  a 
recent  tournament.

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The  California  Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor 

(EDITOR'S  NOTE — The  opening  to  the  public  of  this  magnificent  temple  of  art,  presented  by 
the  late  A.  B.  Spreckels  and  Mrs.  Alma  De  Bretteville  Spreckels  to  their  native  city  as  a  memorial 
to  its  soldier  dead,  has  inspired  the  belief  that  the  readers  of  The  Olympian  would  be  interested 
in  its  history,  as  well  as  that  of  the  original  palace  in  Paris  of  which  it  is  an  elaborate  replica.) 


INSTALLMENT  I 


N  1872  Pierre  Rousseau,  celebrated 
French  architect,  began  in  Paris, 
at  Rue  de  Lille  and  Quai  d'Orsay, 
the  erection  of  a  palace  which 
would  bring  to  mind  a  Greek 
temple  of  classic  days.  His  client 
was  Prince  de  Salm  Kybourg,  of  a  small  German 
principality.  The  prince,  who  had  most  extrava- 
gant tastes  without  sufficient  money  to  gratify 
them,  desired  the  edifice  for  a  residence,  where  he 
prepared  to  dazzle  Paris  with  sumptuous  enter- 
tainments. When  the  building  was  finished  in 
1786,  the  ambitious  host  gave  a  magnificent  fete 
at  which  most  of  the  fashionable  guests  were 
strangers  to  him. 


was   found   guilty   of   being   a   secret   agent   of  the 
German  coalition  and  he  went  to  the  guillotine. 

Then  Rousseau  put  up  the  splendid  edifice  as 
a  prize  in  a  lottery,  in  consequence  of  which  it  fell 
to  the  lot  of  one  Lieutheraud,  who  from  the 
position  of  wig-maker's  apprentice  suddenly 
bloomed  forth  as  the  possessor  of  great  wealth 
with  which  he  gave  lavish  entertainments  in  "the 
hotel  Salm".  When  it  was  discovered  that  the 
mysterious  source  of  his  wealth  was  forgery,  per- 
petrated through  his  familiarity  with  government 
secrets  learned  from  his  association  with  certain 
celebrated  actresses  who  were  in  favor  with  high 
political  powers,  he  was  condemned  to  be  branded 
and  pilloried ;   but    before    his    sentence    could  be

Shortly  thereafter,  the  architect  was  obliged  to 
take  over  the  palace  on  account  of  the  prince's 
debt  to  him,  but  he  allowed  the  improvident  pro- 
jector temporary  residence  in  the  place.  In  the 
meantime,  along  came  the  revolution,  when  Lafay- 
ette gave  the  prince  command  of  a  battalion  and 
used  the  palace  for  a  reform  club  headquarters. 
Alas!.  It  was  not  long  before  "Citizen  Salm-Salm" 


carried  out,  he  escaped  and  no  trace  of  his  exist- 
ence was  ever  afterward  discovered. 

The  palace  reverted  to  the  government  when 
Napoleon  was  First  Consul  and  it  came  into  digni- 
fied use  when  Mme.  de  Stael  and  Banjamin  Con- 
stant held  their  famous  salons  there.  In  1804 
Napoleon  gave  the  edifice  to  the  Legion  of  Honor,

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How  to  Win  All  Your  Golf  Matches 


By  H.  P.  FARRINGTON 


EVERY  sportsman  likes  to  win  at  whatever 
game  he  may  be  addicted  to.  I  have  a 
couple  of  receipts  for  golfers  that  are  in- 
fallible, and  being  big  hearted  I  am  going 
to  explain  to  every  owner  of  a  bag  of  clubs  how 
he  can  win  every  match. 

Having  played  golf  for  more  than  twenty-five 
years  on  courses  from  Winnipeg  to  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, and  Montreal  to  Palm  Beach,  I  want  to 
qualify  as  an  expert  on  the  advices  to  follow : 

Throw  away  all  literature  pertaining  to  the 
playing  of  the  game,  give  up  taking  lessons  and 
practicing,  but  know  the  rules.  A  knowledge  of 
the  rules  prevents  your  opponent  pulling  techni- 
calities on  you,  and  places  you  in  the  driver's  seat 
if  he  is  unread  on  the  fine  points. 

There  is  a  time  honored  expression  which  states 
that  "most  matches  are  won  on  and  around  the 
greens."  Nothing  to  it.  Nothing  could  be  farther 
out  of  line.  It  comes  under  the  head  of  pure  un- 
adulterated bunk. 

I've  been  on  thousands  of  greens  and  on  all 
sides  of  them,  still  lost  many  matches  before  I 
ever  got  to  the  first  tee.  Now  for  the  secret.  It 
was  because  someone  was  a  good  salesman  that 
I  was  defeated. 

Be  a  salesman.  Keep  that  thought  before  you. 
Study  how  to  read  character.  Get  the  old  psy- 
chology working.  A  very  brief  course  will  teach 
you   the   scientific   treatment   of   would-be   victims. 


Learn  how  to  moan,  flatter,  bull,  or  plead,  and 
how  to  overcome  objections.  You  are  bound  to 
meet  objections,  but  then  all  salesmen  do,  and 
unless  they  are  overcome  no  sale  is  consummated. 

I  can  beat  any  golfer  in  The  Olympic  Club 
today.  That  sounds  a  trifle  egotistical,  you  will 
say,  and  doubtless  is  not  a  very  bad  case  of  swelled 
head.  Oh,  no!  I  did  not  finish.  I  can  beat  any 
Olympian  today — with  the  "Proper  Handicap". 
That's  the  little  joker  in  the  pack. 

List  your  prospects  carefully.  Don't  oversell 
your  good  customers.  Let  them  win  a  ball  now 
and  then  if  your  next  circuit  nets  a  full  dozen. 
Every  golfer  has  a  weak  spot.  It  may  be  vanity, 
ego,  ability,  sympathy  or  what  not.  Be  a  salesman 
and  sell  the  individual  the  kind  of  chatter  that 
boosts  their  opinion  of  themselves  and  your  handi- 
cap at  the  same  time. 

Don't  attempt  flattery  where  it  will  fall  on 
barren  ground,  nor  moan  after  taking  your  bird 
to  the  cleaners,  while  you  showed  a  snappy  79. 
Be  sure  you  have  the  correct  premise.  Then  build 
up  your  sale. 

It  is  well  to  keep  a  definite  record  of  your  cus- 
tomers, both  past  and  prospective.  File  for  ready 
reference  their  weaknesses  or  what  motivated  the 
previous  sale,  or  lent  an  appeal.  Follow  closely 
your  psychology,  noting  the  shape  of  the  head,  the 
profile,  color  of  the  hair  and  eyes.  Tell  your  fat,

Dedication  of  the  New  Tennis  Stadium

SAN    FRANCISCO'S    latest    sport   center,    the 
tennis    stadium   at    Golden    Gate    Park,     was 
auspiciously    dedicated    November     16th    by 
the  champions  of  the   United   States   with   a 
gallery  of  notables  present.     Chief  among  the  gal- 
lery was  William  F.  Humphrey,  President  of  The 
Olympic   Club,  and  to  whom  the   members  of  the 


Golden  Gate  Tennis  Club  give  all  credit  for  having 
the  stadium  erected.  Sitting  by  Mr.  Humphrey 
were  Herbert  Fleishhacker,  other  members  of  the 
Park  Commission,  the  City  and  County  Super- 
visors and  officials  of  the  California  Lawn  Tennis 
Club,  all  of  whom  were  guests  of  the  Golden  Gate 
Tennis  Club  which  had  charge  of  the  dedication. 
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The  players  who  appeared  for  the  dedication 
were  Helen  Wills,  national  and  Olympic  champion; 
Helen  Jacobs,  national  junior  champion;  William 
T.  Tilden,  national  champion;  William  M.  John- 
ston, the  runner-up  to  Tilden;  Vincent  Richards, 
Olympic  champion;  Ray  Casey,  John  Strachan  and 
Cranston  Holman,  San  Francisco  city  champion 
and  holder  of  all  junior  titles  in  the  State.  John- 
ston and  Casey  are  Olympians. 

The  play  was  of  the  highest  order  and  kept  the 
gallery  that  filled  the  stadium  interested  during 
the  entire  afternoon.  The  stadium  is  a  quadrangle 
seating  4440  persons  and  in  the  center  are  spaces 
for  two  courts.  The  hard  court  with  an  asphalt 
facing  was  the  one  that  was  used  for  the  exhi- 
bition. The  turf  court  will  be  put  in  in  the  spring, 
and  it  is  planned  to  use  it  exclusively  for  the  San 
Francisco  players  who  make  trips  East  for  com- 
petition. This  will  give  them  an  opportunity  to 
change  their  hard  court  game  to  turf  without  hav- 
ing to  go  East  long  before  the  tournaments  are 
scheduled   to   begin. 

Tilden  was  warm  in  his  praise,  after  playing 
on  the  stadium  court.  He  was  particularly  im- 
pressed by  the  absence  of  shadows  on  the  court 
and  the  freedom  from  winds.  The  tennis  stadium 
gave  the  Park  Commission  its  first  opportunity, 
since  the  citizens  gave  it  permission  by  the  ballot, 
to  charge  admission  to  an  athletic  event  in  the 
park. 

The  club  paid  the  Park  Commission  a  percent- 
age of  the  receipts  and  the  money  the  Park  Com- 
mission obtained  was  placed  in  the  tennis  fund, 
to  be  used  exclusively  for  tennis. 

Olympic  Club  memb8rs  received  high  positions 
in  the  annual  ranking  of  the  tennis  players  of 
Northern  California,  which  the  California  Lawn 
Tennis  Association  recently  announced.  William 
M.  Johnston,  who  was  not  ranked  because  he  did 
not  play  in  a  sufficient  number  of  tournaments, 
was  given  an  honorary  ranking  as  "unquestion- 
ably the  best  player  in  the  State". 

Howard  O.  Kinsey  of  The  Olympic  Club,  was 
placed  first  of  the  twenty  players  ranked,  by  virtue 
of  his  title  as  Pacific  Coast  champion,  and  his  play 
in  the  Ambassador  Hotel  and  Santa  Barbara  tourn- 
aments. Next  to  Kinsey  is  Raymond  P.  Casey. 
He  was  placed  second  as  California  State  champion 
and  his  play  in  the  Ambassador  Hotel  tournament 
also  counted.  In  this  tournament  he  was  defeated 
in  the  finals  by  Johnston,  but  before  being  elimi- 
nated he  disposed  of  Kinsey  and  Harvey  Snod- 
grass,  the  best  player  in  Los  Angeles. 

Other  Olympians  who  are  ranked  are  Morgan 
Fottrell,  who  was  ranked  eighth;  Homer  F.  Levin- 
son,  ninth;  Dr.  Carrol  E.  Tensen,  fifteenth,  ?^d

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THE  COUNTRY  CLUB 

HIGHLY  misleading  statements  have  been 
circulated  as  to  the  alleged  disad- 
vantage caused  The  Olympic  Club  by 
the  addition  of  golfing  to  its  activities. 
It  has  been  rumored  that  The  Country  Club  and 
Golf  courses  are  liabilities  and  drain  its  resources. 
It  has  even  been  suggested  that  the  operations  of 
The  Country  Club  are  conducted  at  so  great  a  loss 
that  the  profits  of  the  City  Club  are  insufficient  to 
liquidate  the   same. 

It  is  most  surprising  that  such  misinformation 
should  be  circulated  when  the  facts  are  so  readily 
ascertainable.  Golf  and  The  Country  Club  are 
distinct  advantages  to  The  Olympic  Club.  They 
are  among  its  most  profitable  investments.  The 
Country  Club  is  located  on  370.065  acres  of  land 
in  the  Ingleside  District  bordering  the  Pacific 
Ocean,   partly   in    San    Mateo    County   and   partly 


in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  Its 
improvements  consist  of  two  of  the  best  18-hole 
golf  courses  in  America,  a  clubhouse,  a  shooting 
lodge,  and  professional  quarters.  There  are  six 
wells  with  an  aggregate  capacity  of  about  1800 
gallons  of  water  per  minute  and  a  new  club  house 
in  the  course  of  construction  which  will  cost  when 
finished  and  completely  furnished  and  equipped, 
in  the  neighborhood  of  $425,000.00.  A  conserva- 
tive appraisement  of  these  assets,  including  the 
new  club  house  will  be  far  in  excess  of  $1,500.- 
000.00. 

To  produce  this  value  the  only  contribution 
that  The  Olympic  Club  has  made  was  to  the  cost 
of  maintenance  and  operation  during  the  period  of 
three  years  when  it  enjoyed  an  option  on  part  of 
this  land  and  was  considering  the  advisability  of 
acquiring  it.  But  little  of  this  cost  entered  into 
the  assets.  Their  real  value  was  produced  by  the 
voluntary  contribution  of  1238  active  Olympians  of 
the  sum  of  $417,763.00  in  order  that  they  might 
enjoy  golfing  privileges  and  that  ALL  OLYM- 
PIANS might  have  a  Country  Club.  The  balance 
of  these  assets  came  from  a  5  per  cent  bond  issue 
in  the  sum  of  $450,000.00  which  was  fully  sub 
scribed,  mostly  by  the  same  Olympians  who  were 
golf  enthusiasts.  The  payment  of  this  bond  issue 
is  secured  by  a  lien  ONLY  ON  THE  PROPERTY 
OF  THE  COUNTRY  CLUB,  and  neither  The 
Olympic  Club  nor  any  other  of  its  property  is  in 
any  way  liable  for  the  payment  of  these  bonds. 

When  the  bonds  are  all  issued  the  total  liability 
created  by  the  addition  of  The  Country  Club  to  The 
Olympic  Club  will  be  less  than  $825,000.00  and  will 
be  paid  only  out  of  The  Country  Club  property. 
It  is  thus  apparent  that  the  Olympians  who  are 
golf  enthusiasts  have  presented  to  The  Olympic 
Club  an  asset  that  has  a  net  value  today  of  not  less 
than  three-quarters  of  a  million  dollars  and  which 
will  be  far  in  excess  of  that  sum  before  three  years 
have  rolled  by. 

GOLF  INCREASED  MEMBERSHIP 
Since  The  Olympic  Club  has  added  golf  to  its 
activities  it  has  been  estimated  that  473  new  mem- 
bers have  been  added  to  its  roster,  induced  to  join 
solely  by  their  desire  to  enjoy  golf.  These  new 
members  paid  into  The  Olympic  Club  over  $140,- 
000.00.  No  part  of  that  amount  has  ever  been 
credited  to  the  golfing  operations  or  to  The  Coun- 
try Club,  but  was  paid  into  the  general  treasury 
of  The  Olympic  Club  for  the  benefit  of  all  Olym- 
pians. On  the  first  day  of  December,  1924,  the 
total  active  membership  of  The  Olympic  Club  was 
3113.  Twelve  hundred  of  these  members  have 
purchased  Class  A  and  Class  B  golf  privileges. 
It  was  due  to  the  generosity  of  these  members  that 
The  Olympic  Club  received  a  gift  of  an  asset  that 
is   worth   at   least   approximately   as   much   as   its 
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city  holdings.  In  no  instance  in  clubdom  is  there 
a  record  of  such  club  spirit.  It  is  this  spirit  that 
has  made  golfing  one  of  the  Club's  most  profitable 
investments.  It  is  this  spirit  that  will  give  to 
The  Olympic  Club  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and 
best  appointed  Country  Clubs  in  America  where 
all  Olympians  may  enjoy  The  Country  Club  fully, 
limited  only  in  golfing  privileges. 

Probably  a  careful  student  of  business  and 
finance  will  inquire  how  The  Country  Club  is  to 
be  maintained.  This  will  be  done  by  the  green 
fees  received  from  the  Olympians  who  enjoy 
Classes  A,  B,  and  C  privileges,  and  from  the 
members  of  the  women's  golfing  section  as  well  as 
through  the  profitable  operation  of  the  various  de- 
partments. It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  there  are 
not  two  clubs,  nor  even  a  club  and  an  annex.  It 
is  all  The  Olympic  Club.  The  Olympic  Club  owns 
all  of  this  property,  but  in  order  to  determine 
whether  or  not  the  operation  of  its  new  activity 
was  conducted  at  a  profit  or  loss  they  have  been 
carried  in  separate  accounts.  Golf  is  no  more 
separate  and  apart  from  The  Olympic  Club  than 
boxing,  swimming,  football,  track  and  field  athletics 
or  any  of  its  other  departments.  In  all  probability 
the  operations  of  The  City  Club  and  The  Country 
Club  will  continue  to  be  kept  separate,  but  in  that 
event  a  certain  charge  will  be  made  against  t^e 
City  Club  for  privileges  enjoyed  by  all  Olympians 
at  The  Country  Club  in  order  that  the  full  extent 
of  its  profitable  operations   may  be  known. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  plain  statement  of  facts 
will  bring  to  the  golf  enthusiasts  the  whole-souled 
support  and  praise  from  all  Olympians  that  they 
really  deserve.  In  truth  and  in  fairness  it 
must  be  admitted  that  the  golfing  enthusiasts  of 
The  Olympic  Club  offered  a  means  whereby  the 
Club  acquired  golf  courses  and  a  Country  home 
and  preserved  its  reputation  for  being  the  best 
appointed  athletic  club  in  America. 


IMPROVEMENTS  IN  THE  CITY  CLUB 

Many  Olympians  have  complained  at  the  delay 
in  improving  The  City  Club  House.  Some  have 
stated  that  these  improvements  should  have  been 
made  before  anything  was  done  at  The  Country 
Club.  The  opinion  of  the  latter,  we  think,  would 
be    changed    if   all    the    facts   were   known. 

Two  problems  were  presented  to  the  Board  of 
Directors:  the  improvement  of  The  City  Club  and 
the  improvement  of  The  Country  Club.  The 
former  required  a  plan  of  financing  that  would  in- 
volve raising  over  a  million  dollars,  of  which  over 
$625,000.00  would  be  required  in  the  improvements 
to  The  City  Club  House  and  the  balance  to  finance 
the  present  down  town  indebtedness.  To  acquire

handball,  primarily  because  it  enabled  him  to  keep 
fit  and  in  condition  when  not  engaged  in  his  regu- 
lar work,  and  also  because  of  the  pleasurable  en- 
joyment it  afforded. 

It  is  hardly  five  years  ago,  and  right  well  does 
the  writer,  then  the  commissioner,  remember  it, 
that  Lane  first  essayed  his  hand  in  tournament 
competition.  An  unknown  quantity,  he  was  placed 
in  the  lowest  class,  the  fourth.  So  very  mediocre 
did  he  prove  to  be  that  his  effacement  occurred  in 
quick  order  on  the  second  round.  His  showing 
was  such  that  no  one,  unless  indeed  gifted  with 
the  powers  of  divination,  would  venture  a  predic- 
tion that  his  name  would  subsequently  be  heard 
ringing  down  the  corridors  of  handball  fame.

Perseverance  and  determination  are  attributes 
that  Lane  possesses  to  a  degree.  So,  undaunted 
by  this  reverse  and  refusing  to  be  discredited,  he 
quickly  realized  his  shortcomings.  Quietly  and 
unostentatiously  he  set  himself  to  a  study  of  the 
game,  and  made  the  sacrifice  that  success  exacts 
and  demands  of  practising  patiently  and  conscien- 
tiously, devoting  night  after  night  week  in  and 
week  out  to  improve  and  perfect  himself.  And 
that  his  efforts  were  not  in  vain  was  soon  made 
apparent. 

A  position  tournament  was  inaugurated  at  that 
time,  and  the  name  of  Lane  appeared   in  the  list 


of  entries,  comprising  over  one  hundred.  Having 
in  mind  his  unenviable  showing  in  the  tournament 
concluded  prior  thereto,  the  commissioner  ranked 
him  seventieth  on  the  board. 

At  that  time  a  failure  to  make  good  a  challenge 
involved  a  loss  of  one  handball,  or  the  equivalent 
of  sixty  cents  in  merchandise,  for  each  position 
occupied  by  the  challenger  over  the  one  challenged. 
Imagine  the  surprise  of  the  writer  to  find  a  chal- 
lenge from  Lane  for  a  position  twenty  ahead  of 
his.  But  Lane  was  sure  of  himself  and  captured 
the  position.  Immediately  thereafter,  he  issued 
another  challenge  for  the  position  twenty  beyond, 
and  then  it  was  in  his  memorable  encounter  with 
G.  A.  Steffen,  its  occupant,  who  was  ousted,  that 
he  opened  the  eyes  of  those  present  to  the  mar- 
velous progress  he  had  made  in  such  a  short  time. 

He  successively  and  rapidly  advanced  in  rank- 
ing from  a  third,  and  a  second  class  player  to  that 
of  a  first  class  one.  Displaying  his  usual  excellent 
judgment,  he  arranged  for  practice  contests  with 
Joe  Murray,  then  the  champion,  from  whom  he  at 
first  would  receive  a  concession  of  ten  points, 
which  handicap  for  some  time  did  not  prove  suf- 
ficient to  circumvent  defeat.  But  Lane  was  undis- 
mayed, and  cheerfully  offered  himself  as  a  victim, 
knowing  full  well  that  he  would  reap  his  reward 
sooner  or  later,  for  there  came  a  time  when  this 
handicap  had  to  be  discontinued,  as  well  as  any  at 
all,  until  Lane  arrived  at  that  stage  where  he  was 
able  to  offer  opposition  on  even  terms. 

Sensible  of  the  fact  that  the  left  hand  is  the 
usual  and  natural  weakness  in  the  equipment  of 
the  average  player,  he  determined  to  fortify  that 
member  so  as  to  render  it  nearly  as  effective  as 
his  right.  Alone  would  he  enter  the  court,  and 
set  himself  to  the  task  of  practicing  with  his  left 
hand  only,  serving  and  returning  the  ball  almost 
to  the  exclusion  of  his  right  hand,  with  the  result 
that  he  has  acquired  a  left  hand  comparable  to 
the  best. 

Lane  combines  everything  demanded  of  a  player 
of  championship  caliber,  and  possibly  something 
in  addition,  if  his  coolness  and  imperterbability  be 
considered  when  put  to  the  test  of  a  severe  match. 
For  brilliancy  of  play,  he  stands  supreme  among 
the  players  of  the  Club,  without  exception.  His 
agility  and  fleetness  of  foot  make  him  the  despair 
of  many  an  antagonist,  who  finds  him  returning 
a  shot  that  seems  well  nigh  impossible  of  recovery. 
His  side  arm  kill  does  deadly  execution.  He  drives 
the  ball  with  telling  speed  either  overhand  or  from 
the  back  wall,  from  which  place  he  can  be  depended 
upon  not  infrequently  to  find  the  bottom  board. 
He  has  baffling  change  of  pace,  particularly  with  the 
left  hand,  with  which,  unexpectedly,  he  will  cut  t^e 
speed  of  a  fast  driven  waist  high  ball,  and  drop  it 
into  the  left  corner  for  a  soft  kill.  The  fly  ball  kill 
he  has  developed  as  well  as  any  of  his  confreres.

In  short,  poise  and  splendid  co-ordination  of  mind 
and  body  make  him  ever  alert  and  resourceful. 

All  in  all  he  is  a  real  champion,  judged  from 
any  standpoint,  and  unless  the  writer  misses  his 
mark,  Lane  is  destined  to  achieve  the  goal  of  every 
player's  ambition,  which  is  to  be  hailed  as  the 
national  champion. 

He  holds  at  present  jointly  with  Jack  Donovan, 
the  national  doubles  title,  with  whom  he  also  holds 
jointly  the  Club  doubles  title,  which  he  formally 
also  held  with  Joe  Muray.  Two  years  ago,  at  Saint 
Paul,  in  the  national  tournament  held  there,  he 
ranked  sixth  in  a  field  of  sixty-four. 

The  commissioner  cannot  refrain  from  a  reiter- 
ation of  an  expression  of  the  sincere  pleasure  that 
he  continues  to  experience  in  his  contact  with  a 
player  of  the  type  of  Lane  McMillan,  for  whom 
he  cherishes  a  warm  personal  regard  and  affection, 
and  to  whom  he  extends  his  felicitations  for  the 
deserved  and  merited  honor  that  has  come  to  him 
in  the  winning  of  the  Club  championship.    All  hail !

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IMPORTANT  MODIFICATIONS 

IN  GOLF  PRIVILEGES, 

EFFECTIVE 

January  1st,  1925 


1.  No  class  Bl,  or  class  B2,  or  class  C  golf  privileges  will  be  granted  after 
December   31st,    1924. 

2.  Effective  January,  1925,  there  will  be  established  at  The  Country  Club  the 
Woman's  Country  Club  Section  in  addition  to  the  present  Woman's  Golf  Section. 
Any  Olympian  may  nominate  his  Mother,  Wife,  Daughter,  or  Sister  (if  a  member  of 
his  immediate  family)  and,  on  admission,  the  nominee  will  be  entitled  to  all  the  privi- 
leges of  The  Country  Club  and  Club  House,  EXCEPT  the  privileges  of  the  golf  courses. 
These  privileges  include  the  giving  of  parties,  luncheons,  and  dinners.  The  monthly 
dues  of  such  members  will  be  $1.00.  It  will  not  be  necessary  for  these  members  to  be 
accompanied  by  an  Olympian. 

However,  no  woman,  except  a  member  of  either  of  the  above  mentioned  classes 
will  be  entitled  to  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Country  Club  House  except  as  a  guest 
of  an  Olympian,  or  as  a  guest  of  a  member  of  one  of  the  two  women's  classes,  and 
while  accompanied  by  them. 

3.  On  and  after  January  1st,  1925,  courtesy  cards  covering  the  privileges  of  the 
golf  courses  will  be  issued  ONLY  ON  REQUEST  OF  OLYMPIANS  ENJOYING 
CLASSES  A,  Bl,  B2  OR  C  GOLF  PRIVILEGES,  but  no  such  cards  may  be  issued 
to  any  one  who  resides  within  one  hundred  miles  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, except  for  a  day,  and  then  only  twice  in  any  one  month.  Guests  availing  them- 
selves of  the  privileges  of  such  courtesy  cards  will  be  required  to  pay  a  green  fee  of 
$3.00  on  every  day,  except  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  holidays,  when  the  green  fee  will 
be  $4.00. 

4.  Honorary,  Life,  Active,  Service  and  Non-Resident  Members  of  The  Olympic 
Club  who  have  not  availed  themselves  of  either  class  A,  Bl,  B2  or  C  privileges,  may 
nevertheless  enjoy  the  golf  courses  on  any  day  but  Saturdays,  Sundays  or  holidays,  on 
the  payment  of  a  green  fee  of  $3.00. 

5.  Members  enjoying  class  Bl  privileges  may  transfer,  as  of  course,  at  their  pleas- 
ure, to  class  A,  but  members  enjoying  class  B2  privileges,  and  the  assignee  of  members 
enjoying  class  Bl  privileges,  may  transfer  to  class  A  only  in  the  event  there  is  a 
vacancy. 

6.  Nothing  herein  contained  will,  in  any  way,  qualify  or  modify  the  rights  of  any 
Olympian   to   enjoy   the   privileges   of   The  Country  Club,  other  than  golf. 

7.  Members  enjoying  class  A  privileges  are  entitled  to  play  golf  at  any  time  with- 
out the  payment  of  any  green  fee,  other  than  the  monthly  green  fee  attached  to  such 
membership. 

8.  A  member  enjoying  class  Bl  pri/ileges  is  one  who  purchased  these  privileges 
prior  to  December  1st,  1922,  and  has  an  absolute  right  to  transfer  to  class  A  at  any 
time,  but  such  right  of  transfer  does  not  pass  to  his  assignee,  who  may  only  transfer 
to  class  A  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy. 

9.  A  member  enjoying  class  B2  privileges  is  one  who  purchased  these  privileges 
subsequent  to  December  1st,  1922,  and  may  transfer  to  class  A  only  in  the  event  of  a 
vacancy  in  that  class  and  the  same  right  of  transfer  may  be  enjoyed  by  his  assignee 

10.  A  member  enjoying  class  C  privileges  is  a  non-resident  Olympian  who  may 
transfer  to  class  A  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  imposed  by  the  Golf 
Committee  and   approved  by  the   Board  of  Directors.

Pennsylvania  and  California  Clash  New  Years

NOW  comes  the  season  when  football  teams 
scorn  the  statement  made  by  the  esteemed 
Mr.  Kipling  "that  never  the  twain  shall 
meet",  and  gridiron  men  from  the  East 
gird  their  loins  in  preparation  for  the  annual  clash 
with  the  stars  of  the  West,  where  wearers  of  the 
moleskins  endeavor  to  live  up  to  the  much  quoted 
phrase  "Where  men  are  men". 

New  Year's  Day  promises  to  be  a  high  light 
in  the  annals  — of  football  history  on  the  Pacific 
Coast.  Two  undefeated  teams  will  trek  West  to 
face  the  only  aggregations  on  the  Pacific  Slope 
that  have  not  tasted  of  defeat.  Notre  Dame  will 
oppose  Stanford  at  Pasadena,  while  Lou  Young's 
great  Pennsylvania  eleven  will  oppose  California 
at  the  Memorial  Stadium. 

Perhaps  no  more  colorful  team  has  trotted  on  a 
gridiron  than  the  one  Knute  Rockne  has  moulded 
during  the  past  year.  The  "Four  Horsemen"  in 
the  backfield  have  made  history  for  Notre  Dame 
and  the  clean-cut  victories  scored  over  all  oppo- 
nents during  a  grueling  campaign  has  made  the 
South  Bend  Cavalrymen  an  attraction  where  ever 
they  have  played,  and  it  is  certain  that  a  large 
delegation  will  go  from  San  Francisco  to  watch 
the  fast  Middlewest  squad  in  action. 

Pennsylvania  swept  through  the  season  without 
a  defeat,  and  the  fact  that  Andy  Smith  once  repre- 
sented the  Red  and  Blue  tends  to  add  interest  to 
this  argument  to  be  waged  January  1st.  The 
sweeping  victory  over  Gil  Dobie's  Cornell  aggre- 
gation has  made  the  Easterners  sit  up  and  take 
notice,  and  Coach  Andy  Smith,  who  watched  the 
Quaker  eleven  triumph  over  the  Ithacans,  realizes 
that  the  Golden  Bears  have  some  real  work  cut 
out  for  them  at  the  opening  of  the  new  year. 

Last  year  The  Olympic  Club  eleven  was  se- 
lected to  oppose  the  strong  Haskell  Indian  team 
at  Los  Angeles,  and  in  this  game  the  Winged  "O" 
organization  covered  themselves  with  glory,  as  the 
Indians  with  John  Levi  as  their  leader  had  made 
a  notable  record  during  the  season.  This  game 
is  one  of  the  bright  spots  in  Olympic  Club  gridiron 
history,  as  the  Club  men  added  new  honors  for  this 
section  by  their  great  fight  against  the  Lawrence 
forces. 

Washington  fought  Navy  to  a  tie  at  Pasadena 
and  thus  held  the  lead  the  Pacific  Coast  had 
enmassed  in  the  intersectional  contests.  Consider- 
ing the  fact  that  the  Huskies  had  lost  to  California, 
the  result  of  the  game  did  not  give  Pacific  Coast 
football  a  setback. 


The  battles  between  the  East  and  West  began 
in  1894,  when  the  Chicago  eleven  came  West  to 
meet  Stanford.  The  Cardinals  had  only  been 
playing  the  game  two  years,  but  managed  to  break 
even  in  the  two  games  held  in  San  Francisco  and 
Los  Angeles. 

Glenn  Warner  brought  his  Carlisle  Indian  team 
out  here  in  1899.  They  were  able  to  beat  the  Cali- 
fornia eleven  2  to  0.  Coach  Exendine,  now  at 
Washington  State  College,  was  a  member  of  that 
team.  The  Indians  also  met  the  Reliance  Club 
eleven  that  year. 

Coach  "Hurry  Up"  Yost,  who  at  one  time 
coached  Stanford,  brought  his  great  "point-a-min- 
ute"  football  team  from  Michigan  to  the  Coast  in 
1902.  Billy  Heston,  formerly  of  San  Jose;  Neil 
Snow  and  other  stars  were  members  of  that  great 
aggregation  and  in  the  game  at  Pasadena,  Michi- 
gan defeated  the  Cardinals  49  to  0. 

St.  Louis  University  came  West  in  the  fall  of 
1907  and  dropped  two  games  to  Washington  State, 
11  to  0  and  Multnomah  Club  11  to  6.  The  first 
Western  team  to  journey  East  brought  a  victory 
for  the  Oregon  Aggies,  who  downed  the  Michigan 
Aggies  20  to  0,  in  a  year  that  the  Lansing  team 
was  unusually  strong.  So  great  an  impression  did 
the  Westerners  make  that  Abrahams  was  named 
on  one  of  Walter  Camp's  elevens.  This  was  in 
1915. 

That  same  year  Syracuse  came  West,  tieing 
Montana  6-6,  defeating  the  Oregon  Aggies  28  to  0 
and   Occidental   35   to   0. 

In  1916  Washington  State  started  the  Pasadena 
parade  by  defeating  Brown  14  to  0.  The  Brunon- 
ians  brought  out  a  great  team  with  Pollard,  the 
colored  halfback  as  their  star,  but  the  Cougars 
rushed  the  Easterners  back  for  two  touchdowns. 
The  next  fall  the  Oregon  Aggies  went  to  Lincoln 
where  they  lost  to  Nebraska   17  to  0. 

Pennsylvania  came  West  first  to  meet  Oregon 
on  New  Year's  Day,  1917.  The  Eastern  team 
brought  — along  the  famed  Howard  Berry,  all- 
around  athlete  and  football  star.  Oregon  had  a 
great  team  that  year,  including  Johnny  Beckett, 
Johnny  Parsons,  the  two  Huntingtons  and  other 
stars.  Hugo  Bezdek's  Western  eleven  defeated  the 
Penn  team  14  to  0,  adding  the  second  victory  in 
two  years  over  the  best  of  the  East. 

There  was   no   game    in    1918,   but    the    Great 

Lakes  defeated   the   Mare   Island  team    17   to  0  in 

1919.     The   next  year   Harvard,   the   only  member 

of  the  "Big  Three"  to  visit  the  West,  came  to  meet

an  order  which  he  had  established  about  two  years 
earlier,  to  honor  those  who  rendered  France  dis- 
tinguished service  in  military  or  civil  life,  as  well 
as  in  the  arts  and  sciences.  At  the  time,  Lafayette 
and  Rochambeau  refused  the  insignia  of  the  order, 
because  they  were  opposed  to  Napoleon's  having 
become  emperor.  It  is  of  interest  that  Thomas 
Jefferson,  when  he  was  in  France,  loved  to  gaze 
at  the  stately  pile  from  the  gardens  of  the  Tuil- 
leries  on  the  opposite  bank  of  the  Seine. 

In  1871,  the  palace  was  partly  burned  by  Com- 
munists, but  was  restored  by  Legionnaires'  sub- 
scriptions at  a  cost  of  $320,000.  It  is  the  residence 
of  the  grand  chancellor  of  the  order  and  many  of 
its  apartments  are  used  as  administration  offices. 
Certain  galleries  form  a  museum  containing  Na- 
poleonic relics  and  other  objects  of  art.  In  the 
grand  court  of  honor,  all  the  order's  ceremonies 
take  place. 

The  Legion's  annual  expenses,  including  pen- 
sions; educational  fees  of  daughters  of  Legion- 
naires who  die  without  fortune;  upkeep  of  the 
building,  and  salaries  amount  to  over  three  and  a 
half  million  dollars.  Of  this  sum,  over  $830,000 
are  derived  from  the  Legion's  own  income  from 
investment  and  the  ministry  of  justice  pays  the 
rest.  In  1906,  a  wealthy  American,  anonymously 
gave  $200,000,  the  interest  of  which  is  paid  annual- 
ly to  orphans  of  Legionnaires  who  were  killed  in 
the  World  War. 


There  are  five  grades  of  the  order — chevalier, 
officer,  commander,  grand  officer  and  grand  cross. 
The  pensions  (bestowed  only  for  military  service) 
range  from  $50  to  $600  a  year.  The  membership 
has  grown  from  the  original  Napoleonic  limit  of 
six  thousand  living  members  to  many  thousands, 
including  foreigners  who  have  served  France.  A 
Frenchman  who  gives  up  his  citizenship  forfeits 
his  cross,  as  he  does  also  if  he  does  anything  dis- 
honorable, even  though  he  is  not  amenable  to  legal 
prosecution. 

Originally,  all  nominations  were  made  by  the 
emperor,  when  the  insignia  had  the  form  of  a  star, 
with  five  double  stripes,  the  center  being  an  oak 
and  a  laurel  wreath.  One  side  bore  the  picture  of 
Napoleon  with  the  words,  "Napoleon,  Emperor  of 
the  French."  On  the  other  side  an  eagle  was  rep- 
resented holding  a  lightning  bolt  and  the  legend 
"Honor  and  Country".  Since  1870  the  head  of  the 
French  republic  and  the  words  "French  Republic, 
1870"  supplant  the  Napoleonic  device.  Two,  three 
and  five  terms  are  required  for  the  successive  ranks, 
except  in  the  case  of  foreigners. 

A  chevalier's  decoration  is  of  silver,  and  for 
other  ranks  of  gold.  The  chevalier  wears  it  on  the  left 
side  suspended  from  a  red  moire  ribbon.  Officers 
have  a  rosette  with  the  ribbon;  the  commanding 
officer  wears  it  cross  wise,  with  a  wider  ribbon; 
the  grand  officer  wears  on  the  right  of  his  chest, 
a  badge  of  five  double  stripes,  diamonds  on  silver. 
The  grand  cross  officer  wears  over  the  right 
shoulder  a  scarf  to  which  is  attached  the  badge  of

his  rank,  and  on  the  left  side,  the  insignia  of  grand 
officer.  Besides  the  privilege  of  pensions,  Legion- 
naires occupy  reserved  places  at  public  ceremonies. 
Military  honors  at  their  homes  are  their  due  at 
death.  In  the  World  War  the  cities  of  Paris,  St. 
Quentin,  Valenciennes  and  St.  Didier  received  the 
decoration  for  their  armorial  bearings.  Flags  borne 
in  great  battles  have  been  thus  honored. 
HISTORY  OF  THE  CALIFORNIA  LEGION 
OF  HONOR  PALACE 

When  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  B.  Spreckels  announced 
more  than  three  years  ago  that  they  proposed  to 
erect  in  San  Francisco  a  replica  of  the  Legion  of 
Honor  Palace  in  Paris,  to  perpetuate  the  temporary 
one  which  France  had  placed  in  our  Exposition 
of  1915  when  that  country  was  torn  by  war  strug- 
gle, they  were  urged  to  choose  Washington,  D.  C, 
as  its  site.  But  they  were  too  loyal  to  the  city  of 
their  birth  to  consider  the  proposition.  So  today 
the  beautiful  structure  crowns  an  eminence  in 
Lincoln  Park  at  the  end  of  the  highway  over- 
looking  the  placid  waters  of  the  blue   Pacific. 

In  1912  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Spreckels  had  planned  to 
build  a  museum  to  present  to  this  city  to  house 
works  of  art  which  they  had  purchased  in  France ; 
but  with  the  advent  of  the  World  War,  their  plan 
widened  in  scope  and  became  the  dream  of  com- 
pletion of  a  superb  memorial  to  the  California 
heroes  who  gave  their  strength  and  their  lives  in 


the  terrible  conflict  for  liberty.  Rising  proudly 
upon  its  magnificent  site,  it  is  the  first  structure 
to  commemorate  our  heroic  dead,  and  the  first 
given  to  an  American  community  as  an  individual 
gift. 

The  palace  is  of  synthetic  stone,  an  imitation 
of  French  Caen,  said  to  be  the  best  job  of  concrete 
in  the  country  and  one  of  the  largest  anywhere. 
For  instance,  hundreds  of  bannisters  in  the  encir- 
cling balustrade  are  hand  turned  instead  of  being 
moulded,  a  new  experiment  in  concrete.  The 
museum  contains  sixteen  galleries,  of  which  the 
nucleus  is  the  stately  Louis  sixteenth  tapestry 
room.  All  walls  and  the  stately  ionic  pillars  are 
of  Napoleon  gray  stone  from  Carthage,  Miss. 

The  lighting  is  the  finest  of  any  museum  in  the 
world,  the  result  of  a  two  years'  exhaustive  re- 
search of  the  world's  museums  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco architect,  George  A.  Applegarth,  who  built 
the  palace  from  plans  which  he  modified  from  those 
drawn  by  Henri  Guillaume  of  Paris.  No  shadows 
are  ever  thrown  upon  the  interior  walls,  because 
light  enters  from  the  sides  of  tempered  sky-lights 
during  the  day  and  at  night  comes  from  electric 
side  lights  in  the  same  position.  From  Apple- 
garth's  analysis,  the  intensity  of  light  upon  every 
square  yard  is  known  for  each  hour  of  the  day. 

On  the  terrace  floor  is  "a  little  theater",  seating

ball.  And  yet  it  was  only  a  few  days  after  his 
departure  that  the  same  Walter  Camp  was  accred- 
ited with  making  the  statement  that  too  much 
attention  was  given  to  the  bleacher  stunts  on  the 
Coast  and  not  enough  to  football  itself.

370.065  acres  of  land  and  to  construct  two  golf 
courses  and  a  new  Country  Club  House  required 
less  than  $800,000.00.  Of  this  sum  the  Olympians 
who  were  golf  enthusiasts  presented — not  loaned — 
the  sum  of  $417,763.00,  and  later  on  agreed  to  pur- 
chase second  mortgage  bonds,  secured  only  by  a 
lien  on  The  Country  Club  property  to  the  sum  of 
$450,000.00. 

The  Board  of  Directors  realized  that  it  was 
impossible  to  carry  on  both  operations  at  one  time. 
Each  problem  was  of  such  magnitude  and  import- 
ance as  to  require  the  entire  thought  and  time  of 
the  Board  of  Directors.  In  this  situation  it  ac- 
cepted the  one  which  presented  to  the  Club  $417,- 
763.00  and  loaned  it  $450,000.00  with  interest  at 
the  small  rate  of  5  per  cent  per  annum. 

The  improvement  of  The  City  Club  House  has 
not  been  abandoned  but  only  postponed.  As  soon 
as  The  Country  Club  House,  which  is  now  nearing 
completion,  is  finished,  the  Board  of  Directors  will 
submit  a  program  financing  the  down  town  improve- 
ments and  hopes  that  it  will  meet  the  approval  of 
all  Olympians.  The  rough  plans  for  these  improve- 
ments have  already  been  submitted  by  Messrs. 
Bakewell,  Brown  &  Bauer,  and  we  believe,  with 
but  few  changes,  will  meet  the  demands  of  the 
members  and  be  in  keeping  with  the  dignity  and 
beauty  of  the  present  Club  House.  When  these 
improvements  will  be  started  and  completed  must 
be  answered  by  the  members.  We  hope  to  have 
the  plans  ready  to  submit  early  in  1925  and,  if 
favorably  received,  to  have  work  on  the  improve- 
ments started  shortly  thereafter.

In 
addition  to  several  administration  rooms,  there  is 
a  large  tea-room  overlooking  the  garden,  for  which 
John  McLaren  of  Golden  Gate  Park  has  been  zeal- 
ousy  cultivating  trees  and  California  flora  for 
months,    awaiting   transplanting.

There  is  a  perfect  ventilating  system  and 
even  devices  for  absorbing  dust,  the  bane  of  every 
museum. 

The  Palace  has  been  over  three  years  in  course 
of  construction  and  its  cost  was  over  $1,500,000, 
many  times  the  sum  of  the  original  estimate,  but 
which  A.  B.  Spreckels  cheerfully  paid  as  a  tribute 
to  our  noble  warriors. 

In  the  summer  of  1923,  Mrs.  Spreckels'  collec- 
tion of  art  works  was  displayed  for  a  month  in  the 
Legion  of  Honor  Palace  in  Paris.  Many  were 
presented  by  the  French  Government  to  Mrs. 
Spreckels  "as  a  woman  of  heart"  and  as  an  ac- 
knowledgment of  the  brotherhood  of  France  and 
America,  who  fought  side  by  side  in  the  cause  of 
liberty.  As  a  final  tribute  to  her  heroic  efforts  in 
the  interests  of  patriotism  and  art,  the  French 
Government  has  decorated  her  with  the  Cross  of 
the  Legion  of  Honor. 

The  wonderful  art  collection  loaned  to  this 
country  through  the  friendship  of  France  is  a 
glowing  tribute  from  that  country.  Herbert  E. 
Fleishhacker,  President  of  the  Park  Commissioners 
and  a  loyal  son  of  San  Francisco,  arranged  this 
summer  with  the  French  Government  for  the 
transportation  to  San  Francisco  and  safe  return  to 
France  of  the  ten  million  dollars'  collection  of 
French  art  treasure,  which  were  installed  for  the 
opening  day  and  which  will  remain  until  all  the 
people  of  this  great  city,  as  well  as  from  distant 
American  cities,  have  had  an  opportunity  to  view 
them. 

When  the  palace  was  presented  to  the  munici- 
pality of  San  Francisco  on  Armistice  Day,  and 
accepted  with  impressive  ceremonial,  it  was  a 
wonderful  dream  of  a  patriotic  woman  realized 
through  the  sympathy,  understanding  and  gener- 
osity of  her  patriotic  husband,  Adolph  B.  Spreckels, 
whom  Death  called  before  his  hopes  had  reached 
fruition.

Washington  State  beat  Nebraska  at  Lincoln  the 
following  autumn  21  to  20,  but  Dartmouth  made 
things  even  by  swamping  Washington  28  to  7. 

Ohio  State,  champions  of  the  conference,  met 
California  at  Pasadena  in  1921  with  Stinchcomb, 
"Tarzan"  Taylor  and  other  stars  on  the  team.  The 
Bears,  with  "Brick"  Muller  and  the  other  heroes, 
smothered  the  Buckeyes  28  to  0. 

Three  contests  were  staged  the  next  season, 
the  East  winning  two  and  tieing  one.  Penn  State, 
with  the  greatest  team  in  their  history  and  Bezdek 
as  coach,  defeated  a  weak  Washington  team  21  to7. 
Centre  toyed  with  Arizona  38  to  0  and  Washington 
and  Jefferson  was  able  to  hold  California  to  a  tie 
score,  0  to  0. 

Gonzaga,  with  Houston  Stockton  as  their  star, 
gave  the  strong  West  Virginia  team  a  hard  battle 
two  years  ago  at  San  Diego,  losing  21  to  13. 
Pittsburg  won  from  Stanford  17  to  6,  but  U.  S.  C. 
came  back  to  win  from  Penn  State  14  to  3.  Last 
year  Gonzaga  invaded  the  East  to  meet  defeat  at 
the   hands   of   "Germany"    Schultz's    Detroit   team. 

In  the  Pasadena  affairs  the  West  leads,  but  the 
East  has  the  upper  hand  in  the  aggregate,  due  to 
the  fact  that  some  of  our  weaker  teams  met  the 
best  of  the  East.  Within  a  few  years,  with  the 
Zeppelin  as  a  common  carrier,  we  may  have  a 
further  chance  to  scoff  at  our  old  friend  Rudyard.
